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PROCEEDINGS  OF  THE  CONVENTION 


FIRST  DAY.

Grace  Cathedral,  San  Francisco, 

Tuesday,  January  26,  A.  D.  1915. 

The  Sixty-fifth  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  of  the  Diocese  of  California  opened  with  the  Holy 
Communion  in  Grace  Cathedral,  San  Francisco,  at  10:30 
a.  m.  on  Tuesday,  January  26th,  A.  D.  1915.  The  service 
was  the  celebration  of  the  Holy  Communion,  the  Bishop  of 
California  being  the  celebrant.  The  Bishop  of  Tennessee 
was  the  Gospeller  and  the  Rev.  Dr.  Bakewell,  president  of 
the  Standing  Committee,  was  the  Epistoler.  The  Vener- 
able John  A.  Emery,  Archdeacon  of  California;  the  Rev. 
Dr.  Parsons,  secretary  of  the  Standing  Committee,  and 
Very  Rev.  J.  Wilmer  Gresham,  Dean  of  the  Cathedral,  as- 
sisted in  the  distribution  of  the  Elements. 

In  place  of  the  sermon,  the  Bishop  read  a  portion  of  his 
Annual  Address  (see  Appendix  A). 

After  the  service  the  Convention  was  called  to  order  by 
the  Bishop. 

The  Secretary  of  the  previous  Convention  called  the  roll 
of  Clergy  entitled  to  seats,  of  Parishes  and  Missions,  and  of 
Lay  Delegates. 

A  quorum  being  found  present,  the  Bishop  declared  the 
Sixty-fifth  Convention  duly  organized. 

On  motion  the  reading  of  the  order  of  business  was  dis- 
pensed with. 
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On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Bakewell,  the  Rev.  M.  D.  Wil- 
son was  elected  secretary  and  he  appointed  as  his  assistants 
Mr.  Geo.  H.  Hooke  and  the  Rev.  W.  R.  H.  Hodgkin. 

On  motion  of  the  Ven.  Archdeacon  Emery  the  privileges 
of  the  Convention  were  extended  to  the  visiting  clergy. 
There  were  present  during  the  Convention  the  Rt.  Rev.  the 
Bishop  of  Tennessee,  the  Rev.  W.  H.  Webb  of  the  District 
of  San  Joaquin,  the  Rev.  W.  R.  Jenvey  of  the  Diocese  of 
.  Newark,  the  Rev.  W.  S.  Short,  and  the  Rev.  Isaac  Dawson 
of  the  Diocese  of  Sacramento,  and  Father  Sebastian  Dabo- 
vich  of  the  Servian  Church. 

After  some  discussion  the  report  of  the  Committee  on 
Dispatch  of  Business  was  presented  and  read  by  the  Rev. 
C.  L.  Miel,  which,  after  amendment,  was  adopted  as  fol- 
lows : 

To  the  Rt.  Rev.,  the  President,  and  Members  of  the  Sixty-fifth  Annual 
Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  California : 

Rt.  Rev.  Sir,  and  Gentlemen:  On  this  twenty-sixth  day  of  January, 
iQiSt  your  Committee  on  Dispatch  of  Business  begs  to  report  as  follows*: 

Subject  to  your  decision,  we  find  the  sessional  time  of  this  Convention, 
as  per  program  issued  by  its  Secretary,  partially  apportioned  as  follows : 

Tuesday  night,  Missionary  Mass  Meeting; 

Wednesday  afternoon.  Joint  Session  with  House  of  Churchwomen; 

Wednesday  night,  Layman's  Dinner  and  the  Bishop's  Reception; 

Thursday  night.  Brotherhood  of  St.  Andrew  and  Daughters  of  the 
King. 

If  said  partial  apportionment  is  adopted  by  you,  there  will  be  left  for 
the  business  of  this  Convention  Tuesday  afternoon,  Wednesday  morn- 
ing and  Thursday  morning  and  afternoon,  in  all  about  thirteen  hours. 
In  view  of  such  showing,  your  committee  respectfully  recommends  as 
follows : 

1.  That  the  apportionment  of  time  as  set  forth  in  the  Secretary's  pro- 
gram be  and  is  hereby  adopted. 

2.  That  at  the  session  with  the  House  of  Churchwomen  the  Order  of 
Business  be  as  follows,  namely: 

(a)  Report  of  Work  of  Board  of  Missions. 

(b)  Report  of  the  Archdeacon. 

(c)  Report  of  the  Dean  of  the  Convocation  of  San  Francisco. 

(d)  Report  of  the  Dean  of  the  Convocation  of  San  Jose. 
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(e)  Report  of  the  Board  on  Christian  Education. 

(f)  Report  of  the  Commission  on  Church  Charities. 

(g)  Report  of  the  Commission  on  Social  Service. 

3.  That  the  Canonical  Order  of  Business  at  this  Convention  be 
strictly  observed,  and  that  all  motions,  resolutions,  and  other  initiatives, 
not  demanding  immediate  action,  be  made  with  request  that  this  com- 
mittee shall  set  a  time  for  their  several  consideration. 

4.  That  immediately  following  organization  of  this  Convention  the 
Canonical  Order  of  Business  shall  be  continued  until  Order  (11),  inr 
elusive,  of  the  first  Conventional  Day,  after  which  said  Order  a  recess 
for  luncheon  shall  be  announced. 

5.  That  under  Order  (24)  Miscellaneous  Business,  the  matter  of 
Qergy  Pensions  shall  have  precedence. 

6.  That  nominating  speeches  and  other  unnecessary  eulogiums,  be- 
fore, during,  and  after  balloting,  be  dispensed  with  in  view  of  the  limited 
time  this  Convention  has  for  its  business. 

7.  That  all  reports  of  Chairmen,  Officers  of  the  Diocese,  and  Com- 
mitteemen, not  carrying  resolutions  calling  for  immediate  action  by  this 
Convention,  be  filed  with  the  Secretary  thereof  without  reading,  unless 
the  President  shall  4eem  it  better  to  order  otherwise. 

8.  That  Rule  of  Order  (9)  be  strictly  enforced,  save  only  in  case  of 
a  member  presenting  matter  for  consideration,  in  which  case  such  mem- 
ber shall  have  the  usual  privilege  of  speaking  last  in  the  debate  there- 
upon. , 

9.  That  no  member,  save  he  who  shall  present  matter  for  considera- 
tion, be  allowed  more  than  five  minutes  in  which  to  speak  to  any  ques- 
tion under  consideration.

On  motion  the  time  of  the  elections  was  fixed  for  4:30 
p.  m.  today,  the  ballots  to  remain  open  for  half  an  hour. 

Nominations  were  then  made  for  the  various  elective 
offices,  boards  and  committees. 

After  some  discussion  the  Rev.  Dr.  Powell  moved  that 
we  proceed  to  the  nomination  of  members  of  the  Provincial 
Synod.  This  motion  was  lost  by  a  vote  of  29  to  30.  The 
result  of  this  vote  being  that  the  deputies  and  alternates 
elected  by  the  last  Convention,  and  whose  names  appear 
on  page  6  of  this  book,  were  duly  declared  to  be  the  depu- 
ties and  alternates  from  this  Diocese  to  the  Primary  Synod 
of  the  Eighth  Province. 

The  convention  took  recess  until  3  p.  m.

RESOLUTIONS. 

Resolved,  That  the  following  change  be  made  in  the  Constitution,  and 
that  the  proposed  alteration  be  made  known  to  the  several  Dioceses,  in 
order  that  the  same  may  be  adopted  at  the  next  General  Convention,  in 
accordance  with  Article  XI.  of  the  Constitution,  as  follows: 

Strike  out  Section  3  of  Article  I,  and  insert  in  place  thereof  the  fol- 
lowing : 

Section  3.  Upon  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  office  of  the  Presiding 
Bishop;  the  General  Convention  shall  elect  the  Presiding  Bishop  of  the 
Church.  The  House  of  Bishops  shall  choose  one  of  the  Bishops  having 
jurisdiction  within  the  United  States  to  be  such  Presiding  Bishop,  by  a 
vote  of  a  majority  of  all  the  Bishops  entitled  to  vote  in  the  House  of 
Bishops,  such  choice  to  be  subject  to  confirmation  by  the  House  of 
Deputies.  His  term  and  tenure  of  office  and  duties  shall  be  prescribed 
by  the  Canons  of  the  General  Convention. 

But  if  the  Presiding  Bishop  shall  resign  his  office  as  such,  or  if  he 
shall  resign  his  episcopal  jurisdiction,  or  if  by  reason  of  infirmity  he 
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shall  become  disabled,  the  Bishop  next  in  seniority  by  consecration, 
having  jurisdiction  within  the  United  States,  shall  thereupon  become 
the  Presiding  Bishop  until  the  next  meeting  of  the  General  Convention. 


Resolved,  That  the  following  change  be  made  in  the  Constitution,  and 
that  the  proposed  alteration  be  made  known  to  the  several  Dioceses,  in 
order  that  the  same  may  be  adopted  at  the  next  General  Convention,  in 
accordance  with  Article  XI.  of  the  Constitution,  as  follows: 

Strike  out  the  words  in  the  second  line  of  Article  I,  Section  7  of  the 
Constitution  "on  the  first  Wednesday  in  October"  and  insert  in  the  place 
thereof  the  following,  "on  the  Wednesday  after  the  first  Sunday  in 
October,"  so  that  the  section  as  amended  shall  read: 

Section  7.  The  General  Convention  shall  meet  in  every  third  year  on 
the  Wednesday  after  the  first  Sunday  in  October,  unless  a  different  day 
be  appointed  by  the  preceding  Convention,  and  at  the  place  designated 
by  such  Convention;  but  if  there  shall  appear  to  the  Presiding  Bishop 
of  the  Church  sufficient  cause  for  changing  the  place  so  appointed,  he 
may  appoint  another  place  for  such  meeting.  Special  meetings  may 
be  provided  for  by  Canon. 
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Resolved,  That  the  following  change  be  made  in  the  Constitution,  and 
that  the  proposed  alteration  be  made  known  to  the  several  Dioceses,  in 
order  that  the  same  may  be  adopted  at  the  next  General  Convention,  in 
accordance  with  Article  XI.  of  the  Constitution,  as  follows: 

Add  to  the  second  paragraph  of  Article  IX.  the  words,  '^Provided, 
however,  that  the  General  Convention  may  by  Canon  provide  for  a 
change  of  the  place  of  trial,"  so  that  the  paragraph  as  amended  shall 
read  as  follows: 

Presbyters  and  Deacons  shall  be  tried  by  a  Court  instituted  by  the 
Convention  of  the  Diocese,  or  by  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  the 
Missionary  District,  in  which  they  are  canonically  resident;  provided, 
hoivcver,  that  the  General  Convention  may  by  Canon  provide  for  a 
change  of  the  place  of  trial. 


Resolved,  That  the  following  change  be  made  in  the  Constitution,  and 
that  the  proposed  alteration  be  made  known  to  the  several  Dioceses,  in 
order  that  the  same  may  be  adopted  at  the  next  General  Convention,  in 
accordance  with  Article  XI.  of  the  Constitution,  as  follows: 

Amend  Article  X.  by  inserting  in  line  17  of  page  13  after  the  words 
"Table  of  Lessons"  the  words  "and  Table  of  Proper  Psalms  on  Certain 
Days  and  Table  of  Selections  of  Psalms,"  so  that  the  Proviso  as 
amended  shall  read: 

Provided,  however.  That  the  General  Convention  at  any  meeting  shall 
have  power  to  amend  the  Tables  of  Lessons  and  Table  of  Proper  Psalms 
on  Certain  Days  and  Table  of  Selections  of  Psalms  by  a  majority  of 
the  whole  number  of  Bishops  entitled  to  vote  in  the  House  of  Bishops, 
and  by  a  majority  of  the  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  of  all  the  Dioceses 
entitled  to  representation  in  the  House  of  Deputies  voting  by  Orders. 


The  following  Report  of  the  "Joint  Committee  to  report  a  plan  for 
Uniform  Registration  of  Communicants"  is  herewith  transmitted  in 
pursuance  of  the  following  resolution  adopted  at  the  last  General  Con- 
vention : 

Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  of  the  House  of  Deputies  have  this  Re- 
port printed  as  a  circular  within  one  year  after  the  final  adjournment 
of  this  Convention,  and  send  it  to  the  Secretary  of  each  Diocese  and 
Missionary  District,  with  the  request  that  it  be  communicated  to  the 
next  annual  Convention  or  Convocation  thereof,  as  the  decision  of  the 
General  Convention  with  reference  to  the  registration  and  enumeration 
of  Communicants.

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REPORT. 

The  Joint  Committee  appointed  in  1907,  and  continued  in  191c.  "to 
report  a  plan  for  the  uniform  registration  of  Communicants,"  respect- 
fully reports  that  it  has  given  the  matter  careful  consideration,  and  i«^ 
of  the  opinion  that  the  different  aspects  of  the  question  are  admirably 
covered  by  the  report  made  in  1907  by  a  similar  Committee  of  the 
House  of  Deputies,  to  which  they  beg  leave  to  refer.  It  will  be  found 
on  pages  231  to  233  of  the  Journal  for  that  year.  We  agree  with  all 
that  is  there  said  defining  a  "Communicant"  as  one  who  has  received 
Baptism  and  Confirmation,  or  has  been  formally  admitted  to  the  Holy 
Communion  as  being  "ready  and  desirous  to  be  confirmed."  We  reiter- 
ate that  all  such  should  be  enrolled  and  kept  upon  the  Parish  Register 
until  death,  transfer  or  discipline  removes  the  name. 

Neglect  of  the  privilege  of  receiving  the  Sacrament,  long  absence,  or 
even  departure  without  a  letter  is  not  sufficient  reason  for  erasing  a 
name,  as  the  person  may  reappear  or  ask  for  transfer  after  many  years. 
His  rights  as  a  potential  Communicant  should  be  scrupulously  con- 
served. On  the  other  hand,  parochial  reports  should  not  be  padded  with 
misleading  statistics.  To  enumerate  all  these  non-effective  members  is 
to  exaggerate  the  real  strength  of  the  Parish.  Communicants  known  to 
have  neglected  for  three  years  the  reception  of  the  Holy  Communion,  in 
spite  of  due  and  sufficient  opportunity  therefor,  should  not  be  reported 
for  statistical  purposes.  But,  as  above  suggested,  nothing  but  death, 
transfer  or  discipline  should  justify  the  removal  of  a  name  from  the 
Register. 

We  recommend  that  this  ruling  be  made  known  to  Diocesan  authori- 
ties in  order  to  secure  the  requisite  uniformity.

On  motion,  the  following  resolution  received  from  the 
Portland  Clericus  was  referred  to  the  delegates  to  the  Pri- 
mary Synod : 

Resolved,  That  it  is  the  sense  of  the  Portland  Clericus  that  the  Eighth 
Province  should  be  duly  organized,  and  at  such  organization  one  board 
should  be  provided  to  perform  the  duties  of  the  several  Boards  men- 
tioned in  Section  6  of  Canon  50,  "Of  Provinces".    Also, 

Resolved,  That,  in  the  judgment  of  this  Clericus,  the  office  of  a  Secre- 
tary for  this  Province  is  impractical.    And  further,  be  it 
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Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  of  this  Clericus  be  instructed  to  transmit 
these  Resolutions  to  the  other  Dioceses  and  Missionary  Jurisdictions  in 
this  Department. 

On  motion  of  the  Secretary,  the  following  communication 
from  the  General  Board  of  Religious  Education  was  re- 
ferred to  the  Board  of  Christian  Education : 

To  Members  of  Diocesan  Conventions  and  Councils  of  the  Church : 

In  accordance  with  the  permission  given  by  Canon  57,  Section  V,  the 
General  Board  of  Religious  Education  is  appealing  to  each  Diocese  and 
Missionary  District  within  the  Church,  through  its  Convention  or 
Council,  for  the  funds  necessary  for  carrying  on  its  work  efficiently. 

This  permission  was  given  by  the  General  Convention  because  of  the 
urgent  necessity  that  the  Church  face  the  need  of  Religious  Education. 
It  is  not,  however,  alone  for  the  need  of  money  that  the  Board  asks 
the  attention  of  each  Convention,  but  for  the  merits  of  the  educational 
cause.  We  ask  each  Convention  to  accept  and  meet  the  suggested 
apportionment  found  in  the  table  following,  because  it  leads  to  appre- 
ciation of  the  cause.  The  question  is  not.  Shall  a  suggested  apportion- 
ment be  paid?  It  is  rather.  Shall  the  Church  put  forth  organized  effort 
to  fulfill  her  educational  responsibilities  in  the  families,  schools  and 
colleges  of  our  nation? 

To  the  members  of  the  last  General  Convention  this  question  loomed 
large,  with  the  result  that  they  did  all  in  their  power  to  make  Religious 
Education  of  commanding  interest.  By  stressing  the  subject  at  Joint 
Sessions,  by  a  special  emphasis  in  the  Bishops'  Pastoral,  by  enlarging 
the  powers  of  the  Board  of  Religious  Education,  the  leaders  of  the 
Church  not  only  laid  bare  fundamental  needs  and  opened  a  vision  of 
achievement,  but  also  instituted  machinery  by  which  the  Church  as  a 
xvhole  could  gather  power,  direct  it  into  right  channels,  and  efficiently 
organize  for  the  work  of  Education. 

The  General  Convention  did  all  in  its  power.  The  question  has  now 
reached  the  second  stage,  What  will  the  Diocesan  Conventions  and 
Councils  of  the  Church  do  about  this  subject? 

No  Diocese  can  live  unto  itself.  The  educational  life  of  the  Church 
must  be  considered  as  a  unit.  A  Sunday-school  pupil  in  a  western 
mission  may  have  his  vision  so  kindled  that  he  may  later  become  a 
valued  warden  in  a  New  England  parish,  or  the  Missionary  Bishop  of 
Alaska.  Educational  leadership  in  every  parish  and  Diocese  is  a  respon- 
sibility of  the  whole  Church. 

From  each  Convention  the  Board  desires  a  vote  of  co-operation  and 
support.  It  does  not  propose  to  create  an  expensive  machinery  at  the 
center,  but  rather  to  stimulate  Provincial  and  Diocesan  leadership  that 
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will  produce  results.  For  the  comparatively  small  amount  of  money 
needed  for  current  expenses,  the  Board  should  not  be  forced  by  the 
Church  to  petition  for  individual  gifts;  these  should  be  left  free  for 
special  opportunities  and  needs  in  educational  extension. 

At  this  stage  the  Board  appeals  for  the  intelligent,  enthusiastic  and 
corporate  support  of  each  Convention  and  Council.

Of  the  amount  asked  from  the  Diocese  of 
California  we  have  been  able  to  remit  $90.00. 

The  Committee  on  Canons  reported  that  no  proposed 
Canonical  Amendments  had  been  referred  to  them. 

On  motion  of  the  Ven.  Archdeacon  Emery,  the  hour  of 
the  joint  session  on  Wednesday  was  fixed  at  2:30  p.  m. 

The  Convention  proceeded  to  the  final  action  on  the 
amendment  to  Article  22,  Section  89  of  the  Constitution, 
as  printed  on  pages  17  and  18  of  the  Manual  of  1914. 

On  due  motion  said  Section  89  was  finally  adopted  by  a 
vote  of  both  Orders  after  the  same  had  been  amended  by 
inserting  the  words  "ecclesiastical  authority"  in  place  of 
"Bishop"  in  the  eighth  line  of  paragraph  "e". 

The  Committee  on  Communicant  Lists  in  the  Diocese 
made  their  report  by  the  Rev.  Edward  Morgan,  secretary, 
as  follows: 

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  COMMUNICANT  LISTS. 

Report  of  the  Committee  appointed  at  the  64th  Annual  Convention 
of  the  Diocese  of  California  to  examine  into  and  report  upon  the  present 
Communicant  Lists  of  the  several  Parishes  and  Missions: 
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The  Committee  begs  leave  to  report  as  follows: 

There  is  an  acknowledged  dissatisfaction  with  the  present  status  of 
the  Communicant  Lists  of  the  Diocese.  It  is,  in  large  measure,  due  to 
the  conviction,  on  the  part  of  many,  that  there  is  a  tendency  to  over- 
estimate the  number,  such  tendency  resulting  from  the  conflicting  defi- 
nitions in  the  minds  of  the  Clergy  as  to  what  constitutes  a  Communicant 
in  good  standing  in  the  several  Parishes.  Owing  to  this  difference 
there  cannot  be  a  uniformity  of  standard.  There  are  those  who  include 
in  their  lists  the  names  of  the  persons  confirmed  throughout  many 
years  without  any  definite  knowledge  of  their  having  communicated. 
There  are  those,  again,  who  include  only  such  members  as  may  com- 
municate once  a  year  or  every  alternate  year.  There  are  those  who 
retain  the  names  of  persons  whose  names  have  been  left  upon  the 
books,  without  examining  into  the  history  of  such  cases,  so  that  fre- 
quently the  names  of  the  same  members  may  be  registered  in  different 
Parishes  at  the  same  time.  For  example,  a  certain  Parish  reported 
1,200  Communicants,  but  after  a  careful  scrutiny  it  was  found  necessary 
to  drop  many  names.  This  was  owing  to  the  fact  that  some  had  moved 
away,  leaving  no  address ;  others  had  connected  themselves  with 
another  Parish  without  notifying  the  Rector  of  their  former  church. 
In  many  instances  the  whereabouts  of  others  still  registered  as  Com- 
municants in  that  Parish  were  completely  lost. 

With  these  facts  in  mind  the  following  question  was  sent  by  me,  as 
Secretary  of  the  Committee,  to  the  Rectors  in  the  Diocese  who  have 
reported  over  two  hundred  Communicants,  so  that  the  fundamental 
weakness  might  be  made  evident: — 

"In  preparing  your  Communicant  List  what  are  the  qualifications 
which,  in  your  judgment,  should  determine  the  standard  whereby  a 
person  is  registered  and  identified  as  a  Communicant  of  your  Parish, 
in  good  standing?" 

(Replies  may  be  read.) 

Your  Committee  would  respectfully  suggest  that  the  entire  subject 
should  be  threshed  out  in  open  discussion  upon  the  floor  of  this  house. 
Your  Committee  would  further  suggest  that  authority  be  given  it  to 
make  such  examination  of  the  lists  in  the  several  Parishes,  in  co- 
operation with  the  Rectors,  as  may  be  expedient.  If  it  may  please  the 
Convention  to  continue  the  services  of  the  Committee,  the  members 
thereof  are  ready  and  willing  to  pursue  the  whole  subject  and  report  to 
the  next  Convention.

The  Committee  on  Parish  Bookkeeping  was  discharged. 

The  report  of  the  Standing  Committee  was  presented  by 
the  Rev.  Dr.  Parsons,  as  follows : 

REPORT  OF  THE  STANDING  COMMITTEE. 

The  Standing  Committee  elected  by  the  Sixty- fourth  Annual  Conven- 
tion of  the  Diocese  of  California,  met  on  March  4th  and  organized  by 
the  election  of  the  Rev.  John  Bakewell,  D.  D.,  as  President,  and  the 
Rev.  E.  L.  Parsons,  D.  D.,  as  Secretary. 

During  the  year  seven  meetings  have  been  held,  and  the  following 
official  business  transacted: 

March  4.  Granted  dispensation  from  Latin  and  Greek  to  Chas.  A. 
Verleger.  Recommended  Rev.  Bayard  H.  Jones  to  the  Bishop  for  ordi- 
nation to  the  Priesthood,  a  dispensation  in  regard  to  time  being  granted. 

April  8.  Gave  joint  consent  with  the  Bishop  to  St.  John's  Parish, 
Oakland,  to  make  a  loan  of  $5,000  upon  its  property. 

May  13.  Recommended  Edward  Tanner  Brown  and  Thomas  Jay 
Williams  to  the  Bishop  for  ordination  to  the  Diaconate.  Recommended 
the  Rev.  Paul  Hidehisa  Murakami  to  the  Bishop  for  ordination  to  the 
Priesthood. 

June  24.  Gave  consent  to  the  consecration  of  the  Rev.  Wm.  Cabell 
Brown,  D.  t).,  to  be  Bishop-Coadjutor  of  Virginia. 

Extended  congratulations  to  the  Bishop  on  the  twenty-fourth  anni- 
versary of  his  consecration. 

August  26.  Gave  consent  to  the  consecration  of  the  Rev.  F.  W. 
Faber,  D.  D.,  to  be  Bishop-Coadjutor  of  Montana. 

October  15.  Made  nominations  for  the  vacancies  in  the  Corporation 
of  St.  Luke's  Hospital. 
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Gave  joint  consent  with  the  Bishop  to  St  Peter's  Parish,  San  Fran- 
cisco, to  make  a  loan  of  $2,000  upon  its  property. 

Gave  joint  consent  with  the  Bishop  to  the  Vestry  of  St  Andrew's 
Parish,  Oakland,  to  sell  the  Qiurch  lot  and  improvements  thereon  to 
the  Bishop  as  Corporation  Sole. 

Recommended  to  the  Bishop  John  C  Jackson  as  a  candidate  for  Holy 
Orders,  dispensation  from  Latin  and  Greek  being  granted  with  quali- 
fication. 

Gave  consent  to  the  consecration  of  the  Rev.  Walter  T.  Sumner  to  be 
Bishop  of  Oregon. 

November  25.  Gave  consent  to  the  consecration  of  the  Rev.  Thomas 
C.  Darst  to  be  Bishop  of  East  Carolina,  and  the  Rev.  Paul  Matthews  to 
be  Bishop  of  New  Jersey. 

Ratified  the  election  by  the  House  of  Bishops  of  the  Rev.  Paul  Jones 
to  be  Missionary  Bishop  of  Utah,  the  Rev.  Herman  Page,  D.  D.,  to  be 
Missionary  Bishop  of  Spokane,  Rev.  Geo.

REPORT  OF  THE  REGISTRAR. 

To  the  Sixty-fifth  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  California : 

For  the  first  time  since  the  great  earthquake  and  fire,  the  Registrar 
is  able  to  report  that  a  depositary  for  the  archives  of  the  diocese  has 
been  secured.  A  room  in  the  Diocesan  House  has  very  recently  been 
constructed,  largely  through  the  direction  and  personal  efforts  of  the 
Rev.  F.  H.  Church.  Here  the  rapidly  accumulating  collection  of  Dioc- 
esan journals  has  been  deposited,  together  with  other  archives  and 
records. 

The  Registrar  desires  to  secure  sets  of  Parish  papers  published  in  the 
Diocese,  and  should  count  it  a  great  favor  if  his  name  could  be  placed 
upon  the  mailing  lists  of  all  such  journals.  The  address  of  the  Regis- 
trar is  1 2 15  Sacramento  St.,  San  Francisco,  Cal.

REPORT  OF  THE  AUDITING  COMMITTEE. 

The  Auditing  Committee,  appointed  under  Sections  148  and  164  of 
Canons  to  audit  the  accounts  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  for  the 
Convention  year  ending  December  31,  1914,  report: 

That  we  have  carefully  examined  the  books  and  different  accounts 
presented  to  us  by  the  Treasurer,  and  find  the  same  correct.  All  items 
of  disbursement  to  the  end  of  the  Convention  year  being  supported  by 
vouchers.  The  Savings  Account  books  show  the  several  amounts  or 
balances  to  be  on  hand  as  claimed  by  the  Treasurer. 

We  also  report  that  all  current  account  balances  subject  to  draft  arc 
on  deposit  in  bank  in  the  name  of  the  Diocese  of  California.

The  report  of  the  Corporation  of  the  Diocese  was  pre- 
sented by  the  Rev.  D.  O.  Kelley.     (See  Appendix  G.) 

The  report  of  the  Historiographer,  the  Rev.  D.  O.  Kelley, 
was  read  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention,  as  follows : 

To  the  Rt.  Rev.  the  Bishop,  and  the  65th  Annual  Convention  of  the 
Diocese  of  California: — 

In  rendering  the  following  account  of  my  stewardship  as  Histori- 
ographer of  the  Diocese,  allow  me  first  to  express  my  appreciation  of 
the  honor  done  me  in  the  appointment. 

Immediately  entering  seriously  upon  a  plan  which  with  the  encour- 
agement of  the  Bishop  had  already  been  formed,  of  preparing  a  History 
of  the  Diocese,  I  have  since  devoted  myself  to  the  work  with  such 
strength  as  I  had,  and  now  present  the  result  for  such  use  as  it  may  be 
found  suited  to  and  worthy  of — as  will  be  seen. 

The  narrative  text  of  the  history  itself  is  divided  into  twenty-three 
chapters,  in  part  following  the  sequence  of  events,  and  in  part  topical 
in  character,  as  will  appear  from  the  table  of  contents  which  is  intended 
to  introduce  the  matter  constituting  the  volume  itself,  if  to  such  dignity 
it  should  some  time  attain. 

Beginning  with  the  first  seeds  of  our  Church  planted  in  the  soil  of 
California,  so  far  as  discovered,  whether  in  the  earliest  use  of  the 
English  Prayer  Book  on  the  coast,  or  from  the  first  traceable  footprints 
of  individual  Churchmen,  ordained  or  lay,  among  its  mountains,  or  in 
its  valleys  and  broad  plains,  it  has  been  my  endeavor  to  tell  the  story 
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of  its  growth  into  the  Diocesan  proportions  of  the  present  date,  also 
giving  concise  chronicles  of  the  individual  Parishes.  This  growth  has 
been  at  times  slow,  and  labored,  and  again  rapid  and  abundant,  but  in 
every  era  filled  with  matter  worthy  of  preservation  in  the  pages  of 
history. 

In  chronicling  this  growth  I  have  tried  to  keep  the  narrative  itself  so 
far  as  possible  unclogged  by  statistics  and  official  records  and  reports, 
and  lists  of  names,  these  being  for  the  most  part  relegated  to  the 
appendices. 

For  the  same  reason  certain  important  matters  have  been  made  topics 
for  entire  chapters  by  themselves,  their  location  among  the  other  chap- 
ters being  determined  only  in  a  general  way  by  the  era  in  Diocesan 
history  in  which  they  were  primarily  or  chiefly  developed.  Care  has 
been  taken  to  have  the  current  year,  and  other  dates,  readily  present  to 
the  mind  of  the  reader  as  the  subject  in  hand  is  unfolded. 

In  this  way  it  is  hoped  the  story  itself  may  be  made  more  readable 
than  if  burdened  by  tables  of  figures  and  names,  and  references  to 
authorities  which  few  would  care  to  look  up. 

The  Appendices  are  five  in  number,  "A",  "B",  "C",  "D".  and  "E", 
being  respectively  a  brief  history  of  the  canon  law  of  the  Diocese; 
chronicles  of  the  Parishes  and  Missions,  carefully  compiled  from  the 
best  available  sources;  lists  of  the  Clergy,  giving  the  date  and  manner 
of  acquiring  canonical  residence,  and  the  same  as  to  the  termination  of 
such  residence;  tables  of  prominent  officials,  clerical  and  lay,  such  as 
Secretaries  of  Convention,  Treasurers  of  the  Convention  and  Diocese, 
Registrars,  Chancellors,  Presidents  of  the  Standing  Committee,  Direct- 
ors of  the  Corporation,  and  Deputies  to  the  General  Convention;  and 
lastly,  certain  especially  important  portions  of  Bishop  Nichols*  Con- 
vention addresses. 

These  Appendices,  particularly  "B"  and  "C",  covering  the  chronicles 
of  Parishes  and  Missions  and  the  Clergy  Lists,  are  considered  by  the 
author  well  nigh  the  most  valuable  part  of  the  book,  as  they  also  repre- 
sent very  nearly  as  much  labor  and  difficulty  in  their  compilation  as  all 
the  rest  of  the  work  together. 

In  separate  chapters,  the  histories  of  all  the  daughter  Dioceses, — 
Sacramento,  Los  Angeles  and  San  Joaquin,  have  been  added  as  supple- 
mental to  that  of  the  parent  Diocese  of  California,  together  with  their 
parish  chronicles  and  Clergy  lists  in  the  appendix,  the  chapter  for  Los 
Angeles  and  its  clergy  list  having  been  kindly  compiled  by  the  Rev. 
P.  H.  Hickman,  Historiographer  of  that  Diocese,  making  the  work  here 
presented  to  you  cover  the  History  of  the  Church  in  the  whole  State  of 
California. 

Finally,  a  special  feature  is  being  made  of  the  indexing  of  the  entire 
proposed  book,  having  determined  that  it  shall  be  as  complete  in  every 
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respect  for  ready  use  and  reference  as  possible.  The  Index  will  contain 
about  1500  distinct  topics,  of  which  about  two-thirds  will  be  names  of 
persons,  clerical  and  lay,  appearing  from  time  to  time  either  in  the 
narrative  or  the  appendices. 

It  has  all  been  carefully  typewritten,  in  an  original  for  the  publisher 
and  printer,  if  so  be,  and  in  carbon  for  use  in  proof  reading.  Printed, 
it  would  make  a  volume  of  about  350  pages.

The  thanks  of  the  Convention  were  presented  to  the  His- 
toriographer by  a  rising  vote. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  E.  W.  Couper  arrangements  were 
made  for  the  securing  of  the  necessary  money  for  the  print- 
ing of  the  History  of  the  Diocese  and  100  copies  of  the 
book  were  subscribed  for  by  various  parishes. 

The  Rev.  E.  F.  Gee  presented  the  report  of  the  Commit- 
tee on  the  Panama-Pacific  International  Exposition,  as  fol- 
lows: 

Your  Committee  on  Panama-Pacific  International  Exposition  would 
report  that  in  response  to  the  requests  of  this  Convention  and  a  similar 
resolution  passed  by  the  Missionary  Council  of  the  Eighth  Department, 
the  Board  of  Missions  of  the  Church  appropriated  a  sum  of  money  to 
provide  for  a  suitable  exhibit  at  the  Exposition.  The  Rev.  A.  R,  Gray, 
Educational  Secretary  of  the  Board,  has  had  this  matter  in  charge  and 
such  exhibit  is  now  being  placed  in  the  Education  and  Social  Economy 
Building. 

We  would  recommend  that  this  committee  be  continued  and  that  the 
House  of  Churchwomen  be  asked  to  appoint  a  similar  committee  to 
co-operate  and  aid  the  representative  of  the  Board  of  Missions  in  any 
way  possible.

Van  Bokkelen,  Mr.  W.  H.  Crocker,  Mr.  George  B.  Scott, 
Mr.  A.  C.  Kains,  and  the  Rev.  D.  O.  Kelley. 

On  motion  the  Secretary  cast  the  ballot  for  those  mem- 
bers of  the  Board  of  Christian  Education  who  were  to  be 
elected,  there  being  in  nomination  only  sufficient  persons  to 
fill  the  office,  and  the  following  were  declared  to  be  duly 
elected :  The  Rev.  E.  L.  Parsons,  D.  D.,  the  Rev.  J.  O.  Lin- 
coln, Professor  H.  R.  Fairclough,  Ph.  D.,  Mr.  J.  R.  Watson, 
and  Mrs.  A.  C.  Kains,  for  a  term  of  three  years,  and  Mr. 
W.  J.  Cooper,  for  a  term  of  two  years. 

On  motion  the  Secretary  cast  the  ballot  for  those  mem- 
bers of  the  Social  Service  Commission  who  were  to  be 
elected,  there  being  in  nomination  only  sufficient  persons  to 
fill  the  office,  and  the  following  were  declared  duly  elected : 
the  Rev.  W.  H.  Hermitage  and  Mr.  John  Bakewell,  Jr.,  for 
a  term  of  three  years. 

The  Convention  took  recess  for  10  minutes  for  balloting. 
On  reassembling,  on  motion  of  the  Rev.  E.  F.  Gee,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  Primary  Synod  of  the  Eighth  Province  be  invited 
to  meet  in  the  Diocese  of  California  in  June  or  at  such  time  as  the 
Committee  of  Arrangements  of  the  Synod  may  determine.

The  Convention  took  recess  until  9:30  a.  m.  Wednesday. 


SECOND  DAY. 

Wednesday,  January  27,  A.  D.  191 5. 

The  Holy  Communion  was  celebrated  at  7:30  a.  m.,  the 
officiants  being  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Montgomery  and  Werlein. 

At  9 :30  the  Bishop  said  the  Creed  and  Litany,  after  which 
the  Bishop  called  the  Convention  to  order. 

The  Secretary  read  the  minutes  of  the  preceding  day's 
session. 

The  roll  was  corrected  up  to  date. 

On  motion  by  Rev.  W.  A.  Brewer,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  affectionate  greetings  of  this  Convention  be  ex- 
tended to  those  of  the  Clergy  who  are  detained  at  home  by  reason  of 
sickness  or  infirmity,  and  that  Delegates  from  this  Convention  deliver 
this  message  in  person  when  possible,  and  that  telegrams  be  sent  to 
those  at  a  distance. 

The  Committee  on  Dispatch  of  Business  presented  its  re- 
port by  the  Rev.  C.  L.  Miel,  which  was  adopted,  as  follows :

In  addition  your  committee  calls  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  matter 
of  Personal  Privilege  sometimes  urged  as  a  reason  for  permission  to 
address  this  House  should  only  be  claimed  or  asked  by  a  member  whose 
personal  character  or  motive  has  been  attacked  in  debate.

The  Committee  on  Canons  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Parsons  pre- 
sented a  report  in  regard  to  the  amendments  to  the  canons 
of  the  General  Convention  and  on  his  motion  these  proposed 
amendments  were  laid  on  the  table  for  debate  in  the  next 
Annual  Convention. 

The  Bishop,  appointed  Mr.  Jas.  P.  Langhorne  as  Chan- 
cellor of  the  Diocese. 

The  Committee  on  Revision  of  Lectionary  was  discharged 
with  the  thanks  of  the  Convention. 

The  Committee  on  Summer  Schools  for  Clergy  was  dis- 
charged. 

The  Committee  on  Sustentation  Fund  for  Church  Exten- 
sion was  discharged. 

The  Committee  on  Increase  of  Interest  in  the  Apportion- 
ment was  discharged  with  thanks. 

The  Trustees  of  the  Pacific  Churchman  asked  for  10  min- 
utes of  the  Joint  Session  this  afternoon,  which  request  was 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Dispatch  of  Business. 

The  Committee  on  Increase  of  the  Endowment  Fund 
made  a  report  by  Archdeacon  Emery  showing  that  the 
endowment  fund  of  the  Diocese  had  in  six  years  increased 
from  $16,000  to  $44,000.  The  Archdeacon  asked  for  more 
general  taking  up  of  the  oflFering  for  this  purpose  on  Whit- 
sunday.

Resolved,  That  the  President  of  this  Convention  be  requested  to  ap- 
point a  committee,  to  consist  of  one  member  from  each  parish  and  mis- 
sion of  the  Diocese,  which  shall  be  charged  with  the  duty  of  awaken- 
ing a  greater  personal  interest  regarding  the  doctrine  of  stewardship, 
that  is  to  say  self-proportionment  in  Church  life  and  support  as  funda- 
mental to  apportionment. 

The  Bishop  appointed  the  Commission  on  Church  Chari- 
ties as  follows:  Rev.  W.  A.  Brewer,  Rev.  J.  O.  Lincoln, 
Mrs.  A.  C.  Kains,  Mr.  J.  C.  Astredo,  Prof.  H.  R.  Fairclough, 
Ph.D.,  Mr.  G.  E.  Butler,  Mr.  A.  S.  Bacon,  Mr.  Henry  Yea- 
zell  and  Mr.  E.  J.  Pringle. 

The  report  of  the  Committees  on  the  State  of  the  Church 
was  presented  and  read  by  the  Rev.  W.  E.  Couper.  (See 
Appendix  I.) 

The  report  of  the  sub-committee  of  the  Committee  on  the 
State  of  the  Church  was  read  by  the  Rev.  E.  W.  Couper. 
(See  Appendix  I.) 

A  committee  from  the  Convention  of  1913,  appointed  to 
investigate  and  report  upon  certain  matters  made  their  re- 
port on  Evangelism  and  work  among  clergy  students,  read 
by  Rev.  F.  C.  Murgotten,  and  report  on  Healing  Ministry 
in  the  Church,  read  by  Rev.  H.  C.  Carroll.     (See  Appendix 

I.) 
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On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Powell,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the 
Church  be  reported  back  to  the  committee  with  instructions  to  call  at- 
tention in  its  report  to  the  constructive  work  being  done  by  the  Social 
Service  Commission,  the  Board  of  Christian  Education,  and  other 
tK>ards  or  commissions  of  the  Diocese. 

The  Bishop  offered  the  mid-day  prayer  for  missions. 
The   matter  of  a  banquet  on  Wednesday   evening  was 
given  up  on  due  motion. 

The  order  of  the  day  was  deferred  for  10  minutes. 

Certain  resolutions  appended  to  the  last  report  read,  con- 
cerning the  matter  of  literature  on  Healing  and  on  the 
Unction  of  the  Sick  were  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Dis- 
patch of  Business  to  be  made  a  special  order  of  the  day. 

The  matter  of  clergy  pensions  was  introduced  and  dis- 
cussed by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Parsons,  and  after  discussion,  on  his 
motion,  certain  proposed  resolutions  in  regard  thereto  were 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Dispatch  of  Business  to  be 
made  a  new  order  of  the  day. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Communicant  Lists 
in  the  Diocese  was  made  a  new  order  of  the  day  by  the 
Committee  on  Dispatch  of  Business. 

On  motion  of  Archdeacon  Emery  it  was 

Resolved,  That  a  committee  of  six  be  appointed  to  arrange  for  the 
commemoration  of  the  twenty-fifth  anniversary  of  the  consecration  of 
the  Bishop  of  California. 

This  committee  was  later  appointed  by  Dr.  Bakewell  to 
consist  of  Mr.  W.  H.  Crocker,  Mr.  W.  A.  M.  Van  Bokkelen, 
Mrs.  L.  F.  Monteagle,  Mrs.  Geo.  W.  Gibbs,  Archdeacon 
John  A.  Emery  and  the  Rev.  Dr.  Bakewell. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  H.  C.  Carroll  the  following  state- 
ment was  adopted  in  regard  to  welcoming  the  Church  peo- 
ple coming  to  the  Exposition,  and  on  his  motion  the  ap- 
pended resolution  was  adopted: 

Whereas,  The  Bishop  of  California  summoned  to  a  conference  the 
Clergy  of  San  Francisco  to  discuss  certain  matters  pertaining  to  the 
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Panama- Pacific   Exposition   of   191 5,   the   committee   appointed   by  the 
Bishop  at  that  meeting  have  planned  the  following  measures: 

1.  The  selection  of  the  offices  of  the  Cathedral  as  headquarters  for 
all  communicants,  and  of  the  Reverend  W.  E.  Hayes  as  Secretary. 

2.  The  insertion  in  the  Church  press  of  the  East  of  a  statement  to 
be  prepared  by  the  Bishop,  announcing  the  desire  of  the  Church  in  San 
Francisco  to  welcome  and  give  all  needed  information  to  her  members 
who  may  plan  to  visit  the  city. 

3.  The  co-operation  of  the  committee  with  the  Travelers*  Aid  So- 
ciety and  other  organizations  for  the  protection  of  the  women  who  are 
likely  to  attend  the  Exposition  in  large  numbers. 

Resolved,  That  this  Convention  heartily  endorses  the  plans  thus  out- 
lined, and  desires  to  have  the  same  published  in  the  Journal. 

The  Convention  took  recess  until  2 :30  p.  m. 

At  2:30  the  Convention  and  the  House  of  Church  women 
reassembled  in  Joint  Session. 

The  report  of  the  Board  of  Missions  was  read  by  Arch- 
deacon Emery.     (See  Appendix  E.) 

The  report  of  the  Archdeacon  was  read  by  the  Ven.  John 
A.  Emery.     (See  Appendix  E.) 

On  motion  of  Mr.  G.  F.  Wakefield  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  amount  to  be  apportioned  for  Church  Extension 
in  this  Diocese  for  the  coming  year  be  $12,000. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  W.  H.  Cambridge  it  was 

Resolved,  That  any  parish  making  quarterly  remittance  to  the  Treas- 
urer of  the  Diocese  of  the  full  proportion  of  its  apportionment,  shall  be 
considered  as  having  complied  with  the  Canon  on  Quarterly  Offerings. 

The  report  of  the  Dean  of  the  Convocation  of  San  Fran- 
cisco was  presented  and  read  by  the  Rev.  W.  R.  H.  Hodg- 
kin,  Dean.     (See  Appendix  E.) 

The  report  of  the  Dean  of  the  Convocation  of  San  Jose 
was  presented  and  read  by  the  Rev.  D.  Chas.  Gardner,  Dean. 
(See  Appendix  E.) 

The  report  of  the  Board  of  Education  was  presented  and 
commented  upon  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Parsons,  Vice-President. 
(See  Appendix  J.) 
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The  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Christian  Education,  Rev. 
Mardon  D.  Wilson,  presented  his  report.     (See  Appendix 

J) 

Miss  Caroline  L.  Fiedler  presented  and  read  a  report  of 
the  Teacher  Training  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Educaton. 
(See  Appendix  J.) 

The  Rev.  E.  W.  Couper  presented  and  read  the  report  of 
the  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Education  on  Organization 
and  Curriculum  of  Sunday  Schools. 

The  Chairman  introduced  the  Vice-President  of  the  Gen- 
eral Board  of  Religious  Education,  the  Bishop  of  Tennessee. 

The  report  of  the  Social  Service  Commission  was  pre- 
sented and  read  by  Rev.  H.  C.  Carroll  and  on  his  motion 
the  two  appended  resolutions  were  adopted,  as  follows: 

Resolved,  That  the  clergry  be  urged  to  co-operate  with  the  work  of 
the  Commission  during  the  coming  year  in  its  educational  campaign 
by  arranging  for  lectures  on  Social  Service  in  their  parishes,  or 
otherwise  as  local  conditions  may  indicate. 

Resolved,  That  the  Diocese  of  California  and  the  House  of  Church- 
women  in  Convention  assembled  protest  against  the  practice  of  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  in 
issuing  permits  for  public  dancing  in  places  where  intoxicating  liquors 
are  sold,  and  against  the  practice  of  the  Police  Commissioners  of  the 
said  City  and  County  in  permitting  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors 
where  promiscuous  public  dancing  is  allowed. 

After  some  discussion  introduced  by  the  Rev.  F.  W. 
Clampett,  D.D.,  the  following  resolution,  prepared  by  a 
special  committee  consisting  of  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Miel. 
Hodgkin  and  Lathrop  was  duly  adopted: 

Resolved,  That  the  Convention  and  House  of  Churchwomen  of  the 
Diocese  of  California  in  annual  session  assembled  hereby  express  sin- 
cerest  sympathy  with  and  concern  for  the  large  number  of  unemployed 
men  and  women  in  the  State  of  California,  at  this  present  time  and 
to  the  extent  of  their  ability  are  ready  and  desirous  to  co-operate  in  any 
general  official  movement  looking  to  the  relief  of  the  unemployed  which 
may  be  initiated  by  the  Mayors  of  cities  and  Boards  of  Supervisors. 

Resolved,  That  a  copy  of  this  resolution  be  forwarded  to  His  Honor, 
Jas.  Rolph,  Jr.,  Mayor  of  the  City  of  San  Francisco. 
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Resolved,  That  the  President  of  this  Convention  be  requested  to  call 
the  attention  of  the  clergy  and  laity  of  the  Diocese  to  this  resolution.     * 

The  Rev.  C.  N.  Lathrop  registered  a  protest  against  the 
basic  principle  of  these  resolutions. 

The  report  of  the  Commission  on  Church  Charities  was 
presented  and  read  by  the  Rev.  W.  A.  Brewer.  (See  Ap- 
pendix H.) 

The  Committee  on  Dispatch  of  Business  reported  the 
following  calendar  for  the  morning  of  January  28th :  10 
o'clock,  Unction  of  Sick;  10:30,  Clergy  Pensions;  10:45, 
Communicant  Lists;  11:30,  Committee  on  State  of  the 
Church;    12  o'clock.  Pacific  Churchman. 

The  Convention  took  recess  until  9:30  Thursday  morning. 


THIRD  DAY. 

Thursday,  January  28,  A.  D.  1915. 

The  day  began  with  a  Celebration  of  the  Holy  Com- 
munion at  7 :30  a.  m.,  the  Rev.  J.  O.  Lincoln  being  celebrant. 

At  9:30  a.  m.  the  Bishop  said  the  Creed  and  certain  Col- 
lects; after  which  the  Convention  was  called  to  order  for 
business. 

The  minutes  of  the  preceding  day  were  read,  corrected 
and  approved. 

On  due  motion,  the  place  of  the  next  Convention  was 
fixed  as  Grace  Cathedral,  San  Francisco. 

The  roll  call  was  corrected  to  date. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  C.  L.  Miel  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  of  Convention  and  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Diocese  be  authorized  to  change  the  form  of  printing  such  reports  in 
the  Journal  as  in  their  opinion  may  be  advisable. 
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The  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church,  by  their 
Chairman,  the  Rev.  Clifton  Macon,  made  some  defense  and 
explanation  of  their  report  as  read  yesterday. 

The  Bishop  introduced  and  eulogized  Chaplain  Adam 
Armstrong  McAlister,  U.  S.  N.,  retired,  as  the  clergyman 
longest  on  our  Clergy  List,  as  the  first  Deacon  ordained  by 
Bishop  Kip,  as  one  for  forty-two  years  Chaplain  of  the  U.  S. 
Navy,  having  been  recalled  to  duty  after  his  retirement. 
The  Chaplain  made  graceful  response. 

The  Convention  resumed  the  Order  of  the  Day,  being  the 
consideration  of  the  matter  of  Clergy  Pensions,  and  on  mo- 
tion of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Parsons,  after  the  Bishop  had  told  the 
history  of  the  matter  and  after  some  discussion  had  been 
had,  the  following  resolutions  were  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  California  approves 
the  principles  of  the  legislation  of  the  General  Convention  of  October 
22,  1913,  to  unify  all  of  the  agencies  of  the  Church  for  clerical  relief, 
and  to  establish  an  adequate  system  for  assuring  support  to  all  of  the 
aged  and  disabled  clergy  and  to  the  families  of  all  deceased  clergymen 
upon  a  sound  financial  basis. 

Resolved,  That  all  committees  heretofore  appointed  by  this  Conven- 
tion and  extended  from  year  to  year  be  and  the  same  are  discharged 
from  the  further  consideration  of  the  subject. 

Resolved,  That  a  committee  of  five  members  be  appointed  to  be  en- 
titled "Committee  on  Church  Pension  Fund",  to  take  into  consideration 
the  terms  of  the  proposed  pension  legislation  as  the  same  shall  be 
formulated  from  time  to  time,  to  correspond  with  the  Joint  Commission 
of  the  General  Convention  on  points  in  which  they  may  not  concur  and 
to  take  into  consideration  what  relations  the  Diocese  of  California  shall 
bear  to  the  Church  Pension  Fund  and  to  report  to  the  next  Convention 
with  full  recommendations. 

The  Bishop  appointed  as  the  Committee  contemplated  in 
the  above  resolution  Mr.  W.  A.  M.  Van  Bokkelen,  the  Revi 
John  Bakewell,  D.D.,  the  Rev.  W.  A.  Brewer,  Mr.  Robert 
Bruce  and  Mr.  H.  C.  Wyckoff. 

The  Convention  resumed  the  Order  of  the  Day,  being  the 
consideration  of  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Communi- 
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cant  Lists  in  the  Diocese,  the  title  of  the  committee  having 
been  changed  by  due  motion  of  Convention. 

After  some  discussion,  on  motion  of  the  Rev.  C.  L.  Miel, 
the  following  preamble  and  resolution  were  lost: 

Whereas,  The  present  method  of  reporting  the  number  of  communi- 
cants of  the  several  parishes  and  missions  of  the  Diocese,  as  provided 
in  the  parochial  blank  issued  by  the  Diocese  for  that  purpose,  is  unsatis- 
factory ; 

Resolved,  That  hereafter  instead  of  reporting  "Confirmed  Persons" 
in  one  column  and  "Communicants"  in  a  column  five  item  spaces  distant 
therefrom,  the  said  classes  of  persons  be  reported  in  columns  immedi- 
ately in  touch,  and  that  to  the  words  "Confirmed  Persons"  be  added  the 
word  "Registered,"  and  that  in  lieu  of  the  word  communicants  be  sub- 
stituted the  words  "Confirmed  Persons  actually  Members  of  the  Parish 
or  Mission." 

The  resolution  was  lost  by  the  adoption  of  a  motion  to 
strike  out  the  word  ** Resolved,"  the  final  vote  on  this  motion 
being  ayes  44,  noes  6. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  Dr.  Powell  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  committee  be  continued  with  instructions  to  pre- 
sent to  the  next  Convention  resolutions  embodying  their  findings  and 
a  specimen  blank  upon  which  the  clergy  are  to  make  their  annual  parish 
reports. 

Convention  resumed  the  Order  of  the  Day,  being  the  con- 
sideration of  the  resolution  concerning  an  office  for  the 
Unction  of  the  Sick. 

After  some  discussion  this  resolution  was  laid  on  the 
table  for  consideration  at  the  next  Convention. 

On  due  motion  the  Secretary  was  authorized  to  substitute 
the  name  of  Mr.  Harold  Morris  for  that  of  Mr.  Avery  as  a 
Delegate  from  St.  Paul's  Church.  Oakland. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  F.  H.  Church  it  was 

Resolved,  That  this  Convention  desires  to  record  its  appreciation  of 
the  arduous  labors  of  the  Venerable  Historiographer  in  preparing  a 
History  of  the  Diocese,  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  a  committee  of  five  be  appointed  to  provide  for  the 
publication  of  said  history. 
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The  Bishop  appointed  as  the  committee  contemplated  in 
the  resolution  above,  the  Rev.  F.  H.  Church,  the  Very  Rev. 
J.  Wilmer  Gresham,  the  Rev.  Ross  Turman,  Mr.  H.  R. 
Braden  and  Mrs.  L.  F.  Monteagle. 

The  Bishop  offered  the  noon  day  prayer  for  missions. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  E.  F.  Gee  it  was 

Resolved,  That  through  the  Diocese  Convention  the  Church  in  Ala- 
meda County  would  invite  the  Primary  Synod  of  the  Eighth  Province 
to  meet  in  the  City  of  Oakland  and  vicinity. 

On  behalf  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Pacific  Churchman,  the 
editor,  the  Rev.  F.  H.  Church,  presented  the  claims  of  said 
paper;  Mr.  Church  was  followed  on  the  same  subject  by 
the  Bishop. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Alexander  Allen  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  this  Convention  be  extended  to  the 
ladies  of  the  Cathedral  and  of  the  Parishes  of  the  Bay  Cities  for  hos- 
pitalities and  courtesies  to  the  Convention  during  its  present  session. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Alexander  Allen  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  Convention  hereby  expresses  its  thanks  to  the 
Press  of  San  Francisco  for  the  reports  of  its  meetings. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  F.  M.  Lee,  the  following  preamble  and 
resolution  were  adopted : 

Whereas,  The  report  of  the  Board  of  Missions  calls  the  attention  of 
the  Convention  to  the  failure  of  the  Parishes  and  Missions  of  the  Dio- 
cese to  respond  to  the  Canonical  Offerings; 

And,  Whereas,  Such  failure  may  be  due  to  ignorance  or  forgetful- 
ness  on  the  part  of  the  Treasurers  of  Parishes  and  Missions  of  the 
Canonical  requirements ; 

Resolved,  That  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  be  instructed  to  mail  a 
printed  postal  card  to  each  Treasurer  and  to  each  Clergyman  one  week 
preceding  the  date  of  each  Canonical  Offering,  and  the  expense  thereof 
defrayed  from  the  income  of  the  Fund  to  be  benefited  by  said  Offering. 
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Mr.  F.  T.  Foster  spoke  of  the  work  of  the  City  Rescue 
Mission,  and  the  Bishop  commended  the  work. 

The  Rev.  Arch  Perrin  presented  the  needs  of  his  work  in 
San  Quentin  Prison,  and  received  material  financial  help. 

The  Bishop  declined  to  allow  the  introduction  of  a  matter 
by  Mr.  L.  E.  McLellan  because  said  matter  was  likely  to 
bring  up  discussion  in  the  closing  moments  of  the  session 
of  Convention. 

After  some  notices  had  been  given,  the  minutes  of  the 
last  day's  session  were  read  and  approved. 

On  due  motion,  after  suitable  devotions,  the  Convention 
adjourned  sine  die.

ANNUAL  ADDRESS.

"In  peace  let  us  beseech  the  Lord:  for  the  peace  that  is  from 
above  and  the  salvation  of  our  souls;  for  the  peace  of  the  whole 
world,  the  stability  of  the  holy  Churches  of  God,  and  the  union  of 
all  men." 

So  in  the  words  of  St.  Chrysostom's  Liturgy  sanctified  by  the 
centuries,  may  we  phrase  an  aspiration  which  can  hardly  fail  to 
be  uppermost  in  the  hearts  of  every  thoughtful  and  devout  Church- 
man and  Churchwoman  as  we  assemble  in  Convention  for  God's 
work  in  these  days  of  strife  and  unrest. 

And  day  by  day  in  weeks  of  wide-spread  wars  some  of  our  Con- 
gregations have  been  using  words  of  intercession,  appropriated  by 
our  recognized  devotional  authority  Bishop  Andrewes  from  the 
Sarum  Book  of  Hours,  as  he  also  made  use  of  the  citation  just 
made  from  St.  Chrysostom. 

The  beginning  of  a  new  Convention  Year,  indeed,  like  the  roll- 
call  after  a  battle  shows  vacancies  in  the  ranks  and  we  com- 
memorate today  those  of  official  station  in  the  Church  and  Diocese 
who  have  finished  their  course  in  faith.  There  is,  I  believe,  a 
deepening  sense  in  our  Communion  that  we  need  not  and  should 
not  deprive  ourselves  of  the  full  comfort  of  thinking  of  them  as 
with  their  hearts  even  more  vitally  knit  together  with  ours  in  the 
fuller  mystical  communion  of  the  Body  of  Christ,  and  of  so  remem- 
bering them  in  our  prayers  with  our  love  of  them  as  living.  The 
following  names  we  list  here  in  tender  memory:

Fondly  let  us  in<:lude  them  and  all  others  taken  from  our  Congre- 
gations and  families,  as  in  the  one  communion  and  fellowship  of 
the  Church,  while  we  rise  and  use  the  All  Saints  Collect: 

"O  Almighty  God,  who  hast  knit  together  thine  elect  in  one  com- 
munion and  fellowship,  in  the  mystical  body  of  thy  Son  Christ  our 
Lord;  Grant  us  grace  so  to  follow  thy  blessed  Saints  in  all  virtuous 
and  godly  living,  that  we  may  come  to  those  unspeakable  joys 
which  Thou  hast  prepared  for  those  who  unfeignedly  love  thee; 
through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.    Amen." 

And  also  the  cherished  words  sanctioned  by  Bishop  Andrewes 
from  the  Sarum  Book  of  Hours: 

"Thou  which  art  Lord  at  once  of  the  living  and  of  the  dead; 

Whose  are  we  whom  the  present  world  yet  holdeth  in  the  flesh; 

Whose  are  they  withal  whom,  unclothed  of  the  body,  the  world  to 
come  hath  even  now  received; 

Give  to  the  living  mercy  and  grace,  to  the  dead  rest  and  light  per- 
petual; 

Give  to  the  Church  truth  and  peace,  to  us  sinners  penitence  and 
pardon." 

For  Bishops  Niles  and  Scarborough  I  had  many  reasons  to  feel 
a  truly  filial  regard  before  either  had  been  advanced  to  the  Epis- 
copate— Bishop  Niles  as  a  professor  and  personal  friend  in  my 
college  days,  and  Bishop  Scarborough  as  my  boyhood  rector  who 
presented  me  for  Confirmation.  The  ties  so  formed  with  them  en- 
abled me  the  more  truly  to  look  up  to  them  in  the  strong  qualities 
each  possessed  in  the  House  of  Bishops  and  as  successful  Diocesan 
leaders.  Each  lived  well  beyond  the  fourscore  years  but  with  their 
brave  faith  and  active  loyalty  to  the  Master  each  had  the  strength 
given  him  that  rose  above  the  proverbial  "labor  and  sorrow"  of 
that  advanced  age. 

Bishop  Penick  possessed  in  marked  degree  an  evangelical  spirit 
demonstrating  it  by  his  work  in  Africa  and  when  through  im- 
paired health  obliged  to  relinquish  that,  by  his  voice  and  efforts  in 
the  House  of  Bishops  and  elsewhere  as  he  had  opportunity. 

Bishop  Strange  in  the  more  recent  years  of  his  Episcopate  was 
called  upon  to  bear  a  cross  of  sickness  and  pain  which  only  showed 
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the  patience  and  strength  of  a  character  that  in  his  active  days  had 
been  strong  for  the  welfare  of  his  Diocese  and  his  people. 

Bishop  Spalding's  tragic  death  came  as  a  shock  to  us  all  and 
saddened  the  Church  and  many  in  the  nation  at  large,  his  fame  as 
an  honest  and  sturdy  thinker  and  speaker  and  leader  having  gone 
abroad.  He  was  known  as  few  Bishops  are  outside  of  their  own 
fields  and  withal  his  sincere  and  lovable  personality  made  him 
friends  whether  they  could  follow  all  his  convictions  or  not. 

Bishop  Scadding  was  another  taken  from  the  closer  associations 
of  our  Eighth  Province  and  in  the  vigor  and  prime  of'  a  life  and 
Episcopate  that  promised  much.  His  pen  had  been  busy  for  the 
intelligent  teaching  of  the  Church,  and  the  spirituality  and  devotion 
of  his  character  were  manifest  in  all  his  active  work  and  benign 
influence  for  the  Diocese  of  Oregon. 

Bishop  Weeks  had  but  a  short  Episcopate  as  Coadjutor  Bishop 
of  Vermont,  but  the  testimony  of  his  Bishop  and  the  trial  of  dis- 
abling illness  so  poignant  to  one,  who  in  his  station  was  anxious  to 
throw  himself  into  its  activities,  bear  their  witness  to  a  singular 
strength  and  serenity  of  Christian  character. 

From  our  own  clergy  list  two  have  been  taken:  The  Rev.  Dr. 
David  McClure,  our  oldest  Presbyter  in  years,  passed  away  in  his 
ninetieth  year  and  literally  "fell  asleep."  Of  singular  vigor  both  in 
mind  and  body  to  the  last,  his  life  will  long  remain  in  our  memories 
r.s  an  example  of  successful  educator,  faithful  priest,  notable  reader 
of  the  service,  true  friend  and  sunny  Christian  spirit. 

The  Rev.  James  Hulme  in  his  active  years  had  a  record  of  ener- 
getic, loyal  service  and  when  the  infirmities  of  age  gradually  came, 
acquiesced  with  true  Christian  spirit  in  their  limitations,  taking 
such  duty  as  he  could  and  awaiting  calmly  the  deliverance  from 
the  burden  of  the  flesh. 

The  Rev.  William  Henry  Ramsay,  though  canonically  connected 
with  the  Diocese  of  Los  Angeles,  had  been  a  patient  sufferer  in  our 
borders  many  years  and  was  on  our  list  until  the  erection  of 
the  Diocese  of  Los  Angeles,  he  then  being  the  Rector  of  Trinity 
Church,  Santa  Barbara.  Few  men  are  more  devoted  to  their  work 
than  he  was  in  the  days  of  his  health. 

The  Rev.  Thomas  Dowell  Phillips  came  to  our  Coast  in  impaired 
health  after  a  busy  life  elsewhere  to  find  the  peace  of  retirement 
from  his  Ministry  and  then  the  welcome  peace  of  Paradise. 

Many  of  you  will  recall  the  strong  personality  and  leadership  of 
the  late  Rev.  Dr.  Archibald  George  Lister  Trew  as  sometime  Rec- 
tor of  St.  John's  Church,  Oakland,  and  especially  as  a  pioneer 
priest  in  shaping  the  Convocation  of  Southern  California  and  the 
steps  which  led  to  the  Diocese  of  Los  Angeles,  of  which  he  was 
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President  of  the  Standing  Committee  from  its  creation  until  shortly 
before  his  death.  The  signal  triumph  of  his  faith  and  active  service 
over  that  menace  to  his  bodily  health  which  first  took  him  to 
Southern  California  was  a  very  marvel  not  so  much  of  faith  cure  as 
of  faith  conservation  for  a  noble  record  of  California  Church 
foundation  laying. 

Having  much  to  do  with  the  history  making  of  woman's  work  in 
the  Diocese,  as  noted  in  my  last  Annual  Address,  and  precious 
among  us  were  two  names  of  Churchwomen,  of  whom  it  might  be 
said  they  were  "lovely  and  pleasant  in  their  lives  and  in  their  death 
they  were  not  divided."  Mrs.  Susan  Stahl  Lawver  was  the  first 
Secretary  and  one  of  the  principal  organizers  of  the  Woman's 
Auxiliary  in  the  Diocese  and  left  the  impress  of  her  fine  spirit  and 
enthusiasm  upon  it  and  indeed  upon  the  Diocese  in  many  ways. 
Mrs.  Fay  Chase  Kellogg  of  stalwart  Church  lineage  was  the  first 
President  and  shaper  of  our  House  of  Churchwomen  and  her 
efficiency  in  that  was  but  typical  of  her  recognized  qualities  of 
leadership  on  many  lines  where  she  was  in  demand  to  further 
Church  and  other  enterprises.  Our  thoughts  go  back  to  Joint 
Sessions  of  Conventions  in  years  past  when  they  have  sat  together 
near  the  Chairman  and  we  rejoiced  in  them  both  as  notable  illus- 
trations of  high  consecration  to  Christ  and  the  Church.  Thankful 
for  them  while  they  were  with  us  for  their  daily  object  lessons  of 
what  true  love  of  the  Master  and  His  work  is,  how  fervently  now 
can  we  yield  most  high  praise  and  hearty  thanks  to  God  for  the 
wonderful  grace  and  virtue  declared  in  such  lives  as  chosen  vessels 
of  His  grace  and  lights  of  the  world  in  our  generation! 

So  far  as  I  am  informed  only  one  death  has  occurred  among 
those  named  as  Deputies  from  the  laymen  to  our  last  Annual  Con- 
vention,— Mr.  William  Angus  for  many  years  the  faithful  Treasurer 
of  Trinity  Church,  Haywards.  But  Mr.  William  Marshall  Burnop, 
who  did  conspicuous  service  as  one  of  our  devoted  laymen  when 
Warden  of  St.  Mary's  Church,  San  Francisco,  during  a  critical 
period  in  its  finances,  has  been  recently  taken  from  us  and  I  would 
pay  a  word  of  tribute  to  his  quiet  fidelity  and  force  of  Christian 
character. 

An  Annus  Mirabilis. 

A  year  that  has  left  a  record  as  of  a  true  Annus  Mirabilis  in  the 
world's  events  at  large  cannot  but  affect  in  many  ways  now  diffi- 
cult "to  forecast,"  the  edifying  and  well-governing  of  the  Church. 
It  might  belong  to  a  proper  Convention  outlook  to  discuss  some  of 
the  grave  questions  already  projected  before  the  Christian  mind  in 
the  staggering  war  spectacle  so  well  described  in  the  Apostolic 
phrase  "Where  envying  and  strife  is  there  is  tumult  and  every  evil 
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work."  But  the  estimate  of  its  meaning  is  yet  much  in  the  making 
and  the  Church,  and  Christianity  itself,  must  await  the  further  de- 
velopment of  history  chapters  before  their  bearing  upon  the  King- 
dom of  Christ  can  be  adequately  divined.  Suffice  it  to  say  that  the 
world  has  never  seen  such  a  vast  zone  of  warfare  and  the  genius 
of  modern  machinery  for  slaughter  seems  verily  to  be  transferred 
from  the  abattoir  for  beast  to  human  shambles,  in  the  heavens 
above,  the  earth  beneath  and  the  waters  under  the  earth.  But 
there  is  also  in  evidence  that  heroism  in  the  field  and  in  the  heart- 
aches of  desolated  homes,  and  the  best  of  self-sacrifice  and  skill  in 
hospital  and  other  loving  service  to  the  wounded  and  the  impov- 
erished, and  federated  relief  and  philanthropy,  and  withal  the  recall 
to  the  reality  of  our  religion  is  establishing  credentials  for  human- 
ity and  for  Christ  in  our  age  and  era,  on  lines  the  world  has  never 
exhibited  before.  May  more  of  our  Congregations  make  use  of 
the  special  form  of  intercession  set  forth  for  the  Diocese.  And  in 
the  faithful  resort  to  prayer,  and  to  such  sharing  in  measures  of 
relief  as  we  have  opportunity,  let  us  try  to  do  our  part  in  promoting 
that  ultimate  peace-making  in  which  we  may  trust  the  very  fierce- 
ness of  man  will  turn  to  God's  praise. 

And  if  in  this  Annual  Address  we  only  make  this  passing  refer- 
ence to  general  affairs  without  the  further  comment  upon  compell- 
ing phases  of  them  which  we  generally  try  to  include  in  these 
Addresses,  there  seems  some  justification  for  it  in  the  call  for 
attention  of  some  local  matters  exceptional  in  the  coming  year. 
No  one  hereabouts  can  well  be  indifferent  to  that  with  which 
"1915"  has  been  made  in  our  borders,  almost  synonymous — The 
Panama- Pacific  Exposition  in  commemoration  of  the  opening  of 
the  isthmian  waterway  between  the  great  oceans. 

The  Pacific  Ocean  Pioneered  With  Prayer  to  God. 

When  on  St.  Michael  and  All  Angels  Day,  September  29,  1513, 
Vasco  Nunez  de  Balboa  standing  in  the  waters  of  the  ocean 
which  he 

"Silent  upon  a  peak  in  Darien" 

had  sighted  first  of  civilized  men,  four  days  before,  he  set  up  the 
standard  of  the  King  and  Queen  of  Castile  and  Aragon.  According 
to  the  Spanish  custom  he  gave  the  arm  of  the  sea  he  first  reached 
the  name  it  still  has  from  the  Saints'  Day  on  which  it  happened, 
San  Miguel.  But  there  was  another  memorable  religious  associa- 
tion with  the  discovery  of  this  great  ocean  to  which  later  Magellan 
gave  the  name  Pacific.  The  earliest  contact  of  civilization  with 
these  waters  was  signalized  with  prayer.    For  Balboa  acting  under 
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the  instructions  of  the  Castilian  sovereigns  to  their  explorers  when 
finding  new  possessions,  used  a  Latin  Thanksgiving  of  which  the 
following  is  a  translation: 

"O  LORD,  ETERNAL  AND  ALMIGHTY  GOD,  Who  by  Thy 
Holy  Word  hast  created  the  heavens  and  the  earth  and  the  sea; 
hallowed  and  glorified  be  Thy  Name,  praised  be  Thy  majesty, 
which  has  deigned  through  Thy  humble  servant  to  make  Thy  Holy 
Name  known  and  heralded  in  these  other  parts  of  the  world." 

The  Atlantic  Ocean  also  Explored  With  Prayer  to  God. 

And  if  the  new  world,  so  to  speak,  began  on  the  Pacific  with  this 
solemn  invocation  of  God,  the  same  was  true  of  the  new  world  on 
the  side  of  the  Atlantic  Columbus  discovered,  since  he  also  had 
used  this  same  prayer  when  on  Friday,  October  12,  1492,  he  took 
possession  in  the  name  of  the  Castilian  sovereigns  of  San  Salvador. 
"On  landing  he  threw  himself  on  his  knees,  kissed  the  earth  and  re- 
turned thanks  to  God  with  tears  of  joy,"  the  whole  function  being 
also  one  of  fervent  ceremonial  otherwise.  The  point  worthy  of  our 
appreciation  and  attention  is  that  what  might  be  called  the  first 
Joint  Exposition  of  civilized  achievement  on  the  two  oceans,  had 
a  distinctly  religious  theme.  What  man  had  wrought  in  the  hardy 
enterprise  of  opening  up  new  worlds  and  new  oceans,  marvelous  as 
that  was  in  its  exhibit  of  human  progress,  was  in  profession  at  any 
rate  expressly  subordinated  to  what  God  had  wrought,  and  to  God 
was  given  the  praise  and  instinctive  thanksgiving. 

Mission  From  God  Identified  With  Both  Spanish  and  English 

Origins  of  Our  Civilization  Here. 

In  the  opening  chapter  of  the  scholarly  Franciscan  Father 
Zephyrin  Engelhardt's  "Missions  and  Missionaries  of  California" 
there  is  a  most  interesting  sketch  of  the  part  the  Friars  Minor  had 
in  carrying  religion  along  with  the  very  earliest  of  the  Spanish  ex- 
plorations in  the  new  world.  They  were  followed  by  Dominicans, 
Augustinians  and  Jesuits,  but  he  notes  that  both  Queen  Isabella  and 
Columbus  were  members  of  the  Third  Order  of  St.  Francis,  the 
Superior  of  the  Franciscan  Monastery  at  La  Ifabida  was  a  friend 
and  counselor  of  Columbus,  accompanied  him  on  his  second  voyage 
in  1493,  built  a  chapel  of  boughs  and  became  the  first  guardian  of  a 
monastery  at  Santa  Domingo  erected  under  Columbus  in  honor  of 
St.  Francis.  The  learned  Cardinal  Ximenes,  himself  a  Franciscan, 
was  instrumental  in  sending  ten  of  the  Franciscan  Fathers  over  in 
1502.  And  from  those  beginnings  the  work  extended  over  the 
islands  and  the  mainland,  leading  ultimately  to  the  founding  of  our 
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well  known  California  Missions  and  the  overspreading  of  our  Coast 
with  a  nomenclature  of  the  Saints,  and  a  wide  influence  among  the 
aborigines,  and  incidentally  to  the  name  of  our  fond  city.  We 
need  not  enter  into  any  of  the  old  controversies  to  discern  the 
common  factor  in  every  extension  of  the  religion  of  Jesus  Christ. 
Father  Engelhardt's  tribute  to  St.  Francis  well  defines  that  mark 
of  a  true  niissionary  spirit  when  he  says  of  him:  "He  was  indeed 
to  be  the  leader  of  a  great  army,  but  the  foes  should  be  the  enemies 
of  immortal  souls  rather  than  the  petty  opponents  of  his  native 
city;  the  weapons  should  be  the  preaching  of  the  Word  of  God; 
and  the  commissary  or  quartermaster  none  other  than  'My  Lady 
Poverty/"  That  breathes  with  the  very  same  missionary  spirit  as 
in  those  prayers  at  Drake's  Bay  in  1579  which  were  among  the 
earliest  religious  utterances  in  these  parts  in  the  English  tongue 
that  was  to  succeed  the  speech  of  Spain.  The  scene  is  graphically 
preserved  for  us:  "We  fell  to  prayers  and  by  signs  in  lifting  up 
our  eyes  and  hands  to  heaven,  signified  unto  (the  Indians)  that 
God  Whom  we  did  serve  and  Whom  they  ought  to  worship  was 
above;  beseeching  God,  if  it  were  His  good  pleasure  to  open  by 
some  means  their  blinded  eyes  that  they  might  in  due  time  be  called 
to  the  knowledge  of  Him,  the  true  and  everlasting  God,  and  of 
Jesus  Christ  Whom  He  hath  sent,  the  Salvation  of  the  Gentiles." 
And  if  this  seems  little  congruous  with  some  of  the  records  and 
traditions,  not  to  say  diatribes  which  have  gathered  around  that 
ship's  company  of  those  ruder  sea-dog  times,  a  book  fresh  from  the 
Hakluyt  Society  presses  and  not  from  a  source  likely  to  be  in- 
fluenced for  Drake  by  any  religious  predilections  surviving  from 
those  days  of  bitterness,  justifies  its  title  "New  Light  on  Drake," 
by  Mrs.  Zelia  Nuttall  of  San  Francisco.  From  documents  hitherto 
unpublished  and  gathered  skillfully  and  laboriously  from  forgotten 
archives  in  Mexico,  Spain  and  elsewhere  which  promise  many  a 
choice  find  to  the  reader  as  well  as  to  the  one  who  made  the  re- 
search, there  are  given  the  very  words  of  testimony  before  the 
Inquisition  by  those  who  had  been  prisoners  on  Drake's  ship.  We 
can  quote  an  illuminating  paragraph  out  of  many  which  constitute 
the  "New  Light."  "Witness  was  asked  whether  during  the  time 
when  he  was  on  board  ship  with  the  said  Francis  Drake  he  saw 
him  and  the  persons  who  accompanied  him,  perform  any  cere- 
monies or  litanies  with  prayers.  .  .  .  He  said  that  every  day 
before  sitting  down  to  eat  at  midday,  and  before  they  supped,  the 
said  Francis  Drake  had  a  table  brought  out,  without  a  cloth  or 
table  cover.  He  took  out  a  very  large  book  and  knelt  down,  bare- 
headed and  read  from  the  said  book  in  his  English  language.  All 
the  other  Englishmen  whom  he  brought  with  him  were  also  seated 
without  their  hats  and  made  responses.  .  .  .  Witness  also 
added  that  sometimes  one  of  the  Englishmen  whom  all  appeared 
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to  respect  (i.  e.,  Chaplain  Francis  Fletcher)  preached  to  them  in  the 
English  tongue  and  was  listened  to  attentively." 

Moreover,  at  his  first  sight  of  the  Pacific  in  1573,  Drake  had 
"Besought  Almighty  God  of  His  goodness  to  give  him  life  and  leave 
to  sail  once  in  an  English  ship  on  that  sea." 

Our  Civilization  Itself  an  Exposition  of  God's  Providence 

Wherever  we  view  the  origins  of  civilization  on  this  ocean,  and 
the  same  might  be  shown  of  the  Atlantic,  the  first  pioneers  com- 
mitted their  way  unto  the  Lord  and  were  instinctive  in  associating 
the  "foremost  files"  of  time  with  their  religion.  The  sequitur  of  it 
now  is  both  obvious  and  compelling.  In  those  centuries  past  when 
the  opening  up  of  new  worlds  through  these  great  oceans  was  the 
then  world  exhibition  of  human  progress  their  religion  was  so 
closely  identified  with  it  that  it  did  not  occur  to  the  leaders  to  do 
anything  else  but  put  it  all  under  direct  religious  auspices;  formal 
and  conventional  and  incongruous  as  some  of  it  may  appear  in 
these  later  days.  And  should  it  not  come  home  devotedly  now  to 
all  our  Christian  people,  to  make  the  most  of  our  Exposition  of 
Twentieth  Century  world  achievement  in  recognition  of  the  God 
Who  has  made  it  all  possible?  And  if  the  motif  of  such  an  Exposi- 
tion is  that  unprecedented  engineering  feat  of  man's  brain  as  typ- 
ical of  the  whole  length  and  breadth  of  civilized  progress,  the  new 
courseway  between  the  oceans,  can  we  do  less  than  our  forbears 
who  themselves  braved  the  perils  of  the  great  ocean  waterways? 
It  gave  them  an  ever  present  consciousness  of  the  God  Who  cre- 
ated the  heavens  and  the  earth  and  the  sea  and  had  His  pathway 
in  the  great  deep,  as  near  men  then  on  the  sea  as  on  land  as  one 
in  those  times  expressed  it  when  in  especial  peril  of  the  mighty 
waters. 

A  San  Francisco  Exposition  Should  Exploit  the  Common  Heritage 
of  Religious  Character  and  Spirit  Inherited  From  St.  Francis 

So  far  as  our  great  Exposition  itself  is  concerned,  the  authorities 
have  been  duly  alive  and  hospitable  to  the  promotion  of  measures 
to  look  after  the  religious  and  moral  welfare  of  those  who  visit  it 
and  are  engaged  in  it.  Many  of  its  great  functions  have  been  opened 
with  prayer,  provision  for  religious  work  and  conventions  in  con- 
nection with  it  has  been  welcomed  and  safeguards  for  moral  pro- 
tection and  well-being  have  been  encouraged.  Co-operation  with 
workers  and  citizens  having  such  an  environment  at  heart  has  been 
both  sagacious  and  sane.  But  it  does  not  come  within  the  direct 
province  of  the  Exposition  authorities,  as  it  does  to  our  whole 
Christian  community,  to  discern  and  to  exploit  the  praise  due  to 
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Almighty  God  from  Whom  all  blessings  flow  in  it  all.  To  those 
of  the  One  God  our  new  "dream  city"  should  have  an  interpreta- 
tion for  its  domes  and  pinnacles  and  sky-lifted  turrets  like  that  of 
the  church  spire  pointing  heavenward.  The  worship  in  all  our 
Houses  of  Worship  should  show  it  for  ourselves  and  for  the 
strangers  within  our  gates.  And  as  typical  of  this  and  of  the 
character  for  which  our  name-saint,  St.  Francis,  stood,  steps  have 
already  been  taken  to  provide  for  such  of  our  Congregations  as 
may  desire  it  an  anthem  setting  for  the  wonderful  "Canticle  to  the 
Sun"  of  St.  Francis,  singularly  applicable  to  the  Exposition  and 
to  California  and  fitted  for  synagogue  as  well  as  Church  as  a 
great  Exposition  Benedicite  for  use  while  the  World  Fair  is  open. 

Our  Diocesan  History— What  Have  We  Today  to  Show  for  It? 

Every  Convention  of  the  Diocese  is  in  itself  a  sort  of  Annual 
Exposition  of  our  Church  life  and  work.  The  continuous  age  of 
our  Church  here  is  now  nearly  sixty-six  years  and  we  have  at 
hand,  by  the  report  of  the  Historiographer,  the  Rev.  Douglas 
Ottinger  Kelley,  a  compilation  of  the  records  of  those  years.  The 
manuscript  simply  awaits  the  requisite  number  of  subscriptions  to 
justify  its  publication.  And  ought  it  not  to  be  a  matter  both  of 
Diocesan  interest  and  pride  to  take  some  steps  at  this  Convention 
that  will  lead  to  the  issue  of  this  history  of  the  Diocese  without 
allowing  the  matter  to  drift  along  further?  Full  information  will 
be  given  during  the  session  as  to  what  is  needed  to  give  prompt 
headway  to   the  publication. 

There  is,  however,  a  line  of  reflection  upon  our  history  as  a 
Diocese  which  is  quite  in  keeping  with  this  year  and  place  of  the 
world  exhibit.  The  eyes  of  many  Church  visitors  will  inevitably 
look  us  over  in  our  Church  as  well  as  in  our  Exposition  buildings. 
Strangers  without  our  religious  gates  will  pick  up  many  impres- 
sions of  us.  When  Churchmen  and  Churchwomen  from  one  part 
of  the  country  visit  another  part  of  the  country  the  curiosity,  not 
to  say  the  critical  faculty  is  apt  to  be  evoked  to  find  out  what  the 
Church  is  doing.  And  it  is  a  valid  attitude  of  mind  to  have  a 
query  suggest  itself  even  if  not  spoken, — "the  Church  has  been 
here  some  sixty-six  years,  What  have  you  to  show  for  it?"  Of 
course  we  need  not  take  any  such  angle  of  observation  too  seri- 
ously. There  is  nevertheless  a  wholesome  and  salutary  use  of 
such  a  thought.  Follow  it  out  in  any  direction  you  please  of 
data,  statistics,  pulse-beat  of  Diocesan  life,  comparative  rating, 
prospects  of  growth,  ratio  of  progress,  or  the  like,  while  I  think 
we  could  reasonably  claim,  in  the  words  of  the  old  Collect  "Suffi- 
cient success,"  still  we  are  too  far  from  realizing  our  own  ideals 
to  feel  that  we  have  any  cause  to  boast.     Indeed  on  a  small  scale 
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dip  into  any  period  of  the  annals  of  a  Diocese,  and  you  find  under 
ordinary  conditions  the  same  mixed  results  as  you  find  on  the 
larger  scale  in  the  ages  of  Church  History,  as  you  find  in  the 
Book  of  Acts  and  in  the  Epistles  of  the  New  Testament.  The 
picture  prophecy  of  Our  Lord  in  the  parable  of  the  wheat  and  the 
tares  growing  side  by  side  is  ever  true  to  life  in  the  crop  of  both 
encouragements  and  discouragements  as  Church  life  goes  on.  It 
is  not  only  philosophical,  it  is  Scriptural,  it  is  strengthening,  to 
so  regard  and  expect  it. 

Some  of  Our  Significant  Ideals  and  Issues 

It  would  be  futile  to  attempt  to  go  into  any  general  specifica- 
tion of  a  survey  of  the  Diocese  and  to  try  to  exhibit  side  by  side 
vvhat  we  have  of  good  and  of  ill,  to  show  for  our  something  over 
three  score  years  of  California  Churchmanship.  Possibly,  however, 
an  intimate  acquaintance  with  some  phases  of  it  for  between  a 
third  and  a  half  of  the  whole  period  may  help  me  to  touch  upon 
one  or  two  points  which  seem  to  furnish  so  far  as  they  go  a  kind 
of  outlook  upon  real  data  of  today.  For  that  purpose  let  us  take 
as  a  ready  category  for  Church  life  its'  two  significant  contents  of 
ideals  and  issues. 

The  Ideal  of  Vocation 

It  is  a  fair  question  then  to  ask  What  as  a  Diocese  can  we  point  to 
in  some  such  real  way  in  our  vision  as  to  indicate  animating  ideals 
among  us?  I  like  to  think  that  there  is  an  ideal  of  Church  vocation 
before  many  minds.  In  the  ratio  of  Candidates  for  Ministries,  both 
of  men  and  women  as  I  have  had  occasion  to  study  it  with  reference 
to  the  whole  num.ber  of  Communicants,  which  seems  a  fair  test, 
we  are  among  the  highest  among  the  Dioceses,  though  the  ratio 
in  the  whole  Church  is  by  no  means  what  it  ought  to  be.  But 
not  only  in  the  Ministries  .  set  apart  is  this  ideal  working,  but 
if  the  thoughts  of  many  hearts  were  revealed,  I  believe  there  is  a 
growing  disposition  to  be  dissatisfied  if  the  Church  member  or 
Communicant  is  not  taking  hold  somewhere  on  a  line  of  Church 
or  philanthropic  work.  The  teaching  that  "No  man  liveth  to  him- 
self" is  sinking  into  the  consciousness,  and  to  be  a  mere  idler  or 
self-bounded  Churchman  brings  its  own  self-reproach.  Religion  is 
coming  to  its  own  as  a  muscle  for  exercise  rather  than  a  badge 
for   decoration. 

The  Ideal  of  Stewardship 

Then  there  is  an  ideal  of  steiijardshifi  closely  akin  to  that  of  vocation. 
This  discloses  itself  slowly  oftentimes  and  is   not  always   openly 
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avowed  when  it  exists.  Thank  offerings  are  thought  of  and  self- 
proportionment  of  incomes  and  wage  is  getting  a  hearing  in  the 
forum  of  conscience.  One  of  the  largest  initial  funds  for  the 
embellishment  of  the  Cathedral  to  rise  from  these  foundations,  is 
from  spontaneous  gifts  as  thank-offerings  for  anniversaries  of  a 
great  happiness  around  one  hearthstone.  As  an  ideal  this  is  so 
fundamental  to  the  economies  of  the  individual  and  the  Church 
that  the  use  and  presentation  of  it  must  be  patient  and  it  must  be 
allowed  time  to  win  its  way,  but  there  are  signs  of  its  finding  a 
quiet,  intelligent  propaganda  that  if  encouraged  by  clergy  and 
laity  cannot  fail  to  produce  large  result  in  coming  years.  Let  us 
mind  the  old  proverb:  '*He  who  gives  away  nothing  which  he 
feels  the  loss  of,  receives  nothing  which  he  wants." 

The  Ideal  of  Inspiration  and  Transpiration 

Another  cogent  ideal  is  that  of  high  inspiration  and  though  much  is 
yet  to  be  desired  in  the  actual  cogency  of  it,  I  believe  in  sincerity 
of  purpose  and  loyalty  to  The  Master  there  is  what  might  coin 
for  itself  a  figurative  meaning  as  a  transpiration  policy  evolving 
itself  more  and  more  definitely  in  the  Church.  As  our  mission 
implies  transmission  of  the  Gospel,  so  our  inspiration  is  really  for 
transpiration  for  others.  The  altar  and  the  pulpit  are  to  inspire 
our  manhood  and  womanhood,  our  clergy  and  laity  are  so  to 
catch  the  vision  and  so  have  the  sursum  corda  to  the  better  con- 
templation of  the  sphere  of  the  Church  in  both  forming  and 
reforming  contemporary  life.  Then  through  the  inspiration  of 
those  immediately  aglow  with  the  ardor  there  should  follow  the 
transpiration  of  ideals  and  activities  to  the  remoter  reach  of  the 
Church  and  of  our  civil  communities,  to  be  up  and  stirring  as  men 
and  women  for  their  times  and  problems  and  progress  of  human- 
ity. Will  anyone  deny  from  the  Church  standpoint  that  this  is  the 
normal  and  spiritual  method,  even  as  The  Master  Who  "breathed" 
upon  the  Apostles  also  said  His  **Go."  His  inspiration  was  trans- 
piration. And  though  oftentimes  there  is  the  reverse  process  of 
having  outside  influences  prod  the  Church  to  reformatory  meas- 
ures, and  though  we  can  hardly  be  surprised  if  the  spiritual  energy 
generated  in  the  Church  is  not  so  gauged  or  recognized  by  those 
who  move  merely  on  philanthropic  or  economic  lines,  still  as  an 
ideal  it  is  working  and  as  an  ideal  it  will  win.  The  true  priest 
will  more  and  more  guard  against  encroachments  upon  his  vision 
in  his  very  devotion  to  his  vocation  in  every  way  he  can  reach 
and  better  the  ills  and  problems  of  humanity.  The  true  layman  will 
learn  to  look  for  inspiration  and  to  receive  and  pass  on  to  those 
he  can  influence  a  true  transpiration,  always  solicitous  by  coming 
to  the  fore  himself  in  community  and  civic  problems,  to  safeguard 
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the  essential  sanctities  and  sources  of  inspiration  and  to  see  that 
the  priesthood  is  not  drawn  into  spheres  which  sacrifice  the  spir- 
itual for  the  secondary  agencies  of  uplift. 

Our  Compelling  Issues. 

The  danger  of  having  such  ideals  run  into  mere  rosy  idealism, 
or,  as  some  one  has  put  it,  of  our  becoming  the  "victims  of  our 
ideals,"  is  not  a  formidable  one  while  there  are  constant  practical 
issues  to  be  met.  And  that  in  the  Church  and  so  in  any  Diocese 
is  the  corrective  of  utopianism.  And  these  ideals  I  have  named, 
like  others,  all  not  only  have  to  meet,  but  cause,  issues.  That 
working  of  a  sense  of  vocation  in  the  heart  and  conscience  looms 
large  sometimes  with  a  very  issue  for  the  lifetime  as  it  raises 
questions  deep  and  searching  and  often  cautionary: 

"The  world  and  He  are 

Struggling  in  thine  heart, 
And  in  thy  reckless  mood  thou  bidst 
Thy  Lord  depart." 

The  ideal  of  stewardship  makes  many  an  earnest  wrestling  over 
the  use  of  property  and  time  if  it  can  only  fairly  dawn  upon  the 
consciousness.  Its  issues  come  thick  and  fast  over  expenditures 
and  investments  and  gifts  and  wills,  and  duty  does  not  always 
easily  or  at  once  clarify  them. 

And  the  ideal  of  inspiration,  the  Beatitude  of  the  pure  in  heart 
who  see  God,  the  longing  for  self  and  for  the  Church  to  get  more 
truly  on  the  heights  of  the  Mount  of  Vision,  how  those  issues 
from  influences  and  .conditions  holding  us  down  and  absorbing  us 
in  the  cares  and  pleasures  and  riches  of  this  life  constitute  a  con- 
stant battling  for  every  devout  heart!  But  through  all  these  com- 
pelling issues,  what  we  have  to  persist  in  having  and  heeding  at 
all  hazards  is  the  call  of  our  ideals. 

Issues,  Galore. 

And  then  there  are  those  issues  which  Sometimes  sadly  hush 
these  ideals;  issues  of  doctrine,  and  issues  of  worship  and  issues 
of  discipline;  issues  of  envying  and  strife  and  of  confusion  and 
every  evil  work;  issues  of  Church  support  and  issues  of  institu- 
tional life  and  policy;  issues  of  the  world,  the  nation  and  the 
state;  issues  from  California  conditions  and  from  San  Francisco 
traits  of  individualism;  issues  of  prosperity  and  of  adversity,  issues 
which  seem  to  thicken  with  the  years  and  to  thrive  in  world  news- 
gatherings! 
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In  them  all  and  whatever  be  our  showing  of  them  here,  what 
we  need  to  rear  as  our  conception  of  progress,  what  we  should 
aim  at  having  and  creating  as  a  Diocesan  Exposition  spirit  is  that 
dealing  with  our  issues  under  the  steady  stimulating  vision  of  the 
old  text,  which  is  really  the  adjustment  for  us  of  all  ideals  and 
issues  in  Christ:  "Let  us  lay  aside  every  weight  and  the  sin  which 
doth  so  easily  beset  us  and  let  us  run  with  patience  the  race  that 
is  set  before  us,  looking  un^o  Jesus  the  Author  and  Perfecter  of 
our  Faith." 

Summary. 

As  appears  in  the  detailed  record  of  the  appended  Journal,  I  have 
during  the  Convention  Year  just  closed  baptized  eight  infants; 
officiated  at  eleven  weddings  and  twelve  burials;  confirmed  seven 
hundred  and  ninety-five  on  ninety-one  occasions,  ordained  two 
Deacons  and  two  Priests;  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion  seventy 
times,  visiting  one  hundred  and  three  points,  preaching  one  hun- 
dred and  seven  sermons,  delivering  one  hundred  and  sixty-four 
addresses,  and  officiating  in  all  two  hundred  and  forty  times. 

Holy  Orders. 

I  have  given  canonical  consent  to  the  Consecration  of  the  Rev. 
William  Theodotus  Capers  as'  Bishop-Coadjutor  of  West  Texas; 
of  the  Rev.  William  Cabell  Brown,  D.  D.,  as  Bishop-Coadjutor  of 
Virginia;  of  the  Rev.  Frederic  Faber,  D.  D.,  as  Bishop-Coadjutor 
of  Montana;  of  the  Rev.  Walter  Taylor  Sumner,  D.  D.,  as  Bishop 
of  Oregon;  of  the  Rev.  Paul  Matthews  as  Bishop  of  New  Jersey; 
of  the  Rev.  Thomas  Campbell  Darst,  D.  D.,  as  Bishop  of  East 
Carolina.  Though  unable  to  attend  the  meeting  of  the  House  of 
Bishops  which  elected  the  Rev.  George  Coolidge  Hunting  as 
Bishop  of  Nevada,  and  the  Rev.  Paul  Jones  as  Bishop  of  Utah,  I 
shared  in  the  gratification  at  their  election  and  in  their  Consecra- 
tion Services  in  Salt  Lake  City,  Ember  Wednesday,  December  16, 
and  acted  as  one  of  the  Co-Consecrators  for  Bishop  Hunting.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  MISSIONS. 

To  the  Sixty-Fifth  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  California : 

The  first  meeting  of  the  Board  was  held  on  February  18th,  and 
organized,  electing  Archdeacon  Emery  as  Secretary.  During  the 
year  twelve  meetings  have  been  held,  and  at  the  quarterly  meet- 
ings detailed  statements  of  receipts  and  expenditures  have  been 
furnished  to  the  members. 

Changes. 

Mr.  C.  A.  Mainwaring,  who  as  a  Lay  Reader  had  for  more  than 
two  years  done  such  faithful  work  at  Arroyo  Grande,  removed 
with  his  family  to  Australia,  the  work  at  that  point  under  an 
arrangement  made  with  the  Bishop  of  Los  Angeles,  is  cared  for 
by  the  Rev.  A.  C.  Dodd,  a  priest  of  that  Diocese,  in  connection 
with  his  work  at  Santa  Maria. 

The  Rev.  D.  Dunlop,  from  British  Columbia,  has  taken  charge 
of  St.  James',  Paso  Robles,  where  many  improvements  have  been 
made  in  both  Church  and  Parsonage,  as  referred  to  later  on. 

The  Rev.  A.  W.  Darwall  has  assumed  charge  of  the  Missions  at 
Monterey,  Del  Monte,  and  Carmel-by-the-Sea,  giving  regular  ser- 
vices at  these  three  points.  Acknowledgment  is  due  to  the  Rev. 
Dr.  Jenvey  for  the  valued  work  done  by  him  for  so  many  months 
at  Monterey  and  Del  Monte,  a  labor  of  love  on  his  part,  as  the  re- 
ceipts from  the  two  places  barely  covered  his  travelling  expenses. 

The  Rev.  W.  A.  MacClean  resigned  the  charge  of  the  Missions 
at  Gilroy  and  Hollister  to  accept  the  rectorship  of  St.  Paul's, 
Salinas.  A  long  desired  division  of  this  territory  has  been  accom- 
plished, the  Rev.  Dr.  G.  Clement  King  has  been  appointed  to 
the  charge  of  San  Benito  County  with  headquarters  at  Hollister, 
the  first  time  that  the  county  has  had  a  resident  clergyman,  and 
new  life  and  interest  has  been  the  immediate  result. 

The  Rev.  William  Higgs  has  been  appointed  to  the  charge  of 
St.  Stephen's,  Gilroy,  and  to  a  new  Mission  that  has  been  started 
at  Morgan  Hill,  where  there  are  some  twenty  communicants  and 
where  much  interest  is  being  shown. 

The  Rev.  M.  Mullineux  in  addition  to  his  arduous  duties  at  the 
Seamen's  Institute,  has  taken  charge  of  Christ  Church,  Los  Altos, 
while  the  Rev.  Frank  H.  Church  has  taken  charge  of  the  Church  of 
the  Holy  Saviour  at  Santa  Clara,  pending  the  election  of  a  new 
Rector. 
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Detailed  information  as  to  property  acquired  and  improvements 
made  during  the  past  year,  will  be  found  in  the  report  of  the 
Archdeacon.

The  appended  financial  statements  will  show  what  they  have 
done  towards  their  own  support,  and  special  emphasis  is  placed 
upon  the  statement  in  the  Archdeacon's  report  of  what  has  been 
acquired  in  new  properties,  of  buildings  and  improvements  during 
a  year  that  has  been  marked  by  financial  stringency,  notwithstand- 
ing which  it  has  been  again  demonstrated  that  when  there  is  a 
real  work  being  done,  the  means  will  be  forthcoming  by  which  it 
can  be  carried  on. 

As  Trustees  of  the  Disabled  Clergy  and  Widows  and  Orphans' 
Funds,  we  report  the  income  of  the  former  to  be  $3,276.22,  and  of 
the  latter,  $1,623.21.  The  principal  of  the  two  funds,  $36,13979 
and  $21,510.80  respectively,  a  total  of  $57,690.19,  an  increase  of 
$1,031.98  since  the  last  report. 

The  year  has  been  one  of  grave  anxiety  to  the  Board,  a  deficit 
beginning  in  1908  has  been  steadily  increasing.  Year  by  year  the 
Convention  has  voted  without  a  dissenting  voice  that  the  appor- 
tionment should  be  placed  at  a  certain  figure,  and  year  by  year  the 
Board  has  made  appropriations  of  only  about  two-thirds  of  the 
sum  that  the  Convention  by  vote  placed  at  its  disposal. 

Many  Parishes  and  Missions  by  strenuous  efforts  have  met  their 
full  apportionment,  others  have  paid  in  75  or  50%,  but  there  has 
been  a  very  large  difference  between  the  amount  voted  by  the 
Convention  and  the  amount  actually  paid.  From  time  to  time 
suggestions  have  been  made  to  amend  the  existing  Canon  to  make 
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the  apportionment  an  assessment,  to  penalize  the  Parishes  that 
failed  to  take  up  the  Canonical  offerings  and  do  their  share,  to 
require  by  Canon  that  the  Rector  and  Treasurer  of  each  Parish 
sign  a  quarterly  statement  that  due  notice  was  given,  the  offering 
taken,  and  the  full  amount  sent  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese. 

The  Board  favors  none  of  these  plans.  The  last  command  of 
Jesus  Christ  was  "Go  ye  into  all  the  world  and  preach  my  gospel". 
The  cause  of  Missions  is  the  one  chief  obligation  that  rests  upon 
the  Church — gifts  to  further  the  work  of  the  King  must  not  be 
given  grudgingly,  or  of  necessity,  but  from  thankful  givers,  glad  to 
extend  tc  others  the  blessings  that  they  themselves  have  received. 

The  Board  of  Missions,  annually  elected,  are  the  servants  of 
this  Convention,  to  administer  the  money  given  by  the  Church  for 
the  spread  of  the  Kingdom.  It  is  for  the  Convention  therefore  to 
decide  whether  stipends  shall  be  less,  whether  work  that  is  being 
done  shall  be  stopped,  in  what  direction  expenditures  shall  be  cur- 
tailed. Or  it  is  for  the  Convention  to  declare:  We  will  take  no 
step  backward;  no  missionary  shall  have  his  scanty  salary  reduced; 
the  doors  of  no  Mission  Church  shall  be  closed;  we  will  turn 
over  a  new  leaf,  and  this  year,  1915,  shall  see  each  Parish  striving 
to  see  not  how  little,  but  how  much  it  can  give  as  a  thank  offer- 
ing for  the  peace  in  our  own  land,  as  a  help  to  those  of  our 
brethren  in  other  lands  whose  work  is  made  harder  because  of  the 
war  that  is  shaking  nearly  every  other  country  in  the  world.

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REPORT  OF  THE  ARCHDEACON. 

To  the  Sixty-Fifth  Annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  California : 

The  work  of  the  Cathedral  Staff  can  best  be  summarized  under 
the  three  heads  of  ordinary  mission  work,  institutional  work  and 
racial  work.  The  mission  work  at  Ocean  View,  Excelsior  and 
South  San  Francisco  has  been  maintained  without  much  change 
since  last  year,  save  at  South  San  Francisco  where  new  interest  is 
being  shown  since  Mr.  L.  C  Kelley,  a  Divinity  student,  has  taken 
charge.  The  mission  work  at  the  Relief  Home  and  the  City  and 
County  Hospital  under  the  charge  of  the  Rev.  W.  M.  Hours, 
assisted  by  Miss  Mary  French,  shows  in  the  following  statistics 
what  the  Church  is  still  doing  among  the  inmates  at  those  two 
points:  Communicants  94,  Baptized  51,  Confirmed  36,  Buried  220, 
Services  132,  Celebrations  157.  A  most  remarkable  record  of 
quiet,  faithful  work,  well  done. 

For  the  Cathedral  Mission  of  the  Good  Samaritan,  the  Rev. 
J.  P.  Turner  reports  number  of  Communicants  225,  9  Baptized, 
22  Confirmed,  245  Services,  75  Celebrations,  while  in  addition  to 
the  amount  passed  through  the  office,  there  has  been  raised  during 
the  past  year  the  sum  of  $1,823.01,  of  which  $1,607.74  has  been 
expended  at  the  Mission,  leaving  a  balance  in  the  Mission  Treas- 
ury of  $215.27.  At  this  office  there  has  been  received  in  pledges, 
donations,  and  interest  on  endowment,  the  sum  of  $2,730.24  and 
paid  out  $3,961.46,  making  the  excess  of  payments  over  the  receipts 
$U31.22. 

The  new  quarters  of  the  Canon  Kip  Memorial  Mission  and  the 
Day  Nursery  were  occupied  last  August,  they  have  been  fully 
described  in  the  Pacific  Churchman.  The  Chapel  of  the  Comforter 
has  been  finished  with  many  memorials,  while  the  Dispensary, 
Clothing  Bureau,  The  Eliza  Garber  Sewing  School,  The  Boys'  and 
Girls*  Clubs  and  Clothing  Bureau  are  all  in  full  operation.  A 
number  of  the  ladies,  including  members  of  the  Training  School 
for  Deaconesses,  assist  in  the  work.  Mr.  F.  George  Jennings 
serves  as  Lay-reader,  and  Miss  Mary  French  as  District  Visitor. 
Exclusive  of  the  Building  and  Furnishing  Fund,  the  receipts  of 
the  Mission  from  pledges,  offerings,  donations,  etc.,  have  been 
$1,056.98,  and  the  expenditures  $1,497.05,  leaving  a  deficit  of  $440.07. 

The  racial  work  has  made  marked  progress  during  the  past  year. 
Along  the  Atlantic  coast  foreign  missions  means  work  in  China, 
Japan  or  Africa.  In  this  Diocese  we  have  foreign  missions  at  our 
very  door.  St.  Augustine's  is  doing  a  good  work  for  the  colored 
people  in  Oakland  and  its  Vicar  holds  services  also  in  San  Fran- 
cisco. The  Mission  for  the  Japanese  is  taking  on  new  life,  and 
has  rented  property  for  the  use  of  a  Japanese  Men's  Club.  The 
Mission  for  the  Chinese  in  San  Francisco  and  in  Oakland  report 
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37  baptized  and  33  confirmed  during  the  past  year,  they  number 
now  57  communicants.  The  clergy  report  112  services  held  and  72 
celebrations,  while  the  members  have  contributed  for  the  diflFerent 
purposes  the  sum  of  over  $300. 

Recognition  is  due  to  the  faithful  services  rendered  by  the  Lay- 
readers  of  the  Staff  and  by  the  members  of  tjie  various  committees 
connected  with  the  institutional  and  racial  work  and  of  those  who 
give  so  freely  not  only  of  their  time  but  of  their  means. 

So  much  has  been  done  this  year  in  the  way  of  buildings, 
improvements  and  acquisition  of  property  that  a  somewhat  de- 
tailed statement  is  added  to  this  report. 

During  the  past  year  I  have  officiated  116  times  at  34  different 
places,  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion  38  times,  baptized  10, 
married  1,  buried  2,  attended  113  meetings  of  Boards  and  Com- 
mittees, including  2  meetings  of  the  General  Board  of  Missions  in 
New  York,  and  have  attended  to  such  other  matters  as  have  been 
referred  to  me  by  the  Bishop  as  his  adjutant. 

New   Properties — Canon   Kip   Memorial   Mission 

Early  in  the  year  it  became  evident  that  either  the  work  of  the 
Canon  Kip  Memorial  Mission  and  Day  Nursery  must  be  given  up 
or  a  new  building  erected.  The  Bishop  as  Corporation  Sole  had 
the  lot  on  Second  St.,  but  no  money.  The  managers  of  the  Day 
Nursery  had  a  Building  Fund,  but  no  lot.  After  several  confer- 
ences an  agreement  was  entered  into  by  which  the  lady  managers 
were  to  turn  over  the  larger  part  of  their  funds  to  the  Bishop  and 
have  complete  control  of  the  third  floor  of  the  proposed  new 
building  and  the  roof  garden,  with  an  equity  in  the  building  to  the 
extent  of  their  investment.  The  Bishop  undertook  to  borrow 
$5,000  and  the  Archdeacon  to  raise  what  he  could.  The  new 
building  was  opened  by  the  Bishop  on  June  14th.  On  the  lower 
floor  five  rooms  are  devoted  to  the  Dispensary,  there  are  also  the 
Clothing  Bureau,  Men's  Club  room  and  lavatory.  On  the  second 
floor  is  the  Chapel  of  the  Comforter,  and  the  large  Social  Hall  for 
the  Boys'  and  Girls'  Club,  the  Sewing  School,  etc.  The  balance 
of  the  building  is  occupied  by  the  Canon  Kip  Memorial  Day 
Nursery.     The  entire  cost  was  over  $18,000.     Towards  this:

St.  Andrew's  Inn 

Some  years  ago  a  lady  saw^  the  need  of  a  Church  Home  for  Boys 
where  young  fellows  just  beginning  to  earn  their  own  living  could 
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have  a  comfortable  home  surrounded  with  good  influences  at  a 
reasonable  rate.  When  the  site  for  the  Cathedral  Mission  of  the 
Good  Samaritan  Mission  was  purchased  an  additional  lot  was 
secured,  but  not  until  this  year  was  the  long  cherished  plan  put 
into  effect.  St.  Andrew's  Inn  was  opened  on  August  the  14th.  Its 
cost  was  $15,566.93.  It  is  under  the  charge  of  the  Rev.  George 
Maxwell,  the  Bishop's  Aid  for  Boys,  who  for  several  years  has 
conducted  most  successfully  a  Summer  Camp  for  Boys  in  Marin 
County.  The  Home  has  accommodations  for  thirty  boys  besides 
the  necessary  help,  and  is  a  place  to  which  parents  living  in  any 
part  of  the  state  can  send  their  boys  who  are  coming  to  the  city 
to  enter  business  life. 

Christ  Church,  Los  Altos 

Reference  was  made  in  last  year's  report  to  the  fact  that  the 
members  of  the  new  Mission  in  Los  Altos  were  trying  to  secure  a 
site  and  to  build  in  that  community.  This  year  has  seen  the  hope 
fulfilled.  In  June  the  Bishop  held  the  first  service  in  the  beautiful 
little  edifice,  which  with  the  land  bought  and  given,  is  valued  at 
$5,250. 

Episcopal  Chinese  Mission,  Oakland 

The  growth  of  the  Chinese  work  in  Oakland  has  been  remark- 
able during  the  past  year;  10  have  been  baptized,  9  confirmed,  the 
room  that  had  been  rented  for  several  years  was  altogether  too 
small  to  accommodate  the  numbers  attending  the  different  classes 
during  the  week  and  the  services  on  Sundays.  Finally  after  a 
very  thorough  search  by  the  Rev.  F.  C.  Church  and  the  Rev.  T.  J. 
Williams,  aided  by  the  members  of  the  Bishop's  Committee,  a 
property  was  found  at  620  Sixth  St.  that  not  only  afforded  suffi- 
cient space,  but  that  had  rooms  that  could  be  rented  for  a  sum 
large  enough  to  pay  the  interest  on  the  loan  made  by  the  Bishop 
to  acquire  it. 

The  lot  and  the  two  houses  on  it  had  been  held  at  $5,700.  It 
was  purchased  for  $4,500,  and  the  improvements  and  changes  since 
made  have  cost  $656.37  more,  of  which  the  Chinese  young  men 
raised  $150.40  themselves. 

St.  James',  Paso  Robles 

Largely  through  the  efforts  of  Mrs.  Dr.  Sawyer  and  the 
Women's  Guild  the  Church  at  Paso  Robles  has  been  thoroughly 
renovated,  new  furnishings  added  and  the  funds  raised  to  put  in 
choir  stalls  and  pews  in  place  of  the  chairs  formerly  used,  furni- 
ture for  the  parsonage  has  also  been  provided,  the  whole  costing 
$750  in  addition  to  which  a  number  of  furnishings  have  been  given. 

St.  Luke's  HoUister 
Since  the  Rev.  Dr.  C.  Clement  King  took  charge  of  this  Mission 
a  very  marked  increase  of  attendance  and  interest  has  developed. 
In   October   the   Mission   applied   for   a  loan   from   the   Randolph 
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Fund  of  $400  and  since  then  the  parsonage  has  been  enlarged  and 
repaired  at  a  cost  of  $745,  the  balance  being  raised  by  the  people. 
If  the  work  done  by  Dr.  King  himself  was  added,  the  value  of 
the  improvements  would  be  increased  a  hundred  dollars  more.

Subtracting  the  debt  as  shown  above,  the  net  value  of  this  prop- 
erty acquired  in  1914  is  $33,829.66. 

It  is  to  be  noted  that  $5,000  of  the  debt  upon  the  Canon  Kip 
Memorial  Mission  is  secured  by  an  equity  in  an  estate  to  that 
amount,  while  the  members  of  the  Mission  are  meeting  the  interest 
in  the  same  way  that  the  interest  on  the  other  debts  above  men- 
tioned is  being  met.    The  record  of  the  year  is  a  remarkable  one. 

The  one  debt  wholly  unprovided  for  is  that  on  the  Chinese 
Mission  in  Oakland.  It  is  much  to  be  desired  that  this  could  be 
wiped  out,  so  that  the  amount  now  paid  for  interest  could  go 
towards  increasing  the  stipends  of  the  workers. 

It  may  be  true  that  the  Diocese  has  failed  to  meet  its  appor- 
tionment for  General  Missions,  but  on  the  other  hand  it  is  worth 
recording  that  since  1907  it  has  acquired  for  its  racial  work  alone 
the  following  properties:

Chinese  Mission  in  Oakland 5,156.58 

Japanese  Mission  in  San  Francisco 6,000.00 

Colored  Mission  in  Oakland 3,600.00 


$34,756.58 
with  an  indebtedness  of  only  $7,800. 

The  cost  of  carrying  on  this  racial  work,  which  is  truly  foreign 
mission  work,  is  over  $4,500  a  year  of  which  $750  comes  from 
without  the  Diocese,  and  the  balance  is  raised  here.  This  record 
is  made  not  in  the  spirit  of  boasting,  but  that  the  facts  may  be 
clearly  set  forth.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DEAN  OF  THE  CONVOCATION  OF 

SAN  FRANCISCO. 


In  accordance  with  our  by-laws  two  meetings  of  the  Con- 
vocation of  San  Francisco  have  been  held  during  the  year. 
Last  Spring  we  met  at  Martinez,  where  the  good  people  of 
Grace  Mission  gave  us  a  most  hearty  reception.  In  the  Fall 
we  met  at  the  Parish  of  the  Incarnation,  San  Francisco,  and 
again  we  were  most  hospitably  entertained.  In  both  instances 
these  were  the  first  visits  of  the  Convocation,  and  we  hope  that 
our  behaviour  merited  another  invitation.  May  it  come  soon! 
We  were  fortunate  at  both  meetings  in  having  the  Bishop  with 
lis   to   stimulate    Missionary   enthusiasm    and    self-proportionment. 

The  members  .of  the  Social  Service  Commission  from  the 
Convocation  were  appointed  at  the  Spring  meeting.  They  were 
the  Rev.  G.  H.  B.  Wright,  Dr.  Norman  D.  Kelley,  Miss  Amie 
DeTurbeville.  We  assume  that  the  work  of  these  members  was 
truly  harmonious  and  interesting.  The  Convocation  also  has  a 
committee  on  personal  religion,  consisting  of  the  Rev.  E.  W. 
Couper,  Mr.  Fred  T.  Foster,  and  Mrs.  J.  O.  Lincoln. 

St.  Peter's  has  become  a  term  for  progress  in  the  Convo- 
cation, and  it  is  now  permissible  to  refer  to  the  Petrine  party, 
when  one  would  indicate  progressiveness.  In  San  Francisco 
and  in  Oakland  parishes  with  this  name  have  completed  buildings 
of  solidity  and  beauty.  Every  report  from  each  indicates  a  fine 
healthy   growth   and   development. 

During  the  past  year  I  have  visited  the  missions  at  Centerville, 
Fruitvale,  Martinez,  Walnut  Creek,  Haywards,  Elmhurst,  St. 
Augustine's  and  True  Sunshine,  Oakland.  The  Canons  of  the 
Church  in  America  and  the  American  traditions  have  not  made 
very  explicit  the  duties  of  Rural  Deans.  Whether  they  have  any 
duties  is  a  mooted  question.  The  only  reference  to  duties  and 
responsibilities  are  observed  by  neglect.  Canon  362  of  the 
Diocesan  Manual  calls  for  quarterly  reports  from  missionaries 
in  the  field,  this  Canon  is  rusting  for  want  of  attention.  With 
Canon  348  in  the  field  it  might  be  assumed  by  the  Deans  that 
no  mission  has  elected  officers  for  the  current  year.  In  some 
English  Dioceses  the  Deans  are  supposed  to  inspect  the  fabric 
of  the  Church  very  carefully  even  looking  at  the  condition  of  the 
door-knobs  and  hinges.  So  far  as  I  have  been  able  to  ascertain 
the  condition  of  mission  property  in  the  Convocation  of  San 
Francisco  is  fairly  good.  It  is  a  pleasure  to  report  that  it  is  now 
no    longer    necessary   for    a    faithful    lay-woman    to    crawl    under 
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the   Chancel   at  Walnut   Creek   and   from   there   to   toll   the   bell; 
an   attractive   tower  has  been   built   over   the   entrance. 

May  I  ask  you  to  consider  the  returns  for  the  missionary 
work  of  the  Church.  I  have  carefully  compared  the  returns 
of  the  past  two  years  with  each  other.  In  the  Convocation  of 
San  Francisco,  which  compares,  I  regret  to  say,  rather  unfavor- 
ably with  that  of  San  Jose,  the  following  matters  of  interest  may 
be   noted: 

First,  Diocesan  Church  Extension:  This  year  three  more  paid 
in  full  than  last;  28  paid  more  in  1915  than  in  1914,  while  14 
paid  more  in  1914  than  in  1915,  one  paid  the  same  in  both  years; 
12  in  1915  exceeded  the  apportionment,  13  exceeded  it  in  1914, 
while  9  exceeded  it  in  both  years;  17  were  apportioned  less  in 
1915  than  in  1914,  and  23  were  apportioned  more.  Turning  to 
General  Missions  we  find  that  5  which  paid  in  full  last  year  were 
short  this,  and  2  which  did  not  pay  in  full  last  year  did  this;  18 
paid  more  this  year  than  last,  and  23  paid  less,  or  paid  the  same 
both  years;  14  exceeded  the  apportionment  in  1915,  the  same 
number  as  for  last  year,  8  exceeded  in  both  years;  17  were 
apportioned  less  and  20  more,  3  had  the  same  apportionment, 
and  4  new  names  paid  which  were  not  apportioned. 

These  figures  will  not  tell  the  whole  story.  It  is  interesting 
to  notice  that  in  some  instances  a  decrease  in  the  apportionment 
has  been  accompanied  with  a  decrease  in  the  contribution,  and 
it  is  also  to  be  noticed  that  in  other  instances  an  increase  in  the 
apportionment  is  accompanied  with  an  increase  in  contribution. 
Another  interesting  fact  comes  to  light,  namely  that  clergy  who 
have  in  other  fields  ministered  to  parishes  that  have  paid  in  full, 
are  now  in  parishes  which  fail  to  do  so.  Further  it  must  be 
noticed  that  in  parishes  where  one  active,  interested  layman 
undertakes  to  secure  pledges  for  missions  the  parish  will  con- 
tinue for  years   to  pay  in   full. 

On  the  other  hand  it  is  of  course  true  that  the  inspiration 
depends  largely  upon  the  clergy  who  are  the  natural  leaders  of 
the  parishes.  It  is  also  true  that  a  clergyman  can  do  much  to 
destroy  the  missionary  zeal  of  a  parish,  yet  as  I  look  over  the 
Convocation  as  a  whole  I  find  it  very  difficult  to  account  for  the 
present  condition.  Let  me  urge  those  of  you  clergy  and  laity 
alike  who  come  from  this  Convocation  of  San  Francisco  to  return 
to  your  parishes  with  a  clear  vision  of  your  responsibility  to  the 
world  outside  your  parish,  accept  gracefully  the  measure  of  that 
responsibility  as  indicated  by  the  apportionment,  which  as  you 
all  know  or  ought  to  know  is  based  mathematically,  not  arbitra- 
rily,  on   your   own    parochial    expenditures,    and   then,    finally,   let 
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me  urge  you  to  pray  that  God  may  stir  in  your  own  heart  and 
in  the  hearts  of  your  fellow  parishioners  a  burning  desire  to 
fulfill  that  responsibility  to  the  uttermost,  with  good  measure, 
pressed  down   and   running  over.

REPORT    OF   THE    DEAN    OF   THE    CONVOCATION    OF 

SAN  JOSE. 


The  Convocation  of  San  Jose  is  right  in  front  of  the  Diocesan 
procession.  It  occupies  the  whole  first  page  of  the  Report  of 
the    Board   of    Missions. 

It  also  occupies  a  large  place  on  the  map.  Geography  is 
interesting.  But  even  in  this  charming  science  "Ignorance  is  a 
powerful   thing  and   easily   acquired."     A   distinguished   professor 

once  wrote  me  a  letter  as  follows:     "Professor  sends  me 

the  enclosed  from  Assuan  where  the  cyclamen  is  now  blooming 
on  the  fields  of  Bethlehem."  Geographically  speaking  the  Con- 
vocation of  San  Jose  embraces  six  counties,  with  an  area  of 
10,183  square  miles  of  the  most  varied  and  beautiful  country  on 
this  earth.  But  we  are  long  on  acres  and  short  on  sheep.  In  our 
Missions  we  have  less  than  2,000  familes,  about  six  to  every 
square  mile.  Out  of  a  population  of  187,834  we  have  in  our 
Missions  under  3,000  confirmed  persons.  I  mention  this  fact  to 
defend  the  missionaries  of  my  Convocation  District  against  the 
well  meant  but  critical  comment  of  the  committee  on  the  state 
of  the  Church  (page  2).  They  say:  "Looking  upon  the  situation 
in  general  your  Committee  feels  that  the  Church  most  suffers 
from  a  lack  of  inspirational  contact  between  its  workers."  That  is 
a  fine  academic  bit  of  rhetoric.  The  geographical  fact  remains — 
in  .our  Convocation  Missions  we  have  only  six  familes  to  every 
square  mile!  Moral — Increase  the  offerings  and  thus  enable  the 
Board  of  Missions  to  multiply  Missions.  Our  people  are  little 
and  good — like  the  Welshman's  cow.  We  cannot  hope  to  com- 
pete with  the  rich  Convocation  embracing  San  Francisco  and 
the  Bay  cities.  Yet  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Missions  shows 
that  the  Convocation  of  San  Jose  has  actually  outstepped  the 
Convocation  of  San  Francisco.  The  financial  statement  of  the 
Board  of  Missions  shows  that  as  against  $6,725  received  from 
San  Francisco  the  Convocation  of  San  Jose  gave  $10,537.  Any 
resolution  to  cut  down  the  apportionment  for  Missions  this  year 
will  be  respectfully  but  firmly  resisted  by  the  Convocation  of 
San  Jose.  Of  course  we  have  our  faults.  The  principal  one  we 
can't  help.     The  geographical  fault  which  caused  the  earthquake. 
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which  caused  the  fire,  which  caused  the  recent  trouble,  runs  120 
miles  through  the  geological  strata  of  our  Convocation  District. 
Our  people  felt  at  the  time  that  it  was  not  congruous  to  sing, 
"How  firm  a  foundation."  Since  the  earthquake  we  have  settled 
down.  If  you  want  to  see  the  most  beautiful  church  in  California 
go  to  San  Mateo;  the  best  country  hospital,  go  to  San  Mateo; 
the  best  University  buildings,  go  to  Stanford;  the  most  generous 
layman  on  this  year's  record,  go  to  Salinas;  the  best  technical 
school,  go  to  San  Luis  Obispo.  Now  there  is  an  interesting 
situation — ecclesiastically.  A  Mission  begun  in  1867,  this  year 
becomes  a  Parish.  But  that  is  not  all.  Horace  Annesley 
Vachell,  a  distinguished  English  novelist,  was  a  communicant  of 
the  Mission  at  San  Luis  Obispo  for  many  years  and  a  delegate 
to  this  Convention  in  1892  and  1893.  If  you  want  to  know  about 
life  in  the  lower  end  of  the  Convocation  of  San  Jose  read 
Vachell's  novels — splendid  in  coloring,  charming  in  description, 
delightful  in  their  character  drawing!  "Spragge's  Canon"  is  the 
latest  and  I   am  not  a  book  agent! 

Next  door  to  San  Luis  Obispo  is  that  wonderful  missionary 
territory  embracing  nine  points,  ministered  to  by  young 
McGowan.  It  needs  an  aeroplane  to  do  the  work  properly — but 
in  the  meantime  the  missionary  automobile  does  the  business. 
At  Parkfield  the  good  folk  propose  to  build  a  church  and  have 
$500  in  hand  and  a  lot  under  their  feet.  I  speak  of  the  faults 
again.  Not  all  the  people  in  the  country  go  to  church.  But  at 
least  rain  and  bad  roads  and  farm  work  make  fairly  good 
excuses.  In  Devonshire  in  England  when  a  shepherd  dies  it  is 
the  custom  to  place  a  bit  of  lamb's  wool  in  his  coffin.  The 
reason  is  simple — ^when  at  the  resurrection  day  the  good  angel 
comes  to  conduct  the  shepherd  onward  and  upward  the  wool  will 
be  an  excuse  for  any  neglect  of  public  worship.  Sheep  must  be 
tended!  Some  of  the  parishioners  in  our  Convocation  will  be 
laid  to  rest  with  their  coffins  lined  with  golf  sticks^-or  perhaps 
polo  balls. 

At  Salinas  (I  hope  you  realize  that  I  am  taking  you  on  a 
missionary  journey),  at  Salinas  we  have  a  layman  who  is  an 
example  to  the  whole  Diocese.  Mr.  Matt  Williams  offered  to  pay 
J.  debt  of  $2,000  on  the  Rectory  if  the  people  would  raise  $330, 
assessment  for  street  improvement.  They  raised  the  $330  and 
dear  old  Matt  Williams  paid  the  $2,000.  God  bless  him  for 
that!  I  tell  the  story  because  his  plan  furnishes  a  very  happy 
way  out  of  parish  indebtness.  I  feel  inclined  to  play  auctioneer 
and  say  to  you  all  "Are  there  any  further  offers?" 

Then  we  come  to  Del  Monte,  Carmel,  and  Monterey.  Darwall 
does  duty  there  on  $50  a  month  and  a  fat  pony  which  he  feeds 
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out  of  his  own  salary.  A  pair  of  goats  would  be  cheaper.  A 
missionary  needs  to  be  of  a  cheerful  disposition.  When  it  comes 
to  a  raise  in  his  salary  he  is  inclined  to  sing:  "It's  a  long,  long 
way  to  Tipperary."  His  wife — dear  soul — does  not  like  war 
songs  and  sings  a  gentler  refrain:  "We  are  poor  in  this  world's 
wealth,  but  rich  in  love."  But  it  would  be  a  shame  to  cut  down 
the  Missionary  apportionment  and  consequently  missionary  sal- 
aries and  missionary  work.  What  should  we  do  at  Hollister  and 
Gilroy  without  men  like  Dr.  King  and  "Father"  Higgs — both 
alive  and  interpreting  the  genius  of  our  church  to  scattered 
faithful  families?  We  talk  about  Christian  education  this  after- 
noon. Christ  Church  Mission,  San  Jose,  is  near  the  Normal 
School.  Mitchell  has  got  hold  of  a  lot  of  fine  young  people 
there.  If  the  Church  could  spend  $5,000  on  a  new  church  and  a 
new  lot  and  give  the  missionary  a  little  money  to  work  with,  he 
could  do  more  to  win  the  allegiance  of  these  young  leaders  to 
the   cause  of  Christian  education. 

Sunnyvale  has  $500  and  a  lot  for  a  new  church  and  under 
the  fostering  care  of  Trinity  Parish,  San  Jose,  will  grow.  Los 
Altos  and  Burlingame  are  in  good  hands  and  South  San  Fran- 
cisco is  waking  up  under  another  Kelley — a  chip  of  the  old  block. 

Convocation  has  met  twice,  once  at  Menlo  Park,  again  at 
Watsonville.  The  Watsonville  meeting  will  be  conspicuous  in 
the  annals  of  this  modest  Convocation  from  the  historic  fact 
that  a  real  live  lay  member  of  the  Board  of  Missions  gave  a 
missionary  address  at  the  missionary  meeting,  an  address  on 
Foreign  Missions  too — scholarly,  historical,  and  charmingly  non- 
committal. 

The  meeting  at  Menlo  Park  gave  to  the  world  Thackeray's 
study  of  "Some  Missionary  Aspects  of  Country  Life,"  now 
published  in  pamphlet  form.  I  tell  you  about  our  Convocation 
meetings  and  these  original  contributions  to  knowledge  in  order 
to  brighten  your  minds  and  correct  the  lugubrious  estimate  of 
such  gatherings  which  you  will  find  in  the  Report  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  the  State  of  the  Church.  If  that  blessed  committee 
wants  to  see  a  real  live  Convocation  in  session — ministering  to 
the  social,  intellectual,  and  spiritual  needs  of  lay  and  clerical 
workers — we  cordially  invite  them  to  our  next  meeting  in  St. 
Matthew's  at  San  Mateo  in  May. 

Time  fails  me  to  tell  more  of  the  fascinating  and  romantic 
story  of  the  life  and  labours  of  the  Convocation  of  San  Jose. 
I  may  add  without  boasting  or  pride  that  we  have  paid  90%  of 
our  apportionment  for  Church  Extension  in  the  Diocese.  That 
fact,  illuminating,  interesting,  and  suggestive,  is  lost  sight  of  in 
the   Archdeacon's   colored   work.

WOMAN'S  AUXILIARY. 


The  Semi-Annual  Meeting  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary. 

The  Semi-annual  Service  and  Meeting  took  place  on  Friday, 
January  29th,  at  Grace  Cathedral.  The  Holy  Communion  was 
celebrated  by  Bishop  Nichols,  assisted  by  Dean  Gresham,  Arch- 
deacon Emery,  the  Rev.  M.  D.  Wilson,  the  Rev.  Edward 
Morgan,  and  the  Rev.  W.  E.  Hayes.  The  preacher  was  the  Rev. 
D.  C.  Gardner,  Dean  of  the  Convocation  of  San  Jose.  From  the 
text,  "In  quietness  and  in  confidence  shall  be  your  strength," 
Dean  Gardner  spoke  of  the  rare  virtue  of  quietness  or  poise.  It 
may  be  acquired,  in  a  measure,  through  self-control,  but  the  real 
quietness  of  spirit  comes  from  that  faith  in  God's  love  which 
sees  in  all  the  changes  and  chances  of  life,  the  means  of  further- 
mg  His  plan  for  our  growth  in  grace.  As  we  dwell  on  this 
thought  and  try  to  be  obedient,  God's  comfort  comes  to  us. 
Especially  do  we  receive  that  comfort  and  peace  in  the  Holy 
Communion,  and  as  years  pass  and  powers  grow  less,  serenity 
of  soul  increases  and  we  are  freed  from  the  dread  of  age  or 
death. 

The  ladies  of  Trinity  Church  provided,  as  they  have  done  in 
past  years,  a  delicious  lunch,  at  which  several  bright  little 
speeches  were  made. 

At  two  o'clock  the  afternoon  meeting  was  called  to  order  and 
opened  with  a  brief  service  by  Bishop  Nichols.  The  principal 
address  was  made  by  the  Rt.  Rev.  Thomas  F.  Gailor,  Bishop  of 
Tennessee.  He  said  that  as  it  was  quite  unnecessary  to  speak 
to  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  of  the  importance  of  missionary  work, 
he  had  chosen  to  speak  of  the  great  principles  for  which  the 
Church  exists.  The  first  is  Christ's  commission,  **Go  ye  into  all 
the  world" — His  command  to  every  baptized  person — the  test  of 
Christianity  in  each  individual.  The  commission  implies  that  man 
is  free,  not  a  slave,  but  a  child  of  God.  The  success  of  his  life 
depends  on  his  realization  that  as  a  child  of  God,  he  can  over- 
come evil.  All  intrusion  of  sin  is  the  result  of  our  failure  to 
realize  and  use  our  birthright.  The  second  great  principle  is 
that   God  is  love.     That  is  the   Gospel.     What  are   we   doing  to

spread  it?  It  is  only  as  we  believe  that  Christ  included  in  Him- 
self all  humanity,  and  that  every  life  is  precious  to  Him,  that  we 
are  willing  to  be  active  in  personal  service,  and  the  problems  the 
world  faces  today  are  the  result  of  misunderstanding  caused  by 
lack  of  personal  service.  And  the  third  great  principle  which 
must  move  us  to  more  earnest  service  is  that  the  world  will 
judge  by  our  lives  not  only  us,  but  our  Lord. 

The  thanks  of  the  Auxiliary  were  expressed  to  Bishop  Gailor 
by  Bishop  Nichols. 

The  roll-call  was  answered  by  representatives  of  thirty-six 
Branches.  The  attendance  must  have  been  over  three  hundred. 
It  was  very  encouraging  to  have  many  of  the  clergy  present. 

The  President  announced  an  Exposition  Committee,  Mrs.  J.  O. 
Lincoln,  chairman,  to  arrange  when  possible  that  visitors  to  the 
Exposition  who  are  prominent  in  the  Auxiliary  may  be  at  the 
monthly  Diocesan  meetings.  She  also  called  attention  to  the 
Church  Missionary  exhibit  about  to  be  installed  at  the  Exposi- 
tion. Mrs.  Monteagle  urged  all  Auxiliary  women  to  be  even 
more  careful  than  in  past  years  to  allow  no  distraction  to  inter- 
fere  with   the   Auxiliary  meetings. 

The  announcement  of  Missions  Study  Classes  was  made  by 
Mrs.  C.  Edward  Holmes.  The  Rev.  George  Maxwell  spoke 
briefly  of  the  St.  Andrew's  Inn,  and  Mrs.  A.  L.  McLeish  of  the 
"Spirit  of  Missions."  The  Rev.  M.  D.  Wilson  called  attention  to 
the  fact  that  he  is  Treasurer  of  the  fund  for  the  Field  Secretary 
for   Sunday   Schools. 

Bishop  Nichols  then  made  the  brief  closing  address,  speaking 
of  the  precious  belief  in  the  Communion  of  Saints  which  was 
so  dear  to  our  late  Secretary,  Mrs.  Lawver.  The  Bishop  also 
spoke  to  the  Auxiliary  as  he  had  done  in  the  Convention  and 
the  House  of  Churchwomen,  of  his  great  desire  for  the  growth 
of  "Selfproportionment,"  that  wish  in  every  heart  to  give  its 
best  to  God,  which  would  make  Missionary  Apportionment  not  a 
tax,  but  an  opportunity. 

The  offering  at  the  Service  was  given  for  the  Bishop's  Auxiliary 
Fund,  and  that  at  the  afternoon  meeting  for  the  salary  of  Our 
Own  Missionary  and  the  work  of  Bishop  Gailor. 

The  meeting  closed  with   the  benediction  of  the  Bishop.

APPENDIX  G 


REPORT  OF  THE  CORPORATION  OF  THE  DIOCESE. 


To  the  Sixty-fifth  Annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  California: 

The  Directors  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the 
Diocese  of  California  (a  corporation)  respectfully  report  to  the 
Convention  for  the  year,  January  18,  1914,  to  January  1915,  as 
required  by  Article  10  of  the  By-Laws,  excepting  that  for  de- 
tailed statement  of  financial  matters  and  investments  reference  is 
hereby  made  to  the  Report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Corporation 
to  be  presented  to  this  Convention. 

The  Directors-elect  as  chosen  by  the  Sixty-fourth  Annual 
Convention  of  the  Diocese,  and  certified  by  the  Secretary  thereof, 
met  on  Wednesday,  February  4,  1914,  in  accordance  with,  the 
notification  of  said  Secretary,  together  with  the  Rt.  Rev.  Wm. 
Ford  Nichols,  D.  D.,  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  director  ex  officio  and 
organized  as  the  Board  of  Directors  of  said  Corporation  by  the 
election  of  Directors  John  A.  Emery  as  President,  Wm.  H, 
Crocker  as  Vice  President,  D.  O.  Kelley  as  Secretary,  and  W.  A. 
M.   Van   Bokkelen   as   Treasurer. 

The  elective  members  of  the  Investment  Committee  were 
elected  as  follows:  Directors  Wm.  H.  Crocker,  W.  A.  M.  Van 
Bokkelen  and  A.  C.  Kains,  together  with  the  President  to 
constitute  said  Committee. 

The  Committee  on  Acceptance  of  Title  to  Real  Estate  was 
completed  by  the  election  of  Director  George  B.  Scott  as  the 
third  member  thereof. 

The  security  to  be  given  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  Corporation 
and  ex  officio  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  was  fixed  at  $3,000,  the 
form  of  the  security  to  be  approved  in  writing  by  the  Investment 
Committee.  This  Committee  reported  that  it  had  examined  the 
securities  deposited  by  the  Treasurer  as  security  in  lieu  of  bonds, 
and  had  found  them  good  and  sufficient. 

The  Treasurer  having  been  authorized  to  appoint  an  assistant 
to  himself,  of  his  own  choice,  subject,  however,  to  the  approval 
of  the  Investment  Committee — he  being  present — immediately 
announced  his  appointment  of  Mr.  F.  M.  Lee  as  his  assistant. 
This  appointment  was  thereupon  approved  by  unanimous  vote  of 
the   Directors  present. 
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The  Diocesan  House,  1215  Sacramento  Street,  was  fixed  as  the 
principal  place  of  business  of  this  Corporation,  and  where  the 
meetings  of  the  Directors  should  be  held. 

It  was  determined  that  there  be  one  regular  meeting  of  this 
Board  of  Directors,  the  one  required  to  be  held  "within  two 
weeks  immediately  preceding  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Con- 
vention of  the  Diocese;"  and  that  special  meetings  might  be 
called  by  order  of  the  President,  for  special  or  general  business, 
when  required. 

There  has  been  no  real  estate  received  during  the  year. 

Real  estate  has  been  conveyed  and  transferred  by  this  Corpo- 
ration, as  follows:  On  July  10,  1914,  to  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Bishop  of  San  Joaquin  (a  corporation  sole).  Lot  5,  Block  19, 
as  per  official  plat  of  Visalia,  Tulare  County,  California,  the  con- 
sents thereto  of  the  Bishop  and  of  the  Standing  Committee  of 
the  Diocese  having  been  duly  given. 

On  December  30,  1914,  to  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in 
the  Diocese  of  Los  Angeles  (a  corporation),  the  consents  thereto 
of  the  Bishop  and  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  this  Diocese 
being  given  and  on  file,  and  the  permission  and  consent  of  the 
Superior  Court  of  the  State  of  California  in  and  for  the  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco,  having  been  given,  empowering 
such  sale  and  conveyance,  the  following  parcels  of  real  estate, 
in  the  County  of  Ventura,  to-wit:  in  the  Ojai  Valley,  34-100  of 
an  acre  of  land  in  Rancho  Ojai,  Ventura  County.  In  Santa 
Paula,  Ventura  County,  tract  on  Seventh  Street,  SO  by  115J4  feet 
in  dimensions. 

The  amount  of  the  Permanent  Trust  Funds  now  held  by  the 
Corporation,  eleven  in  number,  is  $154,303.82.  For  further  details 
concerning  these  several  funds,  see  the  Report  of  the  Treasurer 
of  this  Corporation  published  in  the  Convention  Journal  of  1915. 
The  amount  of  interest  receipts  from  the  Trust  Funds  during 
the  year  past  is  $8,210.00. 

During  the  past  year  the  Rev.  F.  B.  A.  Lewis,  M.  D.,  has 
contributed  $500  additional  to  the  fund  bearing  his  name,  the 
income  of  which  fund  is  to  be  paid  annually  to  the  Disabled 
Clergy  Fund. 

There  was  received  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention  of 
the  Diocese,  on  March  19,  1914,  a  certified  copy  of  an  amendment 
of  Article  XII  of  the  By-Laws  of  this  Corporation,  as  made  by 
the  Sixty-fourth  Annual  Convention  in  January,  1914,  the  purpose 
of  which  amendment  being,  that  in  all  future  enactments  or 
amendments  of  By-Laws  for  this  Corporation  the  same  procedure 
shall  be  observed  and  followed  as  are  prescribed  for  making  and 
amending    the    Canons    of    the    Diocese.      This    is    deemed    to    be 
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an  important  safeguard  against  careless  or  ill  considered  action 
by  the  Convention  in  making  or  amending  the  By-Laws  of  this 
Corporation. 

On  April  15,  1914,  the  sale  and  conveyance  of  the  old  Diocesan 
House  property,  at  731  California  Street,  was  authorized,  for  a 
consideration  of  $8,000,  cash.  As  yet,  however,  no  such  sale  and 
conveyance  have  been  made.

APPENDIX  H 


REPORT   OF  THE   COMMISSION    ON   CHURCH 

CHARITIES. 

To  the  Sixty-fifth  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  California : 

The  Commission  on  Church  Charities  is  appointed  under  the 
provisions  of  Canon  XVII,  Sec.  433,  of  the  Canons  of  the  Diocese, 
which  reads  as  follows:  "There  shall  be  a  Commission  on  Church 
Charities,  to  consist  of  nine  members  to  be  appointed  by  the 
Bishop,  to  investigate,  promote  the  interests  of  and  report  at  each 
Convention  upon  the  several  charitable  institutions  in  the  Diocese; 
provided,  that  a  majority  of  such  Commission  shall  be  persons 
who  are  not  officers  of  nor  members  of  any  board  of  such  charit- 
able institutions." 

In  the  performance  of  its  duties  your  Commission  begs  to  report 
that  numerous  meetings  have  been  held,  as  well  as  conferences 
with  the  Bishop,  and,  so  far  as  possible,  with  the  heads  of  insti- 
tutions. Sub-committees  have  personally  visited  nearly  all  the 
diocesan  institutions  that  come  under  the  care  of  the  Commission, 
and  faithful  effort  has  been  made  to  secure  at  first  hand  such 
knowledge  of  the  work  being  accomplished  as  will  enable  the 
Commission  to  report  intelligently  to  your   Convention. 

Reports  from  the  several  institutions  follow: 

Maria  Kip  Orphanage  and  Alfred  Nuttall  Nelson  Memorial  Home. 

The  appearance  of  this  institution  is,  as  always,  most  attractive, 
from  the  beautiful  chapel  to  the  orderly  basement.  Everything  is 
right.  There  is  need  of  more  endowment.  Owing  to  the  Moth- 
ers' Pension  work  and  the  Home  Finding  work,  there  are  less 
than  50  children  here.  An  interesting  feature  is  the  effort  to  retain 
girls  longer  than  usual,  thereby  greatly  adding  to* their  prepared- 
ness for  the  labor  of  life. 

Protestant   Episcopal    Old   Ladies'    Home. 

The  visit  here  is  most  agreeable.  We  wish  more  than  17  could 
enjoy  the  comfort  and  protection  of  such  a  home.  The  house  is 
in  perfect  order  and  shows  the  best  of  care.  The  management  is 
to  be  highly  commended. 
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St.   Andrew's   Inn. 

St.  Andrew's  Inn  is  a  very  comfortable,  beautiful,  self-support- 
ing home  for  school  and  working  boys. 

It  is  a  real  home,  in  that  every  member  has  some  home  duties; 
all  know  of  the  cost  of  food  and  running  expenses,  and  the  in- 
come: for  instance,  if  a  boy  would  enjoy  the  fireplace,  he  should 
saw  the  wood;  to  know  the  work  in  a  home,  a  boy  should  wash 
and  dry  the  dishes,  brush  up  the  floors,  shake  the  rugs,  do  some 
of  the  plain  washing,  help  in  preparing  the  food,  keeping  his  room 
tidy,  his  person  neat,  his  physical  condition  fit. 

Every  day  the  boys  are  put  through  some  physical  culture;  all 
sleep  out  of  doors;  all  have  to  do  some  Church  work:  one  is 
superintendent  of  a  Sunday  School,  one  a  director  of  a  Junior 
Chapter  of  the  Brotherhood  of  St.  Andrew,  three  in  Choir  work 
and  two  in  Sunday  School.  Daily,  a  short  prayer  service  is  held 
early  in   the  evening. 

The  best  of  home  prepared  food,  with  a  very  happy  home  life,  is 
given  for  $20  per  month. 

The  working- boy  can  afford  this;  the  school-boy  whose  father 
or  mother  is  desirous  of  paying  the  boy's  way  can  afford  it. 

I  believe  the  right  boy  wishes  to  help  himself,  and  not  accept 
charity;  and  this  is  the  ambition  of  St.  Andrew's  Inn. 

St.  Dorothy's  Rest. 

Office,  1051  Taylor  St.,  San  Francisco.  Work  at  Camp  Meeker, 
Cal.  Over  200  were  entertained  last  summer.  The  family  aver- 
aged 50.  The  two-story  office  building  was  finished,  on  the  site  of 
the  small  cottage.  The  sloyd  classes  were  taught  as  usual.  A 
new  feature*  is  a  Vacation  Club,  to  help  working  girls  save  for  the 
cost  of  their  vacation.  Clergy  may  remember  that  the  Rest  gladly 
receives  children  through  their  recommendation,  if  the  houses 
have  not  been  filled  already. 

Seaman's  Institute. 

The  Seaman's  Institute  continues  its  faithful  work  under  the 
Rev.  M.  Mullineux.  During  the  coming  year  the  Increased  ship- 
ping will  undoubtedly  make  increased  demands  on  the  Institute. 
Those  who  have  clothing  or  literature  to  spare  are  requested  to 
remember  the  Seaman's  Institute. 
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St.  Luke's  Hospital. 

Last  year's  report  speaks  of  the  need  of  an  endowment  of  half 
a  million  dollars.  We  can  add  little  to  this  statement,  except  to 
urge  our  people  to  visit  the  hospital  and  learn  its  wonderful  value 
and  beauty  by  seeing  it.  The  fact  that  $10,000  was  expended  for 
free  services  last  year  may  stand  as  proof  that  we  have  a  great 
opportunity  in  St.  Luke's  Hospital  to  apply  money  directly  to  the 
blessing  of  our  fellow  citizens.  This  splendid  institution,  built  by 
noble  generosity,  thoroughly  managed,  is  an  honor  to  our  Church 
and  to  our  city. 

The  John  Tennant  Memorial  Home. 

During  the  past  year,  this  institution  has  been  kept  open  as 
heretofore,  and  has  been  visited  by  a  number  of  the  clergy  and 
others.  During  July  and  August,  most  of  the  rooms  were  occu- 
pied, but,  for  the  remainder  of  the  year,  the  guests  were  few.  The 
problem  here,  as  in  connection  with  other  of  our  Church  institu- 
tions, has  been  to  make  both  ends  meet,  and,  on  account  of  an 
insufficient  endowment,  the  difficulty  has  been  a  continuous  and 
pressing  one.  Some  few  months  ago,  a  suit,  long  pending,  was 
finally  decided  in  favor  of  the  Home,  but,  while  this  has  secured 
to  the  institution  the  possession  of  some  additional  land,  it  has 
added  little  to  its  available  funds. 

The  plan  of  using  the  property  for  a  Clergy  Home  has  not  de- 
veloped beyond  the  construction  of  one  cottage.  As  an  induce- 
ment to  build,  land  is  now  offered  to  the  clergy,  and  to  parishes, 
at  a  figure  much  below  the  market  price.  This  is  a  new  feature, 
and  it  is  hoped  that  there  are  those  who  will  take  advantage  of  it 
during  the  coming  year.  A  clergyman,  in  charge  of  a  parish  else- 
where, can  thus  have  his  own  home,  using  it  for  vacation  pur- 
poses, and  keeping  it  against  the  time  when  he  feels  that  he  can 
no  longer  be  useful,  or  a  parish  can  build  and  own  a  house  for  the 
occasional  use  of  parish  workers,  who  need  rest  and  relaxation. 
Few  places  on  the  coast  are  more  attractive  than  Pacific  Grove, 
and  the  property  thus  offered,  sheltered  by  a  forest  of  pines  and 
not  far  from  the  ocean,  has  many  special  advantages. 

Hamilton  Lee, 
President  of  the  Board  of  Managers. 

In  general,  our  institutions  are  in  a  very  satisfactory  condition. 
They  are  accomplishing  great  good  in  their  several  spheres,  and 
are  managed  with  economy  and  efficiency.  They  are  meeting 
bravely  and  with  a  measure  of  success  the  newer  problems  that 
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have  come  with  the  steadily  increasing  cost  of  maintenance.  But 
their  greatest  usefulness  is  hampered  by  a  lack  of  sufficient 
income. 

Your  Commission,  speaking  with  a  full  knowledge  of  conditions, 
does  not  hesitate  to  call  upon  all  Church  people  for  substantial 
help  for  our  Church  institutions.  Last  year  we  urged  a  personal, 
sympathetic  interest  in  these  foundations  on  the  part  of  all 
Churchmen,  and  this  year  we  ask  again  that  Churchmen  as  indi- 
viduals make  themselves  more  familiar  with  the  institutional  work 
of  the  Diocese.  Those  who  have  personal  charge  of  these  under- 
takings have  many  difficulties  to  meet  and  are  often  discouraged. 
The  presence  of  friends  and  well-wishers  cheers  them  up,  and  is 
likely  to  open  up  for  the  visitors  themselves  opportunities  for 
doing  good  that  would  not  otherwise  appear. 

We  appeal  to  the  clergy,  too,  to  visit  our  foundations.  Subjects 
for  sermons  upon  the  practical  work  that  is  being  accomplished 
will  thus  present  themselves,  and  through  these  sermons  a  still 
wider  interest  will  be  aro.used. 

Reference  has  already  been  made  to  the  need  of  funds.  Our 
institutions  deserve  the  gifts  of  the  faithful,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped 
that  those  who  are  making  a  final  disposal  of  their  worldly  goods 
will  remember  the  needs  of  these  agencies  for  Christian  activity. 
Wc  ask  for  bequests.  And  in  furtherance  of  this  appeal  the  Com- 
mission will  issue  shortly  a  pamphlet  containing  the  proper  legal 
forms  of  bequests  for  all  our  Church  foundations. 

Our  appeal  may  be  summed  up  in  one  word — loyalty.  It  would 
not  be  fair,  nay,  it  would  be  disloyal,  to  leave  those  who  are  fight- 
ing on  the  line  to  their  own  resources.  They  themselves  are  too 
deeply  occupied  to  come  to  us  and  make  known  their  wants.  It  is 
for  the  members  of  this  Convention  and  for  every  Churchman  and 
Churchwoman  to  see  to  it  that  reinforcements  are  sent  forward 
and  that  supplies  in  abundance  are  carried  to  the  front.

APPENDIX  I 


REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  STATE  OF 

THE  CHURCH. 


To  the  Sixty-fifth  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  California: 

Your  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church  finds  that  the  statis- 
tics for  the  year  past  offer  little  ground  for  comment,  unless  it  is, 
that  in  a  time  of  depression,  the  reports  show  work  accomplished 
that  is,  on  the  whole,  up  to  the  normal  standard. 

There  has  been  a  distinct  addition  to  the  number  of  families 
amounting  to  4  per  cent,  and  the  number  of  communicants  has 
increased  by  about  5  per  cent.  The  latter  has  now  fairly  passed 
the  total  reported  before  the  last  division  of  the  Diocese. 

Baptisms  number  1,119  as  against  1,303  for  1913— a  decrease 
of  184. 

The  Sunday  School  Problem. 

The  Sunday  Schools  present  a  problem  to  cause  anxiety.  Appar- 
ently there  has  been  some  gain  in  the  outlying  districts,  but  in 
the  larger  cities  there  has  been  a  distinct  loss  in  the  number  of 
pupils  enrolled.  Unofficial  information  indicates  that  the  clergy 
are  often  baffled  in  the  effort  to  provide  effective  instruction  and 
maintain  a  regularity  in  attendance  such  as  to  make  the  work 
effective.  The  decrease  is  from  6,056  to  5,879.  Equally  distributed 
between  the  two  Convocations,  but  proportionally  greater  in  the 
Convocation  of  San  Jose. 

Finances. 

There  has  been  a  falling  off  in  contributions  under  all  headings 
except  Offerings,  amounting  to  about  $7,000,  but  considering  the 
grave  world  conditions,  the  financial  situation  is  remarkably  good. 

Extra  Parochial  Gifts. 

Gifts  for  missions  have  exceeded  slightly  those  of  former  years, 
and  those  for  other  objects,  that  indicate  a  healthy  corporate  life, 
have  not  fallen  off  noticeably. 

New  Units. 

Two  new  churches  have  been  opened  for  services  since  the  last 
Convention.      St.   Peter's,   San   Francisco,  in   a  new   locality,   has 
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brought  together  a  practically  new  congregation  of  remarkable 
size  for  so  short  a  time;  and  at  Los  Altos,  a  church  has  been  built 
and  a  promising  work  begun.  • 

The  Situation  in  General. 

Looking  upon  the  situation  in  general  your  Committee  feels 
that  the  Church  work  suffers  from  the  lack  of  inspirational  contact 
between  its  workers. 

There  should  be  more  opportunity  for  conference  on  the  part  of 
clergy  and  lay-workers  than  at  present  exists,  that  conditions  and 
problems  may  be  stated  and  compared  and  counsel  and  advice 
taken.  Conventions  and  Convocations  are  prone  to  limit  their 
time  and  rush  their  programmes  to  such  a  degree  that  the  meetings 
are  of  small  practical  benefit.  For  workers  see  very  little  of  each 
other,  get  no  encouragement  or  advice  from  their  brethren  and 
return  home  with  nothing  to  tell  their  people,  and  with  no  new 
ideas  or  freshened  spirit  with  which  to  face  their  problems.  The 
result  is  that  we  have  Congregationalism  of  the  narrowest  sort, 
and  great  lack  of  effective  method.  Discussion  of  reports  and 
conferences  upon  the  several  phases  of  our  work  should  have  the 
chief  place  upon  our  programmes  and  ample  time  should  be  given 
each  subject  to  turn  on  the  light,  and  to  elicit  the  best  thought  of 
the  whole  body. 

We  would,  furthermore,  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  we  are  in 
danger  of  giving  more  time  to  the  passing  of  resolutions  and 
enactments  than  to  carrying  them  out.  Not  infrequently  we  take 
up  much  of  the  time  of  our  annual  sessions  in  providing  measures 
looking  to  greater  efficiency,  which  after  being  printed  in  the 
Journal  at  some  labor  and  expense,  become  a  dead  letter:  thus  time 
and  money  are  expended  and  nothing  gained. 

Our  Greatest  Problem. 

Looking  at  the  Church  life  at  large  we  find  that  the  greatest 
problem  which  demands  our  attention  is  the  indifference  of  a  very 
large,  and  apparently  increasing,  number  of  our  people  to  Church 
duties  and  privileges.  The  one  is  shown  by  the  fewness  of  the 
workers,  and  the  other  by  the  relatively  small  attendance  upon  our 
services. 

The  enrollment  of  communicants  increases,  but  church  attend- 
ance decreases,  and  the  laborers  are  still  few.  A  full  church  at  the 
most  convenient  hour  of  worship  is  becoming  a  rarity.  The  best 
preachers  supported  by  the  best  organs  and  choirs  no  longer  fill 
the  pews.  People  are  not  "glad  when  we  say  unto  them,  let  us 
go  into   the  house   of  the   Lord."      On   the   contrary   about   fifty 
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per  cent  of  our  people  had  rather  do  almost  anything  else  that  wc 
could  suggest.  The  readiness  with  which  they  take  upon  them- 
selves all  of  the  most  sacred  vows  and  pledges  of  Baptism,  Con- 
firmation and  Holy  Communion  and  then  ignore  them  is  appalling. 
It  is  time  that  the  Church  was  facing  this  problem  with  wide 
open  eyes. 

For  such  a  lamentable  situation  there  are  doubtless  many  causes. 
But  if  such  a  large  percentage  of  our  membership  so  lightly  esteem 
their  Church  privileges,  and  so  freely  absolve  themselves  from 
their  duties,  it  is  a  fair  deduction  that  they  have  never  been  im- 
pressed with  their  importance  and  sacred  character. 

Every  communicant  must  kneel  before  God's  altar  and  say: 
"Here  we  offer  and  present  unto  thee,  O  Lord,  ourselves,  our  souls 
and  bodies,  to  be  a  reasonable,  holy,  and  living  sacrifice  unto 
thee."  Can  we  not  impress  upon  our  people  by  teaching  and 
discipline  that  these  words  mean  exactly  what  they  say?  And, 
furthermore,  that  if  they  would  be  members  in  good  standing  they 
must  show  an  earnest  effort  to  fulfill  them.  In  striving  for  large 
numbers  are  we  not  sacrificing  and  dragging  in  the  mire  of  world- 
liness  the  holiest  things  of  God? 

Should  not  the  Church  have  the  courage  of  principle  and  the 
strength  of  faith  to  risk  the  loss  of  fifty  per  ecnt  of  her  present 
enrollment  and  a  large  part  of  her  income  in  an  earnest  effort  to 
manifest  the  sacredness  and  value  of  the  things  which  she  offers? 
The  vast  numbers  of  indifferent  and  unworthy  members  which  now 
burden  her  rolls  are  a  discouragement  to  her  workers,  a  temptation 
to  her  youth  and  a  disgrace  to  her  good  name.  Your  Committee 
is  convinced  that  if  we  would  put  Church  membership  and  privil- 
ege at  a  higher  price  it  would  be  more  highly  prized.  At  present 
we  make  them  too  cheap.  Any  respectable  person  can  have  them 
for  the  asking  and  can  despise  and  neglect  them  without  penalty 
or  rebuke.  With  the  low  estimate  of  the  privilege  there  comes 
the  correspondingly  light  sense  of  the  obligation;  until  the  Church 
is  daily  becoming  discredited  and  brought  into  reproach  by  her 
own  pledged  and  enlisted  members. 

Any  organization  ecclesiastical  or  secular,  however  excellent  its 
theory  or  commendable  its  aim,  which  does  not  demand  of  its  own 
members  loyalty  and  sacrificial  service,  cannot  command  the  respect 
of  the  world,  much  less  win  the  world  to  itself. 


The  Remedy. 

To  remedy  the  lax  conditions  which  we  have  pointed  out  your 
Committee  feels  that  two  things  in  particular  are  necessary,  viz.: 
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A  strong  stand  on  the  part  of  every  clergyman  not  to  present 
for  Confirmation  any  person  whom  he  has  not  been  able  to  impress 
with  the  full  meaning  of  their  vows,  and  from  whom  he  has  not 
been  able  to  exact  a  solemn  promise  to  attend  the  services,  and  to 
labor  and  give  for  the  Church's  welfare.  Furthermore,  that  he 
will  not  receive  and  enroll  any  one  as  a  communicant  who  does 
not  come  with  a  testimonial  of  faithfulness  and  good  works  and 
who  will  not  make  a  solemn  pledge  to  continue  in  the  same. 

Our  second  recommendation  is  that  the  Church  take  some  action 
to  revive  her  ancient  discipline  whereby  the  members  of  a  con- 
gregation shall  be  held  answerable  to  the  congregation  for  laxness 
in  loyalty,  service  and  morals. 

Thus,  your  Committee  believes,  we  would  eventually  have  a 
dependable  body  of  people  who  would  adorn  the  doctrine  which 
they  professed;  with  the  further  results  that  the  world  would  take 
note  that  they  bore  the  marks  of  the  Lord  Jesus,  and  that  the 
religion  which  the  Church  offers  was  a  prize  to  be  coveted  and 
treasured  when  secured.

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To  the  Sixty-fifth  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  California: 

Your  Committee,  which  was  continued  from  the  last  Convention 
with  instructions  to  investigate  the  subject  of  College  work,  Evan- 
gelization and  the  Ministry  of  Healing,  begs  leave  to  report  as 
follows: 

That  the  subjects  being  unrelated  and  widely  different  in  char- 
acter, it  was  found  necessary  to  segregate  the  work  and  apportion 
it  to  sub-committees  of  the  whole.  We,  therefore,  beg  leave  to 
present  our  report  under  its  three  several  heads,  signed  in  each 
case  by  the  chairman  of  the  sub-committee. 

Report  of  the  Sub-Committee  on  Work  Among  College  Students. 

Letters  were  sent  out  to  about  75  colleges,  which  included  prac- 
tically every  State  college  in  the  country,  and  every  college  having 
over  1,000  students.  It  was  not  sent  to  strictly  sectarian  colleges, 
or  to  those  supported  by  our  Church. 

The  questions  asked  were: 

How    many    students    in    your    college    are    registered    Episco- 
palians? 

What  organized  work  is  the  Church  doing  among  students? 

Is  there  a  Chaplain  of  the  Church  for  the  students,  or  is  the  work 
done  entirely  by  the  Parish  Priest? 

Is  the  Church  succeeding  in  holding  the  students? 

Have  you  any  suggestions  to  offer  in   regard  to  work  among 
college  students? 

The  person  addressed  in  each  case  was  the  clergyman  in  charge 
of  the  Church  in  the  college  town.  In  several  cases  the  letters 
were  handed  over  to  the  Chaplain  in  charge  of  the  Church  house 
on  the  campus,  or  to  the  Parish  Priest  in  some  nearer  parish.  Only 
one  letter  was  returned  by  the  postal  authorities,  and  thirty-six 
answers  were  received.  Perhaps  this  is  not  a  large  enough  propor- 
tion from  which  to  draw  very  definite  conclusions,  but  it  is  signifi- 
cant that  by  far  the  largest  number  of  answers  were  encouraging. 
Practically  all  reported  growing  interest  among  students  in  the 
Church;  the  writers  nearly  all  expressed  enthusiasm  and  intelligent 
thought  in  planning  work.  The  answers  came  from  colleges 
where  the  standard  is  known  to  be  highest.  Those  who  did  not 
answer  are  in  Middle  West  and  Western  colleges  where  the  Church 
is  weak  and  the  lack  of  interest  enough  to  send  an  answer  is  quite 
characteristic. 

No  report  was  received  from  New  York  City.  However,  the 
greatest  interest  in  such  an  investigation  lies  more  in  distinctly 
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college  communities,  and  not  in  colleges  scattered  through  a  large 
city  where  there  is  little  real  college  life. 

There  may  be  said  to  be  three  grades  of  college  communities. 
The  nearest  the  ideal  is  a  college  around  which  has  grown  up  a 
settlement  depending  upon  the  college  itself.  The  second  is  the 
college  in  or  near  a  large  town,  and  the  third  is  the  college  planted 
in  a  great  bustling  city  full  of  varied  interests,  and  paying  little 
attention  to  the  college  within  its  boundaries. 

The  disadvantages  noted  among  the  first  grade  are  the  inad- 
equacy of  a  village  parish  or  mission  to  look  after  a  great  body  of 
intelligent  students  picked  from  cities  and  towns  throughout  the 
State.  The  parish  priest  is  likely  to  be  of  very  ordinary  ability, 
poorly  paid,  and  perhaps  narrow.  There  is  perhaps  no  parish 
house.  College  chapel  services  are  much  more  attractive,  and  as 
one  parish  priest  expressed  it,  "The  Church  students  hear  all 
shades  of  belief  set  forth,  some  of  them  very  'shady,'  and  learn  to 
have  a  contempt  for  the  little  parish  Church."  The  greatest  need 
is  for  Diocesan  aid  for  parishes  near  colleges.  It  is  interesting  to 
note  that  the  concensus  of  opinion  (among  those  where  the  most 
successful  work  is  done)  is  that  the  students  should  be  held  to  an 
interest  in  normal  parish  life.  Clubs  and  special  services  do  not, 
as  a  rule,  send  students  back  as  good  Churchmen  as  when  they 
entered  college;  whereas  if  the  parish  Church  is  able  to  have  a 
good  enough  equipment,  and  sufficient  staff  to  draw  students  into 
the  parish  life,  much  better  results  are  obtained.  Student  corporate 
Communions  are  found  of  great  value.  Clubs,  Guilds,  Social  Ser- 
vice work  by  students  are  all  reported  to  be  helpful.  Keep  the 
student  in  regular  parish  activities,  is  a  point  repeatedly  empha- 
sized. Generally  it  is  the  opinion  that  the  "Student  Pastor,"  an 
assistant  in  the  parish  church,  is  superior  to  the  Chaplain  inde- 
pendent of  the  parish  and  head  of  a  Church  house.  Several  col- 
leges report  the  splendid  club  houses  supported  by  the  Diocese, 
where  a  limited  number  of  men  live  and  services  and  club  meet- 
ings are  held.  These  are  of  greatest  value  when  under  parish 
control,  and  used  as  means  to  attract  men  to  the  parish  life.  In 
one  Southern  college  in  a  very  small  village  the  college  itself  pays 
a  large  part  of  the  salary  of  every  minister  in  the  village  who  is 
thus  able  to  spend  a  great  deal  of  his  time  among  the  students. 
This  seems  a  practical  arrangement.  In  some  Western  States  there 
is  more  or  less  bitterness  of  the  part  of  the  parish  priests  because 
advertisements  of  church  services  are  not  allowed  on  the  campus, 
the  college  authorities  are  contemptuous  of  religion,  and  students 
are  not  allowed  off  the  campus  to  attend  services. 

In  colleges  situated  in  large  towns  the  equipment  is  much  better. 
Church  houses  can  better  exist,  and  the  power  and  beauty  of  the 
Church  can  better  be  made  known.     At  present  a  very  small  pro- 
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portion  of  the  number  regristered  as  Churchmen  are  reported  as 
taking  an  active  interest  in  Church  life.  In  every  case  an  encour- 
aging increase  of  interest  over  the  past  is  reported. 

From  Philadelphia  comes  a  report  of  an  unique  method  in  use 
at  a  university  in  a  large  city.  The  Y.  M.  C.  A.  has  a  staff  of 
secretaries,  each  one  representing  a  certain  religious  organization. 
The  Church  Secretary  parcels  out  the  reported  Church  students 
among  four  parishes  adjacent  to  the  University.  An  effort  is  made 
to  interest  students  in  one  or  the  other  of  these  parishes,  and  keep 
them  at  least  connected  with  the  Church.  The  success  of  the 
scheme  is  not  brilliant,  but  something  is  being  accomplished.  It 
was  suggested  by  one  answer  that  it  might  be  better  to  have  the 
work  concentrated  at  one  parish. 

From  Chicago  University  comes  a  report  of  almost  nothing  done, 
and  the  opinion  that  "an  ordinary  parish  and  work  among  students 
cannot  be  combined."     This  is  an  isolated  opinion. 

Summing  up  this  report  we  can  say  that  the  greatest  need  is  for 
Diocesan  assistance  in  college  communities.  The  Church  should 
realize  what  a  serious  mistake  it  is  to  allow  unchristian  influence 
to  have  full  sway  during  those  college  years,  while  the  Church 
influence  is  about  nothing.  It  is  folly  to  allow  the  problem  to  be 
wrestled  with  by  any  individual  parish  when  the  influence  of 
students  is  to  be  felt  in  every  corner  of  the  country.  One  sugges- 
tion is  that  rectors  make  a  special  effort  to  prepare  their  young 
communicants  for  college  in  order  that  students  who  go  out  to 
meet  with  irreligion  and  indifference  may  have  the  "intellectual 
equipment  as  Churchmen  adequately  to  meet  the  temptations  of 
the  world,  the  flesh  and  the  devil."

Report  of  the  Sub-Committee  on  Evangelization. 

Your  Committee,  in  its  efforts  to  secure  data  on  this  subject,  sent 
200  letters  and  questionaires  to  bishops,  clergy  and  laymen.  Of 
these  72  responded — 43  bishops  and  29  clergy  and  laity.  The  laity 
are  tabulated  as  clergy  as  their  replies  do  not  differ  in  character. 

To  the  question:  Do  you  not  think  that  there  is  a  place  for 
Evangelism  in  the  work  of  the  Church,  everyone  replied  in  the 
affirmative. 

In  answer  to  the  question:    What  form  should  it  take? 
60  advocated  parochial  missions; 
47  advocated  union  parochial  missions; 
53  advocated  street  preaching; 
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2  advocated  preaching  in  country  schools; 

3  advocated  preaching  in  public  institutions; 
2  advocated  preaching  in  public  halls; 

2  advocated  modifying  and  popularizing  our  evening  service; 

1  advocated  preaching  throughout  the  Diocese  two  by  two. 

Of  the  72,  35  expressed  their  opinion  as  to  which  of  the  three 
chief  methods  should  be  stressed,  as  follows: 

20  parochial  missions; 
5  union  parochial  missions; 

10  street  preaching. 

In  almost  every  case  preferences  were  qualified  by  the  statement 
that  local  conditions  should  be  the  chief  guide. 

To  the  question:     How  should  the  work  be  followed  up? 

43  suggested,  by  the  clergy; 

5  suggested,  by  the  laymen; 

2  suggested,  by  definite  organization; 

3  suggested,  by  Confirmation  classes. 

Who  should  be  the  Evangelists?     Replies: 

22  Specially  gifted  men; 

40  Parochial  clergy  and  missionaries; 
25  Laymen  as  well  as  clergy; 

6  Women  as  well  as  men. 

How  should  they  be  trained?    Replies 
19  Under  bishops; 

23  Special  training  in  divinity  or  other  schools; 
3  Special  courses. 

How  should  they  be  governed?     Replies: 
25  By  bishops; 
6  By  Dioceses. 

What  methods  other  than  public  preaching  should  be  used  to 
reach  the  unchurched?    Replies: 

11  Diligent  parish  visiting  with  use  of  literature; 
2  Men  and  boys  clubs; 

2  More  flexible  form  of  worship; 

1  Activity  by  laity  in  their  social  contact. 

In  addition   to  the  above,   there  were  suggestions  such  as  -the 
following: 

(a)  Convert  Churchmen  to  some  sense  of  responsibility; 

(b)  Visit  public  institutions; 

(c)  Show  that  the  Church  really  cares  for  the  unchurched; 

(d)  Noon-day  services; 

(e)  Factory  services; 
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(f)  Lawn  services; 

(g)  Recognition  of  the  child; 

(h)  Train  special  workers  to  train  the  young; 
(i)  The  St.  Andrew  method. 

From  the  above  and  much  else  contained  in  the  replies,  and  from 
our  own  judgment,  your  Committee  is  convinced  that  far  greater 
activity  by  the  Church  is  needed  on  behalf  of  those  who  are  not 
affected  by  the  present  methods.  As  a  policeman  recently  wrote: 
"The  Church  is  too  busy  saving  the  saved  and  not  sufficiently  inter- 
ested in  the  outsider." 

We  are  undoubtedly  working  too  much  in  a  circle,  and  the  circle 
seems  to  diminish  rather  than  expand.  Our  problem  is  to  get  out 
of  the  eddy  into  the  strong  current  of  life.  At  present  our  work 
may  be  likened  to  three  concentric  circles:  the  adult  congregation, 
the  Sunday  school  and  the  Young  Peoples*  Social  Club.  What- 
ever we  do  seems  to  reach  no  further  than  the  members  of  these 
three  groups.  The  Gospel  Feast  is  spread  and  the  invitation  is 
scorned,  but  there  is  no  searching  of  the  streets  and  lanes,  of  high- 
ways and  hedges,  to  compel  them  to  come  in.  Our  present  methods 
are  few  and  stereotyped  and,  oftentimes,  barren  of  results. 

Thousands  can  stand  in  the  safe  precincts  of  the  pulpit  and 
preach  and  teach,  but  hardly  one  has  the  courage  or  the  zeal  to 
go  out  and  lay  hold  on  the  man  in  the  office,  the  shop  or  the  street. 
The  laity  can  do  routine  work  in  the  Church's  organizations  and 
lead  commendable  lives,  but  not  one  in  a  thousand  can  or  will 
speak  to  his  fellow  about  the  salvation  of  the  soul. 

The  well-worn  question,  Why  do  not  men  go  to  church,  will  be 
unnecessary  just  as  soon  as  clergy  and  laity  go  after  them  and 
show  that  the  Church  wants  them  and  that  they  need  her  life. 
Whether  we  are  to  catch  men  one  by  one  or  in  larger  numbers  may 
be  a  question,  but  there  is  no  question  but  that  we  must  go  where 
they  are  and  fetch  them  rather  than  expect  them  to  seek  us.  We 
must  go  if  we  would  have  them  come. 

This  the  Church  is  not  doing.  Evangelism  means  going  out,  not 
staying  in;  preaching  good  tidings  to  those  who  have  not  heard 
rather  than  to  those  who  have. 

Your  Committee  would  therefore  recommend: 

First — That  it  be  the  sense  of  this  Convention  that  every  clergyman 
should  recognize  that  to  shepherd  those  in  his  own  flock  is  but 
half  of  his  work — that  the  lost  sheep  are  just  as  precious  in  the 
eyes  of  the  Chief  Shepherd  as  those  safe  within  the  fold. 

Secondly — ^That  every  layman  should  remember  that  not  to  tell  his 
fellow  man  of  the  Gospel  is  nothing  short  of  keeping  his  talent 
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wrapped  in  a  napkin,  for  which  he  shall  inevitably  be  judged  and 
shall  suffer  loss. 

Thirdly — That  the  clergy  be  urged  to  give  themselves  for  service  in 
preaching  and  teaching  outside  of  their  respective  congregations, 
without  fear,  trusting  to  the  Lord  to  care  for  the  ninety  and  nine, 
while  they  seek  the  lost. 

Fourthly — That  the  Bishop  consider  the  advisability  of  appointing  a 
Board  of  Evangelists  consisting  of  four  clergymen,  four  laymen 
and  two  women,  whose  duty  shall  be  to  set  forward  in  the  Diocese 
the  work  of  Evangelism  and  to  report  to  each  Convention  what 
they  have  done. 

Fifthly — That  our  Divinity  Schools  endeavor  to  impress  upon  the 
minds  of  the  students  the  necessity  and  solemn  duty  of  the  Church 
to  reach  out  beyond  its  enrolled  membership  and  evangelize  the 
world,  and 

Furthermore — ^That  they  endeavor  to  provide  courses  which  will 
equip  their  graduates  for  this  work..

Report  of  the  Sub-Committee  on  Healing  Ministries  in  the  Church. 

The  members  of  the  Sub-Committee  believed  that  our  report 
would  be  of  no  value  if  it  merely  presented  the  opinions  of  any 
one  person  or  school  of  thought  in  the  Church,  however  eminent, 
identified  with  the  healing  movement  which  in  the  past  ten  years 
has  found  a  place  in  the  ministrations  of  the  clergy  of  many 
parishes  all  over  the  country.  We  realized  that  in  some  quarters 
there  is  as  much  antagonism  to  this  movement  as  there  is  enthu- 
siasm in  others,  and  that  probably  a  majority  of  the  clergy  were 
quite  indifferent.  We,  therefore,  endeavored  to  obtain  authentic 
information  from  every  Diocese  in  the  American  Church  as  to  the 
status  of  the  healing  movement,  as  to  the  actual  work  being  done, 
and  the  opinions  of  the  clergy  for  or  against  it.  We  addressed  a 
questionnaire  to  every  bishop  covering  these  points)  with  the 
request  that  he  ask  the  person  who  in  his  judgment  was  best  able 
to  give  us  the  information.  The  questionnaire  was  carefully  worded 
so  as  to  avoid  any  appearance  of  partisanship,  and  also  so  arranged 
as  to  include  all  healing  work  of  a  religious  character — mental, 
spiritual,  and  sacramental.  We  also  asked  for  the  names  of  per- 
sons in  each  Diocese  known  to  be  interested  in  the  subject,  and 
requested  the  bishops  to  give  us  the  benefit  of  their  opinions  and 
counsel  for  incorporation  in  our  report. 
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To  the  clergy  whose  names  were  given  us  we  sent  another  ques- 
tionnaire asking,  in  addition  to  the  facts  mentioned,  the  extent  of, 
and  interest  in,  the  work,  a  brief  description  of  their  methods,  and 
for  a  list  of  books  or  manuals  found  most  helpful. 

We  have  received  from  these  circulars  a  great  deal  of  most 
interesting  information  from  all  parts  of  the  Church,  and  have 
found  evidences  of  interest  in  the  subject  far  beyond  our  expecta- 
tions, even  from  Dioceses  where  no  healing  work  is  being  carried 
on.  Many  of  the  bishops  and  clergy  have  asked  for  the  results  of 
this  investigation,  and  many  others  have  expressed  a  willingness 
to  learn  from  the  experience  of  the  Church  at  large. 

From  the  91  Dioceses  of  the  Church  we  have  received  replies 
from  64  bishops.  Thirty-three  of  these  referred  us  to  fifty-seven 
clergymen,  twenty-five  of  whom  answered  the  second  circular  of 
questions.  The  information  received  from  these  eighty-nine  per- 
sons we  believe  to  be  fairly  representative  of  the  whole  Church, 
both  geographically  and  theologically. 

Of  the  sixty-four  bishops  replying,  six  have  no  information  to 
give,  or  express  no  interest  in  the  matter.  One  reply  simply  states 
that  the  writer  "doesn't  believe  in  it."  Eight  Dioceses,  while  ex- 
pressing some  interest  in  the  subject,  and  more  or  less  sympathy 
with  the  work  in  general,  have  no  clergy  actively  interested.  One 
of  these,  however,  states  that  some  of  its  clergy  have  been  willing 
to  co-operate  with  a  priest  from  another  Diocese  who  is  active  in 
the  "Emmanuel  Movement."  In  the  Dioceses  from  which  we  have 
returns  we  find  that  in  the  past  few  years  there  are  probably  not 
more  than  thirty-five  clergymen  or  others  who  have  actually  organ- 
ized healing  ministrations  as  a  part  of  their  parish  activities.  The 
interest  and  belief  in  the  work  in  general,  however,  is  found  to  be 
much  more  widespread.  There  are  reported  to  have  been  "Em- 
manuel" classes  in  twenty  Dioceses,  and  some  of  these  classes  haye 
been  connected  with  clinics,  though  few  of  these  are  now  being 
systematically  maintained.  Several  clergymen  report  that  when 
such  work  was  started  the  demands  upon  their  time  were  so  great 
that  it  was  impossible  to  continue  the  work  and  attend  to  the 
regular  work  of  their  parishes.  In  three  Dioceses  clinics  were  con- 
ducted by  clergymen  who  have  no  other  parish  duties;  one  of  these 
(in  the  Diocese  of  California)  is  an  institute  not  connected  with 
any  parish,  another,  in  St.  Mark's-in-the-Bouwerie,  New  York,  is 
conducted  as  a  part  of  the  parish  organization,  in  the  charge  of  a 
clergyman  who  has  no  other  duties.  Both  these  institutions  are 
doing  excellent  work,  and  fully  occupy  the  time  of  their  clerical 
and  lay  staffs.  The  work  at  Emmanuel  Church,  Boston,  is  still 
being  maintained  by  the  clergy  of  the  parish  with  the  help  of  a 
corps  of  medical  and  lay  workers,  and  is  just  as  active  today  as 
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during  the  days  of  its  exploitation  by  the  periodicals.  In  several 
Dioceses  we  have  reports  of  some  clinical  work  being  done  more 
or  less  regularly  by  the  parish  clergy,  though  for  reasons  stated 
above  there  is  less  of  this  work  now  than  formerly. 

In  twenty  Dioceses  we  have  reports  of  "Emmanuel  Classes," 
which  are,  or  were,  regularly  held  in  the  church  or  parish  hall 
weekly,  and  most  of  these  seem  to  be  still  in  operation.  From 
those  who  have  conducted  these  classes  we  hear  of  the  greatest 
interest  on  the  part  of  those  who  attend  them,  and  clergymen 
engaged  in  this  work  are  practically  unanimous  in  declaring  that 
it  is  of  the  greatest  help  in  their  pastoral  work.  Such  classes  are 
not  connected  with  clinics,  but  confine  their  work  to  reading,  teach- 
ing, intercession,  and  study  of  spiritual  and  mental  aids  to  health. 

From  nine  Dioceses  we  have  reports  of  the  use  of  Unction  of 
the  Sick  in  some  form.  One  bishop  has  authorized  the  second 
Form  from  the  First  Prayer  Book  of  Edward  VI.;  a  bishop  who 
died  very  recently  is  reported  to  have  been  in  hearty  favor  of  the 
use,  and  of  himself  having  had  it  administered  to  him;  from  five 
Dioceses  we  have  answers  regretting  the  absence  of  an  Office  of 
Unction,  or  recommending  its  restoration  and  use.  All  these,  it 
should  be  said,  are  particular  to  state  that  the  Office  desired  should 
be  based  on  the  exhortation  in  St.  James,  v.  14-15,  anticipating  the 
recovery,  not  the  death  of  the  recipient.  One  Southern  bishop  has 
"set  forth  a  Form  of  Prayer  and  Anointing  with  Oil  in  the  Name 
of  the  Lord"  which  "avoids  all  idea  of  sacramental  efficacy;  it  is 
only  a  form  of  symbolic  prayer." 

Several  clergymen  who  have  written  to  us  expressing  personal 
interest  and  sympathy  with  the  principle  of  healing  ministrations 
very  strongly  stress  the  spiritual  character  of  the  work,  and  depre- 
cate any  attempt  to  explain  spiritual  or  sacramental  ministrations 
in  terms  of  psychology,  or  of  psychology  alone.  We  have  many 
letters  from  clergymen  who  place  the  emphasis  on  prayer  and  pas- 
toral work,  feeling  that  the  spirit  of  the  whole  movement  is  to  be 
found  in  these. 

Practically  all  of  our  replies  stress  the  necessity  for  careful  bal- 
ance, intelligent  preparation,  and  personal  fitness,  especially  when 
the  work  is  to  be  carried  on  in  a  clinic.  Several  deprecate  the 
introduction  of  the  clinic  into  a  parish — though  those  who  have  had 
clinics  testify  that  they  are  of  great  help  to  their  people — and  at 
least  as  logical  as  a  clothing  bureau  or  a  dispensary.  The  replies 
to  our  question  asking  what  specific  study  had  been  undertaken  in 
preparation  for  such  work  show  that  very  few  of  the  clergymen 
actively  interested  have  qualified  by  specific  study  beyond  private 
reading,  though  it  is  only  fair  to  say  that  most  of  the  men  who  are 
carrying  on  the  successful  clinics  are  men  admirably  fitted,  both  by 
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temperament  and  scientific  education  for  the  work.  Several  clergy- 
men speak  of  work  taken  with  Dr.  Worcester,  of  Emmanuel, 
Boston.  Many  replies  show  a  tendency  to  discourage  all  but  those 
carefully  trained  from  carrying  on  any  form  of  therapeutic  work 
as  a  Church  activity. 

Our  question  concerning  specific  study  did  not,  of  course,  apply 
to  those  who  only  hold  classes  or  special  services,  or  to  those  who 
administer  any  form  of  Unction. 

We  have  heard  from  a  few  clergymen  that  their  brethren  are 
actively  hostile  to  their  work  along  these  lines,  and  we  have  some 
instances  of  complete  indifference.  We  find,  however,  from  all  over 
the  Church  that  many  of  the  clergy  and  the  bishops  are  in  hearty 
sympathy  with  the  work  which  originated  in  Emmanuel  Church, 
Boston,  and  although  cautious  as  to  advising  its  extension  by 
others,  endorse  the  work  as  carried  on  by  that  parish.  A  few 
bishops  and  clergymen  have  spoken  of  personal  experiences  in 
healing  the  sick  as  the  result  of  prayer  and  other  spiritual  means. 
We  have  a  great  many  expressions  of  the  belief  that  the  Church  has 
a  proper  sphere  of  activity  in  ministering  to  the  sick  in  body  and 
mind  as  well  as  in  spirit,  and  that  such  work  undoubtedly  would 
stop  much  of  the  exodus  of  Church  people  to  the  cults  which  claim 
to  have  restored  to  the  world  powers  which  inhere  in  the  Church 
herself. 

The  work  being  carried  on  is  practically  divided  into  two  classes: 
a.  Sacramental  and  spiritual  ministrations,  by  the  use  of  Unction, 
or  of  some  other  form  of  prayer,  and 
b.  Treatment   and    work   along   the   lines   of   that   at    Emmanuel 
Church,  Boston.    This  work  is  divided  into  clinics  and  classes. 

We  believe  that  these  two  spheres  of  work  in  the  Church  are 
distinct,  and  that  whatever  may  be  said  for  or  against  them,  they 
should  be  considered  separately.  On  the  other  hand,  we  believe 
that  they  are  not  contradictory  in  principle,  but  may  quite  well  be 
mutually  complementary. 

We  believe  that  a  few  excerpts  from  our  correspondence  will  be 
helpful,  and  therefore  submit  them  to  illustrate  our  report. 

The  Bishop  of  Arkansas: 

"I  have  given  considerable  thought  to  the  work.  ♦  ♦  *  j  have 
seen  the  power  (of  Christ)  manifested — I  entirely  repudiate  'Chris- 
tian Science'  so-called,  as  it  leaves  out  a  suffering,  atoning  Christ; 
I  therefore  like  the  Church  'Unction'  Office  *  *  *  any  priest 
must  go  in  his  official  capacity  with  personal  consecration  to  im- 
press the  spiritual  blessing  on  his  sick  and  sorrowful  people,  urging 
the  Unction  Office  when  he  can — stressing  the  Holy  Communion." 
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The  Bishop  of  Honolulu: 

"From  the  Cathedral  as  a  center  *  *  *  we  have  found  that 
anointing  with  oil,  with  prayers  and  spiritual  instruction,  has  done 
much  good.  To  carry  out  this  there  has  always  been  consecrated 
oil  on  hand  ♦  *  *  My  opinion  is  that  very  much  of  the  work  on 
(mental  therapeutic)  lines  has  been  a  fad  in  a  certain  way.  But 
the  fact  that  the  work  has  been  done  has  led  many  priests  to  have 
a  larger  conception  of  mental  and  spiritual  therapeutics." 

The  Bishop  of  Lexington: 

"  *  ♦  *  while  I  have  no  doubt  of  the  value,  legitimacy  and 
desirability  of  the  Emmanuel  Movement,  the  engaging  in  it  by  a 
clergyman  not  especially  prepared  for  it  and  adapted  to  it  is  very 
much  to  be  deprecated;  yet  every  clergyman  might  catch  the  idea 
involved,  both  in  his  preaching  and  as  a  pastor    *    *     ♦" 

Rev.  Thomas  Elliot  Calvert,  in  charge  of  the  Emmanuel  work  at 
St.  Mark*s-in-the-Bouwerie,  New  York,  writes:  ««  *  ♦  ♦  the 
psychologically  trained  clergyman  grapples  with  the  causes  of  de- 
pression, weakness  of  will,  inability  to  worship  and  pray,  inability 
to  sleep,  weariness  of  life,  lack  of  interest  in  the  outside  world,  and 
all  the  other  abnormal,  but  not  morbid  sympto'ms  of  these  sufferers, 
and  deals  with  them  succesfully,  because  *  *  *  in  a  strictly 
scientific  way.  When  in  course  of  time  these  sufferers  are  restored, 
they  are  restored  to  a  life  of  usefulness  in  their  own  Church.  By 
this  ministry  the  Church  keeps  her  children  *  *  *  they  are  not 
driven  to  make  alliances  with  cults  that  promise  what  they  cannot 
perform  *  *  *  The  methods  at  St.  Mark's  are  identical  with 
those  at  Emmanuel,  Boston.  Briefly,  the  first  requisite  is  co-opera- 
tion with  a  qualified  physician.  If  the  physician,  after  careful 
diagnosis  advises  treatment  by  psychotherapy,  that  opens  the  way 
for  the  healing  Ministry  of  the  Church." 

We  have  this  gem  from  the  Bishop  of  Southern  Virginia,  which 
well  expresses  the  fundamental  idea  underlying  the  whole  subject: 

"I  have  found  the  most  helpful  results  in  'Healing  Ministries  of 
the  Church'  to  be  traceable  to  the  intimate,  sympathetic  ministry 
of  the  pastorate.  In  my  own  experience  I  have  had  cases  as  strik- 
ing as  many  recorded  by  Dr.  Worcester  and  others.  Love  and 
tenderness  and  prayer  are  the  therapeutic  agencies  on  which  I 
would  depend.  In  many  of  our  large  churches  the  pastorate  is  a 
lost  art — the  remedy  lies  in  its  revival." 

Your  Committee  believes  that  we  may  report  that  there  is  a 
very  widespread  and  growing  conviction  that  there  is  a  definite 
place  in  the  Church's  normal  work  for  a  ministry  of  healing — 
whether  on   sacramental,   spiritual,  or  mental  lines — and  that  the 
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Church,  like  her  Divine  Lord,  should  minister  to  the  whole  man. 
We  believe  that  the  Church  feels  that  a  man  should  not  undertake 
such  of  this  work  as  is  of  a  technical  character,  without  special 
preparation  and  fitnesss,  any  more  than  he  should  teach  and  preach 
without  specific  training;  but  that  the  clergy  should  enlarge  their 
conceptions  of  pastoral  efficacy  to  include  special  and  painstaking 
ministration  to  the  sick.  We  note  in  many  quarters — and  by  no 
means  only  from  the  so-termed  "High  Church"  Dioceses — a  desire 
for  the  Office  of  Unction  modeled  after  ancient  and  Scriptural 
lines,  looking  to  the  recovery  from  sickness.  And  we  have  many 
requests  for  information  from  correspondents  who  desire  to  study 
the  subject. 

We,  therefore,  beg  to  move  the  following  resolutions  which  are 
based  entirely  upon  the  replies  we  have  received  during  the  course 
of  our  enquiry,  and  not  upon  our  own  opinions: 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Christian  Education  of  the  Diocese  of 
California  and  the  General  Board  of  Religious  Education  be  urged 
to  prepare  or  recommend  literature  on  the  subject  of  Healing 
Ministrations  in  the  Church,  and 

Resolved,  That  the.  Diocese  of  California,  through  the  Secretary  of 
the  Convention,  recommend  to  the  Committee  of  the  General  Con- 
vention on  the  Revision  and  Enrichment  of  the  Prayer  Book,  the 
inclusion  in  their  report  of  an  Office  for  the  Unction  of  the  Sick.

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REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  APPOINTED  TO  INVES- 

TIGATE    AND    REPORT    UPON    CERTAIN    MATTERS 

REFERRED    TO    IN    RESOLUTION    II    OF    THE 

REPORT    OF    THE    COMMITTEE    ON    THE 

STATE   OF   THE   CHURCH    OF    1912. 
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To  the  Sixty-fifth  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  California: 

Your  Committee  was  continued  from  the  last  Annual  Conven- 
tion to  investigate  further  and  report  regarding  the  matters  re- 
ported upon  at  the  Sixty-fourth  Annual  Convention,  namely:  1. 
Church  Attendance;  2.  Loss  between  the  Sunday  School  and  Con- 
firmation Class;  3.  Loss  between  the  Confirmation  Class  and  Full 
Communicant  Activity;  4.  Lack  of  interest  in  the  Church's  work; 
and  having  done  the  bidding  of  the  Convention,  begs  leave  to 
report. 

The  committee  sent  questionaires  separately  to  the  clergymen 
in  charge  of  parishes  and  missions  in  the  Diocese,  to  a  consider- 
able number  of  laymen  in  all  parts  of  the  Diocese,  and  to  a  smaller 
number  of  the  more  prominent  Church  women,  with  the  result 
that  a  large  number  of  very  thoughtful  and  constructive  answers 
have  been  received,  and  we  wish  at  this  time  to  thank  those  who 
have  so  graciously  given  their  valuable  assistance. 

The  committee  finds  that  although  three  different  sets  of 
questions  were  sent  out  and  all  received  most  excellent  answers, 
yet  the  whole  matter  as  set  forth  in  the  answers  this  year  was 
at  least  touched  upon  in  the  report  made  to  the  last  Convention 
and  printed  in  the  Journal  of  that  year,  beginning  on  page  147. 
For  a  detailed  analysis  you  are  referred  to  that  report.  The  work 
of  this  year  is,  however,  important.  The  committee  has  been  grat- 
ified to  note  the  constructive  character  of  nearly  every  reply.  Our 
clergy  and  laity  are  thinking,  and  thinking  constructively.  They 
are  realizing  that  problems  are  opportunities,  and  they  have  the 
mind  to  grasp  the  opportunities  of  service. 

Problems  2  and  3,  dealing  with  the  loss  of  young  people  both 
before  and  after  Confirmation,  is  felt  to  require  an  aroused  re- 
sponsibility in  the  home,  and  a  closer  pastoral  relationship  be- 
tween the  clergyman  and  the  young.  The  principal  methods 
emphasized,  are  a  more  spiritual  and  personal  preparation  for 
Confirmation;  organizations  for  both  boys  and  girls,  carefully 
supervised;  the  big  brother  and  big  sister  movement  made  ef- 
fective in  leading  the  individual  young  communicant;  and  worth 
while  work  for  young  people  to  do. 
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Because  of  frequent  suggestions  that  certain  methods,  plans, 
or  schemes  will  cure  all  parish  diseases,  several  specific  ques- 
tions were  asked. 

As  to  whether  a  rector  would  accomplish  more  by  devoting 
himself  exclusively  to  distinctly  parish  and  Church  work  or  by 
branching  out  into  the  civic  and  moral  interests  of  community 
Ufe,  the  laymen  are  divided,  very  decided  opinions  being  given 
on  both  sides.  Your  committee  submits  the  view  concisely  stated 
by  one  of  our  laymen,  "It  depends  entirely  upon  the  man." 
Then,  too,  as  has  been  so  well  stated  by  one  of  our  clergymen, 
"one  does  not  go  into  these  things,  one  gets  into  them." 

Regarding  the  use  of  tracts  and  pamphlets  on  Church  work, 
history,  doctrine,  etc.,  the  laymen  are  again  divided.  The  com- 
mittee's suggestion  may  be  stated  by  combining  parts  of  two 
answers,  "The  golden  mean  should  be  the  rule,"  and  "nothing 
can  take  the  place  of  the  personal  element  in  imparting  truth." 
Let  us  use  printed  information  as  we  can  find  it,  but  let  us  not  for- 
get to  remind  our  people,  by  the  attention  we  give  to  it,  that  we 
consider   the   information  of  importance. 

A  majority  of  our  laymen  express  a  desire  for  a  modification 
and  shortening  of  the  Prayer  Book  services.  Many  of  the 
clergy,  though  not  asked  specifically,  expressed  the  opinion  that 
a  revision  including  the  shortening,  and  modification  of  the 
Prayer  Book,  together  with  a  larger  liberty  in  the  use  of  prayers 
and  portions  of  the  services  would  be  an  advantage.  This  re- 
vision it  is  suggested,  should  include  the  Church  Hymnal.  One 
of  our  Church  women  says,  "a  wise  revision  of  the  Prayer  Book 
and  the  discarding  of  about  half  the  Hymnal  would  be  a  great 
help."  One  clergyman  suggests,  "Make  the  evening  service  in- 
formal, substituting  a  Bible  conference  for  the  sermon,  the  clergy- 
man without  surplice  or  stole  taking  his  place  in  the  nave  and 
encouraging  the  discussion  but  not  monopolizing  it." 

According  to  the  answers  of  most  of  our  clergy  Social  Center 
methods  should  not  be  thought  of  as  a  means  for  increasing 
church  attendance.  They  are  rather  a  means  of  service.  They 
?re  not  a  hopper,  they  are  a  spout. 

The  Sunday  Theater,  which  is  a  frequent  topic  of  discussion 
among  the  clergy  and  church  people,  is  said  to  have  a  deterring 
effect  upon  church  attendance,  but  is  not  to  be  distinguished 
from  the  other  worldly  distractions. 

Boys*  and  Men's  Clubs  and  the  Brotherhood  of  St.  Andrew 
are  generally  viewed  with  favor.  When  the  parish  docs  not  have 
them  it  is  generally  for  lack  either  of  material,  leaders,  or  facili- 
ties. With  boys'  clubs  their  value  and  success  depend  chiefly 
upon  the  leader.     The  opinion  prevails  that  with  any  of  these  or- 
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ganizations    they    are    of    doubtful    value    as    Church    agencies    if 
they  do  not  increase  Church  attendance. 

Two  points  of  a  constructive  character  were  emphasized  by  a 
majority  of  the  clergy,  namely:  1.  The  strengthening  of  the 
pastoral  relation  between  priest  and  people,  and  2.  The  making 
personal  religion  more  real. 

For  the  first  a  more  thorough  organization  of  the  congrega- 
tion is  suggested,  so  that  even  though  the  rector  may  not  him- 
self be  able  to  see  all  members  frequently  there  will  be  an  over- 
sight and  real  contact  through  leaders  well  distributed  over  the 
parish;  Greater  seriousness  in  pastoral  calls,  i.  e.,  a  real  desire 
on  the  part  of  the  clergyman  to  fulfill  his  spiritual  relationship  in 
his  calling.  Too  many  pastoral  calls  are  little  more  than  society 
breezes.  Again,  in  the  sick  call,  it  is  suggested  that  the  idea  of 
helping  the  patient  and  encouraging  him  at  least  should  be  there. 

For  the  second,  the  making  more  real  of  personal  religion, 
many  helpful  suggestions  were  given.  Here  are  some  of  them. 
"Less  mechanics:  and  more  personalism."  "Make  real  to  the 
people  the  reality  of  the  spiritual  life."  "Encourage  the  people 
to  interpret  in  their  daily  lives  the  religion  which  they  especially 
emphasize  on   Sunday." 

"Let  the  rector  bear  witness  to  the  fact  that  the  Gospel  is  a 
message  to  the  whole  man,  physical,  mental  and  spiritual  and  that 
the  Church  is  the  formal  custodian  of  the  means  of  grace  and 
stands  ready  to  minister  in  any  of  these  realms." 

"I  believe  in  a  more  intense  form  of  religion,  but  of  inward  inten- 
sity rather  than  outward,  and  to  that  end  I  think  we  must  bring 
God  down  out  of  the  skies  and  humanity  up  out  of  the  dust  and 
emphasize  the  divineness  of  the  human  as  well  as  the  humanness 
of  the  divine  and  in  so  doing  the  dynamo  of  life  and  power  will 
furnish   sufficient  intensity  of  religious  life   for  all  occasions." 

"Certainly  a  truer,  more  devotional,  vital,  personal  Christianity 
is  desirable.  The  main  trouble  with  our  church  work  is  that  we 
r.re  trying  to  increase  attendance  or  to  find  ways  of  interesting 
people  which  dodge  the  main  issue.  The  main  issue  is  to  make 
people  Christians.  If  they  are  real  Christians  they  will  want  to 
do  the  Church  work  and  attend  Church  under  normal  condi- 
tions." 

"Our  religion  must  be  made  more  direct  and  less  detached. 
Unless  and  until  we  can  make  persons  feel  that  they  need  re- 
ligion, they  will  not  come  to  Church  voluntarily  or  gladly.  We 
must  make  our  Churches  spiritual  clinics  (not  necessarily  in  a 
psychotherapeutic  sense),  and  show  the  people  that  in  the 
Father's  House  alone  can  they  find  rest,  peace,  pardon  and 
life." 
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J 11  connection  with  this  we  quote  the  reasons  given  by  a  lay- 
man in  answer  to  the  question  Why  do  you  go  to  Church?  1. 
"Acquired  the  habit  in  childhood  and  feel  a  strong  sense  of  duty. 
2.  I  find  in  the  church  service,  and  many  times  in  the  sermon, 
the  best  sort  of  rest  and  mental  recreation  to  lit  one  for  the 
labors  of  the  coming  week;  an  inspiration  and  a  toning  up,  a 
strengthening  of  the  forces  within  tending  towards  a  growth  of 
that  better  part  of  one's  individuality.  Xo  lolling  around  with 
paper  and  pipe,  nor  joy  riding  can  take  its  place  to  those  who 
know.  The  pity  is  the  great  number  of  those  who  have  not  given 
themselves  the  chance  to  know." 

From  one  of  our  thinking  Church  women  we  have  the  follow- 
ing: 

1.  "I  go  to  church  to  give  thanks  for  the  blessings  which  I 
have   received   from   God. 

2.  "I  go  to  get  poise  and  power  to  meet  the  duties  of  the 
coming  week. 

3.  "I   go   to  learn  more  of  the  nature  of  God. 

4.  "I  go  to  be  with  other  members  of  God's  family,  to  offer 
our  worship  and  our  gift,  that  the  message  which  means  much 
to  me  may  be  spread. 

5.  "I  go   to  have  the  spiritual   needs  of  my  nature   helped,  and 

in   nine   cases   out    of   ten    find    no    help    in   the    sermons,    because 

generalities    are    preached.       Practical     Christianity    is    what     the 

world    is    hungering    for.      We    hear    read   'Glad    Tidings    of   good 

things,'  but  when  it  comes  to  the  sermon,  what  the  'Glad  Tidings' 

are   they  do  not  state.     We  also   hear   *ye   shall   know   the   Truth 

and    the    Truth    shall    make    you    free'    but    the    sermon    does    not 

state  just  what  'the  Truth'  is  and  what  it  makes  you  free  from  is 

left    in    great    darkness.      Most    sermons    are    bromidic    twaddle, 

which    answers    three    of    the    problems.      Problem    2,    regarding 

children  before  Confirmation,   I  should  say  was  answered  by  say- 

•  •  • 

ing  that  God  had  not  been  made  a  working  factor  in  the  life  of 
the  child.  Therefore,  his  interest  in  the  Sunday  School  was  not 
founded   on  anything  vital  enough  to  hold  him." 

Gentlemen  of  the  Convention  your  committe  would  commend 
for  your  consideration  these  frank,  yet  kind,  expressions  of 
opinion.

APPENDIX  J 


REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  EDUCATION. 

The    Board   of   Education   presents   the   following  report: 

Since  the  last  Convention  Prof.  Ivan  M.  Linforth  and  Mrs.  J. 
O.  Lincoln  have  resigned  from  membership  in  the  Board  and 
Miss  Hall,  who  was  elected  to  take  Mrs.  Lincoln's  place,  has 
been  unable  to  accept.  These  vacancies  will  have  to  be  filled  by 
the  present  Convention. 

The  work  of  the  Board  has  continued  along  lines  laid  down  in 
the  reports  of  the  last  two  or  three  years.  The  least  satisfactory 
progress  has  been  in  connection  with  the  press  and  publicity 
work.  It  has  been  found  impossible  to  make  arrangements  for 
a  regular  and  efficient  Press  Bureau  with  the  present  limited  re- 
sources of  the  Board.  Nor  has  the  Board,  for  the  same  reason, 
been  able  to  circulate  again  standard  library  lists  for  parochial 
and  other  libraries.  This  work  will  have  to  be  pushed  during 
the  coming  year. 

The  work  in  connection  with  Sunday  Schools  has  made  com- 
paratively little  progress  in  curriculum  and  organization  matters. 
The  Board  has  recently  sent  out  a  questionaire  asking  a  few 
simple  questions  concerning  the  schools  of  the  Diocese.  Eighty- 
five  cards  were  mailed  to  the  Rectors  or  Superintendents  of  as 
many  schools.  Forty-eight  replies  have  been  received.  Of  course 
from  incomplete  returns  we  can  draw  only  incomplete  conclus- 
ions, but  those  conclusions  seem  important  enough  to  find  a 
place  in  this  Annual  Report.  From  the  forty-eight  schools  re- 
porting, the  following  figures  can  be  given: 

Schools  graded,  36. 

Schools  using  subject  graded  lessons,   17;   Uniform  lessons,   16. 

Schools  having  regular  instruction  on  missions,  19. 

Schools  using  Duplex  Envelopes  for  offerings,  16;  of  which  13 
find   the   system   successful,  and  3  unsuccessful. 

Schools  having  clubs  for  boys,  21;  for  girls,  24. 

At  least  nine  different  systems  of  lessons  are  in  use.     Regard- 
ing  the    various    systems    there    is   a   wide    difference    of    opinion. 
Many    of    the    clergy    feel    that    none    of    the    systems    obtainable 
are  satisfactory. 
^  Here  are  the  nine  systems: 

The  N.  Y.  S.  S.  Commission  Lessons  (Subject  Graded). 

The   International    (Subject   Graded). 
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The  Bible  Study  Union  Series  (Blakeslee)  (Subject  Graded. 
Also  Uniform). 

The  Chicago  Press  Lessons   (Subject  Graded). 

The  Joint  Diocesan  Lessons  (Subject  Graded  for  Departments, 
and   Uniform). 

Published  separately  by  Jacobs,  Hartzell,  The  Franklin  Press 
and  Young  Churchman   Co.     All  in  use. 

One  Rector  has  his  own  lessons. 

A  few  schools  use  different  systems  in  different  grades  or  de- 
partments. 

From  the  answers  to  its  questions  the  Board  has  noted  with 
satisfaction,  1st.  That  boys  and  girls  are  more  evenly  divided  in 
our  schools  than  is  commonly  supposed,  several  schools  even 
having  more  boys  than  girls.  And,  2nd.  The  subject  of  Mis- 
sions occupies  a  regular  place  in  the  curriculum  of  a  fair  number 
of  schools. 

The  Board  finds  with  regret  a  great  lack  of  uniformity  in  the 
subject  matter  taught,  and  an  apparent  lack  of  co-operation  and 
association  among  the  schools. 

The  Board  noted,  also,  what  could  not  be  shown  in  the  above 
summary,  1.  A  lack  of  intimate  knowledge  of  the  Sunday 
Schools  by  the  clergy,  as  evidenced  by  the  use  of  even  numbers 
and  approximate  figures,  and  2.  An  apparent  unwillingness  to 
give  information,  as  shown  by  the  fact  that  only  a  few  more  than 
half  of  the  schools  made  a  report,  and  in  the  case  of  some  the 
more   important  questions  were  left  unanswered. 

Naturally  the  most  important  matter  to  be  considered  is  that 
of  organization  and  the  subjects  to  be  taught.  (Organization  is 
of  importance  only  as  it  aids  in  the  presentation  of  subjects.) 

The  most  encouraging  condition  is  found  in  those  schools  that 
use  more  than  one  system  of  lessons  at  the  same  time,  for  it 
shows  that  the  grading  is  made  and  the  materials  chosen  on  the 
basis  of  the  pupils'  understanding.  The  Board  does  not  wish 
to  be  an  advocate  of  any  one  system  of  lessons  but  believes 
that  to  satisfy  the  demands  of  an  intelligent  people,  our  Sunday 
Schools  must  have  a  curriculum  of  subjects  which  shall  be 
taught  the  children  and  that  this  curriculum  shall  be  reason- 
ably uniform  for  the  Diocese,  so  that  a  child  going  from 
one  parish  to  another  will  not,  by  such  removal,  be  obliged  to 
study  the  same  subject  over  and  over,  or,  what  is  worse,  find 
himself  without  the  opportunity  to  study  some  of  the  im- 
portant sections  of  religious  truth.  The  General  Board  has 
published  a  Standard  Curriculum  in  which  there  is  sufficient 
elasticity  to  render  it  adaptable  to  almost  any  Sunday  School. 
If   each   diocese   will    adopt   this    curriculum    as    a   working   basis, 
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pimply  making  such  modifications  as  local  conditions  may  re- 
(juire.  our  educational  work  can  soon  be  brought  up  to  a  stand- 
Tifd  that  will  command  the  respect  of  educators  and  Church 
people. 

The  advisability  of  an  Advent  Mite  Box:  offering  has  always 
been  a  mooted  question.  It  was  put  to  the  schools  in  the  ques- 
tionnaire. Eighteen  schools  express  themselves  in  favor  of  it, 
twenty-four  against  it.  Some  answers  express  satisfaction  with 
♦  he  plan  of  last  Advent  in  which  the  offering  had  a  concrete 
object,  that  of  the  Racial  work  in  the  Diocese.  One  discriminat- 
ing clergyman  likes  the  idea  of  the  offering  but  dislikes  the 
present  box. 

The  principle  of  a  thank  offering  gathered  during  Advent  and 
presented  at  Christmas  is  admirable,  and  is  in  itself  instructive, 
but  whether  the  present  plan  accomplishes  its  purpose  may  be 
cniestioned  The  children  are  full  of  the  spirit  of  giving  at 
Christmas  time,  and  make  real  sacrifices  to  give  presents  to  their 
relatives  and  friends.  They  also  appear  to  take  a  supreme  de- 
light in  contributing  a  concrete  gift  for  some  less  fortunate 
child  at  a  Manger  service,  but  when  it  comes  to  the  Mite  Box 
offering  it  is  grudingly  given.  This  certainly  is  true  in  many 
instances.  Would  it  not  be  better  to  develop  the  spirit  of  giving 
in   a  way   that  does  not  arouse   opposition? 

■ 

Also  the  name  "Mite  Box"  has  an  unfortunate  psychological 
effect.  It  emphasizes,  not  the  spirit  of  giving,  but  the  insignifi- 
cance of  the  units  in  the  gift.  Treasurers  have  remarked  how 
often  they  find  nothing  but  pennies  in  the  boxes.  If  we  have 
anything  let   us   have   "Gift    Boxes." 

The  Board  notes  with  great  regret  a  decrease  in  Sunday 
School  scholars  in  the  Diocese  of  about  two  hundred  for  the 
year.  Many  factors  give  rise  to  this  lamentable  condition,  but 
it  is  none  the  less  serious  and  should  rest  upon  the  heart  of 
every  clergyman  and  communicant  of  the  Diocese.  The  Board 
ventures  to  believe  that  one  cause  for  this  lack  of  growth  lies 
in  the  fact  that  the  congregations  of  the  Church  do  not  ordina- 
rily themselves  feel  any  vital  interest  in  their  own  Sunday 
Schools.  The  Sunday  School,  although  it  may  be  supported  by 
the  Vestry  and  an  integral  part  of  the  parochial  system  is  never- 
theless regarded  as  the  responsibility  of  the  rector  and  his  few 
teacher  helpers  alone.  The  average  parishioner,  unless  he  sends 
children  to  it,  knows  nothing  about  its  work.  It  is  obvious  that 
as  long  as  such  a  condition  continues  the  schools  cannot  grow 
rtgainst    adverse   social   conditions. 

The  teacher  training  work  under  the  direction  of  the  Educa- 
tional   Secretary,    Miss    Fiedler,    has    continued    through    the    year 
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with   marked    success.     The    Summer    School    held    last  June,    the 

third   for   the   teachers   of   this    Diocese,   was   the   most  successful 
in   point   of  numbers   and   interest   of   the   three.     The   school   has 

now    become   an    established    fact.      The    Committee    in  charge    is 

Uready   making  plans   for   the   session    to  be   held   next  June   and 

hopes  to  present  a  stronger  faculty  and  better  courses  than  ever 
before. 

There  has  been  decided  interest  in  various  courses  of  lectures 
given  under  the  auspices  of  the  Board.  A  course  in  Church 
History  was  given  in  San  Francisco  and  Berkeley  last  Lent  and 
repeated  in  San  Jose  in  Advent.  These  lectures,  while  not  at- 
tended by  large  crowds,  were  all  delivered  to  interested  groups 
of  people  and  are  unquestionably  helping  in  the  educational  work 
of  the  Diocese.  Mention  should  also  be  made  of  the  lectures  given 
in  Advent  in  San  Francisco  by  Dr.  Powell  upon  the  Virgin 
Birth  and  <hose  to  be  given  next  month  on  both  sides  of  the 
Bay  by  the  Bishop  and  Prof.  Fairclough;  illustrated  lectures,  the 
one  on  Assisi  and  San  Francisco's  name  Saint,  the  other  on  St. 
Paul  in  Rome.  The  Social  Service  Commission  nas  also  pro- 
vided a  series  of  lectures  which  have  been  held  in  a  few  places 
upon  request  of  the  rectors.  This  lecture  work  is  worthy  of  the 
serious   attention    of   the   Diocese. 

The  Board  has  continued  to  study  the  relation  of  the  Church 
and  religious  training  to  the  public  schools,  and  is  gathering  data 
upon  such  successful  plans  as  those  inaugurated  at  Gary,  Indiana, 
p.nd  in  Wisconsin.  It  has  also  continued  to  watch  and  advise  in 
connection  with  the  Church's  work  at  the  universities;  but  it 
would  again  repeat  with  emphasis  that  the  work  cannot  be  well 
done  at  great  universities  like  California  and  Stanford  without 
chaplains  who  give  their  entire  time  to  the  student  work.  There 
is  no  more  directly  important  and  worth  while  field  for  the 
Church's  work.  The  endowment  or  support  of  a  chaplaincy  at 
either  university  offers  an  unexampled  opportunity  to  some 
Churchman  who  would  like  to  see  a  large  gift  perform  a  great 
service. 

The  Board  has  no  special  progress  to  report  in  regard  to  the 
study  of  missions  in  Sunday  Schools  but  it  has  w^orked  up  with 
considerably  more  success  than  for  several  years  past  the  Advent 
offering  which  this  year  was  given  to  the  racial  missionary  work. 
The  results  are  not  yet  known  but  the  Board's  Committee  gave 
lime  and   thought   to  arousing  interest. 

Outside  the  direct  work  of  the  Board  notice  must  be  taken  of 
the  important  fields  occupied  within  this  Diocese  by  the  Divinity 
School,  which  with  the  Board,  is  responsible  for  the  Correspond- 
ence   School    work  under    the    direction    of    Dr.    Powell,    and    the 
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Deaconess  School  in  Berkeley.  The  latter  throws  its  classes 
open  to  any  women  desiring  to  study  religious  and  theological 
matters  and  has  been  enabled  in  this  way  to  perform  a  wider 
service  than  that  for  which  it  was  directly  established.  The 
Correspondence  School  now  has  seventeen  students. 

The  past  year  saw  the  inauguration  of  the  new  plan  for  financ- 
ing the  canonical  boards  and  commissions  of  the  Diocese  by 
making  one  apportionment  of  which  a  percentage  in  proportion 
to  its  need  is  assigned  to  each  board  or  commission.  It  was  a 
bad  year  to  begin  this  work  and  there  has  been  some  fear  that 
the  result  might  show  that  the  appropriations  to  the  Board  of 
Education,  the  Social  Service  Commission,  and  the  Charities 
Commission  had  diminished  the  amount  available  for  the  support 
of  the  missionary  work.  At  this  writing  figures  are  not  available 
but  in  any  case  the  right  principle  has  been  adopted  and  the 
return  of  better  times  will  make  clear  that  only  in 'this  way  can 
the  Diocese  expect  to  have  its  official  work  properly  conducted. 
The  Board  has  materially  assisted  in  the  raising  of  whatever 
money  has  been  raised,  by  circular  and  personal  letters  and  by  the 
active  interest  of  its  members. 

Looking  outside  the  Diocese  to  the  work  of  the  Church  it  may 
be  noted  that  the  General  Board  of  Religious  Education  has 
taken  up  its  reorganized  work  with  a  statesman-like  view  of  its 
opportunities  and  responsibilities.  In  the  course  of  the  year  the 
Board  sent  the  Rev.  Dr.  Lester  Bradner  to  the  Coast  and  his 
visit  stimulated  the  educational  work  along  the  entire  coast 
from  north  to  south.  His  visit  to  this  Diocese  will  not  soon  be 
forgotten  and  every  clergyman  who  met  him  or  heard  him  speak 
must  have  seen  a  new  vision  of  the  meaning  of  religious  educa^ 
tion.  It  is  not  beyond  the  bounds  of  possibility  that  the  Gen- 
eral Secretary,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Gardner,  may  visit  the  Coast  during 
the  present  year. 

The  summer  will  provide  many  opportunities  for  help  to  Sun- 
day School  teachers  and  all  interested  in  religious  training.  Be- 
side our  Summer  School  there  is  to  be  a  Summer  School  of 
Religion  in  Berkeley  during  the  session  of  the  University  sum- 
mer session.  It  is  under  the  auspices  of  the  Pacific  Theological 
Seminary.  Sever?l  well  known  lecturers  are  to  come  to  the 
Coast  to  take  part.  There  will,  also,  be  a  number  of  congress***;  and 
conventions  dealing  with  religion  and  kindred  matter  culminating 
in  that  of  the  R.  E.  A.  the  end  of  August. 

A  movement  of  educational  interest  in  the  Church  which  should 
be  noted  is  the  establishment  of  the  American  Society  of  Church 
Literature.  This  Society  intends  to  be  the  means  of  publication 
and  distribution  of  Church  literature  for   which  there  is  not  suf- 
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ficient  sale  to  warrant  their  publication  upon   purely  commercial 
grounds.     It  is  to  be  a  kind  of  American  S.  P.  C.  K. 

Passing  now  to  general  matters  which  have  been  before  the 
Board  for  consideration,  the  Board  desires  to  emphasize  to  this 
convention  the  importance  of  training  in  the  devotional  life,  or 
personal  religion.  Back  of  all  Christian  life  and  activity  of  any 
kind  lies,  or  ought  to  lie,  the  relation  of  the  soul  to  God  in 
Christ.  Without  a  close  and  intimate  relationship  all  Christian 
life  and  activity  is  purely  superficial.  It  is  because  so  much  of 
our  life  is  superficial  that  so  many  apparently  Christian  people 
are  an  easy  prey  for  all  kinds  of  strange  cults  or  fall  easily 
before  ordinary  worldly  temptations.  The  Board  has  had  a 
special  committee  considering  this  matter  and  has  authorized  in 
connection  with  this  committee's  work  the  republication  of  the 
Prayers  for  Children,  published  two  years  ago  by  the  Sunday 
School  Comipittee  of  the  House  of  Churchwomen.  The  Convoca- 
tions of  San  Francisco  and  San  Jose  have  both  at  recent  meet- 
ings discussed  the  education  of  the  devotional  life  and  the  Board 
hopes  during  the  year  to  be  able  to  make  recommendations  in 
regard  to  courses  of  Bible  study  and  the  like.  It  is  of  the  utmost 
importance  that  we  should  attempt  to  reach  the  people  in  this 
fundamental  way. 

The  other  matter  which  has  formed  a  subject  for  constant 
consideration  is  the  need  of  a  Field  Secretary  for  Sunday  Schools. 
As  pointed  out  last  year  in  the  report  it  is  possible  for  the  Board 
as  at  present  organized  to  prepare  material,  to  make  recommenda- 
tions, to  plan  and  carry  through  to  some  extent  lectures  and 
through  the  Educational  Secretary  to  do  a  great  deal  to  stimulate 
teacher  training  and  the  like;  but  it  is  impossible  without  an 
efficient  Field  Agent  to  keep  in  touch  with  the  Sunday  School 
work  throughout  the  Diocese.  The  figures  of  Sunday  School  at- 
tendance, to  which  reference  has  already  been  made,  point  to  this 
need.  The  results  of  the  questionairc  sent  out  by  the  Board 
show  how  much  could  be  done  to  stimulate  and  improve  the 
Sunday  School  conditions.  Such  a  Field  Secretary  bringing  in- 
spiration and  guidance,  a  storehouse  of  information  in  regard  to 
Sunday  School  courses,  text  books,  methods  and  the  like,  a 
teacher  of  teachers  and  a  missionary  in  the  smaller  and  more 
isolated  communities  would  set  forward  the  work  immensely. 
The  Board  recognizes  that  under  the  financial  conditions  facing 
the  Diocese  at  present  it  is  impossible  to  ask  for  an  appropria- 
tion for  this  purpose  but  desires  to  emphasize  its  importance 
again  with  the  hope  that  within  another  year  provision  may  be 
made. 

In  conclusion  the  Board  wishes  to  put  before  the  representa- 
tives of  the  parishes  and  missions  of  the  Diocese  the  ideal  which 
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Dr.  Bradner  brought  before  us  in  his  visit  last  year,  namely,  that 
the  parish  be  regarded  as  a  great  school  or  educational  institu- 
tion. Looked  at  from  this  point  of  view  every  branch  of  its 
activity  may  be  made  to  fit  in  to  every  other,  the  whole  being 
directed  to  the  end  of  developing  the  moral  and  spiritual  life  of 
all  its  members.  The  child  born  into  the  Church  by  baptism, 
beginning  its  Church  life  in  the  kindergarten,  should  find  himself 
through  each  successive  year  until  old  age  is  reached,  in  contact 
with  influences  which  mutually  aid  one  another  in  devoloping 
the  highest  and  finest  Christian  life.  Guilds,  clubs,  classes,  public 
worship,  sermons,  sacraments,  all  the  expressions  of  the  varied 
life  of  the  parish,  should  be  parts  of  a  great  educational  program. 
In  very  few  parishes  is  any  such  ideal  consciously  held.  In  a 
recent  private  letter  the  Secretary  of  the  G.  B.  R.  E.,  speaking 
of  a  trip  through  a  number  of  states  in  the  interest  of  religious 
education,  says  that  in  fully  fifty  per  cent  of  the  parishes  which 
he  visited  there  seemed  to  be  no  conception  whatever  of  the 
Church  in  her  teaching  capacity.  The  meaning  of  ecclesia  docens 
is  largely  forgotten  among  us  or  the  teaching  function  is  sup- 
posed to  be  exercised  through  catechetical  and  other  Sunday 
School  instruction  for  young  children.  This  is  not  as  it  should 
be.  The  Church  is  the  great  instrument  for  the  highest  education 
of  mankind  and  every  parish  may,  at  any  rate,  cherish,  and  strive 
to  fulfill,  the  ideal  of  making  all  its  activities  tend  to  the  one  end 
of  growth  in  the  Christian  life.

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THE  TEACHERS'  TRAINING  COMMITTEE 


Under  the  Teacher  Training  Committee  falls  all  the  direct  and 
specific  educational  work  of  the  Board.  Not  only  does  it  promote 
and  direct  local  Bible  an4  Training  Classes,  Summer  School  and 
correlated  Lecture  Courses;  but  advises  and  aids  by  suggestions 
and  literature  in  the  work  of  parishes  and  missions.  For  instance, 
Trinity  Church,  San  Jose,  drew  last  year  a  complete  set  of  ref- 
erence books  on  Church  History  for  a  Sunday  School  teacher 
of  the  high  school  class  in  that  course.  They  have  used  primary 
and  kindergarten  books  to  supplement  their  own  good  collection; 
and  a  half  dozen  or  more  missionary  books  at  a  time,  thus  mak- 
ing a  circulating  and  reference  library  on  missions  to  the  limit 
of  the  Diocesan  library  for  those  who  are  reading  and  studying 
that  subject.  Other  parishes  are  doing  the  same.  Parishes  so 
using  the  Diocesan  library  are  letting  the  Board  do  for  them 
what  the  State  is  aiming  to  do  for  small  communities  through 
the  County  library  system. 

The  local  study  and  training  work  began  the  year  with  four 
regular  classes  at  the  Diocesan  House  and  one  in  Sausalito.  One 
of  the  most  promising  from  the  beginning  has  been  the  Sunday 
morning  class  of  university  and  high  school  girls.  The  rule  has 
been  that  they  study  three  Sundays  in  the  month,  and  observe  or 
teach  one.  During  the  college  winter  vacation,  one  of  the  girls 
substituted  in  Berkeley,  another  has  not  only  written  beautiful 
Bible  stories  for  little  children,  but  has  been  able  to  assist  a 
primary  teacher  in  her  approach  to  the  little  ones.  I  wrote 
stories  for  the  Advent  racial  work.  The  pity  is  that  there  are 
but  six  in  this  class  instead  of  eighteen  or  twenty,  and  that  there 
^re  not  a  dozen  such  classes  in  San  Francisco  alone.  If  we 
could  keep  our  youth  studying  God's  Word,  we  should  have  them 
working  with  us  in  His  service. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  came  to  mind,  "Why  the  Wednes- 
day morning  class  for  women?"  They  are  not  training,  and  but 
few  are  teaching.  They  are  studying  the  Bible  through,  appar- 
ently for  their  own  joy  in  the  work.  Shortly  after,  the  class 
began  to  bear  fruit  in  a  most  unexpected  way.  The  daughter  of 
one  of  the  mothers  said:  "Why  cannot  I  study  the  Bible  to  love 
it  as  you  do?  If  I  get  together  six  or  seven  young  women  from 
twenty  to  thirty,  do  you  think  Miss  Fiedler  will  take  us  in  a 
Beginners'  Class?"  Out  of  the  Church's  young  women  of  leisure 
this   should   be   a   group   of   fifty   intead   of   five.     After   a   seven- 
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lesson  course  on  the  Gospel  of  St.  Matthew,  they  are  taking  the 
Life  of  Christ  in  the  Harmony  of  the  Gospels,  bringing  zest  and 
enthusiasm  into  the   task. 

The  Boys*  Training  Class  of  last  year  has  scattered,  but,  to  an 
individual,  is  making  good.  Two  are  leaders  of  the  Brotherhood, 
and  one  is  both   Brotherhood  leader  and  Sunday  School  teacher. 

No  diplomas  will  be  presented  this  year  because  of  necessary 
interruptions  in  the  case  of  those  who  were  rounding  out  the 
work. 

During  Monday  evenings  in  Advent,  a  most  satisfactory  bit  of 
work  was  done  at  the  Cathedral  Mission  of  the  Good  Samaritan. 
It  was  planned  as  inter-parochial,  but  the  storminess  of  the  first 
two  meetings  put  it  on  a  parochial  basis.  The  results  of  those 
four  meetings  were  as  surprising  to  the  priest  in  charge  as  to 
the  Educational  Secretary.  After  the  first  session,  of  their  own 
volition,  the  teachers  said,  "Why  not  weekly  meetings  regu- 
larly?" After  the  second,  "Why  not  a  regularly  graded  Sunday 
School?"  and  a  superintendent  was  elected  then  and  there,  begin- 
ning the  work  of  grading  the  Sunday  School  the  next  Sunday. 
Then  new  teachers  were  brought  in;  and  I  think  it  would  be 
safe  to  ask  the  priest  in  charge  if  there  has  been  a  tardy  or 
absent  teacher  at  Sunday  School  since  Advent  began.  To  say 
the  least,  a  splendid  esprit  de  corps  was  the  result  of  these 
meetings. 

On  Friday  afternoon  from  one  to  two,  the  students  of  the 
Deaconess'  School  discuss  and  thresh  out  real  Sunday  School 
problems  with  the  Educational  Secretary,  and  since  the  begin- 
ning of  the  year,  the  students  of  the  Divinity  School  are  being 
sent  to  the  secretary  for  material  and  references  in  Sunday 
School  study  and  investigation. 

Some  interdenominational  educational  work  v»as  done  by  the 
secretary  at  Asilomar  from  July  3  to  13,  under  the  Missionary 
Educational  Movement  from  the  New  York  office.  Later  she 
helped  in  the  Extension  Institute  work  both  at  San  Francisco  and 
San  Jose  under  a  local  committee  of  the  same  Board.  Miss  Mary 
Hawley  is  carrying  on  similar  work  in  Berkeley,  Oakland,  and 
San  Francisco.  The  secretary  was  asked  to  teach  at  the  session 
now  in  progress  in  Los  Angeles,  where  three  hundred  are  en- 
rolled. 

It  is  evident  that  our  Church  in  the  East  has  come  to  value 
these  missionary  education  conferences  and  institutes.  At  Silver 
Bay  meeting  this  year,  of  the  five  hundred  or  more  in  attendance, 
the  Episcopalians  numbered  in  excess  of  all  other  denominations 
together. 
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The  third  session  of  the  Diosesan  Summer  School  was  held  on 
the  Cathedral  Close  from  June  22nd  to  26th.  The  school  has 
come  to  justify  its  place  and  need  in  the  educational  and  training 
work  of  the  Diocese.  It  was  in  numbers,  interest  and  enthusiasm 
a  good  stride  ahead  of  previous  ones.  One  hundred  and  thirty 
enrolled,  the  regular  sessions  were  well  and  uniformly  attended; 
and  the  extra  course — an  intensive  study  of  Ephesians — fully  rep- 
resented the  number  attending  the  regular  class  work. 

Many  more  of  other  denominations  attended  this  year,  and  the 
request  has  come — as  a  result — that  in  the  future  notices  be  sent 
to  denominational  boards.  It  was  gratifying  to  be  told  by  two 
Methodists  who  attended  all  sessions,  that  it  was  a  joy  too  great 
for  full  expression  to  realize  that  Bishop  Nichols  and  Father 
Lathrop  could  and  had  presented  Church  History  and  the  Prayer 
Book  with  no  expression  in  word  or  spirit  that  did  in  any  way 
hurt  or  antagonize  such  hearers.  As  one  expressed  it.  "This  is  a 
big  and  surprising  stride  toward  unity  of  spirit.  Why,  even  a 
reasonable  Roman  Catholic  could  not  have  taken  issue." 

The  cost  of  the  Summer  School  this  year,  $23.50,  was  remark- 
ably small  for  a  week  of  such  importance.  This  is  due  partly  to 
the  change  from  a  reception  on  the  opening  night  to  an  organ 
recital  in  the  Cathedral.  Besides  being  less  expensive  to  the 
Board,  it  proved  a  better  advertising  agency  for  the  school  itself. 
A  full  Cathedral  heard  the  announcements  and  received  programs. 
The  ten  cent  luncheon  at  the  Diocesan  House  was  this  year  put 
upon  a  firm  and  well-regulated  basis,  making  it  for  the  future  a 
part  of  the  school  itself.  This  was  accomplished  through  the 
courtesy  of  the  President  and  Luncheon  Committee  of  the  House 
of  Churchwomen.  The  Board  cannot  be  too  grateful  to  the 
women  who  so  readily  assumed  and  so  well  carried  out  this  added 
/early  duty. 

As  a  link  between  the  courses  of  the  1913  session  and  the  1914 
school,  Dr.  Powell  gave  a  lecture  course  at  Grace  Chapel  on  the 
Prophets  of  Israel;  and  as  an  outcome  of  that  course,  gave  his 
splendid  Advent  series  of  lectures  on  the  Virgin  Birth,  repeating 
them  the  same  evening  at  Christ  Church,  Alameda.  During  Lent, 
the  same  series  will  be  repeated  at  the  Church  of  the  Incarnation 
in  this  city,  and  I  doubt  not  at  other  points,  if  desired.  Those 
who  were  not  able  to  hear  the  lectures  will  be  glad  to  learn  that 
they  may  be  put  into  book  form   in   the  near  future. 

As  the  Summer  School  of  1915  begins  again  the  first  year  of 
the  Training  Course,  and  many  will  attend  who  came  to  previous 
sessions,  the  committee  is  considering  a  diflFerent  approach  to  the 
schedule  of  subjects:  Old  Testament  History  and  Geography, 
and    Child    Study;    also    the    addition    of   such    timely   subjects   as 
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Missions  and  Personal  Religion.  The  Bishop  has  consented  to 
lake  the  "Catechism,  as  Content  of  our  Faith,"  with  its  Biblical 
setting;  Dr.  Powell  will  take  the  Psalms  in  a  devotional  study  for 
personal  religion.  The  General  Educational  Secretary,  Dr.  Gard- 
ner, may  be  with  us,  and  if  so,  will  give  a  course  on  the  Child  in 
the  Sunday  School  and  Church.  It  is  expected  that  the  secretary 
of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  will  give  a  course  on  the  book  of  the 
of  the  year  for  Junior  leaders;  the  Mission  Study  Secretary  of 
the  Auxiliary  one  for  Leaders  of  Adult  Classes;  and  the  Educa- 
tional Secretary  of  the  Board  at  the  same  hour  will  meet  with 
Sunday  School  leaders  and  teachers  in  Bishop  Rhinelander's 
promised  book  for  the  year,  the  "Missionary  Study  of  the 
Bible."  If  desired  there  will  also  be  sectional,  or  grade,  work 
for  Sunday  School  teachers  at  another  period.  These  are  but 
first,  tentative  steps  in  preparation  for  the  school,  which  wilF 
meet  this  year  from  June  1st  to  5th.  This  is  our  one  opportu- 
nity to  see  you  all  face  to  face,  and  so  we  come  with  a  forecast 
for  your  consideration — and  with  the  appeal  that  you  do  not  go 
back  to  your  parishes  and  forget  that  we  desire  earnestly  that 
>-ou  share  with  us  in  this  best  of  good  things;  but  consider  it 
seriously,  for  the  good  of  the  children  under  your  care,  planning 
your  trip  to  the  Exposition  probably  to  include  this  as  well  as 
that.  Fellow  workers  in  God,  come  and  be  with  us  from  June 
1  to  5,  on  this  Hill  of  Nob,  and  with  us  feed  upon  God's  Word. 
Let  us  not  forget  that  the  Great  Teacher  pointed  with  no  inde- 
cisive words  to  the  kind  of  food  upon  which  His  followers  should 
feed  to  live.

The  Social  Service  Commission  has  held  seven  meetings  during 
the  year,  at  which  its  plans  and  work  were  carefully  discussed.  At 
the  first  meeting,  which  was  the  Primary  Meeting  of  the  Commis- 
sion, a  schedule  of  work  was  laid  out  for  the  year.  Following  the 
plans  suggested  and  promised  in  former  years,  and  in  conformity 
with  the  ideals  of  the  Joint  Social  Service  Commission  of  the 
General  Convention,  it  was  determined  to  inaugurate  a  campaign 
of  education  along  all  lines  of  social  work  and  service  which  should 
be  available  to  any  parish  in  the  Diocese  free  of  charge. 
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Accordingly  the  Commission  set  forth  early  in  the  year  a  series 
of  lectures  on  twelve  of  the  most  vital  social  problems  of  the  day, 
each  topic  treated  by  a  lecturer  known  to  be  a  specialist  in  the 
department  assigned  to  him.  The  following  programme  was  sent 
to  every  clergyman  in  the  Diocese:

The  clergy  of  the  Diocese  were  urged  to  apply  to  the  Secretary 
of  the  Commission  for  appointments  for  any  or  all  of  these  lecturers 
for  single  or  series  of  lectures  for  their  parishes;  and  it  was  sug- 
gested that  the  clergy  might  profitably  co-operate  with  neighboring 
parishes,  with  other  religious  bodies,  or  with  civic  societies  for  the 
purpose  of  presenting  the  series,  or  any  part  of  it,  to  their  people. 
The  Commission  also  offered  to  arrange  for  lecturers  to  deal  with 
local  problems  peculiar  to  any  parish,  not  provided  for  in  the  series. 
No  charge  was  made  for  the  services  of  the  speakers,  beyond  the

payment  of  their  traveling  expenses.  The  Commission  realized  the 
importance  of  this  work,  and  urged  that  when  lectures  were 
arranged  for,  the  rector  of  the  parish  make  an  effort  to  have  a  good 
audience. 

•  The  response  to  this  plan  has  been  disappointing  in  the  extreme. 
The  Reverend  Hamilton  Lee  arranged  for  one  lecture  to  be  given 
before  a  civic  organization  in  Hayward;  Rev.  E.  F.  Gee  arranged 
for  a  schedule  of  six  lectures  for  St.  Peter's,  Oakland;  Rev.  E.  L. 
Parsons,  D.D.,  arranged  for  six  lectures  for  St.  Mark's,  Berkeley, 
and  the  Social  Service  Section  of  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  of  Stanford  Uni- 
versity has  called  for  two  lectures,  and  may  ask  for  three  more  this 
year.  Beyond  these  four,  we  have  received  no  applications  for  any 
of  the  lectures  offered. 

The  Commission  feels  that  if  its  work  as  a  Diocesan  Commission 
is  to  be  helpful  and  constructive,  and  more  than  merely  academic,  it 
must  have  the  co-operation  of  every  clergyman  in  the  Diocese. 
Each  parish  has  its  own  peculiar  problems  which  affect  our  com- 
mon social  life,  and  we  believe  that,  for  the  most  part  they  are 
problems  which  need  the  sympathy,  thought  and  co-operation  of 
all  the  clergy  in  their  solution.  We  believe  that  with  such 
co-operation  the  Commission  can  learn  much,  and  become  efficient 
for  the  work  it  is  elected  to  do;  on  the  other  hand,  we  believe  that 
the  parish  priest  can  help  materially  in  the  solution,  not  alone  of 
his  own  social  problems,  but  of  those  of  the  whole  Diocese,  by 
co-operation  with  the  Commission  as  a  sort  of .  social  clearing 
house.  Every  rector  sh6tild  feel  himself  an  auxiliary  member  of 
the  Commission,  and  we,  for  our  part,  would  welcome  any  advice 
or  assistance  they  can  give. 

Campaign  of  Education  for  1915. 

The  Commission  plans  to  continue  its  educational  work  during 
the  coming  year,  with '  the  addition  of  a  few  new  topics  with 
speakers  well  fitted  to  present  them.  We  also  will  arrange  for 
speakers  on  any  special  topic  desired,  if  it  is  at  all  possible  to 
obtain  a  speaker  well  qualified  to  treat  it.  The  Secretary  of  the 
Commission  will  also  arrange  for  a  Course  of  Social  Service  Lec- 
tures, six  in  number,  or  for  any  one  of  them,  for  any  parish  desiring 
them.  These  lectures  will  deal  with  the  methods  of  social  work, 
and  their  adaptability  to  parish  life.  They  will  give  a  general 
introduction  to  accurate  study  of  social  problems  and  their  treat- 
ment, which  can  be  carried  out  in  the  parish.  The  speaker  will 
make  no  charge  for  these  lectures,  beyond  traveling  expenses. 
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Social  Service  at  the  Exposition. 

We  especially  recommend  that  the  clergy  take  notice  of  the 
exhibits  and  conventions  of  Social  Service  work  in  practically  all 
of  its  branches,  which  are  scheduled  for  the  Exposition  during  the 
year.  Specialists  from  all  over  the  country,  and  from  different 
parts  of  the  world  are  to  gather  here,  and  we  are  fortunate  indeed 
to  have  this  opportunity  of  attending  these  conventions,  most  of 
the  sessions  of  which  will  be  free  to  the  public,  except  for  the 
admission  fee  to  the  Exposition  grounds. 


The  Red  Light  Abatement  Act. 

The  Report  of  the  Commission  for  1914  was  reprinted  and  offered 
to  the  clergy  of  the  Diocese,  in  accordance  wtih  the  resolution 
passed  at  the  last  Convention.  Thirty  of  the  clergy  responded 
asking  for  copies  for  distribution  among  their  people.  The  Secre- 
tary sent  out  over  1,400  copies  for  distribution,  until  the  supply 
was  exhausted.  The  Commission  was  glad  to  see  such  a  response 
to  its  work  in  behalf  of  the  Red  Light  Abatement  Bill,  then  pend- 
ing action  by  the  people  at  the  election.  Several  of  the  clergy 
also  gave  the  Chairman  their  Comipunicant  lists  for  use  in  sending 
literature  about  this  Bill  to  their  Communicants,  and  one  member 
of  the  Commission  made  several  addresses  in  various  parishes  on 
the  Bill,  and  on  Public  Morality. 


Moral  Conditions  During  the  Exposition. 

The  Commission  feels  that  all  Church  people  should  be  vitally 
interested  in  moral  conditions  in  the  Exposition  and  in  the  City  of 
San  Francisco  during  the  year.  Visitors  will  come  from  all  over 
the  United  States  and  from  many  foreign  countries,  and  the  true 
prosperity  of  our  City  and  State  will,  to  large  measure,  depend 
ultimately  upon  a  good  report  and  impression  gained  from  our 
gruests.  Doubtless  many  will  come  to  San  Francisco  looking  for 
the  worst  side  of  social  life,  in  the  expectation  that  an  Exposition 
City  will  have  abundant  opportunities  for  expositions  of  vice  as 
well  as  of  fine  arts.  Also,  San  Francisco,  in  common  with  large 
seaports  all  over  the  world,  shares  a  reputation  for  a  so-termed 
"cosmopolitanism"  which  means  little  more  than  licentiousness. 
Your  Commission  believes  that  such  a  reputation  is  undesirable, 
and  that  this  year,  especially,  the  proper  authorities  should  exert 
every  effort  towards  keeping  both  the  City  and  the  Exposition 
clean,  as  much  to  sustain  the  good  name  of  San  Francisco,  as  to 
allay  the  apprehensions  of  many  who  doubt  the  ability  or  the  good 
faith  of  these  authorities  to  maintain  a  high  moral  standard. 
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The  Police  Commission. 

Your  Commission  interviewed  the  Board  of  Police  Commis- 
sioners of  San  Francisco,  to  ascertain  their  position  with  regard  to 
moral  conditions  in  the  city  during  the  Exposition. 

The  Commissioners  assured  us  that  it  was  far  from  their  inten- 
tion to  "open  up  the  city,"  and  that  "if  any  change  is  made  in 
existing  conditions,  it  will  be  for  the  better." 

The  situation  with  regard  to  dance  halls  is  by  no  means  so 
satisfactory.  The  Police  Commission  is  responsible  for  saloon 
liquor  licenses,  and  claims  that  even  the  permit  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  for  dancing  has  no  weight,  and  does  not  necessarily 
imply  that  an  existing  liquor  license  will  be  continued. 

Nevertheless,  while  the  Police  Commissioners  state  that  liquor 
licenses  are  granted  where  dancing  is  allowed  only  under  strict 
regulations,  still  many  liquor  licenses  are  being  granted  where 
dancing  takes  place,  in  all  parts  of  the  city,  and  this  is  a  policy  to 
which  your  Commission  is  unalterably  opposed. 

Dance  Halls. 

Your  Commission  notes  with  increasing  apprehension  the  tend- 
ency on  the  part  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  grant  permits  for 
dancing  in  saloons,  cafes,  and  other  public  drinking  places.  By 
an  Ordinance,  unanimously  passed  October  1,  1914,  a  license  fee 
of  $7.50  per  quarter  is  imposed  on  all  Public  Dance  Halls,  and  the 
license  may  be  granted  if  a  permit  is  issued  by  the  Board  of 
Supervisors.  These  permits  are  being  freely  granted,  irrespective 
of  whether  the  place  where  the  proposed  dancing  is  to  take  place 
has  a  liquor  license.  It  appears  that  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
grant  the  permits  for  dancing,  and  the  Police  Commissioners  issue 
the  permits  for  liquor  licenses.  Thus  it  is  possible  for  each 
authority  to  pass  the  responsibility  to  the  other.  The  Commission 
views  with  grave  disapproval  the  introduction  of  public  dancing  in 
places  where  liquor  is  sold.  Testimony  and  experience  everywhere 
show  that  the  combination  of  promiscuous  dancing  and  drinking 
is  vicious  in  the  extreme,  and  we  believe  that  every  effort  should 
be  made  by  right-thinking  people  to  bring  proper  influence  to  bear 
on  both  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  the  Police  Commission  to 
prohibit  public  dancing  in  places  where  liquor  is  served.  We  find, 
for  example,  that  on  January  11,  1915,  133  permits  were  issued 
for  dancing,  and  that  in  the  great  majority  of  these  places  the 
proprietors  also  have  liquor  licenses.  We  believe  that  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  should  carry  out  this  reform  by  suitable  ordinances, 
and  not  allow  a  condition  to  exist  with  no  other  regulation  than 
the  subjective  opinions  of  a  majority  of  the  members  of  another 
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body.  Such  action  would  go  far  towards  reassuring  any  who  may 
have  doubts  as  to  their  good  faith,  and  much  farther  than  any 
number  of  published  statements  of  their  desire  to  make  San  Fran- 
cisco worthy  to  invite  the  world.  Pursuant  to  the  foregoing,  your 
Commission  begs  to  recommend  the  following  resolutions: 

Resolved,  That  the  clergy  be  urged  to  co-operate  with  the  work  of  the 
Commission  during  the  coming  year  in  its  educational  campaign  by 
arranging  for  lectures  on  Social  Service  in  their  parishes,  or  other- 
wise as  local  conditions  may  indicate. 

Resolved,  That  the  Diocese  of  California  and  the  House  of  Church- 
women  in  Convention  assembled  protest  against  the  practice  of 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
in  issuing  permits  for  public  dancing  in  places  where  intoxicating 
liquors  are  sold,  and  against  the  practice  of  the  Police  Commis- 
sioners of  the  said  City  and  County  in  permitting  the  sale  of 
intoxicating  liquors  where  promiscuous  public  dancing  is  allowed. 


APPENDIX  L 


AMENDMENT   TO   THE   CONSTITUTION    OF   THE   DIO- 
CESE AS  FINALLY  ADOPTED  BY  THE 
CONVENTION  OF  1915 

Mardon  D.  Wilson,  Secretary 

Article  XXII,  Section  89.  (a)  This  Constitution  may  be  altered, 
or  amended  or  added  to  at  an  Annual  Convention  by  a  majority 
affirmative  vote  cast  by  each  Order  voting  separately,  a  quorum 
being  present. 

(b)  No  proposed  alteration,  amendment  or  addition  shall  be 
considered  or  affirmatively  acted  upon  by  any  Annual  Convention 
(otherwise  than  by  referring  the  same  to  a  committee  to  report 
thereon  to  the  succeeding  Annual  Convention)  unless  duplicate 
copies  of  such  proposed  alteration,  amendment  or  addition  shall 
have  been  filed  with  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention  at  least 
twenty  days  before  the  meeting  of  the  Convention. 

(c)  The  Secretary  shall  have  copies  of  all  proposed  alterations, 
amendments  or  additions  printed  for  use  of  the  Convention  and 
shall  deliver  copies  of  all  those  filed  with  him  to  the  Chairman  of 
the  Committee  on  Canons,  and  such  committee  shall  report  thereon 
on  the  first  day  of  the  Convention. 

(d)  Any  committee  or  commission  to  which  any  proposed 
alteration,  amendment  or  addition  shall  have  been  referred  may, 
in  its  judgment,  report  a  substitute  for  or  alteration  thereof. 

(e)  Any  proposed  amendment,  alteration  or  addition  which  shall 
have  been  introduced  and  reported  on  as  hereinbefore  provided 
and  duly  considered  and  approved  at  an  Annual  Convention,  shall 
be  referred  to  the  next  Annual  Convention  for  final  consideration 
and  action;  and,  if  then  approved  and  adopted  by  the  Convention, 
by  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  by  each  Order,  voting  separately, 
and  concurred  in  by  the  ecclesiastical  authority,  it  shall  become 
law,  and  this  Constitution  shall  be  held  as  altered,  amended,  or 
added  to  accordingly;  provided,  that  the  proposed  alteration, 
amendment,  or  addition  may  be  amended  before  its  adoption  by 
fi  two-thirds  affirmative  vote  cast  by  each  Order,  voting  separately.

FIRST  DAY. 


Grace  Cathedral,  San  Francisco, 

Tuesday,  January  25,  A.  D.  1916. 


The  Sixty-sixth  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  in  the  Diocese  of  California  opened  with  Holy 
Communion  in  Grace  Cathedral,  San  Francisco,  at  10:30 
a.  m.  on  Tuesday,  January  25,  the  Feast  of  the  Conversion 
of  St.  Paul,  A.  D.  1916.  The  service  was  the  Celebration 
of  the  Holy  Communion,  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  being 
the  Celebrant.  The  Gospeler  was  the  Rev.  Dr.  Bakewell, 
President  of  the  Standing  Committee,  and  the  Epistoler 
was  the  Rev.  Walter  H.  Cambridge,  Rector  of  the  Church 
of  St.  Matthew,  San  Mateo.  The  Rev.  Dr.  Parsons,  Secre- 
tary of  the  Standing  Committee,  assisted  the  Bishop  in 
reading  the  service.  The  Ven.  John  A.  Emery,  Arch- 
deacon of  California;  the  Very  Rev.  J.  Wilmer  Gresham, 
D.  D.,  Dean  of  the  Cathedral;  the  Rev.  W.  A.  Brewer, 
Priest-in-Charge  of  St.  Paul's,  Burlingame,  and  the  Rev, 
W.  R.  H.  Hodgkin,  Dean  of  the  Convocation  of  San  Fran- 
cisco, assisted  in  the  distribution  of  the  elements. 

In  place  of  the  sermon,  the  Bishop  read  his  Annual 
Address   (see  Appendix  A). 

At  2  :30  p.  m.  the  Bishop  called  the  Convention  to  order. 

The  Secretary  of  the  previous  Convention  called  the  roll 
of  Clergy  entitled  to  seats,  of  Parishes  and  Missions,  and 
of  Lay  Delegates. 
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A  quorum  being  found  present,  the  Bishop'  declared  the 
Sixty-sixth  Convention  duly  organized. 

On  motion  the  reading  of  the  order  of  business  was 
dispensed  with. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Clampett,  the  following  reso- 
lution was  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  this  Sixty-sixth  Annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese 
of  California  desires,  as  its  first  act,  after  organization,  to  return 
thanks  to  Almighty  God  that  He  has  been  pleased  to  deliver  from 
his  bodily  sickness  His  servant,  the  beloved  Bishop  of  the  Diocese. 
This  Convention  further  desires  to  convey  to  Mrs.  Nichols  and  her 
family  the  expression  of  deepest  sympathy  and  to  share  with  them  in 
the  joy  of  our  Bishop's  recovery. 

On  motion  of  the  Ven.  John  A.  Emery,  the  Bishop  was 
requested  to  take  a  vacation  for  two  months  for  the  build- 
ing up  of  his  health.     The  Bishop  returned  thanks. 

On  motion  the  privileges  of  the  Convention  were  ex- 
tended to  all  visiting  clergy.  There  were  present  during 
the  Convention  the  Rt.  Rev.  the  Bishop  of  Sacramento, 
the  Rev.  E.  A.  Osborne  and  the  Rev.  Isaac  Dawson  of  the 
Diocese  of  Sacramento,  the  Rev.  L.  B.  Ridgely  of  Hankow, 
China,  the  Rev.  W.  R.  Jenvey,  D.  D.,  of  the  Diocese  of 
Newark,  the  Rev.  E.  S.  Bartlam  of  the  Missionary  District 
of  San  Joaquin,  the  Rev.  H.  St.  George  Buttrum,  a  Cana- 
dian clerg}'man,  officiating  at  Sausalito,  and  the  Rev.  Ralph 
Bray,  an  English  clergyman,  officiating  at  Los  Gatos. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Bakewell,  the  Rev.  M.  D.  Wil- 
son was  elected  secretary  and  he  appointed  as  his  assistants 
Air.  Geo.  H.  Hooke  and  the  Rev.  W.  R.  H.  Hodgkin. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Dispatch  of  Busi- 
ness was  presented  and  read  by  the  Rev.  C.  L.  Miel,  and 
on  his  motion  duly  adopted  as  follows : 

To  the  Rt.  Rev.  the  President,  and  Members  of  the  Sixty-sixth  Annual 
Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  California : 

Rt.  Rev.  Sir,  and  Gentlemen :  On  this  twenty-fifth  day  of  January, 
igi6,  your  Committee  on  Dispatch  of  Business  begs  to  report  as  fol- 
lows: 
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^ 


Subject  to  your  approval,  we  find'  the  sessional  time  of  this  Con- 
vention, as  per  program  issued  by  its  Secretary,  partially  apportioned  as 
follows : 

Tuesday  night,   Missionary   Mass   Meeting; 

Wednesday  afternoon,  Joint  Session  with  House  of  Churchwomen; 

Wednesday  night,  Annual  Reception  by  Bishop  and  Mrs.  Nichols; 

Thursday  night.  United  Service. 

The  time  left  for  the  Regular  business  sessions  of  the  Convention  is, 
therefore,  3J/I  hours  on  Tuesday  afternoon,  (if  the  Convention  sits 
until  6  o'clock,)  3^  hours  Wednesday  morning,  and  6  hours  on  Thurs- 
day; in  all  only  13  hours. 

Your  Committee  finds  further:  That,  in  addition  to  the  Elections 
which  will  probably  take  more  time  than  usual  because  of  the  Election 
of  Deputies  and  Alternates  to  the  General  Convention,  there  is  an 
unusually  large  number  of  very  important  matters  to  be  submitted  for 
your  decision,  and  that  those  who  have  the  presentment  of  said  mat- 
ters, all  ask  for  ample  time  for  their  consideration.  The  said  matters 
are:  (i)  The  Consideration  of  the  Missionary  Policy  of  the  Diocese, 
by  request  of  the  Archdeacon ;  (2)  The  Proposed  Division  of  the 
Convocation  of  San  Francisco;  (3)  The  Report  of  the  Committee  to 
Examine  into  Diocesan  Communicant  Lists;  (4)  The  important  matter 
of  Clergy  Pensions;  and  (5)  The  important  Report  of  the  Committee 
on  Canons.  These  with  the  various  reports  of  Committees,  and  the 
necessary  routine  business  of  the  Convention,  can  only  be  considered 
by  strict  economy  of  time. 

Your  Committee,  therefore,  recommends  as  follows:  ' 

(1)  That  immediately  after  action  on  this  report,  the  Convention 
shall  set  certain  special  times  for  the  submission  and  consideration  of 
the  matters  above  enumerated  and  described,  and  .that  the  Regular 
Order  of  Business  for  the  Day  be  suspended  for  such  purpose  as  occa- 
sion may  require; 

(2)  That,  pursuant  to  the  above,  the  Canonical  Order  of  Business 
be  strictly  observed  and  that  all  resolutions,  and  other  initiatives,  not 
demanding  immediate  action,  be  offered  with  the  request  that  this 
Committee  shall  set  a  time  for  their  consideration ; 

(3)  That  nominating  speeches  before,  during,  and  after  balloting,  be 
not  permitted; 

(4)  That  all  resolutions  be  submitted  in  writing,  and  that  neither 
the  Secretary  nor  this  Committee  be  requested  to  draft  or  correct  the 
same; 

(5)  That,  with  the  exception  of  the  Report  of  the  Standing  Com- 
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mittee,  all  reports  of  Chairmen,  Officers  of  the  Diocese,  and  Commit- 
teemen, not  carrying  resolutions  calling  for  immediate  action,  be  filed 
with  the  Secretary  without  reading,  unless  the  President  shall  direct 
otherwise ; 

(6)  That  Rule  of  Order  (9)  be  strictly  enforced,  save  only  in  case 
of  a  member  presenting  matter  for  consideration,  in  which  case  such 
member  shall  have  the  usual  privilege  of  speaking  last  in  the  debate 
thereupon ; 

(7)  That  members  addressing  the  Convention  be  requested  to  do 
so  as  briefly  as  possible,  and  that  no  member,  save  he  who  shall  present 
matter  for  consideration,  be  allowed  more  than  five  minutes  to  speak 
to  any  question  except  by  permission  of  the  Convention,  which  per- 
mission shall  not  be  given  him  on  his  own  suggestion  or  request.

Obispo,  was  presented  for  admission  to  the  Convention  and 
on  due  motion  was  referred  to  the  proper  committee. 

The  report  of  the  Board  of  Missions  was  made  the  order 
of  the  day  for  2:30  p.  m.  Wednesday  afternoon. 

The  Secretary  was  instructed  to  put  an  asterisk  before 
the  name  of  Mr.  W.  A.  M.  Van  Bokkelen  on  the  list  of 
nominees   for   Deputies   to   General   Convention. 

A  report  of  the  Committee  on  Canons  was  presented  by 
Mr.  W.  A.  M.  Van  Bokkelen  and  on  his  motion,  after 
considerable  discussion,  the  amendments  to  Sec.  335  of 
the  Canons  were  adopted  as  presented  by  the  Committee 
on  Canons,  with  the  addition  that  this  amendment  is  to 
take  effect  on  May  1st,  1916.  This  amended  section  of  the 
Canons  is  as  follows: 

Section  335.  The  Convocations  of  the  Diocese  shall  be  as  fol- 
lows: The  Convocation  of  San  Francisco,  to  include  the  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco,  and  the  County  of  Marin.  Tlie  Con- 
vocation of  Oakland,  to  include  the  Counties  of  Alameda  and  Contra 
Costa.  The  Convocation  of  San  Jose,  to  include  the  counties  of  San 
Mateo,  Santa  Clara,  Monterey,  Santa  Cruz,  San  Benito,  and  San  Luis 
Obispo.     This  amendment  to  take  effect  May   i,   1916. 
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The  Bishop  appointed  the  election  commission  and  the 
tellers,  as  follows : 

Election  Commission:  The  Rev.  Hamilton  Lee,  Mr.  George  H. 
Hooke,  and  Mr.  C.  M.  Morse. 

Tellers:  The  Rev.  C.  H.  L.  Chandler,  the  Rev.  W.  F.  Higby,  the 
Rev.  Walter  B.  Clark,  Mr.  S.  J.  Taylor,  Mr.  W.  H.  Dick,  and  Mr. 
W.  B.  Weir. 

Further  report  of  the  Committee  on  Canons  was  made 
by  Mr.  W.  A.  M.  Van  Bokkelen,  and  on  his  motion  the 
proposed  amendment  to  Section  16  of  the  Constitution  w-as 
unanimously  approved  and  referred  to  the  next  Convention 
for  final  action,  as  follows : 

Section  i6.  Strike  out  the  word  "Tuesday"  in  2d  line,  and  in  lieu 
insert  the  word  "Monday". 

On  motion,  the  proposed  amendment  to  Section  25  of  the 
Constitution  was  made  the  Order  of  the  Day,  on  Wednes- 
day, following  the  consideration  of  the  Pension  Fund. 

On  motion  the  consideration  of  the  Pension  Fund  was 
made  the  Order  of  the  Day,  after  the  elections  on  Wednes- 
day. 

On  motion  the  elections  were  made  the  Order  of  the 
Day  at  10  a.  m.  Wednesday. 

On  motion  the  further  report  of  the  Committee  on 
Canons  was  made  the  Order  of  the  Day  following  a  con- 
sideration of  amendment  to  Section  25. 

A  report  on  the  Communicant  Lists  of  the  Diocese  was 
made  the  Order  of  the  Day  for  10  o'clock  on  Thursday 
morning. 

The  report  of  the  Standing  Committee  was  presented  and 
read  by  the  Secretary,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Parsons,  as  follows: 

REPORT  OF  THE  STANDING  COMMITTEE. 

January  25th,  191 5.  The  Standing  Committee  elected  at  the  Sixty- 
fifth  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  California  met  on  Jan.  27th  and 
organized  by  the  election  of  the  Rev.  John  Bakewell,  D.D.,  as  Presi- 
dent and  Rev.  E.  L.  Parsons,  D.D.,  as  Secretary.  At  the  same  meeting 
joint  consent  was  given   with  the   Bishop  to   the  organization  of   St. 
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Stephen's  Mission,  San  Luis  Obispo,  as  a  parish.    The  following  other 
official  action  has  been  taken  during  the  year. 

February  24th,  consent  was  given  to  the  consecration  of  the  Rev. 
Geo.  Y.  Bliss,  D.D.,  to  be  Bishop  Coadjutor  of  the  Diocese  of  Vermont. 

March  24th,  Leslie  Constant  Kelley  and  Charles  Augustus  Verleger 
were  recommended  to  the  Bishop  for  ordination  to  the  Diaconate. 

April  24th,  the  Rev.  Edward  T.  Brown  was  recommended  to  the 
Bishop  for  ordination  to  the  Priesthood.  Dispensations  in  regard  to 
time  were  granted  to  Leslie  C.  Kelley  and  Charles  A.  Verleger. 

July  1st,  Rev.  Thomas  J.  Williams  was  recommended  to  the  Bishop 
for  ordination  to  the  Priesthood.  Consent  was  given  to  the  consecra- 
tion of  the  Rev.  Charles  Fiske,  D.  D.,  to  be  Bishop  Coadjutor  of  the 
Diocese  of  Central  New  York,  and  of  the  Rev.  Wilson  Reiff  Stearly 
to  be  Bishop  Suffragan  of  the  Diocese  of  Newark. 

September  8th,  the  resignation  of  the  Rev.  C.  N.  Lathrop  on  account 
of  removal  from  the  Diocese  was  received  and  accepted  with  regret. 
The  Rev.  W.  H,  Cambridge,  Rector  of  the  Church  of  St.  Matthew, 
San  Mateo,  was  elected  to  fill  the  vacancy. 

Consent  was  given  to  the  consecration  of  the  Rev.  E.  C.  Acheson 
to  be  Bishop  Suffragan  of  the  Diocese  of  Connecticut.  John  Oliver 
Collins  was  recommended  to  the  Bishop  as  candidate  for  Holy  Orders. 

"The  Bishop  at  this  meeting  expressed  to  the  Committee  his  sense 
of  the  advantage  it  would  be  to  the  Diocese  and  to  him  after  twenty- 
five  years  in  the  Diocese  to  have  a  careful  and  comprehensive  survey 
made  covering  the  varied  interests  and  life  in  the  Diocese  and  asked 
the  Standing  Committee  to  act  as  his  Council  of  Advice  in  making  such 
a  survey."  At  the  Bishop's  request  the  Standing  Committee,  on  motion, 
undertook  this  survey  and  planned  for  the  work. 

September  29th,  granted  dispensation  to  John  O.  Collins  from  Latin 
and  Greek.  Recommended  Charles  Agnew  Mainwaring  to  the  Bishop  as 
candidate  for  Holy  Orders,  dispensation  from  Latin  and  Greek  being 
granted.  Gave  joint  consent  with  the  Bishop  to  the  organization  of 
St.  Paul's  Mission,  Burlingame.  Nominated  for  the  vacancies  in  the 
corporation  of  St.  Luke's  Hospital  occurring  in  October,  1915. 

October  27th,  organized  for  the  survey  of  the  Diocese  by  appoint- 
ment of  the  following  committees,  viz, :  on  Parochial  Finances,  on  the 
Work  of  the  Clergy,  on  Diocesan  Organization,  on  Diocesan  Institu- 
tions. Expressed  to  the  Bishop  regret  at  his  illness  and  wishes  for  his 
speedy  recovery.

November  24th,  considered  matters  connected  with  the  survey  of  the 
Diocese,  revised  reports  and  adopted  others  tentatively. 
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December  29th,  gave  permission  to  the  Vestry  of  Trinity  Church, 
San  Francisco,  to  mortgage  the  Church  property  for  a  sum  not  to  ex- 
ceed fifteen  thousand  dollars. 

January  17th,  elected,  upon  nomination  of  the  Bishop,  Trustees  for 
the  Pacific  Churchman. 

The  Standing  Committee  in  concluding  its  report  begs  to  ask  for  the 
interest  and  co-operation  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity  of  the  Diocese  in 
the  survey  which  as  the  Bishop's  Council  of  Advice  it  is  undertaking. 
The  Committee  is  endeavoring  to  study  and  estimate  carefully  the 
present  condition  of  the  entire  Diocese  in  order  to  present  to  the  Bishop 
an  adequate  report.  Upon  many  matters  tentative  conclusions  have 
already  been  reached.  A  series  of  questions  has  recently  been  sent  to 
the  clergy  in  order  that  from  their  reports  a  few  statistical  data  not 
obtainable  in  the  ordinary  parochial  reports  may  be  reached  and  in 
addition  some  information  as  to  the  work  of  the  clergy  and  their 
judgment  upon  present  conditions.  At  a  later  time  questions  will  go 
to  the  Parishes  in  regard  to  finances  and  parochial  business.  The 
Standing  Committee  earnestly  urges  the  support  of  the  Diocese  in  this 
matter  in  order  that  the  desire  of  the  Bishop  may  be  adequately  met.

REPORT  OF  THE  AUDITING  COMMITTEE. 

The  Auditing  Committee,  appointed  under  Sections  148  and  164  of 
Canons  to  audit  the  accounts  of  the  Treasurer  and  the  Assistant 
Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  for  the  Convention  year  ending  December 
31,  1915,  report: 

That  we  have  carefully  examined  the  books  and  different  accounts 
presented  to  us  by  the  Treasurer,  and  find  the  same  correct.  All  items 
of  disbursement  to  the  end  of  the  Convention  year  being  supported  by 
vouchers.  The  Savings  Account  books  show  the  several  amounts  of 
balances  to  be  on  hand  as  claimed  by  the  Treasurer. 

We  also  report  that  all  current  account  balances  subject  to  draft  are 
on  deposit  in  bank  in  the  name  of  the  Diocese  of  California,

The  Committee  on  Incorporation  and  Admission  of 
Parishes  and  Missions  presented  their  report  as  follows: 

The  Committee  on  the  Incorporation  and  Admission  of  Parishes 
and  Missions  begs  to  report  that  it  has  examined  the  credentials  of 
St.  Stephen's  Parish,  San  Luis  Obispo,  and  finds  them  in  accordance 
with  all  the  requirements  of  Canon  69. 

The  Committee  therefore  recommends  that  St.  Stephen's  Parish,  San 
Luis  Obispo,  be  admitted  into  union  with  the  Convention.

On  due  motion,  the  recommendation  of  the  Committee 
was  adopted,  and  St.  Stephen's  Parish,  San  Luis  Obispo, 
was  admitted  to  full  membership  in  the  Convention. 

The  Rev.  E.  F.  Gee  presented  and  read  a  report  of  the 
Committee  on  Missionary  Exhibit  at  the  Panama-Pacific 
International  Exposition,  as  follows: 

To  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  California-. 

The  Committee  on  Missionary  Exhibit  at  the  P.  P.  I.  E.  in  co-opera- 
tion with  the  Committee  appointed  by  the  House  of  Churchwomen, 
would  respectfully  report  that  The  General  Board  of  Missions  favor- 
ably considered  the  request  made  by  this  Convention  and  appropriated 
the  sum  of  $1,500  to  install  such  an  Exhibit  in  the  Palace  of  Educa- 
tion at  the  Exposition. 

The  Right  Reverend  Dr.  Hunting,  at  that  time  Secretary  of  the 
Eighth  Department,  made  the  preliminary  arrangements,  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  Board's  representative,  the  Reverend  Dr.  Gray.  Suffi- 
cient space  in  a  very  desirable  location  was  granted  by  the  Exposition 
authorities — a  churchly  design  for  the  booth  was  drawn  by  Mr.  Walter 
R.  Ratcliff,  churchman  and  architect,  without  cost  to  the  committee. 
The  contract  for  erecting  same  was  let  to  Mr.  Thomas  Frost,  also  a 
churchman,  and  to  whom  the  committee  would  now  express  their  obli- 
gation for  time  and  labor  generously  given  over  and  above  that  which 
his  contract  called  for. 

Early  in  February  Miss  Margaret  Hobart,  the  representative  of  the 
Board,   arrived   in   San   Francisco   for   the  purpose   of  installing  the 
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Exhibit.  Her  intimate  knowledge  of  the  history  of  the  American 
Church  and  all  parts  of  the  Mission  field  was  shown  in  its  arrangement. 
The  exhibit  consisted  of  Models,  Charts,  Maps,  Photographs,  Books 
and  articles  ofc  handiwork  showing  the  result  of  missionary  effort  upon 
those  to  whom  the  Gospel  has  been  carried.  This  was  but  a  small  part 
of  Miss  Hobart's  work.  For  three  months  she  remained  here  not  only 
in  charge  of  the  Exhibit,  but  training  classes  of  stewards  who  could 
intelligently  explain  it  to  visitors,  and  again  by  visiting  various  parishes 
and  parochial  organizations,  arousing  an  interest  not  only  in  the  Exhibit 
but  creating  an  enthusiasm  for  the  missionary  work  of  the  Church 
such  as  never  before  existed  in  this  Diocese. 

Upon  Miss  Hobart's  return  to  New  York,  Miss  Florence  Finn  was 
appointed  by  the  Executive  Committee  permanent  steward.  With  very 
little  knowledge  of  the  Episcopal  Church  in  America,  she  rapidly 
grasped  the  meaning  of  the  Exhibit,  and  could  intelligently  explain  to 
the  visitors  its  various  points  of  interest.  With  unfailing  courtesy  and 
splendid  tact,  she  directed  and  instructed  on  an  average  go  stewards 
a  month.  Eighteen  of  the  clergy  availed  themselves  of  the  opportunity 
to  serve  as  Captains — taking  duty  for  a  week  at  a  time.  Approximately 
9,000  visitors  signed  the  Register,  although  of  course  this  represents 
only  a  minority  of  those  who  visited  and  to  some  extent  examined  the 
Exhibit.  The  arranging  of  the  schedule  of  stewards  proved  much 
more  difficult  and  involved  than  at  first  it  was  conceived  to  be.  TTiat  it 
was  carried  out  so  successfully  was  due  to  the  splendid  co-operation 
and  unselfish  devotion  of  the  band  of  women  workers  from  the  several 
parishes  and  missions  who  gave  their  services  week  after  week. 

Your  Committee  is  gratified  to  know  that  its  efforts  have  met  with 
the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Missions. 

On  the  financial  side  the  Committee  would  acknowledge  material 
help  given  by  a  number  of  the  Dioceses  and  Jurisdictions  of  the  VIII 
Province  (Vide  Treasurer's  Report  accompanying).

SECOND  DAY. 


Wednesday,  January  26,  A.  D.  1916. 

The  Holy  Communion  was  celebrated  at  7:30  a.  m.,  the 
Celebrant  being  Rev.  C.  L.  Thackeray,  assisted  by  the 
Rev.  H.  E.  Montgomery. 

At  9:30  a.  m.  the  Bishop  said  the  Creed  and  Litany,  after 
which  the  Bishop  called  the  Convention  to  order. 

The  minutes  of  the  preceding  day's  session  were  read 
and  approved. 

Recess  was  taken  for  balloting. 
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Statement  was  made  by  the  Committee  on  Dispatch  of 
Business  in  regard  to  canonical  amendments  soon  to  be 
presented. 

The  matter  of  the  Pension  for  Clergy  was  presented  by 
Mr.  H.  C.  Wyckoff  and  Mr.  Van  Bokkelen,  and  on  due 
motion,  the  Canon  presented  by  the  Special  Committee  was 
adopted. 


The  report  of  the  Committee  and  the  Canon  as  adopted  are  as  follows : 
REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  CHURCH  PENSION  FUND. 


To  the  Sixty-sixth  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  California: 

Your  Committee  on  Church  Pension  Fund  begs  to  report  that 
it  has  carefully  considered  the  matter  referred  to  it  and  recom- 
mends the  adoption  of  the  canon  attached  hereto.  The  effect  of 
this  canon  is  to  adopt  in  this  Diocese  the  system  of  the  Church 
Pension  Fund  as  devised  by  the  corporation  of  that  name  and  to 
provide  the  machinery  for  making  it  operative  in  the  Diocese; 
with  two  limitations  as  follows: 

(1)  The  administration  of  the  trust  funds  now  held  in  the 
Diocese  for  the  benefit  of  Disabled  Clergy  and  their  Widows  and 
Orphans  and  the  application  of  the  income  from  these  funds  to 
the  purposes  for  which  the  trusts  were  created,  are  left  exactly  as 
they  are  at  present,  and  are  not  brought  into  any  relation  to  the 
Pension  Fund.  The  reasons  for  this  are,  first,  that  a  considerable 
period  of  time  may  elapse  before  the  Pension  System  is  put  into 
full  and  effective  operation,  and  this  income  will  be  needed  during 
that  period  for  the  purposes  for  which  it  is  now  being  used;  sec- 
ond, that  experience  may  show  that  the  use  of  these  diocesan 
funds  may  be  necessary,  when  the  Pension  System  is  in  active 
operation,  to  meet  special  cases  of  need  where  for  one  reason  or 
other  a  pension  will  not  be  available  or  sufficient,  and  thus  to 
mitigate  the  rigidity  of  the  Pension  System;  and,  third,  that  the 
diocesan  funds  should  not  be  diverted  from  their  present  uses 
until  after  it  has  been  determined  by  a  thorough  investigation  that 
there  will  be  no  violation  of  the  trusts  upon  which  they  are  held. 

(2)  The  taking  effect  of  the  canon  is  made  conditional  upon  the 
raising  of  the  reserve  fund  of  $5,000,000.00  for  accrued  liabilities 
by  the  pension  corporation.  The  best  opinion  of  experts  appears 
to  be   that   the  existence  of  this  fund  is   necessary   to  make  the 
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system  safe  and  presently  useful.  The  officers,  of  the  Pension  cor- 
poration inform  us  that  it  is  their  intention  to  raise  this  fund 
before  they  put  the  system  into  operation.  This  being  so,  it  would 
be  useless  for  the  Diocese  to  have  the  canon  in  present  operation 
before  the  pension  system  starts.

OF  THE  CHURCH  PENSION  FUND. 

Section  492.  In  conformity  with  the  resolutions  adopted  by  the 
General  Convention  of  1913,  setting  forth  the  principles  upon 
which  a  pension  system  for  the  clergy  of  the  Church  and  their 
dependents  should  be  constructed,  pursuant  to  which  the  cor- 
poration the  Church  Pension  Fund  has  been  created  to  carry  these 
principles  into  effect,  the  Diocese  of  California  adopts  the  system 
of  the  Church  Pension  Fund. 

Section  493.  (a)  There  shall  be  appointed,  annually,  a  Com- 
mittee to  be  entitled  The  Committee  on  the  Church  Pension  Fund, 
and  to  consist  of  one  Clergyman  and  two  Laymen;  the  duties  of 
this  Committee  shall  be  as  follows: 

(b)  To  furnish  annually  to  the  Church  Pension  Fund  the  Can- 
onical Roll  of  the  clergy  of  this  Diocese,  of  the  clergy  officiating 
in  the  Diocese  under  license  from  the  Ecclesiastical  authorities 
with  a  statement  of  the  stipends  received  by  each  clergyman  from 
any  parish,  mission  or  other  ecclesiastical  organization;  from  time 
to  time  to  notify  the  Church  Pension  Fund  of  any  change  which 
may  occur  during  the  year  in  the  clergyman  at  any  station  or  the 
agreed  salary  to  be  paid,  with  the  date  of  such  change. 

(c)  To  receive  annually  from  the  Church  Pension  Fund  a  state- 
ment of  the  premiums  necessary  to  be  paid  in  order  that  the 
clergymen  in  receipt  of  stipends  from  any  parish,  mission  or  other 
ecclesiastical  organization  in  the  Diocese  may  be  entitled  respec- 
tively to  pensions. 

(d)  To  inform  the  duly  constituted  authorities  of  each  parish, 
mission  and  other  ecclesiastical  organization  in  the  Diocese  of  the 
premiums  payable  by  it,  and  of  the  time  and  manner  of  payment 
thereof. 
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(f)  Twenty-five  per  cent  of  the  amount  assessed  shall  be  pay- 
able by  each  parish,  mission  or  other  ecclesiastical  organization 
to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  on  or  before  the  first  days  of 
January,  April,  July  and  October  of  each  year,  who  shall  promptly 
transmit  the  same  together  with  all  other  moneys  received  by  him 
for  account  of  said  fund  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Church  Pension 
Fund. 

(g)  From  time  to  time  to  inform  the  Church  Pension  Fund  of 
the  clergymen  and  the  widows  and  minor  orphans  of  clergymen 
canonically  connected  with  this  Diocese,  who  may  be  entitled  to 
receive   Pensions  from   the   Church   Pension   Fund. 

(h)  To  do  any  or  all  things  that  may  be  necessary  or  advisable 
to  advance  the  cause  of  the  Church  Pension  Fund  and  see  that 
proper  attention  is  paid  thereto  by  the  parishes,  missions  and 
other  ecclesiastical  organizations. 

Section  494.  (a)  The  Finance  Committee  shall  include  in  its 
annual  budget  of  appropriations  the  premium  payable  on  account 
of  the  Bishop  and  also  Coadjutor  Bishop  and  Bishop  Suffragan,  if 
there  be  any,  and  all  clergymen  whose  stipends  are  paid  directly 
by  the  Diocese. 

(b)  It  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  the  Finance  Committee  to  make 
all  necessary  arrangements  with  the  Board  of  Missions  of  the 
Diocese  to  provide  for  the  payment  to  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Diocese  of  the  premiums  payable  on  behalf  of  all  clergymen 
receiving  stipends  from  said  Board,  and,  if  found  necessary  for  all 
or  any  portion  thereof,  to  include  the  same  in  the  budget  of 
appropriations. 

Section  495.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  clergyman  receiving  a 
stipend  or  stipends,  and  the  duty  of  every  parish,  mission  or  other 
ecclesiastical  organization  in  the  Diocese  paying  a  stipend  or 
stipends,  to  furnish  a  statement  of  such  stipend  or  stipends  to  the 
Committee  on  the  Church  Pension  Fund  whenever  said  Commit- 
tee shall,  in  writing,  ask  for  such  statement. 

Section  496.  This  canon  on  the  Church  Pension  Fund  shall  go 
into  effect  when  the  Standing  Committee  shall  certify  and  so 
officially  notify  the  diocesan  authorities  that  the  sum  of  at  least 
f5,000,000.(X)  has  been  actually  received  by  the  Church  Pension 
Fund  for  its  reserve  fund  for  accrued  liabilities. 


The  Bishop  appointed  Mr.  J.  P.  Langhorne  to  be  Chan- 
cellor of  the  Diocese  for  the  ensuing  year. 
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As  directed  by  the  Convention,  the  Secretary  cast  the 
ballot  of  Convention  for  the  Rev.  W.  A.  Brewer,  to  be 
Registrar  of  the  Diocese  for  the  ensuing  year,  he  being  the 
only  nominee. 

As  further  directed  by  the  Convention,  the  Secretary 
cast  the  ballot  of  Convention  for  the  Ven.  John  A.  Emery. 
Mr.  W.  A.  M.  Van  Bokkelen,  Mr.  W.  H.  Crocker,  Mr. 
Geo.  B.  Scott,  Mr.  A.  C.  Kains  and  the  Rev.  D.  O.  Kelley, 
to  be  the  elective  members  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the 
Corporation  of  the  Diocese  for  the  ensuing  year,  they 
being  the  only  nominees. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Alex.  Allen,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Sixty-sixth  Annual  Convention  of 
the  Diocese  of  California  be  directed  to  write  to  the  Bishop  of  Massa- 
chusetts and  express  its  hearty  appreciation  of  the  generous  action  of 
the  Diocese  of  Massachusetts  and  the  Bishop  in  giving  themselves  so 
unselfishly  to  the  promotion  of  the  Church  Pension  Fund. 

The  House  of  Churchwomen  sent  the  following  message 
to  the  Convention  and  on  due  motion  the  Convention 
concurred  therein : 

TTie  President  and  Secretary  of  the  House  of  Churchwomen  inform 
the  Convention  that  the  following  resolution  has  been  adopted: 

Resolved,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Rector  of  each  Parish  to 
notify  the  delegation  to  the  House  of  Churchwomen  as  to  whether  their 
assessment  has  been  paid,  that  they  may  be  represented  in  the  Con- 
vention.

The  Registrar,  Rev.  W.  A.  Brewer,  presented  his  report 
as  follows: 

REPORT  OF  THE  REGISTRAR. 

Jan.  26,  1916. 

To  the  Sixty-sixth  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  California: 

The  Registrar  is  glad  to  announce  two  notable  gifts  for  the  archives 
of  the  Diocese.  The  Rev.  D.  O.  Kelley,  Historiographer  of  the  Diocese, 
has  donated  his  collection  of  the  journals  of  the  Diocese  of  California, 
complete  from  the  year  1869.    The  second  gift  is  that  of  the  Rev.  John 
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A.  Chapin,  of  Dover,  N.  H.  Mr.  Chapin  has  promised  us  the  extremely 
valuable  file  of  the  early  volumes  of  the  Pacific  Churchman  that  be- 
longed to  his  father,  the  Rev.  D.  D.  Chapin.  It  will  be  remembered 
that  the  Rev.  D.  D.  Chapin,  the  first  Rector  of  St.  Peter's  Parish,  San 
Francisco,  was  one  of  the  early  editors  of  the  Pacific  Churchman.  This 
is  the  only  file  of  the  earliest  volumes  of  the  Pacific  Churchman  that  is 
known  to  be  in  existence,  and  as  the  years  advance  it  will  become  of 
the  utmost  value  for  reference. 

Because  of  lack  of  room  in  the  Diocesan  House,  the  Registrar  has 
been  obliged  to  store  many  valuable  pamphlets  and  publications  in  his 
own  home  in  Burlingame.  He  is  ready,  however,  to  take  charge  of 
any  publications  relating  to  the  history  of  the  Church  on  the  Pacific 
Coast,  and  trusts  that  both  clergy  and  laity  will  place  such  records  in 
the  keeping  of  the  Diocese.

The  Committee  on  Canons  made  a  further  report,  by 
Mr.    W.    A.    M.    Van    Bokkelen,   and    on    his    motion    the 

amendments  to  Sections  25  and  66  of  the  Constitution 
as  submitted  by  the  Committee  on  Canons,  after  consid- 
erable discussion,  were  approved  and  referred  for  final 
action  to  the  next  Convention;  the  vote  of  the  Laity  being 
taken  before  that  of  the  Clergy. 

These  sections  as  approved  are  as  follows : 

Section  25.  Tlie  lay  members  shall  be  males  and  shall  consist  of  one 
delegate  from  each  organized  mission  and  parish  in  union  with  the 
Convention;  provided,  however,  that  a  mission  or  parish  having  fifty 
communicants  or  more  may  send  two  delegates;  having  one  hundred 
communicants  or  more  may  send  three  delegates;  having  two  hundred 
and  fifty  communicants  or  more  may  send  four  delegates;  having  five 
hundred  or  more  may  send  five  delegates,  and  thereafter  one  addi- 
tional delegate  for  each  completed  five  hundred  communicants  after 
the  first  five  hundred.  Provision  for  alternate  delegates  and  definition 
of  a  communicant  for  the  purpose  specified  in  this  article  may  be  made 
by  Canon.  The  Lay  Delegates  from  each  Parish  shall  be  chosen  by 
the  Vestry  thereof,  and  the  Lay  Delegates  from  each  Mission  shall  be 
chosen  by  the  members  thereof,  provided  that  no  person  shall  be  com- 
petent to  serve  as  a  Lay  Delegate  unless  he  has  been  a  qualified  voter 
of  the  Parish  or  Mission  he  represents  during  the  six  calendar  months 
next  before  his  election.  Provision  shall  be  made  by  Canon  for  a 
House  of  Churchwomen  to  meet  in  the  same  week  with  the  Convention, 
with  power,  subject  at  all  times  to  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the 
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Diocese,  to  legislate  for  the  conduct  of  woman's  work  in  the  Church 
and  to  act  in  a  consultative  capacity  upon  such  other  matters  as  the 
Convention  may  from  time  to  time  submit  to  it  for  its  opinion. 

Section  66.  In  all  matters  which  shall  come  before  the  Convention 
the  clergy  and  laity  shall  deliberate  in  one  body,  and  in  voting  by 
orders  the  clergy  and  lay  delegates  shall  vote  as  individuals;  and  when 
voting  jointly,  a  majority  of  the  votes  of  the  members  present  shall 
be  decisive  except;  as  otherwise  specified  in  this  Constitution ;  provided, 
that  in  any  case  where  it  shall  be  demanded  by  five  votes  (clerical  or 
lay,  or  both),  the  two  orders  shall  vote  separately,  and  their  concur- 
rence shall  be  necessary  to  constitute  a  decision. 

The  Bishop  offered  the  Noon  Day  Prayer  for  Missions. 

The  Bishop  appointed  the  Rev.  Dr.  Bakewell  and  Mr. 
E.  D.  Beylard  a  committee  to  escort  the  House  of  Church- 
women  to  the  Convention. 

« 

On  further  report  of  the  Committee  on  Canons,  the  pro- 
posed amendments  to  Sections  46,  63  and  78  of  the  Con- 
stitution were  also  approved  an^  referred  to  the  next 
Convention  for  final  action,  the  vote  being  taken  by  orders. 
These  sections  as  amended  will  read  as  follows : 

Section  46.  At  each  Annual  Convention  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority 
shall  appoint  one  of  the  Presbyters  thereof,  as  Registrar,  to  continue 
in  office  until  his  successor  is  appointed.  The  duties  of  the  Registrar 
shall  be  those  prescribed  by  the  Canons  of  this  Diocese,  together  with 
such  other  duties  as  may  devolve  upon  him  by  resolution  of  the  Con- 
vention. 

Section  62.  The  mode  of  election  of  all  officers  provided  for  in 
this  Constitution,  save  the  Registrar  and  the  Chancellor  of  the 
Diocese,  shall  be  by  ballot. 

Section  78.  The  election  shall  be  made  in  the  following  manner: 
The  Clergy  and  the  Laity  shall  vote  by  orders,  and  the  election  shall 
be  by  ballot.  If  two-thirds  of  all  the  Clergy  entitled  to  vote  be  pres- 
ent, and  two-thirds  of  all  the  Lay  Delegates  entitled  to  vote  be 
present,  then  a  majority  of  each  order  present  shall  determine  a  choice. 
If  such  two-thirds  of  the  Clergy,  and  two-thirds  of  the  Lay  Dele- 
gates be  not  present,  then  two-thirds  of  the  votes  of  each  order 
present  shall  be  necessary  to  determine  a  choice;  provided,  that  in  all 
cases  of  the  election  of  a  Bishop,  or  of  a  Bishop  Coadjutor,  no  clergy- 
man shall  be  entitled  to  vote  (Article  VI  of  this  Constitution  to  the 
contrary  notwithstanding)  unless  he  shall  have  been,  for  at  least  six 
months  immediately  preceding  the  election,  personally  and  canonically 
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resident  in  this  Diocese,  and  during  all  that  time  entitled  to  a  seat 
and  vote  in  the  Convention  of  the  same. 

The  balloting  for  members  of  the  Board  of  Christian 
Education  resulted  in  the  election  of  the  Rev.  W.  H. 
Cambridge,  the  Rev.  D.  J.  Evans  and  Professor  R.  S. 
Minor. 

The  balloting  for  members  of  the  Social '  Service  Com- 
mission resulted  in  the  election  of  the  Rev.  H.  E.  Mont- 
gomery, the  Rev.  W.  A.  De  Witt  and  Dr.  Langley  Porter. 

The  balloting  for  members  of  the  Board  of  Missions 
resulted  in  the  election  of  the  Rev.  Alexander  Allen,  the 
Rev.  Halsey  Werlein  Jr.,  the  Rev.  E.  F.  Gee,  Mr.  E.  D. 
Beylard,  Mr.  B.  A.  McAllaster,  Mr.  A.  J.  Dibblee  and 
Mr.  W.  R.  Bradshaw. 

The  balloting  for  members  of  the  Standing  Committee 
resulted  in  the  election  of  the  Rev.  John  Bakewell,  D.D.,  the 
Rev.  E.  L.  Parsons,  D.D.,  the  Very  Rev.  J.Wilmer  Gresham, 
D.D.,  the  Rev.  W.  H.  Cambridge,  Mr.  L.  M.  Ringwalt, 
Mr.  A.  C.  Kains,  Mr.  J.  P.  Langhorne,  and  Mr.  George  A. 
Pope. 

The  balloting  for  Deputies  to  the  General  Convention 
resulted  in  the  election  of  the  Ven.  John  A.  Emery,  the 
Rev.  E.  L.  Parsons,  D.D.,  the  Rev.  H.  II.  Powell,  D.D., 
the  Rev.  Halsey  Werlein,  Jr.,  Mr.  A.  C.  Kains,  Mr.  L.  F. 
Monteagle,  Mr.  W.  H.  Crocker,  and  Mr.  H.  C.  Wyckoff. 

Convention  took  recess  until  2 :30  p.  m. 

Upon  re-assembling,  on  motion  of  Mr.  W.  A.  M.  Van 
Bokkelen,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  Bishop  and  Standing  Committee,  within  the 
authority  given  them  in  the  organization  of  the  Cathedral  organiza- 
tion, be  requested  to  consider  the  relation  which  the  Cathedral  con- 
gregation bears  to  the  Convention  in  the  matter  of  representation 
therein,  and  if  they  approve  to  report  a  Canon  covering  the  subject. 

At  the  suggestion  of  the  Bishop,  and  on  due  motion, 
Mr.  W.  A.  M.  Van  Bokkelen  was  added  to  this  Committee. 
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The  House  of  Churchwomen  joined  the  Convention  in 
joint  session. 

The  report  of  the  Board  of  Missions  was  presented  and 
read  by  Archdeacon  Emery.    (See  Appendix  E.)  ^ 

The  Bishop  greeted  the  Bishop  of  Sacramento,  who 
made  response. 

The  Archdeacon  presented  and  read  his  report.  (See 
Appendix  E.) 

The  report  of  the  Dean  of  the  Convocation  of  San  Fran- 
cisco was  presented  and  read  by  the  Rev.  W.  R.  H.  Hodg- 
kin,  Dean.     (See  Appendix  E.) 

The  report  of  the  Convocation  of  San  Jose  was  pre- 
sented and  read  by  the  Rev.  H.  E.  Montgomery,  Secretary. 
(See  Appendix  E.) 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  W.  R.  H.  Hodgkin,  seconded  by 
Mr.  A.  S.  Bacon,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  Convention  go  on  record  as  approving  the 
apportionment  of  $13,000  for  the  work  of  Church  Extension  within 
the  Diocese,  and  then  go  home  and  make  every  effort  to  raise  it. 

The  discussion  of  this  resolution  brought  out  from  the 
Archdeacon  the  definite  statement  that  $12,000  was  the 
lowest  sum  for  which  work  now  under  way  could  be 
maintained,  and  that  new  work  in  several  directions  could 
be  undertaken  to  great  advantage. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Parsons,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  in  the  first  notices  sent  out  to  Rectors  and  Treas- 
urers concerning  the  offerings  for  Church  Extension,  it  be  explicitly 
stated  that  the  total  amount  asked  from  the  Diocese  will  only  barely 
sustain  the  present  work;  and  that  if  any  Parish  or  Mission  fail  in  rais- 
ing the  amount  apportioned,  the  work  of  the  Diocese  will  have  to  be  cut 
down  or  money  raised  from  individuals  or  from  other  Parishes. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  E.  F.  Gee,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  Diocesan  Board  of  Missions  be  requested  to 
seek  an  invitation  from  Rectors  of  Parishes  or  Priests  in  charge  of 
Missions  which  have  fallen  behind  in  meeting  their  Apportionment 
for  Church  Extension,  to  bring  this  obligation  home  to  their  people 
by  a  representative  of  the  Board. 
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The  Rev.  Dr.  Parsons  presented  and  read  the  report  of 
the  Board  of  Christian  Education.     (See  Appendix  J.) 

The  report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Christian 
Education  was  presented  and  read  by  Rev.  Mardon  D. 
Wilson,  Treasurer.     (See  Appendix  J.) 

The  report  of  the  Educational  Secretary  was  presented 
and  read  by  Miss  C.  L.  Fiedler.  (See  Appendix  J.)  Miss 
Bakewell  and  Miss  Gompertz  gave  an  illustration  of  hymns 
for  children. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Powell,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  Diocese  of  California  notes  with  satisfaction  the 
progress  made  by  the  General  Board  of  Religious  Education  in  the 
preparation  of  a  worthy  system  of  Sunday  School  lessons,  and  the 
Convention  of  the  Diocese  hereby  urges  ;Lipon  the  Board  the  speedy 
publication  of  these  lessons. 

The  Rev.  Arch  Perrin  made  a  statement  in  regard  to 
his  work  in  San  Quentin. 

Mr.  J.  C.  Astredo  made  oral  report  for  the  Commission 
on  Social  Service. 

Statement  concerning  the  Kearny  Street  Mission  w^as 
made  by  Mr.  F.  T.  Foster. 

The  Convention  took  recess  until  9:30  a.  m. 

The  usual  reception  was  held  in  the  Library  of  the 
Divinity  School  on  Wednesday  evening. 


THIRD    DAY. 

Thursday,  January  27,  A.  D.  1916. 

The  day  began  with  a  Celebration  of  the  Holy  Com- 
munion at  7:30  a.  m.,  the  Rev.  J.  O.  Lincoln  being  celebrant. 

At  9:30  a.  m.  the  P>ishop  said  the  Creed  and  certain  Col- 
lects; after  which  the  Convention  was  called  to  order  for 
business. 
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The  minutes  of  the  preceding  day  were  read,  corrected 
and  approved. 

On  due  motion,  the  place  of  the  next  Convention  was 
fixed  as  Grace  Cathedral,  San  Francisco. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Communicant  Lists  was 
presented  and  read  by  the  Rev.  Edward  Morgan,  as  fol- 
lows: 

REPORT  OF  COMMITTTEE  ON   COMMUNICANT   LISTS. 

(Appointed  at  the  Sixty- fourth  Annual  Convention  of  the 

Diocese  of  California.) 

The  members  of  your  Committee  herewith  submit  to  your  considera- 
tion  a  continuation  of  their  report  made  to  the  Sixty-fifth  Annual  Con- 
vention of  the  Diocese. 

Two  meetings  were  held.  The  first  was  a  preliminary  meeting,  at 
which  the  clerical  members  only  were  present,  held  on  December  gth, 
1915.  The  second  was  held  on  January  6th,  consisting  again  of  the 
clerical  members.  At  the  first  or  preliminary  meeting  the  following 
matters  were  discussed  as  the  basis  of  any  future  action. 

(a)  The  present  confusion  arising  as  between  the  terms  "members" 
and  "communicants." 

(b)  The  necessity  for  a  report  form  which  should  be  more  satis- 
factory than  that  now  used  in'  the  Diocese  of  California. 

(c)  The  necessity  of  a  recognized  standard,  whereby  the  true 
standing  of  a  communicant  should  be  known. 

(d)  The  greater  accuracy  needed  in  the  reports  of  communicants 
furnished  by  the  several  parishes. 

The  Secretary  was  instructed  to  prepare  a  typewritten  draft  of  the 
report  to  be  made  to  the  Sixty-sixth  Annual  Convention  of  the 
Diocese,  the  same  to  be  forwarded  to  each  member  of  the  Committee, 
and  voted  upon  at  a  subsequent  meeting. 

The  Secretary  was  further  instructed  to  procure  from  the  Diocesan 
Secretaries  of  the  leading  Dioceses  of  the  Church  in  the  United  States, 
the  report  forms  on  which  they  make  their  annual  returns  to  their 
respective   Dioceses. 

It  was  further  determined  that  the  said  reports  should  be  submitted 
to  every  member  of  the  Committee,  and  that  the  one  deemed  most 
suitable  should  be  recommended  as  a  basis  for  any  changes  that  might 
be  made  in  the  present  methods  of  the  Diocese  of  California.

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The  second  meeting  of  your  Committee  was  held  on  the  sixth  day 
of  January,  1916,  at  which  the  following  members  were  present:  The 
Reverend  Frederick  W.  Clampett,  the  Reverend  Alexander  Allen,  and 
the  Reverend  Edward  Morgan. 

Tlie  members  at  the  above  meeting  agreed  that  the  report  of  the 
Committee  to  the  General  Convention  of  191 3  on  Registration  and 
Enumeration  of  Communicants,  found  on  pages  315,  316  and  ^22  of 
the  Journal  of  said  Convention,  and  also  on  page  35  of  the  Journal 
of  the  Sixty-fifth  Annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  California,  be 
accepted  as  the  basis  of  a  uniform  registration, — which  report  provides 
that  "a  person  once  a  Communicant  is  always  a  Communicant,  unless 
under  Ecclesiastical  Process  or  Censure.  But  it  also  adds  that  a 
person  should  not  be  counted  as  an  active  Communicant  of  a  parish 
or  mission,  if  that  person  neglects  to  come  to  the  Holy  Communion 
for  a  period  of  three  years,  if  he  or  she  has  had  sufficient  opportunity 
to  come." 

The  members  of  your  Committee,  after  a  careful  examination  of  the 
report  forms  received  from  several  Dioceses,  beg  to  recommend  that 
form  at  present  in  use  in  the  Diocese  of  Milwaukee  as  a  basis,  at 
least,  for  any  changes  thought  necessary. 

The  members  of  your  Committee  are  convinced  that,  owing  to  the 
confusion  arising  from  the  present  methods  of  preparing  the  Commu- 
nicant Lists  of  the  respective  parishes,  the  reports  have  not,  as  a  rule, 
accurately  expressed  the  communicant  life  of  the  Diocese. 

The  Committee  is  further  convinced  that  the  tendency,  in  the  face 
of  this  confusion,  is  to  so  interpret  the  standing  of  individual  commu- 
nicants as  to  present  a  registration  at  variance  with  the  actual 
number.  And  the  Committee  begs  to  rcconmiend  a  more  faithful  and 
conscientious  scrutiny  on  the  part  of  the  clergy,  of  the  names, 
addresses  and  spiritual  status  of  those  within  their  respective  cures, 
realizing  that  the  Church's  strength  in  all  ages  has  had  to  depend,  not 
on  the  indifferent  majority,  but  rather  on  the  faithful  minority.

Resolved,  That  in  the  judgment  of  this  Convention  a  Communicant 
is  a  person  who  having  been  Baptized  and  Confirmed  is  entitled  to 
receive  the  Holy  Communion,  or  who  being  ready  and  desirous  to  be 
Confirmed,  has  been  admitted  to  the  Communion.  The  names  of  all 
such  persons  should  be  placed  upon  the  list  of  Communicants  and 
remain  upon  that  list  until  death,  or  formal  transfer  to  another  cure,  or 
removal  by  ecclesiastical  discipline.  For  statistical  purposes  such 
persons  shall  not  be  reported  unless  they  have  received  the  Holy 
Communion  within  three  years,  nor  if  for  the  period  of  one  year  they 
have  been  absent  from  the  Parish  and  their  address  and  present  loca- 
tion cannot  be  determined  by  reasonable  effort. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  W.  A.  M.  Van  Bokkelen,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  a  Committee  of  three  be  appointed  which  shall  con- 
sider and  report  to  the  next  Convention  the  necessary  amendments  to 
the  Canons  to  put  into  operation  the  several  amendments  to  the  Con- 
stitution approved  at  this  Convention  should  the  same  be  finally 
adopted. 

The  Bishop  appointed  as  said  Committee  Mr.  W.  A.  M. 
Van  Bokkelen,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Parsons,  and  the  Rev.  M.  D. 
Wilson. 

On  motion  of  the  Very  Rev.  Dr.  Gresham,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  inasmuch  as  today,  January  27th,  is  the  day  desig- 
nated by  the  President  of  the  United  States  for  the  relief  of  Jewish 
War  Sufferers,  this  Convention  record  its  profound  sympathy  with, 
and  interest  in,  the  situation,  commending  the  cause  to  the  generosity 
of  all  Church  people  in  the  Diocese. 

The  Bishop  called  the  Rev.  Dr.  Parsons  to  the  Chair, 
and  himself  went  to  the  House  of  Churchwomen. 

The  report  of  the  Finance  Committee  was  presented  by 
Mr.  W.  A.  M.  Van  Bokkelen;  and  after  the  report  had 
been  slightly  amended,  the  resolutions  appended  thereto 
were  duly  adopted.  The  report  and  resolutions  were  as 
follows :

We  herewith  submit  schedule  of  assessments  based  on  the  above 
schedule  of  appropriations.  There  will  be  appended  thereto  the  appor- 
tionments of  Church  Extension  and  General  Missions  as  soon  as  the 
amount  of  the  same  shall  be  fixed  by  the  Convention.  (See  Appendix 
D.) 

Section  327  of  Canons  provides  that  the  salary  of  the  Archdeacon 
shall  be  fixed  by  the  Convention.  On  making  a  thorough  review  of 
the  several  items  of  the  budget  the  Committee  finds  that  no  action  has 
been  taken  in  this  one  for  several  years,  during  which  time  the  work 
of  the  office  and  its  importance  as  the  Adjutant  to  the  Bishop  has 
greatly  increased.  The  Committee  consider  that  the  salary  is  not  what 
it  should  be,  considering  the  work  accomplished  and  the  ability  dis- 
played in  the  discharge  of  the  same,  and  accordingly  recommend  an 
increase. 
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The  Committee  reports  and  recommends  the  adoption  of  the  fol- 
lowing resolutions: 

Resolved,  That  the  salary  of  the  Archdeacon  be  fixed  at  three  thou- 
sand dollars  per  annum,  to  be  paid,  two  thousand  dollars  out  of  the 
Church  Extension  Fund  and  one  thousand  dollars  out  of  the  Episcopal 
and  Convention  Fund. 

Resolved,  That  the  Schedule  of  Appropriations  and  Assessments  for 
the  Convention  year  1916,  reported  by  the  Committee  on  Finance,  be 
adopted.

Resolved,  That  it  is  the  sense  of  the  Convention  that  no  vote  involv- 
ing the  expenditure  of  money  be  taken  in  Joint  Sessions. 

The  report  of  the  Commission  on  Church  Charities  was 
presented  and  read  by  the  Chairman,  the  Rev.  W.  A. 
Brewer.     (See  Appendix  H.) 

The  balloting  for  Alternate  Deputies  to  the  General 
Convention  resulted  in  the  election  of  the  Rev.  Clifton 
Macon,  the  Rev.  E.  F.  Gee,  the  Rev.  W.  R.  H.  Hodgkin, 
the  Rev.  Alexander  Allen,  Mr.  A.  S.  Bacon,  Mr.  Vincent 
Neale,  Mr.  George  B.  Scott,  and  Mr.  E.  D.  Beylard. 

The  Committee  on  Providing  Homes  for  the  Clergy 
made  their  report  by  the  Rev.  Hamilton  Lee,  Chairman,  as 
follows,  and  on  his  motion  the  Committee  was  continued: 

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  HOMES  FOR  THE 

CLERGY. 

The  Committee  on  Homes  for  the  Clergy  can  report  but  little 
change  in  the  development  of  the  plan  since  the  meeting  of  the  last 
Convention. 

The  house  at  Pacific  Grove  has  been  kept  open  as  usual,  and  a 
number  of  the  Clergy  and  others  have  been  guests,  but  none  have 
remained  permanently,  nor  have  any  new  cottages  been  erected. 
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About  four  months  ago,  circulars  were  sent  out  to  the  Clergy  on 
this  Coast,  offering  them  lots  on  Forest  Avenue,  adjacent  to  Tennant 
Home,  at  a  very  low  price,  but  none  have  so  far  availed  themselves 
of  this  offer.  Tlie  intention,  in  offering  these  lots,  was  not  only  to 
further  the  Bishop's  plan  of  providing  permanent  homes  for  such  of 
the  Clergy  as  could  no  longer  carry  on  their  work,  but  also  to  provide 
attractive  building  sites  for  those  in  active  work  who  might  desire  a 
place  for  summer  residence,  or  for  occasional  rest  and  recreation. 
Several  of  our  Clergy  have  cottages  at  Carmel-by-the-Sea  and  else- 
where, and  Pacific  Grove  offers  attractions  equal,  if  not  superior,  to 
those  of  any  other  locality. 

Tennant  Home  itself  is  under  new  management,  and  no  pleasanter 
place  could  be  found  for  a  few  days',  or  a  few  weeks',  outing.  The 
prices  are  very  low,  while  the  table  and  accommodations  are  excellent. 
If  the  Clergy,  or  the  Church  people,  will  do  no  more,  a  week  or  two 
spent  by  any  of  them  at  Tennant  Hall  will  provide  pleasure  for  them- 
selves and  will  help  and  encourage  the  Committee.  Owing  to  a 
greatly  reduced  income,  this  is  about  the  only  source  of  revenue  for 
maintaining  and  improving  the  property.

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Hamilton  Lee,  it  was 

Resolved,  That,  in  view  of  the  increasing  interest  in  Temperance 
Reform,  and  of  the  well-known  and  dreadful  evils  resulting  from 
Intemperance,  this  Convention  would,  in  no  uncertain  way,  express  its 
unqualified  approval  of  all  properly  directed  efforts  to  suppress  the 
liquor  traffic,  together  with  use  of  intoxicating  drinks,  and  would  urge 
all  Church  people,  both  as  a  protection  to  themselves  and  as  a  safe- 
guard to  others,  to  take  a  definite  and  positive  stand,  in  both  private 
and  public  life,  against  the  same. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Powell  stated  that  rumors  had  reached 
him  to  the  eflPect  that  there  had  been  mismanagement  in 
the  affairs  of  the  Old  Ladies'  Home;  and  he  asked  the 
Chairman  of  the  Commission  on  Church  Charities  if  he 
had  audited  the  books  of  that  and  of  the  other  institutions 
on  which  he  made  report 
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The  Rev.  Mr.  Brew^er  replied  that  his  understanding 
had  been  that  his  Comrnission  had  not  been  given  such 
authority,  and  that  he  had  not  made  any  pretense  at  any 
auditing. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  W.  H.  Cambridge,  it  was  there- 
upon 

Resolved,  That  the  Convention  instructs  the  Commission  on  Church 
Charities  to  audit  the  accounts  of  all  Institutions  for  which  it  reports. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  W.  R.  H.  Hodgkin,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  a  Committee  of  three  Laymen  be  appointed  to  report 
to  the  next  Annual  Convention  a  plan  whereby  the  Invested  Funds  of 
the  Diocese  and  of  Diocesan  Institutions,  together  with  the  Invested 
Funds  of  Parishes  and  other  Church  Institutions,  may  be  united  in 
Consolidated  Funds. 

The  Bishop  appointed  as  such  Committee,  Mr.  A.  C. 
Kains,   Mr.   F.   M.   Lee,  and   Mr.   George   B.   Scott. 

The  Rev.  Halsey  Werlein,  Jr.,  presented  and  read  the 
report  of  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church.  (See 
Appendix  L) 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Halsey  Werlein,  Jr.,  the  two 
resolutions  appended  to  the  report  of  the  Committee  on 
the  State  of  the  Church  were  duly  adopted,  as  follows : 

Resolved,  That  this  Convention  call  upon  the  clergy  and  laity 
during  the  coming  year,  in  addition  to  their  usual  offerings  and 
donations  for  church  purposes,  to  give  as  a  Thank  Offering  for 
the  recovery  of  our  beloved  Bishop  one  day's  income,  to  be 
divided  equally  between  Diocesan  Church  Extension  and  General 
Missions. 

Resolved,  That,  to  carry  this  into  effect,  a  committee  be  ap- 
pointed, to  consist  of  the  deans  and  secretaries  of  the  convoca- 
tions, the  chairmen  of  the  Board  of  Christian  Education  and  the 
Social  Service  and  Charities  Commissions,  and  a  lay  representative 
from  each  of  these  bodies,  who  shall,  with  the  clergy,  organize 
in  every  parish  and  mission  auxiliary  committees  for  the  personal 
presentation  of  this  opportunity  to  every  individual  of  the  Diocese. 

The  Bishop  urged  the  matter  of  Stewardship,  or  Self- 
Apportionment. 

On  due  motion,  the  Committee  on  Stewardship,  as 
appointed  at  the  last  Convention,  was  continued. 
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The  Rev.  Dr.  Parsons  presented  and  read  the  following 
Preamble  and  Resolutions  concerning  the  matter  of  Inter- 
national Friendship: 

The  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  California  recognizing  that  the 
Christian  Faith  in  the  solidarity  of  mankind  as  one  family  in  God, 
pledges  Christian  Qiurches  to  the  promotion  of  International  Friend- 
ship and  the  establishment  of  an  international  system  based  upon  trust 
and  justice; 

And  believing  that  those  ethical  principles  which  are  accepted  as  the 
right  standards  in  personal,  civic,  and  national  affairs  must  be  like- 
wise accepted  as  right  standards  of  international  affairs  if  any  such 
system  is  to  be  attained; 

And  believing,  further,  that  at  this  particular  time  the  heaviest 
responsibility  among  the  neutral  nations  of  the  world  for  the  estab- 
lishment of  such  a  system  rests  upon  the  United  States  of  America; 

Hereby  adopts  the  following  resolutions: 

Resolved,  That  the  policy  of  this  nation  should  always  and  especially 
at  this  time  be  guided  by  the  Christian  ideal  of  service  to  mankind 
and  not  by  any  principle  of  selfish  interest.  A  true  patriotism  finds 
the  highest  interests  of  the  nation  served  in  serving  those  of  the 
family  of  nations.  In  spite  of  the  faithlessness  to  treaty  obligations  in 
the  present  war,  it  marks  the  forward  movement  toward  a  Christian 
civilization  that  the  principle  of  the  unity  of  interest  among  nations 
is  already  becoming  effective  in  the  wide  use  of  arbitration,  and  in 
such  international  gatherings  and  agreements  as  those  of  the  Hague. 
We  welcome  as  indicative  of  the  same  spirit  such  ideals  as  those 
recently  set  forth  in  the  President's  address  upon  Pan-Americanism. 

2.  That  as  means  of  helping  to  realize  more  fully  at  the  close  of 
the  present  world  war  such  international  ideals  we  commend  to  the 
support  of  Christian  people  every  movement  leading  to  better  inter- 
national understanding.  We  welcome  as  capable  of  rendering  effective 
service  in  cultivating  the  right  attitude  of  mind  towards  other  nations, 
the  recently  formed  World  Alliance  of  the  Churches  for  the  Promo- 
tion of  International  Friendship,  which  organization  proposes  that  in 
each  Christian  congregation  there  should  be  a  Peacemakers'  Com- 
mittee. 

3.  That  we  urge  as  a  duty  of  all  Christian  people  the  war  against 
war  as  barbarous  and  un-Christian,  the  support  of  every  means  to 
drive  from  the  minds  of  men  the  faith  in  war  as  the  necessary  and 
inevitable  arbiter  between  nations,  and  the  courageous  opposition  to  all 
movements  which  assume  such  a  principle.  In  furtherance  of  such 
efforts  we  earnestly  call  the  attention  of  the  people  of  this  Diocese 
and    of    the    Senators    and    Congressmen    who    represent    us,    to   the 
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menace  which  any  large  and  rapid  increase  of  armaments  creates  as 
tending  to  perpetuate  the  war  system,  as  producing  suspicion  and 
distrust  among  our  own  people  as  well  as  among  other  nations 
towards  ourselves  and  as  seriously  imperiling  belief  in  the  disinter- 
estedness of  our  nation  and  therefore  of  our  power  to  assist  in  estab- 
lishing at  .the  close  of  the  present  war  a  world  system  which  shall 
adequately  express  that  solidarity  of  the  nations  as  one  family  in  God 
in  which  we  have  already  declared  our  faith. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  H.  C.  Wyckoff,  these  resolutions  were 
amended  by  striking  out  the  last  portion  thereof,  com- 
mencing with  the  words  "In  furtherance  of  such  efforts 
we  earnestly  call"  and  ending  with  the  words  "declared 
our  faith." 

This  amendment  was  adopted,  on  call  for  a  division  of 
the  House,  by  a  vote  of  forty-six  to  twelve. 

On  due  motion,  the  whole  matter  was  laid  upon  the 
table.  This  vote  being,  on  a  division  of  the  House,  thirty 
Ayes  to  twenty-three  Noes. 

The  Rev.  F.  H.  Church  made  a  statement  in  regard  to 
the  publishing  the  History  of  the  Diocese,  and  on  his 
motion,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  be  requested  to  pay 
$200  toward  the  expense  of  publishing  the  History  of  the  Diocese,  as 
authorized  by  the  Convention. 

Archdeacon  Emery  made  oral  report  for  the  Committee 
on  the  Proper  Celebration  of  the  Twenty-fifth  Anniversary 
of  the  Consecration  of  the  Bishop. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Irving  Spencer,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  Church  should  view  with  grave  concern  the 
serious  threat  to  our  home  life  in  the  growing  frequency  of  divorce ; 
and  that  this  Convention  urge  clergy  and  laity  to  use  their  full 
influence  to  establish  the  unity  and  sanctity  of  marriage  and  the  home. 

Resolved,  That  this  Convention  approve  of  an  annual  meeting  before 
Lent,  to  be  held  in  San  Francisco  or  Oakland,  when  this  important 
matter  may  be  thoroughly  discussed,  which  meeting  we  shall  urge  the 
ministers  of  all  denominations  to  attend. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  E.  F.  Gee,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  all  proposed  Amendments  to  the  Canons  and  Con- 
stitution to  be  presented  at  the  Convention  shall  be  printed  and  sent 
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out  to  clergy  and  delegates  seven  days  before   the  meeting  of   Con- 
vention. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  H.  E.  Montgomery,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  an  expression  of  the  appreciation  of  the  Convention 

be  extended  to  the  members  of  the  Cathedral  Qioir  for  their  services 

« 

at  the  Opening  Service  of  the  Convention. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  S.  J.  Lee,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  the  Convention  be  extended  to  the 
ladies  of  the  Cathedral  and  of  the  various  Parishes  for  hospitalities 
and  courtesies  to  the   Convention  during  its  present  session. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  S.  J.  Lee,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  Convention  hereby  expresses  its  thanks  to  the 
Press  of  San  Francisco  for  the  reports  of  its  meetings. 

On  due  motion,  the  Commission  on  Church  Activities 
and  the  Committee  on  the  Increase  of  the  Episcopal 
Endowment    Fund    were   continued. 

Mr.  L.  E.  McLellan  asked  the  relation  of  the  Seamen's 
Institute  to  the  Convention.  He  was  told  the  Seamen's 
Institute  was  a  Church  Institution  affiliated  with  the 
Church  and  supported  by  the  Church,  but  bearing  no 
official  relation  to  the  Convention. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  W.  A.  M.  Van  Bokkelen,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  assessment  be  increased  by  $200,  to  be  paid 
toward  the  expense  of  publishing  the  History  of  the  Diocese. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  W.  A.  M.  Van  Bokkelen,  the  Com- 
mittee on  Clergy  Pensions  was  discharged. 

The  minutes  of  the  last  day's  session  were  read  and 
approved. 

On  due  motion,  after  suitable  devotions,  the  Convention 
adjourned  sine  die,

APPENDIX  A. 


ANNUAL  ADDRESS. 


My  Dear  Brethren  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity : 

By  the  good  providence  of  Almighty  God,  manifold  mercies 
have  been  continued  to  us  in  the  twelvemonth  last  for  our 
Eucharist  this  morning.  But  much,  very  much,  there  has  been, 
too,  to  emphasize  our  prayer  of  humble  access  as  we  approach  the 
altar  to  plead  the  one  Sacrifice  for  human  frailty  and  sin.  War 
woes  moan  their  indictment  on  a  planetary  scale  against  civiliza- 
tion itself.  Even  peace  movements — many  of  them — ignore  any 
agency  of  God  to  be  invoked.  Church  and  Christian  forces  in 
many  quarters  are  rated  negligible  and  even  their  best  leadership 
is  not  without  a  sense  of  the  baffling  and  bewildering  phases  of  it 
all.  Locally  we  have  had  our  splendid  achievement  of  an  unprece- 
dented exhibit  of  the  industries  of  peace  in  the  Panama-Pacific 
International  Exposition,  and  beginning  as  it  did  with  Invocation 
for  God's  blessing,  and  ending  with  felicitous  thought  of  the  bless- 
ings of  peace,  and  characterized  in  many  ways  all  through  with  the 
recognition  and  declaration  of  the  God  from  Whom  all  blessings 
flow,  it  would  be  both  untrue  and  unjust  to  call  it  either  irre- 
ligious or  non-religious.  And  to  our  Committee  on  Our  Exposi- 
tion Missionary  Exhibit,  of  which  the  Rev.  Mr.  Gee  was  the 
efficient  Chairman,  is  due  no  small  compliment  on  its  success.  But 
any  study  of  the  influence  on  our  normal  Church  life  of  the 
Exposition  cannot  but  show  serious  inroads  upon  habits  of  wor- 
ship and  the  welfare  of  our  Congregations  in  other  respects  only 
too  appreciable.  And  in  some  unaccountable  way  it  appears  to 
have  been  an  oflF-year  in  some  phases  of  parochial  progress.  Even 
when  allowance  is  made  for  the  withdrawal  by  illness  of  your 
Bishop  for  three  months  from  his  activities — and  he  would  here 
make  his  grateful  acknowledgment  for  the  prompt  thoughtfulness 
with  which  you  have  one  and  all  co-operated  in  the  meantime  to 
supply  his  lack  of  service — the  aggregate  of  Confirmations  is  for 
example  noticeably  smaller  than  usual.  The  Official  Journal 
appended  records  this  in  detail.  The  realization  of  these  untoward 
conditions  of  the  year  1915  should,  however,  spur  us  on  to  new 
consecration  of  ourselves,  our  souls  and  bodies,  for  all  the  year  to 
come  asking  our  Heavenly  Father  so  to  assist  us  with  His  grace 
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that  we  may  do  all  such  good  works  as  He  has  prepared  for  us  to 
walk  in. 

From  our  look  outward  upon  the  spectacle  of  mankind  in  its 
fever  cf  antagonism  we  have  the  unspeakable  opportunity  for 
peace  in  our  Sacramental  insight  into  the  one  communion  and 
fellowship  in  the  Mystical  Body  of  Christ  as  we  draw  near  Him 
in  this  corporate  Communion  of  the  Diocese.  Human  fellowship 
in  sad  jeopardy  along  such  vast  lines  of  national  strife,  we  turn  to 
the  "blest  communion,  fellowship  divine,"  of  the  living  and  the 
departed.  And  taken  from  earth  since  our  last  meeting  we  recall 
the  names  of

"O  Almighty  God,  who  hast  knit  together  thine  elect  in  one 
communion  and  fellowship,  in  the  mystical  body  of  thy  Son  Christ 
our  Lord;  Grant  us  grace  so  to  follow  thy  blessed  Saints  in  all 
virtuous  and  godly  living,  that  we  may  come  to  those  unspeakable 
joys  which  thou  hast  prepared  for  those  who  unfeignedly  love 
thee;  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.     Amen." 

"Thou  which  art  Lord  at  once  of  the  living  and  of  the  dead; 
Whose  are  we  whom  the  present  world  yet  holdeth  in  the  flesh; 
Whose  are  they  withal  whom,  unclothed  of  the  body,  the  world 

to  come  hath  even  now  received; 
Give  to  the  living  mercy  and  grace,  to  the  dead  rest  and  light 

perpetual; 
Give  to  the  Church  truth  and  peace,  to  us  sinners  penitence  and 

pardon." 
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Bishops  Codman,  Toll  and  Biller  were  all  taken  from  what 
might  be  called  the  younger  roll  of  the  living  Episcopate,  their 
numbers  on  the  list  being  respectively  48,  100  and  103.  They 
were  summoned  from  their  busy  activities  with  no  abatement  of 
their  powers  which  were  so  faithfully  consecrated  to  their  several 
fields.  Even  at  this  distance  their  names  were  familiar  to  us  for 
their  good  works  and  theirs  was  that  truest  tribute  that  those  who 
knew  them  best  were  warmest  in  their  love  and  valuation  of  their 
work  and  character. 

Those  taken  from  our  Diocesan  clergy  list  were  all  from  our 
veterans,  standing  as  they  did  respectively  as  numbers  2,  4,  g  and  12 
in  order  of  seniority  of  canonical  membership  among  our  clergy. 
Dr.  Jenks  with  his  medical  training  had  been  Bishop  Kip's  friend 
and  physician  and  had  exercised  his  ministry  acceptably  at  various 
points  in  the  Diocese  before  failing  health  compelled  him  to  retire 
from  its  activities. 

Mr.  McGowan*s  name  will  long  stand  in  our  annals  as  that  with 
the  unique  record  of  having  provided  seven  first  church  buildings 
in  as  many  California  centers.  And  this  was  typical  of  his  sturdy 
faith  in  the  worship,  as  his  voice  in  Convention  was  ever  of  his 
contention  for  the  faith  once  delivered.  And  his  force  of  charac- 
ter, lightened  with  a  sunny  sense  of  humor,  left  its  mark  on  every 
community  to  which  he  ministered,  whether  in  our  valleys  or 
among  the  isolated  people  of  the  Sierra  foothills,  who  instinctively 
recognized  him  as  their  clergyman  in  general.  And  a  somewhat 
droll  tribute  to  his  pastoral  heart  came  from  the  Indians  of  a 
Rancheria  near  his  mountain  home,  who,  after  knowing  him, 
classified  all  clergymen  with  the  generic  name  of  "McGowans." 

Mr.  Linsley  I  had  known  when  we  were  fellow  clergymen  in 
Connecticut,  and  finding  him  here  when  I  came,  he  has  ever 
seemed  to  me  to  be  one  of  the  most  self-forgetful  men  I  have 
known  and  one  who  did  his  work  bearing  crosses  not  small  of 
which  few  knew,  with  a  sustaining  cheer  and  marked  sense  of 
humor  that  carried  everywhere  winning  credentials  of  his  ministry. 

Mr.  Gasmann's  record  went  back  to  ordination  by  Bishop  Kem- 
per and  to  early  mining  days,  and  at  Sonora  and  elsewhere  he 
quickly  gained  the  hearing  of  the  men  even  under  the  difficult 
conditions  of  the  places  and  times  and  proved  himself  a  true  and 
tried  pioneer  for  his  Master.  Ever  ready  in  these  recent  years  to 
help  his  brethren  as  hi^  strength  permitted,  he  has  lived  among  us 
honored  and  revered  and  in  time  of  age  was  instrumental  in 
starting  work  at  several  new  points  with  characteristic  enterprise. 

Mr.  Dunlop  had  officiated  at  Paso  Robles  under  license  for  the 
Diocese  and  in  his  short  tenure  had  notably  won  the  esteem  of 
our  Church  people  and  advanced  the  interests  of  the  work. 
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Dr.  Frank  Wilson,  as  a  member  of  our  Cathedral  Committee, 
had  thrown  himself  with  singular  zest  into  the  effort  to  create 
the  new  status  of  the  Congregation  and  so  happily  carrying  for- 
ward with  others  the  family  name  closely  and  notably  associated 
with  Grace  Parish  in  the  transition  into  Grace  Cathedral. 

The  Hon.  Robert  Howe,  late  Senior  Warden  of  Holy  Inno- 
cents* Parish,  San  Francisco,  in  his  earlier  years  was  among 
those  active  in  political  life  of  the  State  and  for  years  as  a  devoted 
officer  and  communicant  of  his  Parish  evinced  the  fidelity  of  a 
leader  among  its  laity. 

Mrs.  Kate  Field  Sherman  belonged  to  the  shaping  group  of  our 
Auxiliary  Officers  and  showed  the  same  strength  of  love  of  her 
Church  and  leaning  upon  its  help  in  her  wide  activities  as  she 
did  in  the  calm  and  trust  of  her  communion  in  the  last  hours  of 
her  earthly  life. 

Mrs.  Harriet  Win  slow  Bakewell  has  left  the  sweet  memory  of 
one  who,  interested  as  she  was  in  many  public  spirited  enter- 
prises, always  combined  thoroughness  of  attention  to  details  with 
a  charm  of  hopefulness  and  of  manner  which  made  it  a  pleasure 
to  be  associated  with  her  on  any  Board  or  Committee.  And  her 
constant  contribution  of  time  and  gift  to  the  upbuilding  of  our 
Deaconess  Training  School  in  some  of  the  most  anxious  stages, 
is  a  part  of  the  very  tradition  of  the  School. 

The  History  of  the  Diocese. 

It  is  a  noteworthy  event  of  Diocesan  history  in  itself  to  have 
the  labor  of  love  of  our  so  well  fitted  Historiographer  culminate  in 
the  publication  of  the  History  of  the  Diocese  covering,  too,  the 
account  of  the  thrice  divided  field  of  the  Church  in  the  State  of 
California.  Accrediting  publisher  in  its  make-up  as  a  volume  and 
affording  a  hand  book  of  valuable  chronicles  of  the  congregations 
compiled  with  no  little  painstaking,  as  well  as  a  narrative  of 
Diocesan  growth,  all  well  indexed,  it  should  be  in  the  libraries  of 
clergy  and  laity  and  of  ready  access  in  public  libraries.  It  is  so 
far  as  I  know  the  only  recent  full  Diocesan  History  put  forth  in 
the  American  Church.  With  the  competency  of  one  who  from  his 
long  association  with  his  only  Diocese  and  his  personal  equation 
in  so  many  of  its  stages  of  growth,  Mr.  Kclley  and  those  he  asso- 
ciated with  him  are  to  be  congratulated  upon  the  happy  realization 
of  the  hope  expressed  in  the  Preface  "to  present  such  a  compila- 
tion of  the  facts  and  events  making  up  the  record  as  will  serve  to 
perpetuate  them  in  a  convenient  and  authentic  form  for  future 
reference  and  at  the  same  time  to  place  them  somewhat  attrac- 
tively before  the  reader  by  guarding  against  too  dry  a  succession 
of  mere  dates,  names  and  statistics."     If  I  may  voice  for  you  this 
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congratulation,  may  I  not  also  voice  your  interest  in  securing 
wider  subscription  for  copies  of  it  or  prompt  attention  to  previous 
subscription  for  copies  of  it  already  in  possession  not  yet  paid, 
or  enrolling  your  names  as  subscribers  with  the  Rev.  Mr.  Church 
before   this   Convention   is  over. 

The  Primary  Synod  of  the  Province  of  the  Pacific. 

The  meeting  of  the  Primary  Synod  of  what  is  now  the  Province 
of  the  Pacific  demonstrated  the  value  of  the  Provincial  organiza- 
tion of  the  Church  in  the  large  and  representative  attendance  of 
clergy  and  laity  from  our  so  widely  separated  fields  and  in  the 
practical  constructive  spirit,  putting  first  things  first  in  an  econ- 
omy of  time  and  interest.  We  can  recall  with  satisfaction  our 
invitation  as  a  Diocese  in  first  bringing  together  here  for  cor- 
porate action  the  Missionary  Department  unit  which  preceded  the 
Province.  And  as  the  Synod  was  the  first  general  body  to  meet 
with  the  Church  on  the  East  side  of  the  bay,  it  was  marked  with 
that  hospitality  and  fidelity  to  detail  of  arrangements  which 
evoked  the  warm  commendation  of  our  visitors.  And  as  Synod 
follows  Synod  there  is  promise  of  a  widening  and  compactmg 
Church  life  and  work  throughout  the  Province  to  which  I  trust 
we  as  a  Diocese  and  our  Delegates  from  time  to  time  will  con- 
tribute most  earnestly  and  constantly.  One  gauge  of  this 
Provincial  power  and  as  a  natural  outcome  of  that  General 
National  Church  breadth  of  vision  will  be  the  better  record  of 
meeting  our  general  apportionments  for  missions,  a  matter  in 
which  for  various  causes  which  have  seemed  formidable,  we  have 
but  once  or  twice  reached  the  amount  suggested  to  us.  A  cam- 
paign of  education  will  accomplish  much,  though  steady,  patient 
effort  will  be  required.  The  Committee  on  Stewardship  appointed 
by  your  resolution  at  the  last  Convention,  charged  with  the  duty 
of  awakening  a  greater  personal  interest  regarding  the  doctrine 
of  stewardship,  that  is  to  say  sclf-proportionment,  is,  I  believe,  a 
right  and  hopeful  agency  for  such  a  campaign.  Naturally  many 
of  those  who  find  themselves  named  on  such  a  Committee  at  first 
need  to  gain  a  clear  idea  of  what  is  expected  of  them.  To  accom- 
plish this  will  take  time  and  to  that  end  several  explanatory 
circulars  have  been  addressed  to  them  as  well  as  one  to  the  clergy 
in  charge  of  congregations,  asking  their  indispensable  help  and 
influence.  It  is  proposed  to  continue  such  papers,  my  illness 
having  somewhat  retarded  the  sequence,  under  the  title  of  "Call 
to  Colors  Papers,"  and  I  would  ask  to  have  the  Committee  con- 
tinued and  invoke  the  taking  seriously  the  opportunities  and  duties 
by  each  member  of  the  Committee  to  the  point  of  prayerful  con- 
secration in  the  promotion  of  a  very  principle  of  religion. 
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Twenty-fifth  Anniversaxy  Celebration. 

A  very  precious  memory  of  the  year  which  should  have  its 
expression  here,  though  so  profoundly  and  unexpressibly  personal, 
was  the  singularly  thoughtful  and  in  some  respects  original  pro- 
vision for  the  marking  of  the  twenty-fifth  anniversary  of  my 
Episcopate,  on  St.  John  Baptist's  Day.  Nothing  could  have  been 
more  grateful  than  the  gathering  at  the  altars  of  my  people,  and 
especially  of  those  whom  I  have  confirmed,  to  join  in  the  Holy 
Communion  with  its  mystical  import  for  our  kinship  with  the 
"whole  family  in  heaven  and  earth,"  and  with  its  solace  for  the 
shortcomings,  and  its  sursum  corda  for  the  infinite  mercies  and 
blessings  of  the  Quarter  Century.  The  note  was  sacramental  and 
mattered  so  vitally  over  anything  statistical.  And  then  with  a 
delicate  appreciation  of  the  significance  of  a  day  of  blessed  ties 
the  artistic  tribute  to  her,  closest  in  my  earthly  companionship 
and  to  me  the  truest  type  on  earth  of  a  sharer  and  succorer  in  the 
joys  and  trials  of  the  passing  years,  touched  me  more  deeply  than 
I   can  say. 

Our  Office  of  Archdeacon. 

It  is  now  about  twenty  years  ago  that,  having  from  my  first 
coming  to  an  unknown  and  untried  field,  felt  the  almost  impera- 
tive need  of  the  office  of  an  expert  aide  and  one  well  informed 
and  skilled  in  the  details  of  the  Diocese,  and  having  promptly 
found  such  a  need  measurably  supplied  in  the  office  of  a  General 
Missionary,  I,  in  1896,  asked  the  Diocese  to  create  the  Office  of 
Archdeacon.  At  the  time  the  name  seemed  vague  and  in  lack  of 
definition  of  its  duties,  as  traditionally  illustrated  in  the  old  jest 
of  a  witty  Prelate  of  the  English  House  of  Lords  when  the 
House  of  Commons  found  it  necessary  in  some  document  to  detail 
an  Archdeacon's  duties  as  "a  gentleman  charged  with  archidia- 
conal  functions."  Indeed  when  asked  at  the  time  to  explain  what 
an  archdeacon  was  and  does,  I  ventured  to  do  no  more  than  to 
say  "Provide  the  office  and  I  believe  it  will  explain  itself."  I 
felt  that  there  would  have  to  be  a  gradual  revelation  of  the 
importance  and  support  of  such  an  office.  But  was  reasonably 
persuaded  that  there  was  a  real  and  not  a  figure  head  place  for  it 
in  a  Diocese,  and  that  too  on  practical  lines  which  very  early  in 
the  Western  Church  were  (among  more  archaic  duties  associated 
with  its  title  and  tenure),  "in  managing  the  Church's  revenues," 
in  keeping  the  chest,  one  writer,  St.  Leo,  expressly  describing  the 
Archdeacon  as  quern  ecclesiasiicis  negotiis  praeposint — "one  who 
has  charge  of  the  Church's  business,"  as  well  as  a  general  adjutant 
to.  the  Episcopate  to  relieve  it  of  many  absorptions  not  inherent 
in  the  office  and  leave  it  the  freer  for  its  more  essential  sphere. 
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In  a  word  it  seemed  to  offer,  if  developed  on  such  lines,  the  very 
solution  which  is  looked  for  in  many  overworked  Episcopates,  such 
as  that  real  heart  appeal  which  I  read  from  one  of  our  most 
earnest  leaders  recently  entered  upon  the  office.  "Is  there  not 
some  way  that  through  the  co-operation  of  the  clergy  and  laity 
I  can  be  relieved  of  financial  worries  to  give  my  best  thoughts 
and  effort  to  constructive  matters?"  In  the  record  now  of  a 
score  of  years, — yes,  of  a  quarter  century — for  the  forecast  of  the 
office  really  began  then — I  can  without  hesitation  affirm  that  here 
the  office  has  nobly  explained,  in  deed  magnified  itself  and  in  some 
respects  in  a  unique  way  in  the  American  Church.  I  dwell  upon 
it  then  first  because  I  think  when  fully  understood  in  what  it  has 
accomplished  in  the  length  and  breadth  of  its  scope,  it  furnishes  a 
type  modern  as  well  as  ancient.  It  does  this  in  efficiency  of 
missionary  organization  in  Diocesan  economics,  in  fostering 
missionary  and  other  funds  and  revenues,  in  accumulating  proper- 
ties, in  establishing  for  itself  true  business  repute  among  business 
men,  in  eliminating  from  the  Episcopal  Office  harassing  anxieties 
of  finance  in  manifold  directions,  missionary,  parochial  and  insti- 
tutional, in  supplying  expert  Church  representative  in  many  gen- 
eral demands  like  that  of  the  administration  of  city  as  well  as 
Church  Relief  Funds  at  the  time  of  our  great  disasters  in  1906, 
in  being  to  the  fore  in  handling  funds  for  large  building  enter- 
prises like  St.  Luke's  new  Hospital,  the  Cathedral  and  the  Divinity 
School,  in  being  a  true  eye  and  proxy  of  the  Bishop  whenever 
needed,  and  all  this  and  more  with  priestly  oversight  of  mission- 
ary work,  indeed  it  would  be  difficult  to  fully  cover  its  object 
lesson.  We  may  point  to  it,  as  to  our  other  well  known  signal 
and  progressive  fields  of  achievement  as  a  Diocese  by  our  master 
Treasurer,  of  which  imitation  in  other  Dioceses  is  the  sincerest 
flattery.  It  really  serves  more  in  some  respects  for  the  rescue  of 
the  Episcopate  from  overwhelming  business  than  the  Suffragan 
Episcopate  if  less  in  other  demands  peculiarly  episcopal.  But  to 
many  a  burdened  Bishop  the  release  from  cares  that  the  office  of 
an  archdeacon  can  give  would  more  than  provide  him  with  time 
and  thought  for  his  episcopal  duties  proper.  And  I  do  not  believe 
I  am  speaking  without  book  when  I  express  my  conviction  that 
the  Office  of  Archdeacon,  as  we  have  it  well  tried  in  the  Diocese 
of  California,  is  a  type  that,  if  fully  understood,  would  solve  many 
a  problem  for  many  a  submerged  Bishop. 

And  while  I  feel  justified  in  calling  this  extended  attention  to  a 
real  contribution  I  think  we  have  made  here  to  Diocesan  Organi- 
zation in  the  American  Church,  I  am  not  unaware  that  the  office 
must  be  interpreted  by  the  incumbent  of  it.  You  will  understand 
how  much  I  should  be  disposed  to  add  of  personal  appreciation 
and  help  all  these  years,  if  I  undertook  to  dwell  not  merely  upon 
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the  Office  but  upon  the  one  who  has  shown  its  capabilities  and 
been  my  true  and  resourceful  and  indefatigable  adjutant.  But 
neither  Archdeacon  Emery  nor  I  would  wish  that  aspect  of  it  to 
be  introduced  here  to  divert  attention  from  the  place  and  possi- 
bilities of  the  Office  in  itself  and  with  its  values  inherent  here  in 
the  title,  so  far  as  my  observation  extends  somewhat  different 
from  those  elsewhere,  however  satisfactory,  associated  with  the 
same   title. 

Would  it  not  be  a  happy  recognition  at  this  Convention,  of  the 
twenty  years  since  the  Office  was  suggested,  to  carry  on  the 
accomplishment  of  the  support  of  the  Office  from  the  somewhat 
temporary  and  preparatory  stages  in  which  it  has  of  necessity 
remained,  and  as  a  general  office  of  the  Diocese  provide  for  it 
from  the  central  funds,  I  am  informed  that  of  their  own  initiative 
and  unanimity,  your  Finance  Committee  are  to  include  such  a 
proposal  in  their  report,  it  being  understood  that  certain  adjust- 
ments relieving  apportionment  for  Church  Extension  more  than 
enough  to  cover  any  added  amounts  in  the  added  assessments,  be 
made.  It  is  no  secret  that  the  large  increase  in  the  recent  endow- 
ment of  those  very  central  funds,  to  say  nothing  of  the  increment 
to  many  other  Church  values  all  these  years,  had  a  direct  relation 
to  activities  in  the  Archdeacon's  Office  and  now  seems  an  oppor- 
tune time  to  put  the  maintenance  of  the  Office  itself  where  it 
ought  to  be,  and  was  originally  intended  to  be  as  soon  as  prac- 
ticable, on  a  secure  and  permanent  basis,  and  I  most  sincerely 
hope  it  may  now  be  done. 


The  Church  Pension  Fund. 

The  Report  to  be  made  to  you  at  this  Convention  by  your  Com- 
mittee on  the  Church  Pension  Fund,  coming  as  it  does  after 
thorough  technical  investigation,  relieves  me  here  of  any  further 
treatment  of  the  matter  other  than  to  give  it  my  hearty  com- 
mendation. Besides  the  extended  correspondence  of  the  Com- 
mittee, some  of  you  will  recall  the  advantage  our  Synod  had  of 
the  exposition  in  person  of  the  plan  by  Bishop  Lawrence,  the 
devoted  promoter  of  the  measure,  with  whom  our  Committee  also 
had  the  opportunity  of  full  conference.  None  realize  more  the 
need  of  patient  evolution  of  the  plan  through  many  problems  and 
practicalities  than  those  who  have  looked  most  completely  into  it 
and  are  most  confident  of  its  ultimate  boon  to  the  Church  if  taken 
up  in  an  earnest  and  constructive  spirit.  And  deep  down  under- 
neath surface  objections  which  may  honestly  occur  to  those  wish- 
ing to  see  it  succeed   I   submit  the   cogent  consideration   that  its 
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basic  idea  of  making  provision  for  the  clergy  by  the  Church  as  a 
right  and  as  an  automatic  principle  free  from  any  eleemosynary  or 
sensitive  association,  should  cover  a  multitude  of  minor  questions 
and  first  impressions,  in  loyalty  to  its  outworking. 


The  Nation- Wide  Preaching  Mission. 

Nation-wide  enterprises  for  the  Church  should  ever  find  us  alert 
and  responsive,  especially  when  directly  authorized  by  the  General 
Convention,  and  sturdily  promoted  by  such  leaders  as  the  Rev. 
James  E.  Freeman,  whose  coming  to  us  here  as  one  of  the  Mis- 
sioners  after  our  great  disasters,  we  do  not  forget.  If  we  have 
not  been  able  to  enter  into  this  movement  as  a  Diocese  as  soon 
as  we  would  have  wished,  it  is  only  to  recognize  the  importance 
of  it  to  have  been  unable  to  see  how,  with  the  distractions  of  the 
Exposition  and  other  conditions,  we  could  do  justice  to  such  a 
thorough  preparation  for  it  as  would  promise  us  its  real  benefit. 
If  later  on  we  can  catch  its  spirit  and  turn  to  its  use  among  us 
with  widespread  interest  and  purpose,  we  shall  not  willingly  lose 
the  opportunity.  And  its  spirit  is  perhaps  well  embodied  in  a 
paragraph  which  I  take  from  the  Manual  written  by  the  Rev. 
L.  B.  Richards  of  Atlanta:  "Every  Clergyman  should  give  him- 
self to  definite  prayer  that  the  Spirit  of  the  Lord  God  may  be 
upon  him  to  make  him  a  minister  in  the  'Ministry  of  Conversion,' 
and  first  of  all  in  the  conversion  of  himself.  Father  Bull  says, 
'Conversion  may  be  defined  as  that  change,  gradual  or  sudden,  by 
which  God  becomes  the  center  of  our  life.'  Conversely,  we  shall 
say,  (shall  we  not?),  that  the  unconverted  life  is  that  which  is 
centered  in  self.  How  many  and  subtle  are  the  temptations  to  a 
self-centered,  rather  than  a  God-centered  life,  every  priest  knows 
to  his  bitter  sorrow.'

The  Laymen's  Missionary  Movement. 

On  the,  walls  of  the  Bishop's  Office  there  hangs  a  photograph 
of  what  in  the  year  1910  was  probably  one  of  the  most  surprising 
gatherings  ever  held  in  the  city  of  San  Francisco.  It  represents  a 
banquet  scene  at  the  Palace  Hotel  of  some  eight  hundred  of  our 
prominent  citizens,  filling  the  spacious  hall  to  its  capacity.  And 
it  was  creditably  stated  that  there  were  some  two  hundred  appli- 
cants besides  for  whom  there  was  not  room.  The  novel  feature 
about  this,  amid  many  banquets  which  come  and  go  as  a  matter 
of  course  at  our  city  hostelries  was,  that  it  was  distinctively  and 
ecclesiastically  a  missionary  function  with  missions  as  its  motive. 
All  things  considered  and  especially  the  taboo  attitude  of  so  many 
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to  the  very  word  "missions"  it  was  an  experience,  together  with 
the  largely  attended  missionary  meetings  at  the  time,  to  make 
one  rub  his  eyes  to  be  sure  that  there  was  no  mistake.  The 
explanation  of  it  w^as  that  it  was  a  dinner  of  that  phenomenal 
stirring  of  Christian  men  of  all  names  throughout  our  country 
known  as  The  Laymen's  Missionary  Movement.  At  the  last 
General  Convention  of  our  Church  a  Committee  of  the  House  of 
Bishops,  while  recognizing  "some  disappointment  and  some  inev- 
itable reactions,"  reported  that  "despite  imperfect  results  in  some 
quarters  we  are  convinced  that  the  Church  at  large  has  derived 
great  positive  and  lasting  benefit  from  the  former  campaign."  The 
Committee  further  reports  that  it  is  of  the  opinion  that  it  is  quite 
important  that  ....  opportunity  be  sought  by  its  members 
and  by  our  Bishops  and  other  clergy  generally  to  co-operate  with 
the  Laymen's  Missionary  Movement,  and  on  its  recommendation 
the  Committee  was  continued  by  the  House  of  Bishops.  Many  of 
you  are  already  familiar  with  the  active  preparation  now  in  hand 
for  meetings  under  the  auspices  of  the  same  Laymen's  Missionary 
Movement  to  be  held  in  this  community  the  coming  February  20 
to  23.  A  careful  outline  of  the  all  essential  preparatory  prayer 
has  been  put  forth  by  a  General  Committee,  and  effective  arrangements 
for  our  Bay  Cities  Convention  of  the  National  Missionary  Cam- 
paign are  being  perfected.  Committees  of  laymen  from  our  Con- 
gregations are  asked  and  are  already  acting,  and  there  is  the 
promise  with  hearty  co-operation  of  our  clergy  and  congrega- 
tions of  the  suffusion  of  a  warmer  and  wider  heart-action  to  help 
us  all  to  make  good  our  Church  theory  that  every  baptized  mem- 
ber is  a  responsible  missionary.  That  is  the  first  intent  of  the 
movement,  to  give  tonic  to  every  member's  own  missionary  spirit 
and  whatever  unhappy  divisions  there  are  in  missionary  fields,  the 
fineness  of  a  true  missionary  zeal  in  every  believer  is  one  as  it 
is  the  unifying  work  of  the  One  Holy  Spirit.  A  good  prayer  for 
constant  use  and  amplification  with  special  intercession,  is  the 
Collect  for  the  Sunday  next  before  Advent,  and  I  commend  this 
movement  for  your  earnest  valuation  and  use. 

How  the  Movement  May  Really  Move. 

And  who  can  tell  how  really  contributory  a  right  use  of  this 
movement  may  be  to  the  meeting  of  some  present  conditions 
which  are  giving  deep  concern  to  many  a  leader  and  many  a 
thoughtful  lover  of  the  Master.  I  have  already  adverted  to  local 
phases  of  indifference  and  inroads  upon  religious  habits  and  devo- 
tion caused  by  the  absorptions  in  our  great  Exposition.  And  the 
indictment  upon  Christian  civilization  itself  made  in  so  many 
quarters  from  the  hideous  havoc  of  the  great  war,  calls  our  whole 
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Church  life  into  court  to  show  cause.  Does  not  such  a  Laymen's 
Movement  come  opportunely  to  appropriate  and  give  life, — as 
distinct  from  controversial, — values  to  some  of  the  phenomenal 
movements  in  the  human  heart  disclosed  by  the  very  war  itself? 
What  a  fine  sentiment,  that  of  a  furloughed  man  from  the 
trenches  telling  the  little  child  whom  he  casually  met,  "I  am 
fighting  that  you  in  your  generation  may  never  know  what  war 
is!"  And  how  significant  it  is  to  find  in  a  purely  financial  American 
newspaper,  amid  columns  of  stock  reports  and  technical  business 
data,  a  leading  editorial  of  War  and  Religion,  which  says: 
"Humanity  everywhere  has  been  shaken  into  deeper  soul  emo- 
tions, conscious  or  unconscious.  The  war  has  stimulated  pulpits, 
but  also  has  stirred  and  helped  fill  pews.  And  besides  formal 
ecclesiastical  activities,  there  have  been  many  incidental  signs  of 
feeling  or  action  that  must  be  accounted  more  or  less  religious  in 
scope,  and  of  war  origin."  And  broadcast  you  read  many  like 
testimonies  from  unexpected  sources  in  which  the  thoughts  of 
many  hearts  are  revealed.  It  is  certainly  a  duty  and  an  oppor- 
tunity of  the  Church  of  God  to  turn  all  this  to  good  account,  to 
take  these  profounder  thoughts  and  aspirations  that  are  revealed, 
like  flashes  of  warming  rays  through  the  lurid  clouds  of  war  and 
from  them  brace  the  faith  and  guarantee  the  eternal  radiance  and 
warmth  of  the  Sun  of  Righteousness  back  of  our  civilization, 
however  murky  the  immediate  canopies.  And  this  Laymen's 
Missionary  Movement  may  become  a  sort  of  emergency  measure 
in  the  Providence  of  God  to  give  first  aid  to  our  injured  Church 
and   Christian   life. 


The  Recall  to  Christ. 

No  one,  however,  would  claim  that  it  can  do  more  than  admin- 
ister such  aid  in  emergency  to  be  promptly  and  intelligently 
followed  up  by  the  normal  helps  and  habits  of  right  living  and 
of  progressive  Christian  civilization  that  we  have  in  Christ  Jesus. 

The  coincidence  of  one  of  our  Convention  days  with  the  Fes- 
tival of  the  Conversion  of  St.  Paul,  which  happens  in  so  many 
years,  is  ever  auspicious,  ever  suggestive,  but  never  more  so,  it 
would  seem,  than  today,  when  our  opening  Service  itself  uses 
that    Collect: 

"O  God,  who,  through  the  preaching  of  the  blessed  Apostle 
Saint  Paul,  has  caused  the  light  of  the  Gospel  to  shine  through- 
out the  world;  Grant,  we  beseech  Thee,  that  we,  having  his 
wonderful  conversion  in  remembrance,  may  show  forth  our  thank- 
fulness unto  Thee  for  the  same,  by  following  the  holy  doctrines 
which   he   taught;   through   Jesus   Christ   our   Lord.     Amen."

And  it  falls  in  with  the  new  notes  of  stirring  realization  of  our 
shortcomings  spiritually,  and  our  deepening  aspiration  for  better 
days,  which  I  verily  believe  is  overspreading  hearts  and  wills  of 
many  in  the  Diocese,  to  recall  one  of  Dr.  Monsell's  verses  upon 
the   Feast  and  appropriate   them    Diocesanwise: 

Blessed    Saviour,   when    we    stray 
Meet  us  on  our  will-ward  way, 
Meet  and  plead  with  us  till  we 
Yield,  repent,  and  turn  to  Thee, 
And  beneath   the   beaming  grace 
Of   Thy   reconciled   face, 
Like  the  Great  Apostle,  prove 
Converts  to  Thy  gentle  love/* 


The  Standing  Committee's  Survey  of  the  Diocese. 

Stimulus  for  Church  life,  in  such  an  aspiration,  however,  should 
never  lure  us  off  into  any  delusion  of  finding  substitutes  for  the 
life  itself  as  sustained  by  the  normal,  healthy  food  of  grace.  New 
methods  for  new  generations,  like  new  revisions  of  the  Prayer 
Book,  are  ever  a  simple  dictate  of  Church  enterprise  and  progress. 
To  ignore  them  is  to  become  culpably  "behind  the  age."  But  to 
allow  ourselves  the  obsession  that  the  old  means  of  grace  and  of 
growth  are  themselves  out  of  date,  to  have  the  itching  for  what 
old  divines  called  "newfangledness,"  is  in  its  outcome  fatal  to  the 
faith  once  for  all  delivered.  From  time  to  time  it  is  well  for  a 
Diocese  to  take  account  of  stock,  so  to  speak,  on  these  very  lines, 
to  inventory  our  assets  of  intelligent  use  of  the  traditional,  vital 
principles  and  practices  of  the  old  Apostolic  Church  and  also  to 
appraise  them  in  present  day  values  of  "buying  up  the  oppor- 
tunity," to  use  the  Apostolic  phrase,  in  a  word  of  putting  them 
into  up-to-date  terms  and  try-outs.  With  this  in 'mind,  as  we  turn 
into  the  second  quarter-century  of  the  present  Episcopate,  I  have 
asked  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese,  as  your  most  truly 
representative  Body,  and  as  my  constitutional  and  ever  sane  and 
satisfying  Council  of  Advice,  to  make  a  complete  Survey  of  the 
Diocese  as  outlined  in  the  following  request,  as  recorded  in  the 
Standing  Committee's  Minutes: 

"The  Bishop  expressed  to  the  Committee  his  sense  of  the 
advantage  it  would  be  to  the  Diocese  and  to  him  after  twenty-five 
years  in  the  Diocese,  to  have  a  careful  and  comprehensive  survey 
made  covering  the  varied  interests  and  life  in  the  Diocese,  and 
asked  the  Standing  Committee  to  act  as  his  Council  of  Advice  in 
making  such  a   survey." 

As    many    of   you   know,    they    have    already    entered    into    the 
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study  with  a  thoroughness  and  scope   that  with   the   co-operation 
of  the  clergy  and  congregations  of  the  Diocese,  to  which  they  are 
entitled,  cannot  fail  to  be  illuminating  as  to  conditions  and  sug- 
gestive of  points  of  greater  efficiency.     And  I  most  earnestly  beg 
of  you,   one   and   all,  clergy  and   laity,  to   take   this   seriously  and 
give  it  a  very  preferred  attention  among  what  you  may  sometimes 
feel  is  a  bore  of  questionnaires  in   these  days,  as  a  primary  con- 
cern   for   your   own    respective    congregations   as    well   as   for   the 
Diocese.     If  you  ever  find  yourselves  asking  "What  is  the  matter 
with   my   work   or   my   congregation?" — and   who   can    avoid    such 
searching,   disquieting  questions  of  himself,   if  his  heart  is  in   his 
work? — here   is   the    very   opportunity   to   try    to   get    real,    honest 
and    white    light    upon    it,    and   in   a    way    cordially    constructive   and 
sympathetic,  and  not  carping  nor  idly  critical.     It  is  my  purpose 
when    the    Standing   Committee    has    completed    their    Survey   and 
embodied  the   results  in   their  advices   to  issue  a   Pastoral    Letter 
to  the  Diocese  bearing  upon  the  whole  matter.     In  the  meantime 
may   I   submit  here  to  us  all,   Bishop  and  other  clergy  and  laity, 
for   our   pondering   in   the   forum   of   conscience   and    the   resolves 
of     new     consecration     and     dutifulness,     some     questions     which 
occurred  primarily  to  the  Standing  Committee  in  their  preliminary 
forecast  for  the  Survey,  but  which  they  felt  were  perhaps  too  inti- 
mate   to    the    individual    purview    to    be    incorporated    into    their 
Questionnaire : — 

1.  Can  you  give,  in  a  general  way,  a  statement  covering  the 
use  of  your  time  as  used  for  study,  calling,  meetings,  classes,  out- 
side  charitable    or   other   activities? 

2.  Do  you  frequently  speak  to  your  people  of  spiritual  matters 
or  pray  with  them  in  their  homes? 

3.  Do  you  allow  yourself  the  use  of  tobacco,  or  of  alcoholic 
beverages,  and  if  so,  are  you  careful  that  your  indulgence  offends 
not  the  sensitiveness  of  the  sick  nor  of  persons  in  communion,  nor 
hampers  your  work   in   the   ministry? 

4.  For  your  people's  sake,  do  you  control  your  temper,  tongue 
and  appetites,  crucifying  the  flesh  with  its  affections  and  lusts? 

5.  In  preaching  do  you  come  before  your  people  in  the  fullness 
of  the  blessing  of  the  Gospel  of  Christ,  which  the  Prayer  Book 
well   terms   a   comfortable   Gospel:    Do   you  make   it   so? 

6.  Are  you  prompt  to  make  amends  if  you  have  offended  any 
of  your   Parishioners  in   word   or   deed? 

7.  Do  you  periodically  read  and  pray  over  your  Ordination 
Vows,  striving  to  conform  yourself  to  your  pattern,  Jesus  Christ, 
making  full  proof  of  your  ministry?     Do  you  think  of  the  condi- 
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tions  of  the  Church  at  large?     Of  the  Diocese?     How  far  are  the 
clergy  responsible  for  unfavorable  conditions?     How  far  the  laity? 

Keble's  well  known  line  about  the  Christian   Pastor  will  afford 
a  real  key  to  open  our  self-searching — 

"Fearing  most  his  own  vain  heart."

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  MISSIONS. 

To  the  Sixty-sixth  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  California: 

The  members  of  the  Board  of  Missions  elected  by  the  sixty- 
fifth  Annual  Convention  met  for  the  first  time  on  February  18th 
and  organized.  Archdeacon  Emery  was  elected  Secretary.  Dur- 
ing the  year  it  has  held  twelve  sessions,  and  during  that  period 
has  been  called  upon  to  record  many  losses  among  those  who  in 
years  past  have  done  notable  work  in  the  Mission  Field  of  the 
Diocese. 

The  Rev.  James  S.  McGowan  entered  into  rest  on  May  17th, 
1915.  He  came  to  California  in  1873,  and  during  his  long  period 
of  service  had  built  no  less  than  seven  churches.  The  Rev. 
Carlos  S.  Linsley  came  to  California  in  1883,  at  San  Pedro  and 
Wilmington,  at  Visalia  and  Tulare,  as  Rector  at  Hanford  and  as 
Missionary  at  Sonora,  Oakdale  and  Point  Richmond.  He  left  his 
mark  as  one  who  was  ever  a  faithful  pastor,  his  end  was  as  he 
would  have  wished  it;  holding  service  on  Sunday  morning,  August 
third,  he  fell  quietly  asleep  that  afternoon.  Like  the  good  soldier 
that  he  was,  he  literally  died  in  the  harness. 

The  Rev.  David  Dunlop  came  to  Paso  Robles  from  British 
Columbia  on  leave  of  absence  from  his  parish.  During  a  brief 
ministry  of  about  eighteen  months  he  endeared  himself  to  his 
people  and  many  improvements  were  made  in  St.  James  Church. 
He  died  September  4th,  after  an  illness  of  less  than  two  weeks. 

In  1887  the  Rev.  John  C.  Gassmann  returned  to  the  Diocese 
with  which  he  had  been  connected  as  far  back  as  1859.  He  had 
held  charge  at  Sonora,  Stockton,  Santa  Clara  and  other  points. 
His  last  active  work  was  at  Saratoga,  where  he  built  St.  John's 
Church.     He  entered  into  rest  on  December  17th,  1915. 

Changes 

The  Rev.  Hamilton  Lee  has  resigned  the  charge  of  Trinity, 
Haywards,  where  during  his  long  ministry  was  finished  the  most 
complete  plant  for  work  in  the  Mission  Field.  He  is  succeeded 
by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Rimer. 

The  Rev.  W.  F.  Higby  has  resigned  the  charge  of  Centerville 
and  Niles  to  take  duty  on  the  Staff  of  St.  Mark's  Parish,  and 
has  been  succeeded  by  the  Rev.  Bayard  Hale  Jones. 
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The  Rev.  Leslie  C.  Kelley  is  in  charge  of  So.  San  Francisco, 
Colma  and   Ocean  View. 

The  Rev.  H.  St.  George  Buttrum,  Rector  of  Christ  Church, 
Sausalito,  has  Belvedere  under  his  care,  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Hadlow 
from  British  Columbia,  is  taking  the  services  at  Point  Ri<#imond 
while   attending  lectures   at  the   Church   Divinity   School. 

The  following  tables  present  a  summary  of  the  work  done  in 
the  two  Convocations,  so  far  as  they  can  be  expressed  in  figures, 
but  no  words  can  tell  of  the  faithful  continuous  work  done  by  the 
Missionaries   in   their  respective    fields.

The  financial  reports  that  are  appended  will  show  what  the 
Missions  have  done  towards  their  own  support,  the  amount  of  the 
donations  received  for  the  work,  and  the  amount  paid  by  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Church  Extension  Fund,  and  by  the  General 
Board  in  New  York  for  the  women  workers  in  the  Racial  Mis- 
sions. Especial  attention  is  directed  towards  the  liberal  donations 
that  have  been  received,  but  for  this  help  from  outside  sources, 
much  of  the  work  would  have  to  be  given  up. 

As  Trustees  of  the  Disabled  Clergy  and  Widows'  and  Orphans* 
Funds,  we  report  the  income  of  the  two  funds  amounts  to 
$3,922.27.  The  principal  of  the  two  funds  are  $36,940.78  and 
$21,745.34  respectively,  a  total  of  $60,186.12,  an  increase  of  $995.94 
since  the  last  report. 

The  Exposition  has  closed.  With  all  loyal  Californians  we  re- 
joice at  the  success,  at  the  same  time  we  realize  that  it  has  had  a 
deterrent  eflFect  upon  Church  attendance  and  Church  giving. 
Country  parishes  and  missions  have  felt  this  quite  as  seriously  as 
those  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  the  bay.  Notwithstanding  the 
fact   that   the  balance  of  $800  due   on   the   note   reported  by  the 
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Treasurer  a  year  ago  has  been  paid  off  in  full  by  special  gifts,  the 
Board  regrets  to  report  that  it  enters  upon  the  new  year  with  a 
deficit  of  $1,800,  and  that  with  the  added  fact  that  the  Cathedral, 
Trinity  Church,  and  St.  Luke's,  San  Francisco,  St.  Matthew's. 
San  Mateo,  Trinity,  San  Jose,  and  Trinity,  Menlo  Park,  have  all 
met  their  apportionments  in  full,  more  than  90%  of  the  Missions 
have  done  the  same,  and  yet  because  of  the  failure  of  so  many 
parishes,  we  face  a  larger  deficit  than  a  year  ago. 

The  Board  can  only  state  the  facts  to  the  Convention.  During 
the  year  it  has  over  and  over  again  discussed  the  situation.  It 
can  not  decrease  salaries  that  are  already  too  small;  it  can  not 
take  upon  itself  to  close  Missions  where  good  and  effective  work 
is  being  done.  It  is  prepared  to  furnish  any  information  that  may 
be  desired  by  any  member  of  the  Convention,  and  it  asks  the 
Convention  to  take  the  responsibility  of  directing  how  expenses 
shall  be  reduced  to  meet  the  probable  income.  If  there  is  to  be 
a  step  backward,  it  must  be  because  the  Convention  so  directs. 
And  yet  the  Board  believes  that  with  the  record  of  the  past  year 
as  shown  in  this  report  being  carefully  studied,  in  view  of  the 
splendid  work  that  is  being  done,  the  Council  of  the  Church  here 
assembled  will  have  the  courage  and  the  faith  to  say  "Not  back- 
ward, but  forward."  God's  work  shall  not  be  stopped  for  lack 
of  means.

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REPORT   OF  THE   ARCHDEACON. 

To  the  Sixty-sixth  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  California: 

Since  the  ordination  to  the  Diaconate  of  the  Rev.  Leslie  C. 
Kelley,  the  work  under  his  charge  at  South  San  Francisco,  Ocean 
View  and  Colma  has  taken  on  new  life.  A  Guild  hall  has  been 
added  at  the  former  place  in  which  the  Missionary  may  live,  and 
with  the  aid  of  two  lay-readers  services  are  maintained  at  the 
three  points,  and  the  Sunday  Schools  are  increasing  in  numbers. 
Plans  have  been  drawn  for  a  parsonage  on  the  Church  grounds  at 
South  San  Francisco  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  building  can  be  erected 
this  year;  the  estimated  cost  is  $1,500,  of  which  the  people  have 
pledged  in  money,  labor  and  material,  $1,000.  Here  is  an  oppor- 
tunity for  specials  towards  the  remaining  $500,  the  giving  of  which 
would  greatly  encourage  both  Mr.  Kelley  and  his  people. 

The  report  of  the  Rev.  W.  M.  Bours  of  the  work  done  by  him 
and  his  faithful  assistant,  Miss  Mary  French,  at  the  Relief  Home 
and  the  City  and  County  Hospital  shows  the  fruitage  that  might 
be  expected  from  the  earnest,  faithful  work  that  goes  on  at  those 
two  institutions  where  are  gathered  together  the  poor  and  the 
sick  of  our  great  city.  It  tells  of  135  services,  173  celebrations, 
12  baptized,  5  confirmed,  122  buried,  but  does  not  include  a  record 
of  the  hundreds  of  bedside  visits,  personal  calls,  earnest  talks  and 
help  given.  How  many  of  our  Church  people  have  ever  visited 
these  Institutions,  or  have  any  personal  knowledge  of  the  kind  of 
work  the  Church  has  maintained  there  for  so  many  years? 

Regular  services  have  been  maintained  at  St.  Barnabas  in  the 
Excelsior  District,  by  the  lay-reader,  Mr.  Fred  Foster.  The  press- 
ing need  of  the  Mission  is  one  who  can  do  regular  pastoral  visit- 
ing all  through  the  neighborhood. 

Institutional  Work. 

The  good  Samaritan  Mission  has  had  one  of  the  most  success- 
ful years  of  its  history.  A  friend  of  the  vicar  has  given  him  an 
automobile,  a  great  help  in  making  calls  and  new  helpers  have 
volunteered  from  without.  The  work  of  the  Dispensary  shows  a 
very  large  increase  over  last  year,  and  the  Annual  Report  shows 
the  number  of  communicants  202,  baptized  38,  confirmed  14, 
services  243,  celebrations  76,  while  in  addition  to  the  amount 
passing  through  the  Archdeacon's  office  there  has  been  raised 
during  the  past  year  $2,426.71.  At  this  office  the  receipts,  pledges, 
donations  and  interest  on  endowments  have  been  $2,798,  expendi- 
tures $3,388.88 — ^making  the  excess  of  payments  over  the  receipts 
$590.88. 
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Since  the  Rev.  J.  H.  Oehlhoff  has  gone  to  the  Canon  Kip 
Memorial  Mission  there  has  been  a  very  marked  increase  in  all 
its  varied  activities.  Living  as  he  does  at  the  Mission,  he  is  in 
almost  daily  contact  with  the  boys  and  young  men  in  the  neigh- 
borhood and  is  gaining  an  influence  over  many  of  them.  The 
active  help  and  service  rendered  by  a  number  of  ladies  and  gen- 
tlemen who  have  become  interested  in  the  Clubs,  Dispensary 
and  Clothing  Bureau  and  Sewing  School  is  most  gratefully 
acknowledged. 

The  Seamen's  Institute  reports  through  the  Chaplain,  the  Rev. 
M.  Mullineux,  a  most  generous  response  to  the  annual  Christ- 
mas appeal,  and  that  dinners  were  provided  on  that  festival  for 
more  than   six   hundred  sailors. 

The  racial  work  that  the  Diocese  is  doing  is  known  to  but  few 
of  our  clergy  or  laymen  so  far  as  any  personal  knowledge  is 
concerned.  The  reports  from  St.  Augustine  and  the  Japanese 
Mission  tell  of  steady  earnest  work.  The  former  reports  21 
baptisms  during  the  year  and  19  confirmed,  while  the  financial 
report  shows  an  increase  over  last  year,  and  the  fine  record  of 
nearly  $50  given  for  Missions,  and  outside  objects.  The  Chinese 
work  under  the  Rev.  Dan'l  G.  C.  Ng  has  made  fine  progress, 
especially  in  view  of  the  loss  of  the  services  of  the  Rev.  T.  J. 
Williams,  who  for  so  long  a  time  had  been  identified  with  the 
work  among  the  Chinese  in  Oakland.  With  the  addition  of  an- 
other paid  woman  worker,  Mr.  Ng  is  caring  for  both  missions, 
but  the  growth  here  in  the  city  is  so  great  that  he  has  not  room 
in  the  building  for  those  who  want  to  come;  he  needs  more 
teachers  and  he  especially  needs  some  one  to  play  the  organ  for 
the  Sunday  School  and  the  regular  services. 

If  during  this  week  members  of  the  Convention  would  visit  the 
Good  Samaritan  and  the  Canon  Kip  Memorial  Mission  they 
would  realize  the  extent  and  variety  of  work  that  the  Church  is 
doing  far  more  vividly  than  by  hearing  or  reading  reports  that  of 
necessity  must  be  brief  and  deal  largely  with  statistics.  The 
members  of  our  Church,  Clergy  and  laity  alike,  would  find  that 
personal  knowledge  of  good  work  that  is  being  well  done  would 
lead  to  personal  interest. — Then  the  money  problem  would  be 
solved.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DEAN  OF  THE  CONVOCATION  OF 

SAN  FRANCISCO. 


The  Convocation  of  San  Francisco,  ALAS!  It  has  been  robbed 
of  its  rich  rural  territory  by  a  long  range  Canon.  We  have  hardly 
accustomed  ourselves  to  the  new  conditions  that  face  us.  For  my 
part  I  have  a  strange  feeling  of  desolation.  In  four  months  I 
shall  cease  to  hold  the  noble  office  of  Dean  of  the  Convocation  of 
San  Francisco,  an  office  whose  dignity  and  worth  I  have  for  over 
five  years  been  trying  to  discover  ever  since  I  was  elected  be- 
cause no  one  else  would  have  the  position.  As  the  Convention 
has  devoted  much  time  to  the  discussion  of  a  name  for  the  new 
Convocation  in  the  East  Bay  Counties,  it  is  well  to  note  that  at  least 
the  name  is  suggestive  of  the  country;  "Oak-land"  is  good.  It  is 
interesting  also  to  find  that  the  names  of  the  rural  Deans  are 
suggestive  of  their  work — Gardner  and  Hodgkin,  son  of  a  rustic. 

May  I  draw  your  attention  to  some  neglected  Canons  of  this 
Diocese.  It  is  well  known  that  ancient  artillery  is  of  little  use  in 
modern  warfare.  An  ancient  muzzle  loading  Canon  requires  the 
missionaries  in  the  Diocese  to  fire  four  times  a  year  two  copies  of 
a  report  at  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Missions.  It  is  also 
required  that  after  the  Secretary  has  been  hit,  he  shall  pass  one 
copy  on  to  the  Dean.  This  Canon  I  presume  jammed  in  its  dis- 
charge, I  have  heard  only  one  such  report  in  over  five  years. 

Another  beautiful  bronze  Canon  of  great  age  expects  the  mis- 
sionary after  the  annual  meeting  of  the  members  of  the  Mission 
to  immediately  make  a  report  to  the  Dean  of  Convocation.  The 
detonations  of  this  Canon  have  shaken  no  plaster  from  my  walls 
or  ceilings.  Unless  this  Canon  is  properly  fired  it  might  be 
assumed  that  there  was  no  ammunition  for  it.  It  might  in  plain 
words  be  assumed  by  the  Dean  that  no  such  Annual  Meeting  had 
been  held,  and  he  might  use  the  same  Canon,  load  it  and  fire  it 
back  at  the  missionary  and  inform  the  members  of  the  Mission 
that  he  had  appointed  certain  persons  as  officers.  An  awkward 
situation  is  sure  to  arise  when  a  Canon  is  fired  from  both  ends. 

Further,  let  it  be  noted  that  the  delegates  to  the  Convention  are 
to  be  elected  at  a  duly  convened  meeting.  Now  as  a  matter  of 
fact,  I  not  merely  would  be  justified  in  assuming  that  the  annual 
meeting  in  some  instances  was  not  duly  convened,  but  I  do  know 
that  in  some  instances  such  meetings  have  not  been  held.  Let  it 
be  noted  that  it  is  not  within  the  province  of  the  missionary  to 
appoint  the  officers  of  the  Mission  nor  is  he  permitted  to  appoint 
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the  delegates;  they  must  be  elected.  You  can  easily  see  that 
under  the  Canons  certain  Missions  are  without  representation 
unless  the  Canons  are  carefully  obeyed.  This  is  a  matter  of 
importance. 

The  Convocation  of  San  Francisco  has  held  two  meetings  dur- 
ing the  year,  one  of  which  was  noted  for  its  avoidance  of  the 
money  question,  and  for  its  serious  consideration  of  the  State  of 
the   Church. 

During  the  past  year  it  has  been  my  privilege  to  visit  on  Sun- 
days and  week  days  thirteen  of  the  Missions,  some  of  them  more 
than  once.  It  is  a  great  inspiration  to  see  how  well  work  is  being: 
carried  on.  At  St.  Philip's,  Oakland,  I  found  Parish  registers 
that  would  have  gladdened  the  heart  of  the  most  scrupulous  critic 
of  communicants'  lists.  At  Point  Richmond  I  found  a  guild  which 
for  the  first  time  had  the  opportunity  of  spending  the  proceeds  of 
its  sale  as  it  desired,  without  having  to  sink  it  all  in  the  mort- 
gage.* At  Martinez  the  visitor  hears  with  joy  a  choir  that  has 
no  equal  in  the  Diocese.  A  sure  advance  is  taking  place  and  the 
congregation  at  the  evening  service  consisted  of  men  the  majority 
of  whom  were  not  communicants  of  the  Church.  At  Walnut 
Creek  on  a  very  stormy  Sunday  I  found  signs  of  growth  as  well 
as  improvement  in  the  property. 

By  next  year  St.  Augustine's  should  be  an  organized  Mission. 
There  is  a  fine  work  enthusiastically  sustained  and  devotedly  min- 
istered to.  At  present  there  is  no  adequate  Church  building.  It 
is  out  of  the  question  for  the  Diocese  to  expect  this  congregation 
to  furnish  the  funds,  as  the  colored  people  are  not  wealthy.  They 
have  done  well  in  maintaining  without  support  their  regular  ex- 
penses and  they  have  made  very  liberal  contributions  to  the 
Missionary  Boards  of  the  Church.  If  any  one  here  would  like  to 
do  a  really  good  deed,  let  him  give  these  people  a  Church. 

♦The  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  when  this  report  was  finished, 
stated  that  over  thirty  dollars  of  this  money  was  sent  in  for  Gen- 
eral Missions  in  memory  of  the  faithful  services  of  the  Rev.  C.  S.

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REPORT    OF   THE    DEAN    OF   THE    CONVOCATION    OF 

SAN  JOSE. 


Owing  to  the  enforced  absence  of  the  Dean,  and  as  requested  by 
him  on  the  Sunday  previous  to  the  opening  of  the  Convention,  the 
Secretary  of  the  Convocation  of  San  Jose  has  prepared  the  follow- 
ing report  from  such  material  as  has  come  to  his   notice. 

Clerical  Changes. 

The  Rev.  Wm.  A.  Brewer  has  taken  active  charge  of  St.  Paul's 
Mission  at  Burlingame. 

The  Rev.  F.  H.  Church  has,  for  the  last  six  months,  ministered 
to  St.  Peter's  Parish,  Redwood  City. 

The  Rev.  D.  S.  Thomas  has  taken  up  his  duties  as  assistant  to 
the  Rector  of  St.  Matthew's  Parish,  San  Mateo. 

The  Rev.  Ralph  Bray,  formerly  of  Vancouver,  B.  C,  has  taken 
charge  of  the  parish  of  St.  Luke's,  Los  Gatos. 

Mr.  C.  A.  Mainwaring,  lay-reader  in  charge  of  the  Church  of  the 
Holy  Saviour  at  Santa  Clara,  reports  good  progress  in  his  field. 

Missionary  Progress. 

The  Convocation  of  San  Jose,  in  spite  of  hard  times  and  gen- 
erally adverse  circumstances,  is  glad  to  report  a  substantial 
increase  in  offerings  both  for  Diocesan  and  General  Missions. 
Several  of  the  Parishes,  together  with  nearly  all  the  Missions, 
having  this  year  met  their  two  apportionments. 

The  Rev.  E.  T.  Brown,  assistant  at  Trinity  Church,  San  Jose, 
has  taken  charge  of  the  thriving  little  Mission  at  Sunnyvale.  It 
is  proposed  to  exchange  their  present  lot  for  one  more  centrally 
located,  whereupon  to  erect  a  church  building  in  the  near  future. 

The  Rev.  M.  Mullineux  has  been  holding  regular  services  at  Los 
Altos. 

San  Luis  Obispo  is  to  be  congratulated  upon  having  become  a 
Parish,  under  the  efficient  leadership  of  the  Rev.  C.  H.  L.  Chandler. 

It  is  with  very  real  sorrow  that  we  record  the  death  of  the  Rev. 
D.  Dunlop,  in  September,  1915.  The  passing  away  of  this  faith- 
ful Pastor  leaves  his  late  charge,  Paso  Robles,  vacant. 
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Another  death  which  occurred  in  this  Convocation  was  that  of 
the  Rev.  J.  S.  McGowan,  who  for  many  years  has  been  a  mission- 
ary in  the  Diocese,  during  which  time  he  built  seven  churches, 
three  of  which  are  now  under  charge  of  his  son,  who  is  following 
in  his  father's  footsteps. 

Two  new  organizations  have  been  founded  in  the  Convocation 
of  San  Jose  this  year, — one,  the  Peninsula  Church  Women's 
Association,  comprising  all  the  Parishes  and  Missions  between 
Burlingame  and  Los  Gatos,  and  holding  quarterly  meetings, — and 
the  other,  the  Federation  of  Women's  Auxiliaries  of  the  Monterey 
Bay  Cities,  which  also  convenes  four  times  a  year. 

Meetings  of  Convocation. 

Two  meetings  of  the  Convocation  of  San  Jose  have  been  held 
during  the  last  twelve  months, — one,  at  San  Mateo,  in  April,  at 
which  twenty-one  of  the  clergy  were  present;  the  other,  at  Del 
Monte  and  Pacific  Grove,  in  November,  at  which  twenty  of  the 
clergy   were    present. 

Both  of  these  meetings  were  helpful  in  their  cordial  sociability 
as  well  as  inspiring  in  their  capital  missionary  tone. 
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WOMAN'S  AUXILIARY 


The  Semi-Annual  Meeting  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary. 

The  Semi-Annual  Service  was  held  in  Grace  Cathedral  on  Friday 
of  Convention  Week  at  10:30  o'clock.  Bishop  Nichols  had  hoped 
to  be  with  us,  but  was  not  allowed  by  his  physician  and  se^it  a 
message  expressing  his  regret.  Archdeacon  Emery  was  Celebrant, 
and  with  him  in  the  Chancel  were  the  Rev.  L.  B.  Ridgely  of 
Hankow,  the  Rev.  C.  H.  L.  Chandler,  the  Rev.  E.  A.  McGowan, 
the  Rev.  C.  O.  Tillotson,  the  Rev.  Edward  Morgan,  the  Rev.  F.  G. 
Williams,  the  Rev.  M.  Mullineux  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Bray.  The 
preacher  was  the  Rev.  E.  H.  McCollister  of  Calvary  Church,  Santa 
Cruz.  The  text  was,  "Let  this  same  mind  be  in  you  that  was  in 
Christ  Jesus."     He  said  in  part: 

"A  congregation  of  missionary  workers  would  naturally  look 
to  the  Church's  greatest  Missionary  for  words  of  vision  and  guid- 
ance. Such  words  are  found  in  the  saying  of  St.  Paul:  'Let  this 
same  mind  be  in  you  which  was  also  in  Christ  Jesus.* 

"Let  us  seek  a  vision  of  four  of  the  distinguishing  marks  of  the 
mind  of  Christ,  for  manifestly  he  who  would  endeavor  to  spread 
Christianity  must  know  something  of  the  mind  of  the  Master. 

"First,  then,  let  us  endeavor  to  see  in  the  mind  of  Christ  a 
revelation  of  the  truth  of  God.  Pontius  Pilate  was  not  the  first 
man  to  ask,  'What  is  truth?*  From  the  beginning  men  have  asked 
that  question.  Christ  is  the  Revealer  of  the  Truth.  But  men 
also  ask  how  they  are  to  know  that  truth.  It  is  brought  to  them, 
not  by  individuals,  but  by  the  Church  and  the  Scriptures.  He  ^vho 
would  teach  men  about  God  must  have  some  vision  of  the  mind 
of  Christ  as  thus  declared  in  the  Catholic  Faith. 

"Second,  he  who  would  know  the  mind  of  Christ  must  have  a 
sense  of  the  sorrow  and  sins  of  the  world.  There  are  crushing 
industrial  and  social  forces,  and  the  sins  of  the  great  grinding 
cities,  and  the  petty  narrowing  problems  of  the  visionless  country- 
side. Evil,  sorrow  and  suffering  are  everywhere.  He  who  would 
help  the  world  as  a  Christian  must  to  some  extent  at  least  feel 
these  things  as  Christ  did. 
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"Third,  the  mind  of  Christ  reveals  to  us  the  Divine  Compassion. 
He  knows  the  full  significance  of  the  evil  of  life  as  man  cannot 
know.  Yet  He  so  loved  the  world  that  He  gave  His  Son.  And 
the  Son  so  loved  that  He  came.  The  spirit  of  condemnation 
would  be  fatal  to  the  missionary,  or  to  any  Christian.  Love  of 
humanity  is  as  necessary  to  him  as  love  of  God.  And  the  city 
worker  must  strive  to  understand  the  loneliness  of  the  country 
priest,  just  as  the  rural  folk  must  strive  to  have  a  vision  of  the 
wider  problems  of  the  city  parishes.  Both  must,  to  some  degree 
at  least,  know  the  compassionate  side  of  the  mind  of  Jesus. 

"Fourth,  there  is  needed  the  sense  of  mission.  The  mind  of 
Christ  was  filled  with  the  consciousness  that  He  had  been  sent 
from  the  Father.  Particularly  He  came  to  make  people  under- 
stand that  the  moral  law  is  not  sufficient  for  man's  highest  culture. 
What  is  the  use  of  knowing  theological  truth,  of  seeing  the  evil 
of  the  world,  of  loving  the  weak  or  the  fallen,  if  we  had  no  sense 
of  having  been  sent  to  help  them?  And^^^rticularly,  what  is  the 
use  of  calling  ourselves  Christians  if  we^di^  not  realize  that 
Christianity  is  something  more  than  ethics,  morStljty,  education, 
social  polish,  and  civilization?  He  who  does  not  realize  this  has 
no  mission  to  the  world,  and  the  world  has  no  need  a^yJ^^^J  *^^ 
the  world  already  has  the  Law  and  the  Prophets  of  thes"^^^^^^ 
order.  In  Christ's  mind  is  something  infinitely  deeper  thaii4^*^* 
and  the  Christian — ^above  all  the  missionary — must  realize  it.      *^. 

"Finally,  truth  may  be  'forever  on  the  scaffold'  and  'wrong  for-\ 
ever  on  the  throne,'  but  we  must  also  remember  that  'God 
standeth  in  the  shadow  keeping  watch  above  His  own.'  Accord- 
ing to  our  faith  will  it  be  done  unto  us." 

The  offering  ($109.91)  was  as  usual  at  this  service  for  the 
Bishop's  Auxiliary   Fund. 

The  semi-Annual  Meeting  was  held  at  2:30  o'clock,  with  a  large 
attendance  representing  thirty-three  Branches.  The  first  address 
was  by  the  Rev.  L.  B.  Ridgely  of  Hankow,  who  spoke  of  condi- 
tions in  China — the  opportunity  of  the  Church  in  educating  women, 
and.  the  School  for  Catechists  in  which  he  himself  works.  As 
proof  of  the  advance  of  Christianity  in  China,  Mr.  Ridgely  told  of 
the  first  Synod  of  the  Church  in  China,  in  which  a  province  was 
set  apart  as  a  field  with  a  native  Bishop,  to  be  supported  by  native 
contributions,  and  a  Missionary  Society  was  organized. 

Archdeacon  Emery  gave  an  account  of  some  features  of  the  last 
meeting  of  the  Board  of  Missions  in  New  York.  The  offering  in 
the  afternoon  was  divided  between  St.  Luke's  International  Hos- 
pital in  Tokyo  and  St.  Mary's  Hall  in  Shanghai.  It  amounted  to 
$553.83. 
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Deaconess  Hodgkin  announced  that  a  graduate  of  the  Traininj^ 
School  at  Berkeley  has  been  accepted  by  the  Board  of  Missions 
for  service  in  China,  and  also  that  a  teacher  who  is  boarding  at 
the  school  has  volunteered  to  go  to  St.  Hilda's  School  in  Wuchang. 

A  delicious  luncheon  was  served  at  mid-day  by  the  ladies  of 
Trinity,  San  Francisco.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CORPORATION  OF  THE  DIOCESE. 

To  the  Sixty-sixth  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  California'. 

The  Directors  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese 
of  California  (a  Corporation)  respectfully  report  to  the  Conven- 
tion for  the  year  February  10,  1915,  to  January  25,  1916,  as  re- 
quired by  Article  10  of  the  By-Laws,  excepting  that  for  detailed 
statement  of  financial  matters  and  investments  reference  is  hereby 
made  to  the   report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the   Corporation. 

The  Directors-elect  as  chosen  by  the  Sixty-fifth  Annual  Con- 
vention of  the  Diocese  certified  by  the  Secretary  thereof,  met  on 
Wednesday,  the  tenth  day  of  February,  1915,  at  the  Diocesan 
House,  in  San  Francisco,  in  accordance  with  the  notification  of 
said  Secretary,  together  with  the  Rt.  Rev.  William  Ford  Nichols, 
D.D.,  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  director  ex  officio^  and  organized  as 
the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Corporation  by  the  election  of 
Directors  John  A.  Emery  as  President,  William  H.  Crocker  as 
Vice-President,  D.  O.  Kelley  as  Secretary,  and  W.  A.  M.  Van 
Bokkelen  as  Treasurer. 

The  elective  members  of  the  Investment  Committee  were  elected 
as  follows:  Wm.  H.  Crocker,  W.  A.  M.  Van  Bokkelen,  and 
A.  C.  Kains. 

The  Committee  on  Acceptance  of  Title  to  Real  Estate  was 
completed  by  the  election  of  George  B.   Scott. 

A    new    Standing    Order,    No.    4,    entitled    Assistant    Treasurer, 
was  duly  adopted,   as   follows: 
"No.  4.     Assistant  Treasurer. 

The  Treasurer  shall  nominate  an  Assistant  Treasurer  to  be 
elected  by  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Corporation  of  the 
Diocese,  to  hold  office  during  its  pleasure  or  until  his  successor 
shall  be  appointed;  he  shall  perform  such  duties  as  the  Treasurer 
may  assign  to  him,  and  he  shall  give  bonds  to  the  Corporation  in 
such  amount  as  the  Board  of  Directors  may  deem  necessary." 

The  Treasurer  then  nominated  Mr.  F.  M.  Lee,  of  Berkeley,  as 
the  Assistant  Treasurer,  and  Mr.  Lee  was  thereupon  unanimously 
elected   as   Assistant  Treasurer   by   the    Board   of   Directors.

The  security  to  be  given  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  Corporation 
and  ex  officio  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  was  fixed  at  five  hundred 
dollars,  and  that  of  the  Assistant  Treasurer  at  three  thousand 
dollars — the  form  of  the  security  so  given  in  each  case  to  be 
approved   in   writing   by   the    Investment    Committee. 

The  Treasurer  stated  that  he  should  and  did  then  and  there 
assign  to  the  Assistant  Treasurer  all  of  the  work  of  the  Treasurer 
as  ex  officio  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese. 

The  Diocesan  House,  No.  1215  Sacramento  St.,  San  Francisco, 
was  fixed  upon  as  the  principal  place  of  business  of  the  Corpora- 
tion and  where  the  regular  meetings  of  the  Directors  should  be 
held. 

It  was  determined  that  there  be  one  Regular  Meeting  of  this 
Board  of  Directors,  being  the  one  required  to  be  held  within  the 
two  weeks  immediately  preceding  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the 
Convention  of  the  Diocese;  and  that  Special  Meetings  be  called 
by  the  President  when  required  for  general  and  special  business 
to  be   held  at  such  time  and  place  as   he  shall  designate. 

It  was  provided  that  any  premium  or  expense  necessary  in 
procuring  the  bonds  required  to  be  given  by  the  Treasurer  and 
the   Assistant   Treasurer    should    be   paid    by    the    Corporation. 

One  parcel  of  real  estate  has  been  vested  in  this  Corporation 
in  addition  to  those  listed  in  our  last  year's  report,  viz:  a  portion  of 
Lot  No.  twelve  (12),  in  Block  No.  four  (4),  as  shown  on  official 
map  of  the  lands  of  the  Sausalito  Land  and  Ferry  Company,  filed 
April  26,  1869,  in  the  office  of  the  County  Recorder  of  Marin 
County,  Calif.,  in  the  city  of  San  Rafael.  Said  real  estate  consti- 
tuting the  property  and  site  of  the  parish  and  church  buildings  of 
Christ  Church,  Sausalito,  and  fully  described  in  the  deed  of  con- 
veyance made  by  the  Rt.  Rev.  Wm.  I.  Kip,  Bishop  of  California, 
in  trust  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  Christ  Church,  Sausalito,  and 
also  in  the  Record  Book,  No.  2,  of  the  Secretary  of  this  Cor- 
poration, pages  90  and  91.  This  deed  was  dated  June  6,  1889,  and 
recorded  June  12,  1889,  at  the  request  of  F.  Avery,  in  Liber  9 
of  Deeds,  page  627,  of  Marin  County  Records. 

Note. — This  deed  does  not  appear  to  have  been  delivered  to  this 
Corporation  at  the  time  it  was  made,  nor  afterwards,  till  Feb'y  24, 
1915,  when  the  fact  of  such  non-delivery  coming  to  the  attention 
of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  and  of  the  Rector  of  the  Parish,  a 
certified  copy  of  the  deed  was  presented  from  the  records  of  the 
County  Recorder  of  Marin  County  on  the  date  last  above  given, 
and  sent  to  the  Secretary  of  this  Corporation  and  by  said  Secre- 
tary duly  listed  in  the  record  of  real  estate  held  by  the  Corporation. 
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One  parcel  of  real  estate  has  been  conveyed  by  this  Corpora- 
tion, to  wit:  by  deed,  duly  made  and  executed,  to  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Bishop  of  San  Joaquin  (a  Corporation  Sole),  dated 
July  23,  1915,  granting  and  conveying  Lot  No.  five  (5)  in  Block 
No.  nineteen  (19)  as  designated  and  laid  down  upon  the  official 
map  of  the  city  of  Visalia,  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  County 
Recorder  of  Tulare   County,   California. 

The  list  of  parcels  of  real  estate  now  held  by  this  Corporation 
is  the  same  as  that  reported  to  the  Convention  of  1915,  and  to  be 
found  printed  in  the  Convention  Journal  of  that  year,  at  pages 
137-139,  with  the  addition  thereto  of  the  Church  property  in 
Sausalito,  Marin  County,  as  hereinabove  noted,  and  the  omission 
of  that  in  Visalia,  Tulare  County,  conveyed  during  the  past  year 
as  above  specified  to  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Bishop  of  San 
Joaquin. 

The  Investment  Committee  has  reported  to  the  Board  of 
Directors  that  there  have  been  sold  during  the  year,  for  the 
purpose  of  re-investment.  $14,000.00  of  Santa  Cruz  Portland 
Cement  Co.  Bonds;  and  $10,000.00  San  Joaquin  Light  &  Power 
Co.  5%  Bonds,  for  $23,577.00;  and  have  received,  besides,  $1,533,95, 
balance  from  1915;  $6,000.00  from  the  "Twentieth  Anniversary 
Fund,"  account  of  Endowment  Fund;  from  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Diocese,  account  of  collections  for  Episcopal  Endowment  Fund, 
$200.69;  Eastman  Fund,  $199.83;  Disabled  Clergy  and  Widows' 
and  Orphans'  Funds; — total  from  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  (in- 
cluding $500  for  the  "Rev.  F.  B.  A.  Lewis,  M.D.,  Fund"),  $1,896.46. 

There  have  been  invested  in  Sacramento  Electric  Gas  and  R.  R. 
5%  bonds  $2,025.00;  in  Mount  Whitney  P.  &  E.  Corporation  6%, 
$12,022.50;  Pac.  Telephone  &  Telegraph  Co.,  $2,981.25;  and  San 
Joaquin  L.  &  P.  Corporation,  Series  C,  $14,950.00.  Leaving  a  bal- 
ance of  $1,743.79  in  commercial  bank.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMISSION  ON  CHURCH 

CHARITIES. 

To  the  Sixty-sixth  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  California: 

Since  the  appointment  of  the  Commission  on  Church  Charities 
on  December  31,  1915,  the  Commission  has  held  three  meetings.  At 
these  meetings  conferences  were  held  with  representatives  of  several 
of  the  Church  institutions. 

A  general  plan  for  the  year's  work  has  been  formulated,  and  this 
plan  will  in  due  time  be  submitted  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  for 
his  approval. 

The  publication  of  a  pamphlet  containing  the  proper  legal  forms 
of  bequest  for  all  our  Church  foundations  is  receiving  the  Commis- 
sion's attention,  and  it  is  hoped  that  this  work  will  have  been  com- 
pleted within  three  or  four  months.  The  pamphlet  will  be  dis- 
tributed generally  throughout  the  Diocese,  and  particularly  to  attor- 
neys at  law. 

As  yet  the  Commission  has  not  had  opportunity  to  visit  the 
diocesan  institutions.  But  as  the  Commission  has  been  appointed 
for  service  during  the  year,  its  members  will  endeavor,  as  time  goes 
on,  to  make  themselves  thoroughly  familiar  with  the  institutional 
work  of  the  Diocese,  and  to  perform  such  other  services  as  the 
Bishop  may  suggest.

Maria  Kip  Orphanage  and  Alfred  Nuttall  Nelson  Memorial  Home. 

At  present  there  are  fifty-one  children  and  young  girls  in  the 
Orphanage  and  Home.  Health  conditions  have  been  good  through- 
out the  year.  There  has  been  a  gradual  evolution  from  purely 
orphanage  work.  Nine  of  the  family  are  grown  girls  preparing  for 
work,  or  former  girls  returned  who  are  at  work  and  boarding 
with  us. 

The  following  advertisement  appeared  in  the  report  of  the 
Woman's  Auxiliary:  "The  management  of  the  Maria  Kip  Orphan- 
age and  Alfred  Nuttall  Nelson  Memorial  Home  is  prepared  to 
consider  the  reception  of  girls,  graduates  of  grammar  school,  whose 
parents  desire  a  good  home  for  them  while  they  are  receiving 
further  education  in  San  Francisco." 

We  are  gradually  increasing  the  number  of  individual  rooms. 
Besides,  a  large  dormitory  has  been  divided  by  curtains,  and  indi- 
vidual bureaus  are  about  to  be  put  in.  Two  separate  sitting-rooms 
are  provided  for  the  older  girls.  Small  tables  have  been  installed 
in  the  dining-room,  and  a  separate  dinner  for  girls  at  work. 

Other  improvements  could  be  made  if  the  funds  were  in  hand. 
Our  present  expenses  are  met  only  by  the  strictest  economy.  The 
donations  for  the  year  from  churches  and  guilds  have  been  very 
small.  We  shall  be  glad  to  answer  inquiries  about  the  home,  and 
visitors  will  be  welcomed  at  all  times. 

We  refer  those  interested  to  the  report  that  will  appear  in  the 
appendix  of  the  report  of  the  House  of  Churchwomen. 
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Protestant  Episcopal  Old  Ladies'  Home. 

There  are  at  present  twenty  old  ladies  in  the  Home,  three  as 
boarders.  There  are  accommodations  for  thirty-three  in  all.  Mrs. 
Sanchez  continues  as  resident  president  and  assumes  the  manage- 
ment, thereby  saving  matron's  wages.  The  Home  is  a  large  build- 
ing, comfortable  and  complete,  and  besides  owning  this  property 
free  from  incumbrances,  the  corporation  owns  also  the  large  corner 
lot  adjoining. 

The  Board  of  Managers  asks  for  'the  continued  interest  of 
Churchmen  and  Churchwomen,  and  those  in  charge  will  be  glad  to 
receive  visitors  at  any  time.

Report  of  Rev.  George  Maxwell,  "The  Bishop's  Aid  for  Boys

Officiated  at:  Church  services  and  sermons,  75;  holy  com- 
munions, 17;  gave  an  instruction  every  week  to  an  average  of  60 
boys;  came  in  touch  with  an  average  of  450  young  men  per  week; 
calls  on  boys  in  need,  7;  addresses  on  boys'  work,  8;  had  many  inter- 
views with  mothers,  fathers  and  boys;  funerals,  5;  helped  women  to 
employment,  4;  called  upon  sick,  12;  work  found  for  boys  and  men, 
26;  boys'  and  girls'  co-operative  camp,  June  12th,  continuing  for 
seven  weeks;  total  number,  150;  average  of  78;  party  of  campers  at 
St.  Andrew's  Inn  to  form  camp  association,  80  in  attendance;  re- 
union of  campers,  with  supper,  100  came;  secured  railroad  passage 
for  prisoner  on  parole  to  Florida  (he  has  made  good);  entertained 
many  people  as  a  means  of  advertising  work  at  St.  Andrew's  Inn; 
was  able  to  get  one  young  man  to  give  up  excessive  drinking  {he  is 
reformed)  ;  gave  one  entertainment  to  seamen;  gave  one  lecture 
with  stereopticon  to  seamen;  gave  three  hours'  service  Good  Friday 
and  7  addresses;  secured  entertainment  for  6  needy  people  Thanks- 
giving Day.  The  St.  Andrew's  Inn  Home  for  School  and  Working 
Boys  provided  a  home  for  34  boys.  Number  at  Inn  at  present,  16 
boys. 

Boys  and  Girls  Summer  at  Camp  St.  Andrew. 

Camp  St.  Andrew  of  the  Diocese  of  California  is  a  co-operative, 
self-supporting  camp  for  boys  and  girls,  not  alone  boys  and  girls 
of  the  Episcopal  Church,  but  for  any  boy  or  girl  who  wishes  to  join 
and  comply  with  the  simple  rules  and  life  that  work  for  harmony, 
good  cheer  and  play  life. 
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The  very  best  of  food,  superintendence  and  teaching  of  swim- 
ming, walks,  talks,  manners,  etc.,  were  given  for  $3.25  per  week. 
There  were  seventy-five  boys  during  boys"  camp,  the  first  three 
weeks,  June  12th  to  July  2d,  and  seventy-six  girls  during  girls'  camp, 
July  3d  to  July  24th. 

The  camp  was  under  my  personal  charge,  assisted  by  Mr.  Rich- 
ard Trelease,  Mr.  Gerald  Locke,  Mr.  C.  Kobe,  the  efficient  cook  and 
several  chaperons  during  the  girls'  camp.  With  the  visitors  and 
those  who  remained  over  night,  there  were  over  200  at  camp  this 
year. 

The  chief  attraction  at  most  camps  is  the  swimming.  The  strict 
rule  of  not  allowing  boys  or  girls  beyond  a  certain  rope,  and  assist- 
ing those  who  could  not  swim,  worked  wonderfully  well  this  year, 
for  many  learned  how  to  swim  and  to  dive  in  deep  water.  A  small 
lunch  was  served  after  swimming  at  11  a.  m.  and  4  p.  m. 

The  camp,  as  usual,  was  built  by  the  boys,  including  the  dam, 
diving  boards  and  rings  for  the  swimming  pool.  Spring  water  was 
piped  across  the  creek  and  two  good  foot  bridges,  one  large  enough 
for  a  small  wagon,  were  constructed. 

We  had  a  theater,  where  were  given  "Julius  Caesar,"  several  come- 
dies and  vaudeville  performances.  The  nightly  campfire,  for  which 
the  wood  was  all  gathered  by  boys  and  girls  through  a  game  called 
wood-polo,  was  the  great  opportunity  to*  bring  out  the  talent  of 
song,  joke  and  story.  There  is  no  influence  more  helpful  than  a 
good  campfire.  Every  evening  closed  with  a  few  words  of  advice, 
and  then,  all  standing,  we  sang  the  St,  Andrew  hymn,  and,  kneeling, 
said  the  Lord's  Prayer,  the  Collect  for  St.  Andrew  and  the  Grace. 
Before  each  meal  we  sang  the  Jerusalem  Grace,  words  used  by  the 
American  colony  in  Jerusalem.  Every  Sunday  a  short  service  and 
talk  was  given  in  the  camp  chapel. 

The  director  of  the  camp  allowed  certain  helpful  boys  who 
needed  a  longer  vacation,  or  who  could  not  come  because  of  their 
work,  to  remain  for  the  girls'  camp.  This  privilege  is  sought  for 
eagerly  and  is  accepted  by  the  boys  as  an  honor. 

The  most  of  us  slept  out  in  the  open  all  of  the  six  weeks.  Tents 
were  up  and  ready  for  any  rain,  but  seldom  used.  The  camp  has 
grown  larger  every  year  through  its  own  advertising,  old  campers 
telling  others,  and  each  coming  because  he  or  she  chose  to  come. 
The  reunion,  with  a  banquet,  speeches,  dancing  and  a  good  time  will 
be  held  at  St.  Andrew's  Inn,  a  home  for  school  and  working  boys, 
2840  Twenty-fifth  street,  in  the  near  future. 
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The  chief  work  of  the  Bishop's  Aid  for  Boys  is  providing  a  home 
for  boys  in  need  of  a  home  and  living  with  those  boys.  Like  any 
family,  the  work  is  continuous;  one  has  to  be  on  duty  morning,  noon 
and  night.  St.  Andrew's  Inn,  2840  Twenty-fifth  street,  is  accom- 
plishing its  intention  of  providing  a  self-supporting  home  for  school 
and  working  boys  for  a  small  sum  of  money  per  boy.  The  home 
is  now  meeting  all  running  expenses. 

It  would  seem  that  the  Inn  can  be  selfsupporting,  which  makes 
it  the  only  home  of  its  kind  in  the  Diocese. 

St.  Dorothsr's  Rest. 

The  summer  brought  233  guests,  whose  stay  averaged  two  and 
a  half  weeks;  the  family  thus  counted  fifty  most  of  the  time.  The 
life  was  in  the  open  air  day  and  night,  except  during  Sloyd  time  or 
when  gathered  before  the  evening  fire.  The  health  was  always 
good  and  our  familiar  story  was  varied  very  little.  From  clergy  we 
enjoyed  visits;  three  deaconesses  were  with  us  at  different  times. 

Since  the  close  of  Summer  Mr.  M.  C.  Meeker  has  died.  We 
shall  miss  him,  for  he  was  a  good  friend  to  our  work. 

Our  parish  clergy  are  invited  to  make  use  of  St.  Dorothy's  Rest. 
It  is  well  to  arrange  as  early  as  possible  for  places. 

Seamen's  Institute  of  San  Francisco. 

The  Chaplain  was  away  from  the  beginning  of  1915  to  May  1st 
of  that  year  because  of  sickness.  From  May  1,  1915,  to  November 
30,  1915,  the  Institute  was  conducted  in  conjunction  with  the  Port 
Society  of  San  Francisco,  the  Chaplain  no  longer  having  complete 
control  as  in  former  years.  On  December  1,  1915,  the  Chaplain 
again  took  charge.  Following  is  the  Chaplain's  report  for  Decem- 
ber, 1915:

Number  of  men  who  have  in  some  way  received 

food  during  December  2,225 
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The  hospitals  were  visited  three  times,  and  every  ship  that  could 
be  reached  was  visited.  Over  1,000  pieces  of  mail  were  handled 
and  quantities  of  magazines  were  placed  aboard  outgoing  ships. 
Relief  was  given  to  men  on  the  rocks  and  several  jobs  were  found 
for  men  thrown  out  of  work  on  account  of  the  Seamen's  bill.  In- 
quiries for  missing  seamen  were  promptly  answered.  Numerous 
bags  and  parcels  were  stored  for  the  men,  and  several  hundred  dol- 
lars put  in  'safe  keeping  for  them.  Money  also  was  remitted  home 
for  the  men's  relatives.  All  this  in  addition  to  collecting  magazines, 
etc.,  providing  funds  for  the  running  of  the  Mission  and  wiping  off 
debts  to  the  amount  of  over  $1,100.00. 

Our  Needs. — Games  for  the  men,  slides  for  the  stereopticon, 
records  for  the  Victrola,  crockery  and  kitchen  utensils.  Above  all, 
the  living  rooms  need  redecorating.  They  have  not  been  touchea 
for  years,  and  the  curtains  and  carpets  are  in  a  shocking  condition. 
We  also  need  more  blankets  and  sheets  for  the  men's  rooms.  At 
present  we  can  only  accommodate  a  few  seamen.  Only  a  few  men 
sleep  here,  but  if  we  could  make  the  rooms  more  attractive; 
we  could  derive  a  little  revenue  from  them. 


St.  Luke's  Hospital. 

Much  has  been  said  about  the  new  buildings,  but  we  venture 
again  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Church  people  of  the  Diocese  to 
the  superb  equipment  of  St.  Luke's  Hospital.  Effort  is  being  made, 
through  the  annual  offering  on  the  Sunday  nearest  St.  Luke's  Day, 
to  raise  a  sufficient  sum  to  endow  what  shall  be  known  as  the 
"Bishop's  Bed"  for  the  benefit  of  the  clergy  of  the  Diocese  or 
members  of  their  families. 

During  the  last  year  the  cost  of  the  free  treatment  rendered  by 
the  hospital  was  $10,738.00.  In  the  list  the  nanies  of  the  clergy 
appear  twenty-four  times,  in  addition  to  a  largQ  number  of  our 
Church  people,  who,  at  the  request  of  their  respective  rectors,  were 
admitted  free  of  charge. 


The  John  Tennant  Memorial  Home. 

During  the  past  year  there  has  been  little  change  in  the  condi- 
tion of  The  John  Tennant  Memorial  Home  at  Pacific  Grove.  As 
heretofore,  the  home  has  been  open  to  the  Church  clergy  and  their 
friends  as  a  place  of  rest  and  recuperation,  and  a  numbr  have  availed 
themselves  of  the  opportunities  offered.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  D.  L.  Smith 
are  in  charge  and  have  done  much  to  make  the  place  attractive. 
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Following  up  the  Bishop's  idea  of  establishing  homes  for  retired 
clergy,  and  also  as  providing  places  for  summer  residence,  some 
few  months  ago  a  circular  was  sent  out  to  the  clergy,  offering  them 
the  opportunity  of  purchasing  lots,  at  reduced  rates,  whereon  to 
erect  cottages.  These  lots  are  conveniently  and  attractively  located 
on  Forest  avenue,  adjoining  the  home  property. 

Tennant  Home  is  more  than  ever  in  need  of  funds,  not  only  to 
pay  current  expenses,  but  also  to  keep  the  buildings  iii  proper  re- 
pair. Owing  to  a  considerably  reduced  income,  there  is  scarcely 
enough  money  coming  in  to  pay  taxes.  For  several  years  the  build- 
ings have  needed  painting,  but  there  have  been  no  funds  with  which 
to  meet  the  bills.  This  is  a  valuable  property,  and  some  means 
should  certainly  be  found  to  at  least  keep  it  in  proper  condition. 
The  Board  of  Managers  would  again  appeal  to  Church  people  to 
interest  themselves  in  this  matter.

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REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  STATE 

OF  THE  CHURCH. 

Your  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church  begs  to  report  as 
follows: 

We  have  examined  carefully  the  reports  of  the  parishes  and 
missions  of  the  Diocese  submitted  to  us,  and  from  the  data  feel 
convinced  that,  while  the  year  just  passed  has  presented  obstacles 
in  the  way  of  the  progress  we  have  shown  in  recent  years,  the 
Church  has  bravely  held  her  own  amid  difficulties  that  have  re- 
tarded all  other  philanthropic  organizations. 

The  adverse  conditions  have  been  mainly  two,  viz.,  the  Expo- 
sition and  the  financial  uncertainty  due  to  the  European  war. 

The  Exposition  affected  nearly  all  the  congregations  of  the 
Diocese.  Unfortunately,  many  could  view  it  only  on  Sundays,  and 
the  pews  thus  vacated  were  by  no  means  fully  occupied  by  visitors 
from  other  sections  of  the  country.  In  many  instances  the  offer- 
ings suflFered  nearly  in  the  proportion  of  the  number  of  worship- 
pers. The  great  charm  which  the  Exposition  held  over  the  imagi- 
nations of  the  people  necessarily  crowded  out  much  of  the  attrac- 
tion of  the  work  and  spiritual  life  of  the  Church.  To  this  pre- 
occupancy  of  mind,  doubtless,  is  chiefiy  attributable  the  falling  off 
in  the  number  of  baptisms  and  confirmations,  which  were,  respec- 
tively, only  803  and  523,  as  compared  with  1,119  and  795  of  the 
previous  year. 

While  financial  stringency  usually  has  little  effect  upon  the  ma- 
terial well-being  of  the  Church,  inasmuch  as  anxiety  and  poverty 
make  the  heart  turn  to  God,  the  European  war,  which  has  quick- 
ened the  spiritual  natures  of  the  men  and  women  across  the  water 
and  brought  the  most  indifferent  back  into  allegiance  to  their 
ecclesiastical  mother,  has  forced  upon  the  people  of  California  only 
a  feeling  of  unrest,  coupled  with  none  of  the  sacrifices  of  that 
great  struggle  and  with  few  of  its  privations.  The  tendency  to 
congratulate  ourselves  on  the  maintenance  of  peace  does  not  seem 
in  any  large  degree  to  have  stimulated  us  in  gifts  to  its  Prince. 

This  would  seem  in  the  main  to  account  for  any  backward 
figures  in  the  reports  of  the  year.

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In  order  that  our  comparisons  may  be  a  real  commentary  on 
the  present  state  of  the  Church,  we  have  compiled,  with  some  labor, 
carefully  subtracting  the  totals  for  that  portion  of  the  Diocese  now 
included  in  the  District  of  San  Joaquin,  tables  giving  vital  and 
financial  statistics  for  the  years  succeeding  the  fire,  1907-1916:

The   fis^ifres  in   the  above  tables  show  a  gain  of  58 V^ 9^    in   the 
number  of   church   families   for   the   nine   year  period. 

Upon  the  estimate  of  something  less  than  8,000  communicants 
for  1907,  they  reveal  an  increase  of  3,000  communicants  for  the 
same  term,  or  nearly  40^/^.  The  confirmations  for  that  time  have 
amounted  to  6,290.  On  the  supposition  that  the  deaths  and  re- 
movals have  been  counterbalanced  by  the  influx  of  communicants 
from  other  parts  of  the  country,  it  is  difficult  to  account  for  the 
loss  of  approximately  3,000  from  the  list,  when  the  confirmations 
for  this  period  have  been  added.  The  changes  in  the  population  of 
California  form  perhaps  the  most  arduous  problem  in  the  clerical 
task.  They  can  be  checkmated  only  by  a  more  vigorous  applica- 
tion of  the  old  method  of  pastoral  calling,  which  with  detective 
genius  will  discover  and  shepherd  the  newly  arriving  lost  sheep. 

The  number  of  communicants  given  for  1916  does  not  represent 
an  actual  loss  of  350  from  the  enumeration  of  1915,  but  is  due  to 
drastic  cancellations  in  the  records  of  some  of  the  parishes,  in  the 
effort  to  get  down  to  bed  rock.  We  predict  that  the  figure 
(10.866)  will  be  materially  augmented  in  the  report  of  next  year. 

There  is,  also,  a  noticeable  falling  off  in  the  number  of  Sunday 
School  pupils  in  the  last  two  years.     It  is  possible  that  here  like-

wise  we  have  the  evidence  of  more  careful  methods  of  bookkeep- 
ing, as  a  result  of  a  more  scientific  attention  to  this  work.  The 
number  of  Sunday  School  teachers  has  steadily  and  consistently 
increased  during  the  last  seven  years. 

Without  exhaustive  study  it  is  hard  to  understand  the  fluctua- 
tions in  the  parochial  receipts  for  this  period.  They  are  due  in 
general  to  the  varied  building  needs.  Some  of  the  large  totals 
of  the  first  half  of  the  nine  years  are  attributable  to  the  restora- 
tion after  the  fire,  and  were  augmented  by  the  gifts  of  the  national 
Church  to  California.  The  receipts  for  the  last  year  were  greater 
than  for  1914  or  1915.  Pew  rents  within  a  year  have  fallen  off, 
but  increased  pledges  have  more  than  made  up  the  difference — 
which  we  interpret  to  be  a  movement  in  the  right  direction. 

The  offerings  for  Church  Extension  reach  the  sum  of  $9,785.85, 
slightly  above  the  total  of  last  year,  but  considerably  beneath  the 
amount  of  $12,000  voted  by  the  Sixty-fifth  Convention,  leaving  a 
deficit  of  $1,800.  It  is  necessary  to  call  the  earnest  attention  of 
both  priests  and  people  to  the  tremendous  importance  of  this 
Fund,  if  the  Church  is  to  fulfil  her  mission  in  the  Diocese.  It  is 
impossible  to  cut  the  meager  stipends;  it  would  be  criminal  weak- 
ness  to   reduce   the   number  of  the  workers.     There   is  needed  a 
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spirit  of  noblesse  oblige  which   will  make  the  raising  of  its   full 
quota  for  this  Fund  the  supreme  effort  of  every  congregation. 

While  we  are  duty-bound  to  mention  this  embarrassment,  we 
take  pride,  how^ever,  in  bringing  to  your  notice  the  large  increase 
in  the  gifts  to  this  object  in  the  last  two  years  as  compared  with 
the  amounts  reached  in  the  earlier  years  of  the  decade  we  are  con- 
sidering. They  have  been  nearly  doubled.  Contributions  for  the 
Disabled  Clergy  Fund  have  likewise  been  doubled  in  that  period. 

In  even  greater  degree  we  note  an  increase  in  the  offerings  to 
the  Apportionment  for  General  Missions.  The  gain  over  last  year 
amounts  to  $900,  but  for  the  nine  years  registers  an  increase  of 
nearly  350%. 

The  value  of  the  church  property,  advancing  steadily,  has  been 
doubled  in  this  period. 

Your  Committee  finds  in  the  Sunday  Schools  one  of  the  gravest 
problems  that  confront  us.  The  gain  in  their  membership  is  not 
commensurate  with  the  growth  of  the  Church.  The  proportion  of 
the  number  of  Sunday  School  pupils  to  the  number  of  communi- 
cants is  only  one-half  what  it  should  be.  The  offerings  of  the 
Sunday  Schools  do  not  indicate  a  systematic  effort  to  inculcate  the 
principle  of  giving  in  the  young.  We  believe  that  it  is  the  duty 
of  the  clergy,  not  merely  to  devote  their  energies  to  this  work,  as 
in  our  opinion  they  have  always  done  faithfully,  but  to  force  the 
obligation  and  the  privilege  of  this  great  agency  of  Christian  life 
and  service  upon  the  minds  and  hearts  and  consciences  of  their 
people,  until  the  Sunday  School  becomes  an  effective  educational 
institution. 

In  particular  we  would  emphasize  the  importance  of  training  the 
children  in  systematic  giving,  and  suggest  the  duplex  envelope  as 
a  scientific  method  of  the  practical  application  of  this  instruction. 
If  the  lives  of  our  young  people  are  to  be  rounded  out  into  true 
and  loyal  and  generous  future  Churchmanship,  the  ideal  and  habit 
of  sacrifice  must  be  implanted  in  them  in  the  earliest  years. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  in  the  first  table  the  large  number  of 
marriages  and  burials  in  comparison  with  the  number  of  commu- 
nicants. The  proportion  is  twice  as  great  as  the  statistics  given 
in  the  Living  Church  Annual  for  1916  indicate  for  the  entire 
American  Church,  and  probably  quadruple  what  we  would  expect  if 
our  ministrations  were  solely  to  our  own  people.  It  is  one  indi- 
cation of  the  veneration  and  love  in  which  the  Church  in  our 
midst  is  held  by  many  who  are  unwilling  to  accept  her  divine 
authority. 

A  further  commentary  upon  the  state  of  the  Church,  as  revealed 
in  the  above  comparisons,  is  given  by  a  paper  entitled  ''Studies 
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Concerning  the  Evangelical  Churches  in  the  Four  Bay  Cities," 
kindly  furnished  your  Committee  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Hugh  W.  Gil- 
christ, Principal  of  the  Bible  College,  under  whose  direction  they 
were  compiled.  These  Studies  review  the  cities  of  San  Francisco, 
Oakland,  Berkeley  and  Alameda,  which  include  three-fourths  of 
the  population  of  that  section  of  California  comprising  our  Dio- 
cese, and  whose  communicants  number  three-fourths  of  our  com- 
plete list,  for  the  last  twenty  years.  We  quote  Dr.  Gilchrist's 
concluding  statement  concerning  the  Church: 

"The  Episcopal  Church  has  made  greater  progress  in  member- 
ship than  any  other  Protestant  denomination  about  the  Bay,  rising 
from  5,509  in  number  of  members  at  the  beginning  of  the  20  years 
to  a  maximum  of  7,571  at  the  close  of  the  period.  This  affords  a 
subject  for  most  thoughtful  study  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the 
Sunday  School  enrollment  is  the  smallest  of  the  denominations  in 
proportion  to  membership.  We  commonly  regard,  and  justly  too, 
that  a  church's  opportunity  with  young  people  is  its  best  oppor- 
tunity for  growth  through  confession  or  confirmation. 

"It  is  not  out  of  place  here  perhaps  to  call  attention  to  the  fact 
that  the  Episcopal  denominations  are  able  to  co-ordinate  their 
respective  forces  and  apply  them  more  steadily  and  with  better 
effect  than  the  denominations  having  a  less  perfectly  organized 
administration.  This  fact  strongly  suggests  that  a  thorough  uni- 
fication and  co-ordination  of  all  the  Christian  forces  of  the  bay 
region  would  make  a  more  successful  propaganda  of  the  Gospel 
cause." 

We  quote  also  the  interesting  and  suggestive  summaries  which 
this  paper  gives  of  the  progress  of  the  Church  in  the  bay  cities 
for  the   twenty   years:

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The  figures  and  analyses  which  we  have  given  demonstrate  that 
through  a  considerable  test-period  the  progress  of  the  Church 
has  been  steady,  consistent  and  permanent.  There  is  no  room 
for  gloom.     We  may  thank  God  and  take  courage. 

But  we  shall  be  ignoring  all  the  signs  of  the  times  and  neg- 
lecting epochal  opportunities  if  we  permit  ourselves  to  be  satis- 
fied with  the  rate  of  advance  secured  by  the  type  of  trench  war- 
fare we  have  been  waging.  There  are  indications  everywhere  of 
a  reawakening  in  the  hearts  of  the  slothful  within  the  Church  and 
of  spiritual  hunger  and  thirst  in  those  outside.  We  have  sug- 
gested one  simple  remedy  for  shrinkages,  one  certain  means  of 
increase,  which  will  be  manifested  not  merely  in  the  size  of  con- 
gregations and  in  the  numbers  on  communicant  rolls,  but  also  in 
the  bulk  of  the  gifts  for  religious  purposes — viz.,  a  more  vigorous 
earnest,  continuous,  vital  pastoral  ministry. 

But  the  fundamental  need  is  a  larger  faith,  actuated  by  a  nobler 
motive   of   Christian   service. 

The  offerings  for  church  extension  represent  less  than  a  dollar 
per  communicant.  A  postage  stamp  a  week  for  the  enlargement 
of  the  boundaries  of  Christ's  Kingdom  in  our  Diocese!  The  total 
of  gifts  for  general  missions  is  even  smaller. 

And  yet  the  men  and  women  of  our  Diocese  are  not  niggardly. 
We   clergy  simply   do   not  make   them   understand. 

When  the  starvation  of  the  small  nations  of  Europe  overrun  by 
the  war  became  known  to  California,  money  was  poured  out  for 
the  relief  of  the  sufferers'  bodies.  Thousands  and  tens  of  thou- 
sands of  dollars  were  gladly  donated  by  the  adherents  of  our  own 
Church,  who  took  a  notable  part  in  this  work   of  relief. 

The  Emergency  Fund  was  a  recent  object  lesson  of  the  quick 
response  of  our  people  to  any  call,  urged  by  a  need  that  is  under- 
stood, and  inspired  by  a  larger  faith  than  can  be  embodied  in 
the  scrupulous  carefulness  of  a  finance  committee  not  to  appor- 
tion to  any  congregation  more  than  its  share  of  the  burden  (sic!) 
of  the  enterprise.  The  large  sum  thus  raised  represented  a  day's 
income  of  a  bare  tenth  of  the  American  Church.  It  met  the 
necessity,  and  it  has  opened  our  eyes  to  the  vast  possibilities  of 
the  Church's  mission  when  the  consciences  and  hearts  of  men  are 
aroused. 

We  face  a  deficit  larger  than  last  year's,  and  one  apt  to  grow 
larger  still  under  our  present  inadequate  methods,  which  make 
deficits  possible.  If  we  merely  meet  the  deficit,  we  shall  but  be 
continuing  the  old  subconscious  purpose  of  doing  the  least  we  can. 

We,   your    Committee,   therefore,    call   upon    you    to    spiritualize 
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the  whole  method  of  giving,  and,  in  conclusion,  offer  the  follow- 
ing resolutions: 

Resolved,  That  this  Convention  call  upon  the  clergy  and  laity 
during  the  coming  year,  in  addition  to  their  usual  offerings  and 
donations  for  church  purposes,  to  give  as  a  Thank  Offering  for 
the  recovery  of  our  beloved  Bishop  one  day's  income,  to  be 
divided  equally  between  Diocesan  Church  Extension  and  General 
Missions. 

Resolved,  That,  to  carry  this  into  effect,  a  committee  be  ap- 
pointed, to  consist  of  the  deans  and  secretaries  of  the  convoca- 
tions, the  chairmen  of  the  Board  of  Christian  Education  and  the 
Social  Service  and  Charities  Commissions,  and  a  lay  representative 
from  each  of  these  bodies,  who  shall,  with  the  clergy,  organize 
in  every  parish  and  mission  auxiliary  committees  for  the  personal 
presentation  of  this  opportunity  to  every  individual  of  the  Diocese.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION. 

The  Board  of  Christian  Education  presents  the  following  report. 
Early  in  the  year  Miss  Marker  resigned  her  membership  and  Mrs. 
Harry  M.  Sherman  was  nominated  to  the  Bishop  and  appointed 
in  her  place.  Later  the  Rev.  E.  W.  Couper  resigned  and  the 
vacancy  was  filled  by  the  nomination  and  appointment  of  the  Rev. 
E.  H.  McCollister  of  Santa  Cruz. 

The  work  of  the  Board  has  been  somewhat  reorganized  in  the 
personnel  of  its  committees,  and,  in  addition,  during  the  year,  at 
the  suggestion  of  the  Bishop,  a  Committee  on  Stewardship  to  co- 
operate with  him  has  been  appointed. 

The  regular  work  of  the  Board  has  been  somewhat  interrupted 
by  the  local  conditions  due  to  the  Exposition,  but  one  important 
forward  step  has  to  be  chronicled.  At  the  time  of  the  last  Con- 
vention a  movement  was  inaugurated  by  volunteers  to  secure  from 
the  Sunday  Schools  of  the  Diocese  sufficient  support  to  permit  of 
the  appointment  of  the  Rev.  H.  H.  Powell,  D.  D.,  as  Field  Secre- 
tary, to  give  his  Sundays  and  such  time  as  he  might  spare  during 
the  week  to  stimulating  the  educational  work  of  the  Diocese.  The 
matter  was  presented  at  the  first  meeting  of  the  Board  after  the 
last  Convention,  with  pledges  sufficient  to  cover  the  salary  for  the 
present.  The  Bishop  entered  with  hearty  co-operation  into  the 
plan  and  guaranteed  the  salary,  if  necessary,  for  three  months.  It 
seemed  wise  to  postpone  the  beginning  of  the  work  until  Septem- 
ber. At  that  time  Dr.  Powell  took  up  work  with  the  title  of 
Superintendent  of  Education.  He  has  visited  already  many  par- 
ishes, started  training  classes  in  co-operation  with  the  Educational 
Secretary  and  presented  to  the  Board  much  valuable  information 
as  to  the  condition  of  schools  in  the  Diocese. 

A  report  was  made  last  year  covering  the  actual  condition  of 
schools  in  the  Diocese.  The  information  received  during  the  year 
indicates  the  substantial  accuracy  of  all  that  was  then  said.  The 
Board  regrets  to  report  that  there  is  again  a  decrease  in  the  num- 
ber of  scholars,  this  year  from  5,919  to  5,770.  This  is  a  serious 
situation.  As  pointed  out  last  year,  it  is,  however,  part  of  a  gen- 
eral social  condition  and  cannot  be  laid  directly  to  the  fault  of 
any  particular  parishes.   It  can  never  be  overcome  until  every  parish 
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recognizes  the  Sunday  School  as  an  integral  part  of  its  work,  in 
which  every  active  member  of  the  parish  should  be  personally  in- 
terested and  not  a  mere  function  to  be  performed  by  the  clergy- 
man, with  the  help  of  such  volunteers  as  he  can  secure.  It  is 
almost  universal  that  the  Sunday  School  is  disregarded  by  the 
parish  except  as  individuals  in  it  either  send  children  or  instruct. 
This  is  a  condition  which  must  be  met,  and  the  Board  again  points 
out  the  gravity  of  it  for  the  future  if  a  change  does  not  speedily 
appear. 

The  condition  in  regard  to  the  curriculum  is  as  unsatisfactory 
as  a  year  ago.  During  the  year,  however,  the  Board  will  make 
every  effort  to  commend  further  the  curriculum  of  the  General 
Board  to  the  schools.  In  last  year's  report  the  question  of  text 
books  was  brought  up,  and  the  Board  at  that  time  expressed  its 
unreadiness  to  recommend  any  particular  scries.  The  need,  how- 
ever, is  pressing  and  the  Board,  after  careful  consideration,  begs 
to  recommend  as  being  at  present  the  best  available  lessons  for 
our  schools  those  of  the  Xew  York  Sunday  School  Commission. 
There  are  grades  for  which  other  series  may  furnish  better  text 
books;  but  unless  individual  rectors  and  superintendents  desire  to 
make  special  effort  in  that  direction,  the  Board  recommends  the 
Xew  York  Commission  series.  The  Board  is,  however,  glad  to 
inform  the  Diocese  that  the  General  Board  is  engaged  now  upon 
the  preparation  of  text  books.  These  will  be  issued  officially  by 
the  Board.  In  their  preparation  the  best  available  educational 
ability  and  experience  are  being  used.  The  Board  is  sparing  no 
pains  to  present  to  the  Church  the  very  best  These  lessons  will 
solve  the  problem  for  many  a  perplexed  rector  who  finds  no 
present    system    altogether   satisfactory. 

In  this  connection  we  would  ask  for  the  interest  of  the  Diocese 
in  the  effort  now  being  made  by  the  House  of  Churchwomen  Com- 
mittee to  secure  sufficient  funds  to  guarantee  the  publication  of 
the  selections  of  hymns  and  songs  for  the  primary  grades  which 
has  been  prepared  by  Miss   Bakewell  and  Miss  Gompertz. 

The  teacher  training  work  has  taken  on  new  life  recently.  The 
conditions  brought  about  by  the  Exposition  rendered  it  expedient 
to  give  up  the  usual  Summer  School,  but  there  have  recently 
been  started,  through  the  work  of  Dr.  Powell  and  Miss  P'iedler, 
new  training  schools  in  San  Francisco  and  Oakland.  In  addition 
to  Miss  Fiedler's  Cathedral  class  for  young  women,  two  arc  now 
held  in  St.  Luke's  on  week  days  for  the  city  teachers  and  one  in 
the  Church  of  the  Advent,  Fast  Oakland,  for  the  other  side  of 
the  Bay.  One  is  being  organized  in  Marin  County.  Miss  Fied- 
ler's work  has  continued  with  its  high  efficiency  and  wide  vision. 
•As   Educational  Secretary  she  has  guided  all  the  educational  side 
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of  the  Board's  work  during  the  year,  has  taken  charge  of  the 
library  and  exhibits  at  the  Diocesan  House,  has  conducted  her 
classes  and  in  every  way  contributed  to  the  efficiency  of  the  work. 

It  may  be  of  interest  to  know  that  the  missionary  exhibit  from 
the  Exposition  has  been  turned  over  to  this  Board  and  is  under 
Miss  Fiedler's  care  at  the  Diocesan  House.  The  Summer  School 
will  be  held  as  usu%l  next  June  and  the  interest  of  the  Diocese  is 
asked  in  it. 

The  Board  has  made  no  effort  on  account  of  the  Exposition 
and  the  many  distractions  brought  by  its  presence  and  the  accom- 
panying congresses  and  cenventions  to  develop  the  lecture  work, 
but  plans  are  now  being  made  to  extend  it  on  a  wider  scale  than 
heretofore.  Nor  has  the  Board  succeeded  in  developing  during 
the  year  the  plans  for  larger  publicity.  It  is  still  impracticable  to 
finance  a  regular  press  agent,  and  until  that  can  be  done  it  seems 
out  of  the  question  to  make  any  considerable  progress  in  this 
matter. 

In  regard  to  the  relation  of  the  Church  to  other  educational 
work,  it  may  be  noted  that  the  Board  has  continued  the  study 
begun  last  year  of  the  public  school  system.  After  careful  collec- 
tion of  data  by  its  Committee  on  Secondary  Schools  an  entire 
session  was  given  to  the  thorough  discussion  of  the  report.  This 
report  dealt  with  the  question  of  religion  in  the  public  schools. 
The  Diocese  may  perhaps  be  interested  to  know  that  the  Board, 
with  almost  complete  unanimity,  put  itself  on  record  as  opposed 
to  the  proposed  amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  the  State  per- 
mitting Bible  reading  in  the  public  schools.  This  has  not  become 
an  immediate  political  issue,  but  the  Board  felt  it  important  to 
consider  carefully  the  Church's  attitude  and  to  be  prepared  when 
the  time  came  for  more  general  discussion.  On  the  other  hand, 
the  favorable  reports  in  connection  with  the  Gary  and  other  plans 
for  co-operation  between  the  public  schools  and  the  churches 
have  led  the  Board  to  plan  cflforts  to  start  movements  in  that 
direction. 

There  is  nothing  to  report  in  relation  to  the  University  work 
except  the  usual  insistence  upon  the  need  of  support  for  special 
chaplains  in  the  University  of  California  and  at  Stanford.  The 
extent  of  the  problem  facing  the  local  parishes  may  be  suggested, 
at  any  rate,  when  it  is  known  of  the  1,613  new  students  registering 
at  Berkeley  last  August,  224  gave  their  affiliation  as  with  the 
Episcopal  Church.  To  this  must  be  added  fully  twice  that  num- 
ber as  belonging  to  the  other  three  classes.  It  is  quite  clear  that 
six  or  seven  hundred  students  cannot  find  their  religious  interests 
properly  served  through  the  activity  of  clergy,  already  carrying 
large   parochial   burdens.     The    same    is   true   at   Stanford,   where, 
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although   the  number   of  students  is  much   smaller,   there   is   only 
one  priest  for  work  of  Parish  and  University  together. 

The  Board  chronicles,  of  more  general  matters,  the  organization 
of  a  Provincial  Board  of  Education  by  the  Primary  Synod  held 
last  August.  The  Board  consists  of  three  members  at  large,  one 
representative  from  each  diocese  and  district  within  the  Province, 
and  the  representative  of  the  Province  upon  tl;e  General  Board  of 
Religious  Education.  Bishop  Johnson  is  President  and  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Powell  of  this  Diocese  Secretary.  Organization  is  being  gradually 
accomplished  and  the  Board  will  probably  take  up  as  its  first  work 
the  completion  of  better  organization  in  each  diocese  and  district 
of  the  Province  for  educational  purposes. 

The  work  of  the  General  Board  has  gone  forward  steadily 
through  the  year,  although  handitapped  by  paucity  of  funds.  It 
is  earnestly  hoped  that  this  Diocese  may  pay  its  complete  appor- 
tionment next  year.  The  General  Board  sent  a  representative  to 
the  Primary  Synod,  the  Rev.  Stanley  Kilbourne,  and  Mr.  Kit- 
bourne,  who  is  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Collegiate  Edu- 
cation, met  many  of  our  diocesan  educational  workers,  and  also 
many  of  our  Church  students,  just  at  the  opening  of  the  term  at 
the   University   of   California. 

The  Board  would  call  the  attention  particularly  of  the  clergy 
to  the  admirable  Summer  School  of  Religion  which  was  conducted 
last  summer  under  the  auspices  of  the  Pacific  Theological  Semi- 
nary at  Berkeley  co-incident  in  time  with  the  Summer  School 
of  the  University.  This  School  will  not  be  held  next  Summer, 
we  believe,  but  it  is  hoped  that  with  closer  affiliation  upon  the 
part  of  other  theological  schools  of  this  region  it  may  be  again 
in  the  following  Summer.  The  general  influences  which  are 
illustrated  by  this  School  have  been  powerfully  felt  by  those 
interested  in  religion  and  education  through  the  meetings  of  vari- 
ous congresses  and  conventions  and  the  educational  work  at  the 
Exposition.  Especially  through  the  close  affiliation  of  the  Re- 
ligious Education  Association  with  the  National  Education  Asso- 
ciation was  the  importance  of  this  alignment  of  the  two  forces 
together  made  manifest.  Despite  the  Exposition  distractions,  much 
impetus  has  been  given  to  educational  work. 

The  Bishop  has  referred  to  the  Board  the  question  of  endorse- 
ment of  the  World  Alliance  of  the  Churches  for  the  Promotion 
of  International  Friendship,  of  which  a  branch  has  been  formed 
on  the  Coast  through  the  merging  of  the  old  Interdenominational 
Peace  Committee  with  the  new  work  started  through  the  eflforts  of 
the  Rev.  Dr.  Gulick.  This  organization  represents  the  effort  to  fur- 
ther the  Peace  Movement  upon  lines  purely  religious  by  the  cultiva- 
tion of  that  kind  of   friendship   and  mutual   understanding   which

are  alone  expressive  of  the  Christian  attitude.  The  Board  heartily 
commends  the  work  and  urges  upon  the  parishes  of  the  Diocese 
the  value  of  forming  peacemakers'  committees,  as  they  are  to  be 
called,  to  co-operate  in  this  work.  This  kind  of  work  is  of  espe- 
cial importance  to  us  in  this  Diocese  on  account  of  the  nature  of 
our  immigration   problem. 

In  conclusion,  the  Board  emphasizes  again  the  importance  of 
organizing  the  entire  parish,  and  indeed  the  entire  Church  life, 
as  a  great  educational  force,  at  the  base  of  which  lies  the  devo- 
tional life  of  the  individual  and  the  congregation.  We  believe 
that  if  we  can  draw  into  greater  activity  the  exercise  of  real  devo- 
tion we  can  go  a  long  way  towards  righting  conditions  which  at 
times  seem  very  unfortunate  in  the  Church.

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REPORT  OF  THE  EDUCATIONAL  SECRETARY  AND 
CHAIRMAN  OF  TEACHER  TRAINING  COMMITTEE. 


On  through  the  greater  part  of  June,  1915,  the  classes,  as  re- 
ported last  Convention,  continued  without  interruption.  But  after 
the  Summer  vacation  it  was,  with  but  few  exceptions,  impossible 
to  reassemble  them.  It  was  not  merely  that  the  interest  in  the 
great  Exposition  held  the  individual,  but  by  that  time  homes  were 
full  of  guests  and  entertainers  were  tied  down  and  exhausted. 

But  there  was  one  class  that  came  back,  and  came  with  in- 
crease of  membership.  That  was  the  class  formerly  known  as 
the  Sunday  Morning  University  and  High  School  Girls'  Training 
Class,  held  from  9:30  to  10:30  at  the  Diocesan  House. 

Just  before  the  Summer  vacation  the  workers  at  Canon  Kip 
Memorial  Mission  sent  word  that  t^ey  hoped  I  could  persuade 
some  of  the  girls  to  substitute  during  the  summer  in  place  of  the 
St.  Margaret's  students,  who  were  going  on  their  vacation.  Three 
of  my  girls  volunteered  to  go.  A  fourth  promised  to  teach  in 
North  Berkeley.  They  all  pledged  themselves  to  be  early,  to  be 
regular,  and  if  not  possible  on  occasions  to  take  the  class  them- 
selves, to  furnish  a  substitute.  The  other  members  of  the  class, 
remaining  in   town,   were   to   serve   as   substitutes   when   possible. 

Some  of  the  girls  served  all  vacation  time  at  the  Exposition 
Booth  on  regular  days  of  the  month.  When  vacation  drew  to 
a  close  I  began  to  receive  calls  from  the  Archdeacon,  the  clergy- 
man in  charge,  and  two  of  the  workers  at  Canon  Kip,  urging  me 
,  to  let  the  girls  remain  as  teachers  at  the  mission,  as  the  work 
would  suffer  a  check  if  they  were  withdrawn.  All  spoke  highly  of 
the  faithfulness  of  the  girls  and  of  their  active  part  in  the  social 
life  of  the  young  people  of  the  community. 

One  of  the  girls  helped  with  the  sewing  class  on  Saturday  as  well, 
thus  becoming  a  friend  to  several  girls  in  their  early  teen  years. 
The  result  was  that,  after  calling  a  meeting  of  the  class,  which 
had  to  be  held  on  Friday  after  school,  it  was  agreed  that  they 
should  go  on  with  their  teaching,  taking  Friday  afternoon  from  4 
to  5  o'clock  as  a  regular  class  hour.  This  change  naturally  shut  out 
the  University  students.  One  of  these  girls,  now  in  her  senior  year, 
was  given  a  junior  class  of  University  students  in  a  discussion 
course  on  "Standards  of  Christian  Living"  by  the  dean  of  women 
students.  She  was  most  enthusiastic  over  the  work,  and  has 
since  seriously  considered  entering  St.  Margaret's  for  training 
after  her  post-graduate  teachers'  course  at  the  University  of  Cali- 
fornia is  completed,  or  to  be  done  in  place  of  that  work. 
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One  of  the  girls  is  now  studying  at  the  State  Normal  School, 
a  third  is  preparing  for  that  work.  One  of  the  girls  still  in  the, 
class  volunteered  this  Fall  to  work  with  the  primary  children  at 
True  Sunshine  Mission,  and  has  done  splendid  work  there  ever 
since.  Besides  the  teaching,  she  plays  for  the  Sunday  School 
service,  much  to  the  joy  of  the  priest  in  charge,  who  had  been 
long  without  an  organist.  Just  after  beginning  the  Fall  term 
a  talk  before  the  Mothers'  Club  of  St.  Stephen's  Parish  brought 
in  four  girls  who  were  about  to  pass  from  their  Bible  class  to 
teaching  in  the  Sunday  School.  With  them  came  the  primary 
teacher  and  her  assistant.  From  Canon  Kip  two  young  girls  came 
to  study,  and  are  to  observe  the  others  teach  on  Sunday  morning. 
All  these  younger  girls  need  some  spur  and  following  up,  but  the 
older  ones,  particularly  those  who  are  now  teaching,  are  more 
and  more  enthusiastic  as  time  goes  on.  Work  exhibited  at  the 
Diocesan  House  was  done  by  these  girls  in  the  midst  of  an  open- 
ing term  of  school  work.  I  am  taking  your  time  with  these  de- 
tails because  I  fully  believe  that  we  are  missing  in  the  Church 
the  one  most  fruitful  field  of  work — the  training  for  service  of 
our  young  men  and  women.  My  most  earnest  desire  now  is  to 
get  a  young  men's  Sunday  morning  class  in  place  of  the  girls', 
and  I  can  do  this  only  through  the  co-operation  of  parents  and 
clergy  here  in  the  city,  who  could  help  me  organize  a  large  class 
of  young  men  as  well  as  to  add  to  the  Friday  girls*  class.  Two 
young  girls  commute  from  San  Mateo  every  Sunday  morning  to 
teach  at  the  Good  Samaritan,  and  it  seems  to  me  that  each  city 
parish  could  send  at  least  one  earnest  young  man  or  woman  to 
train  in  efficient,  therefore  happy,  service  in  our  missions.  Through 
the  need  of  a  regular  escort  for  the  young  girl  teaching  in  China- 
town, a  young  man  who  had  faithfully  served  as  steward  at  the 
Exposition  on  Sundays  through  the  year  was  asked  to  help  down 
there.  He  has,  under  the  direction  of  a  devoted  and  trained 
mother,  relieved  Mr.  Ng  of  his  Sunday  morning  young  men's 
Bible  class.  Let  us  gather  them  in,  ask  them,  urge  them,  and 
prepare  them  for  real  things  to  be  done  for  God's  Kingdom. 

There  is  no  doubt  about  it,  we  have  not  learned  how  to  call  forth 
the  service  and  loyalty  of  our  young  life  in  the  Church.  That 
there  is  a  field  for  our  young  people  to  serve  in,  and  that  there 
is  all  the  power  necessary  for  this  work  latent  in  the  youth  of 
the  Church,  came  clearly  home  to  Archdeacon  Emery  this  Sum- 
mer as  he  observed  the  work  of  the  girls  at  Canon  Kip.  As  a 
result  of  this  he,  with  his  customary  decision  of  character,  called 
a  group  of  men  and  women  together  to  formulate  some  plan  by 
which  we  could  direct  and  train  their  interest  and  energy  into 
Church  channels  of  activity.  Some  work  is  going  on,  but  the 
plans  are  not  yet  fully  completed. 
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As  a  member  of  the  Exposition  Missionary  Exhibit  Committee 
the  full  charge  of  the  booth  was  turned  over  to  the  Secretary 
during  the   three  midsummer   months. 

This  year  for  the  second  time  the  Secretary  taught  at  Asilomar 
(July  1-11,  1915),  under  the  auspices  of  the  Missionary  Education 
Movement,  New  York,  holding  classes  in  methods  for  the  inter- 
mediate grades  of  the  Sunday  School.  She  has  again  been  ap- 
proached for  1916;  also  by  Y.  W.  C.  A.  as  leader  for  the  College 
Women's  Conference  at  Asilomar. 

Early  in  the  Fall  the  chairman,  with  Dr.  Powell,  called  a  meet- 
ing of  the  Teacher  Training  Committee  to  plan  for  groups  from 
the  city  parishes  for  Bible  study  and  teacher  training.  Meeting 
later  with  the  six  clergy  of  the  first  interparochial  group  to  be 
started,  it  was  decided  then  to  have  all  city  parishes  send  dele- 
gates for  the  first  course,  which  was  to  be  held  at  St.  Luke's, 
that  being  judged  the  best  center  for  car  lines.  It  was  also  con- 
sidered wise  to  postpone  meetings  until  after  the  Exposition 
closed.  When  the  first  class  met  on  December  7th  it  was  voted 
by  all  present  to  postpone  the  work  until  after  the  holidays.  Thus 
the  first  regular  meeting  was  held  on  Tuesday,  January  4th,  from 
4  to  5  o'clock,  with  an  evening  session  at  the  same  place  and  on 
the  same  topic  at  7:30  to  8:30  for  those  who  could  not  attend 
an  afternoon  class.  The  first  course,  given  by  Dr.  Powell,  is 
"The  Geography  of  the  Holy  Land."  Up  to  date  only  28  have 
been  enrolled  in  both  classes.  A  similar  class  is  held  at  the 
Church  of  the  Advent,  East  Oakland,  for  the  Alameda  county 
parishes.  The  Secretary  can  send  notices,  can  speak  only  through 
the  medium  of  the  clergy,  and  unless  she  wins  their  hearty  co- 
operation in  this  very  vital  and  necessary  work,  little  will  be 
accomplished.  More  than  half  of  the  attendance  came  from  one 
parish  where,  beside  the  announcement,  a  personal  effort  was  made 
to  enlist  interest. 

There  are  two  lines  of  work  that  will  come  under  this  Com- 
mittee in  the  near  future — one  is  to  co-operate  with  the  mission 
study  secretary  of  the  Woman's  auxiliary  in  preparing  a  group  of 
w^omen  ready  to  answer  the  call  of  any  body  of  women  who  desire 
to  be  informed  in  Diocesan  missionary  and  auxiliary  facts  and 
affairs.  That  work  will  begin  immediately  after  the  convention 
Friday.  The  second  is  to  help  organize  Lenten  classes  for  Miss 
Grace  Crosby,  who  will  come  from  New  York  for  the  sole  pur- 
pose of  holding  classes  during  Lent  in  six  centers  about  the  bay. 
It  is  hoped  that  all  women  who  can  possibly  do  so  will  avail 
themselves  of  the  privilege  of  studying  under  this  brilliant,  inspir- 
ing, and  consecrated  woman  in  her  course,  "The  Kingdom  of  God." 
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The  Diocesan  Summer  School,  omitted  this  year  because  of  the 
call  of  the  Exposition,  will  take  place  early  in  June  with  the  same 
topics  and  aims  as  reported  at  the  convention  a  year  ago.  (See  1915 
Journal.) 

And  now  a  final  word.  All  through  this  past  year  one  grca't  fact 
came  home  to  me,  and  kept  coming  with  greater  and  more  com- 
pelling force  as  the  year  progressed,  and  it  was  this^we  are  not 
teaching  our  people  what  they  should  know  to  their  souls'  health, 
what  (heir  Church  stands  for  in  faith  that  they  can  share  with 
another  in  joyous  understanding,  what  religion  and  spiritual  vision 
should  mean  in  life.  The  Missionary  Booth  was  to  many  of  us 
who  served  a  chamber  of  confcsson  to  hungry  souls  seeking  after 
God.  And  because  to  many  1  had  been  in  past  years  a  leader 
or  teacher  in  some  course,  or  because  of  my  office,  stewards  came  to 
me,  saying:  "If  I  coiild  only  have  told  them  what  they  longed  to 
know!"  ''This  one  wanted  to  know  what  1  believed  of  the  Trin- 
ity"; "what  I  believed  in  regard  to  immortal  life";  "what  com- 
fort the  Church  has  for  a  sorrowing  heart."  And  often  to  ns  all 
came  the  charge:  "1  left  the  Church  to  win  spiritual  vision."  Yes, 
it  was  a  wonderful  opportunity  to  help,  but  it  seemed  to  me  that 
it  is  God's  call,  yes,  warning  lo  us  to  rise  up,  one  and  all,  and  show 
forth  the  wondrous  beauty  and  joy  and  glory  of  the  faith  He  has 
entrusted   to   His   Church. 

"But  how  can  I  teach  what  I  do  not  know?"  a  churchman  and 
■woman  say.  To  these  let  us  say;  "Seek;  go  to  your  rector; 
go  lo  others  who  arc  earnest  and  seeking,  and  by  your  very  ques- 
tions direct  and  deepen  (heir  search,  for  all  arc  seeking  or  long- 
ing to  seek  after  God."  Several  who  stopped  to  tell  us  that  the 
Church  was  a  failure  ended  by  confessing  that  they  longed  to 
know  God — spiritual  life,  .^nd  what  about  the  children  of  the 
Church  and  of  the  children  who  should  be  of  the  Church?  Are 
we  so  teaching  these  today  that  there  may  be  always  for  them 
a  joyous  walking  with  their  Heavenly  Father,  instead  of  a  pas- 
sionate groping?  Let  us  remember  that  the  Bread  of  Life  for 
His  little  ones  can  never  be  compounded  of  doctrinal  facts,  but 
must  be  of  the  nature  of  faith,  of  that  which  quickens  and  nur- 
tures the  seeds  of  the  fundamental  qualities  of  faith — reverence, 
obedience,  love,  heavenly  reaches.  Only  so  shall  they  abide  in 
Him  and   He  in   them   forever.     Respectfully  submitted,

Amendments  to  the  Constitution  of  the  Diocese  of  California, 
as  approved  by  the  Convention,  and  referred  to  Convention  of  1917 
for  final  action.

Proposed  Amendments  to   Constitution. 


Section  16.  Strike  out  the  word  "Tuesday"  in  2d  line,  and  in 
lieu  insert  the  word  "Monday".  Submitted  by  the  Rev.  C.  L. 
Miel. 

Proposed  Amendments  to  No.  25  and  No.  66  of  the  Constitution. 

The  lay  members  shall  be  males  and  shall  consist  of  one  dele- 
gate from  each  organized  mission  and  parish  in  union  with  the 
Convention;  providied,  however,  that  a  mission  or  parish  having 
fifty  communicants  or  more  may  send  two  delegates;  having  one 
hundred  communicants  or  more  may  send  three  delegates;  hav- 
ing two  hundred  and  fifty  communicants  or  more  may  send  four 
delegates;  having  five  hundred  or  more  may  send  five  delegates, 
and  thereafter  one  additional  delegate  for  each  completed  five 
hundred  communicants  after  the  first  five  hundred.  Provision 
for  alternate  delegates  and  definition  of  a  communicant  for  the 
purpose  specified  in  this  article  may  be  made  by  Canon. 

"Section  66.  In  all  matters  which  shall  come  before  the  Con- 
vention the  clergy  and  laity  shall  deliberate  in  one  body,  and  in 
voting  by  orders  the  clergy  and  lay  delegates  shall  vote  as 
individuals;  and  when  voting  jointly,  a  majority  of  the  voters  of  the 
members  present  shall  be  decisive  except  as  otherwise  specified 
in  this  Constitution;  provided,  that  in  any  case  where  it  shall  be 
demanded  by  five  votes  (clerical  or  lay,  or  both),  the  two  orders 
shall  vote  separately,  and  their  concurrence  shall  be  necessary  to 
constitute   a   decision." 

Strike  out  the  1st,  2nd  and  3rd  lines  of  Sec.  46  and  in 
lieu  insert  the  following:  "At  each  Annual  Convention  the  Eccle- 
siastical Authority  shall  appoint  one  of  the  Presbyters  thereof,  as

Article    XV.      Mode    of    Election    Generally.

Section  78.  Strike  out  the  words  Parishes  and  Missions  in  ihe 
fifth  line,  and  insert  Ihe  words  Lay  Delegate,?.

Amendment  to  Canons  as  Adopted  by  Convention  of  1916. 

Section  335.  The  Convocations  of  the  Diocese  sh;ill  be  as  fol- 
lows: The  Convocation  of  San  Francisco,  lo  include  the  City 
and  County  of  San  Prancisco,  and  the  County  of  Marin.  The 
Convocation  of  Oakland,  (o  include  the  Counties  of  Alameda  and 
Contra  Costa.  The  Convocation  of  San  Jose,  to  include  the 
Counties  of  San  Mateo,  Santa  Clara,  Monterey,  Santa  Cruz,  San 
Benito,  and  San  Luis  Obispo.  This  canon  to  lake  effect  May  1, 
1916. 

OF  THE  CHURCH  PENSION  FUND. 

Section  492.  In  conformity  with  the  resolutions  adopted  by  the 
General  Convention  of  1913,  setting  forth  the  principles  upon 
which  a  pension  system  for  the  clergy  of  the  Church  and  their 
dependents  should  be  constructed,  pursuant  lo  which  the  cor- 
poration the  Church  Pension  Fund  has  been  created  to  carry  these 
principles  into  effect,  the  Diocese  of  California  adopts  the  system 
of   the   Church   Pension    Fund. 

Section  493,  (a)  There  shall  be  appointed,  annually,  a  Com- 
millee  to  be  entitled,  The  Committee  on  the  Church  Pension  Fund, 
and  to  consist  of  one  Clergyman  and  two  Laymen;  the  duties  of 
this   Committee   shall  be  as   follows: 

(b)  To  furnish  annually  to  the  Church  Pension  Fund  the  Can- 
onical Roll  of  the  clergy  of  this  Diocese,  of  Ihe  clergy  officiating 
in  the  Diocese  under  license  from  the  Ecclesiastical  authorities 
with  a  statement  of  the  stipends  received  by  each  clergyman  from 
any  parish,  mission  or  other  ecclesiastical  organization;  from  time 
to  time  to  notify  Ihe  Church  Pension  Fund  of  any  change  which 
may  occur  during  the  year  in  the  clergyman  at  any  station  or  the 
agreed  salary  to  be  paid,   with   Ihe  date  of  such   change. 

(c)  To  receive  annually  from  the  Church  Pension  Fund  a  state- 
ment of  the  premiums  necessary  lo  be  paid  in  order  that  the 
clergymen  in  receipt  of  stipends  from  any  parish,  mission  or  other 
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ecclesiastical  organization  in   the  Diocese  may  be  entitled  respec- 
tively to  pensions. 

(d)  To  inform  the  duly  constituted  authorities  of  each  parish, 
mission  and  other  ecclesiastical  organization  in  the  Diocese  of  the 
premiums  payable  by  it,  and  of  the  time  and  manner  of  payment 
thereof. 

(f)  Twenty-five  per  cent  of  the  amount  assessed  shall  be  pay- 
able by  each  parish,  mission  or  other  ecclesiastical  organization 
to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  on  or  before  the  first  days  of 
January,  April,  July  and  October  of  each  year,  who  shall  promptly 
transmit  the  same  together  with  all  other  moneys  received  by  him 
for  account  of  said  fund  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Church  Pension 
Fund. 

(g)  From  time  to  time  to  inform  the  Church  Pension  Fund  of 
the  clergymen  and  the  widows  and  minor  orphans  of  clergymen 
canonically  connected  with  this  Diocese,  who  may  be  entitled  to 
receive   Pensions  from  the  Church   Pension   Fund. 

(h)  To  do  any  or  all  things  that  may  be  necessary  or  advisable 
to  advance  the  cause  of  the  Church  Pension  Fund  and  see  that 
proper  attention  is  paid  thereto  by  the  parishes,  missions  and 
other    ecclesiastical    organizations. 

Section  494.  (a)  The  Finance  Committee  shall  include  in  its 
annual  budget  of  appropriations  the  premium  payable  on  account 
of  the  Bishop  and  also  Coadjutor  Bishop  and  Bishop  Suffragan,  if 
there  be  any,  and  all  clergymen  whose  stipends  are  paid  directly 
by  the  Diocese. 

(b)  It  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  the  Finance  Committee  to  make 
all  necessary  arrangements  with  the  Board  of  Missions  of  the 
Diocese  to  provide  for  the  payment  to  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Diocese  of  the  premiums  payable  on  behalf  of  all  clergymen 
receiving  stipends  from  said  Board,  and,  if  found  necessary  for  all 
or  any  portion  thereof,  to  include  the  same  in  the  budget  of 
appropriations. 

Section  495.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  clergyman  receiving  a 
stipend  or  stipends,  and  the  duty  of  every  parish,  mission  or  other 
ecclesiastical  organization  in  the  Diocese  paying  a  stipend  or 
stipends,,  to  furnish  a  statement  of  such  stipend  or  stipends  to  the 
Committee  on  the  Church  Pension  Fund  whenever  said  Commit- 
tee shall,  in  writing,  ask  for  such  statement. 

Section  496.  This  canon  on  the  Church  Pension  Fund  shall  go 
into  effect  when  the  Standing  Committee  shall  certify  and  so 
officially  notify  the  diocesan  authorities  that  the  sum  of  at  least 
$5,000,000.00  has  been  actually  received  by  the  Church  Pension 
Fund  for  its   reserve  fund  for  accrued  liabilities.

Remarks. — During  the  last  year  the  magnificent  new  San  'Francisco 
Hospital  has  been  occupied  and  the  former  hospital,  the  Infirmary  on  the 
Relief  Home  tract,  has  become  a  part  of  that  institution  for  the  housing 
of  the  women,  chronic  cases  of  illness  and  the  sick  amon®  the  Relief 
Home  inmates.  These  changes  have  necessitated  corresponding  changes 
in  the  character  of  the  Church's  work  at  those  Institutions.  Three  ser- 
vices and  three  sermons  at  the  Relief  Home  are  now  required  every 
Thursday,  where  formerly  one  service  sufficed.  There  should  now  be  two 
services  every  Sunday. 

At  the  San  Francisco  Hospital  the  cases  are  more  transient  than  for- 
merly, chronic  cases  being  sent  to  the  Relief  Home,  with  less  opportunity 
to  do  progressive  work  with  the  patients.  On  the  other  hand  the  work  at 
the  Relief  Home  has  taken  on  more  of  a  parochial  status.  These  differ- 
ences from  the  former  character  of  the  field  partly  account  for  variations 
from  former  years  in  regard  to  statistics. 

Follow^ing  are  items  of  work  contributing  to  the  results  specified  in  the 
Canonical  report: 

2,323  questionings  as  to  habits  of  Prayer;  1,886  admitted  the  use  of 
the  Lord's  Prayer;  of  those  neglectful  of  Prayer,  44  have  developed 
prayer  fulness.  Especially  among  Protestants,  13  conversations  on 
Christianity  in  general,  and  173  on  the  Sacraments;  132  Prayers  and 
36  Scripture  readings  at  bed-sides;  134  copies  of  Scripture,  44  Prayer 
Books  and  253  pieces  of  religious  literature  distributed;  loi  discourses 
delivered;  51  letters  written. 

Clothing,  creature  comforts,  secular  literature  and  spectacles  have 
also  been  distributed.  Gifts  of  money  and  supplies  for  the  work  were 
received  during  the  year.

PROCEEDINGS  OF  THE  CONVENTION 


FIRST  DAY. 

Grace  Cathedral,  San  Francisco, 

Tuesday,  January  23,  191 7. 

The  Sixty-seventh  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Epis- 
copal Church  in  the  Diocese  of  California  opened  in  Grace 
Cathedral,  San  Francisco,  at  10:30  a.  m.  on  Tuesday,  Janu- 
ary 23,  A.  D.  1917.  The  service  was  the  celebration  of  the 
Holy  Communion,  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  being  the 
Celebrant.  The  Gospeler  was  the  Rt.  Rev.  Dr.  Sumner, 
Bishop  of  Oregon,  and  the  Epistoler  the  Rev.  Dr.  Parsons, 
Rector  of  St.  Mark's  Church,  Berkeley.  The  Venerable 
John  A.  Emery,  Archdeacon  of  California,  the  Very  Rev. 
J.  Wilmer  Gresham,  D.  D.,  Dean  of  the  Cathedral,  the  Rev. 
E.  F.  Gee,  Dean  of  the  Convocation  of  Oakland,  and  the 
Rev.  W.  H.  Cambridge,  Rector  of  the  Church  of  St.  Mat- 
thew of  San  Mateo,  assisted  in  the  Distribution  of  the 
Elements. 

In  place  of  the  sermon,  the  Bishop  read  his  Annual 
Address.     (See  Appendix  A.) 

At  2:25  p.  m.  the  Bishop  called  the  Convention  to  order. 

The  Secretary  of  the  previous  Convention  called  the  roll 
of  Clergy  entitled  to  seats,  of  Parishes  and  Missions,  and  of 
Lay  Delegates. 

A  quorum  being  found  present,  the  Bishop  declared  the 
Sixty-seventh  Convention  duly  organized. 
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On  motion,  the  reading  of  the  order  of  business  was  dis- 
pensed with. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Brace  Hayden,  the  indebtedness  of  the 
Parish  of  the  Church  of  the  Advent,  San  Francisco,  was  re- 
mitted, and  the  delegates  were  duly  admitted  to  seats. 

Also  the  delegates  from  All  Saints,  Watsonville,  and  from 
St.  Andrew's  Church,  Oakland,  were  duly  admitted  to  seats 
in  the  Convention. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Parsons,  the  Rev.  M.  D. 
Wilson  was  elected  Secretary  of  the  Convention,  and  he 
announced  as  his  Assistants,  the  Rev.  W.  R.  H.  Hodgkin 
and  Mr.  Geo.  H.  Hooke. 

The  Chairman  announced  the  appointment  of  the  follow- 
ing Regular  Committees:

The  Committee  on  Dispatch  of  Business  presented  their 
report  by  the  Rev.  Clifton  Macon,  which  was  adopted  as 
follows : 
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REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  DISPATCH  OF 

BUSINESS. 

To  the  Right  Reverend  the  President,  and  Members  of  the 
Sixty-seventh  Annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  California: 

Right  Reverend  Sir,  and  Gentlemen,  on  this  twenty-third  day  of 
January,  1917,  your  Committee  on:  Dispatch  of  Business  begs  to 
report  as  follows: 

Subject  to  your  approval,  your  Committee  finds  the  sessional 
time  of  this  Convention  already  partially  apportioned  thus: 

Tuesday  Night,  Missionary  Mass  Meeting. 

Wednesday  Afternoon,  3  o'clock.  Joint  Session  with  the  House 
of  Churchwomen. 

Therefore,  the  time  remaining  for  the  Regular  Business  Ses- 
sions of  the  Convention  is,  approximately: 

Tuesday  afternoon,  2  to  5  o'clock,  3  hours. 

Wednesday  morning,  10  to  1  o'clock,  3  hours. 

Wednesday  afternoon,  2  to  3  o'clock,  1  hour. 

Thursday  morning,  10  to  1  o'clock,  3  hours. 

Total  time,  10  hours. 

This  small  total  might,  of  course,  be  extended  to  13  hours  by  an 
afternoon  session  on  Thursday.  Past  experience,  however,  shows 
that  any  Thursday  afternoon  session  has  always  been  very  sparsely 
attended,  so  sparsely,  in  fact,  that  if  any  member  demanded  a  call 
of  the  House  it  would  generally  be  found  no  quorum  was  present. 
Therefore,  learning  that  the  Wednesday  Night  Reception  usually 
held  by  Bishop  and  Mrs.  Nichols  will  not  be/  given  at  that  time 
this  year,  your  committee  suggests,  in  view  of  the  many  important 
matters  to  come  before  this  Convention,  that  the  consideration  of 
some  of  the  said  matters  might  be  set  wisely  for  Wednesday  even- 
ing. If  such  order  were  made  the  Convention  would  have  sufficient 
time  for  its  business  and,  possibly,  a  larger  attendance  of  Laymen 
might  be  in  evidence  at  the  night  session  than  in  the  day.  Though 
no  timely  advance  notice  of  a  night  session  can  now  be  given 
officially  to  all  members  of  this  House,  yet,  in  view  of  the  possible 
change  of  the  first  Conventional  Day  from  Tuesday  to  Monday, 
(with  the  precise  object,  as  announced  in  last  Convention,  of  pro- 
viding time  for  a  night  session),  it  might  be  opportune,  under  the 
present  circumstances,  to  essay  and  assay  a  night  session  during 
this  Convention.  If  such  session  is  held  two  and  one-half  hours 
could  be  easily  added  to  the  ten  business  hours  hereinbefore 
specified. 
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Your  Committee  finds  an  unusually  large  volume  of  business  is 
to  come  before  this  Convention.  Holding  over  from  the  Conven- 
tion of  last  year  is  the  amendment  proposed  to  Section  16  of  the 
Constitution,  regarding  change  of  first  conventional  day  from 
Tuesday  to  Monday.  As  concerning  this  matter,  your  Committee 
suggests  the  propriety  of  the  early  appointment  of  a  committee  of 
this  House  to  advise  with  a  committee  of  the  House  of  Church- 
women,  said  Joint  Committee  to  report  to  this  House  before  the 
vote  on  the  said  amendment  is  taken.  In  addition,  holding  over 
from  last  year  are  the  proposed  amendments  to  Sections  25  and 
66  of  the  Constitution,  concerning  Representation  in  Convention; 
also  the  proposed  amendments  to  Sections  46  and  63  of  the  Con- 
stitution, of  minor  importance;  also  the  proposed  amendment  to 
Section  78  of  the  Constitution  regarding  the  election  of  a  Bishop; 
also  the  Report  of  the  Standing  Committee  as  to  representation  of 
the  Cathedral  in  the  Convention,  together  with  a  proposed  Canon 
covering  the  same;  also  the  consideration  of  the  report  of  Audits 
of  Accounts,  etc.,  of  all  institutions  concerning  which  the  Commis- 
sion on  Church  Charities  reports. 

In  addition  to  the  above  pending  matters  are  new  matters,  as 
follows:  A  Canon  proposed  by  the  Board  of  Missions;  a  Canon 
proposed  by  the  Standing  Committee;  and  various  and  sundry 
Canonical  amendments  proposed  by  other  persons. 

In  addition  are  the  three  Blank  Forms  prepared  by  the  Joint 
Committee  representing  the  three  Convocations  of  the  Diocese, 
which  have  to  do  with  the  Quarterly  Reports  of  Missionaries  to 
the  Board  of  Missions,  and  Quarterly  Reports  of  the  Board  to  the 
Convocations  and  Congregations  of  the  Diocese;  and  also  with  the 
Annual  Reports  of  Parishes  and  Missions  to  the  Bishop  and  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Diocese.  All  these  Blank  Forms  deal  with  highly 
important  matters  and  may  induce  extended  consideration. 

In  view  of  the  foregoing,  your  Committee  recommends: 

That  the  business  of  Convention  proceed  in  the  Canonical  order 
until  Section  (14)  is  reached,  by  which  time  most  of  the  important 
matters  to  come  before  the  Convention  should  have  been  presented 
to  and  announced  by  the  Secretary,  and  referred  to  this  Committee 
for  classification  and  position  in  the  Order  of  Business.  If  this 
recommendation  is  adopted,  your  Committee  should  be  able  shortly, 
;ind  without  loss  of  time  to  the  Convention,  to  submit  a  supple- 
mental report  accordingly. 

Your  Committee  further  recommends: 

(1)  That,  pursuant  to  the  above,  the  Canonical  Order  of  Busi- 
ness be  strictly  observed,  and  all  resolutions  and  other  initiatives. 
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not  demanding  immediate  action,  be  offered  with  the  request  that 
this  Committee  set  a  time  for  their  consideration. 

(2)  That  nominating  speeches  before,  during,  and  after  balloting 
be  not  permitted. 

(3)  That  all  principal  motions,  resolutions  and  amendments  to 
the  same  be  submitted  in  writing,  and  that  neither  the  Secretary 
nor  this  Committee  be  asked  to  draft  or  correct  the  same. 

(4)  That,  with  the  exception  of  the  Report  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee, all  reports  of  Chairmen,  Officers  of  the  Diocese,  and  Com- 
mittees, not  carrying  resolutions  calling  for  immediate  actif  n,  be 
filed  with  the  Secretary  without  reading,  unless  the  President  shall 
direct  otherwise. 

(5)  That  Rule  of  Order  (9)  be  strictly  enforced,  save  only  in 
case  of  a  member  presenting  matter  for  consideration,  in  which 
case  such  member  shall  have  the  usual  privilege  of  speaking  last 
in  the  debate  thereupon. 

(6)  That  members  addressing  the  Convention  be  requested  to 
do  so  as  briefly  as  possible,  and  that  no  member,  save  he  who  shall 
present  matter  for  consideration,  be  allowed  more  than  five  min- 
utes to  speak  to  any  question  except  by  permission  of  the  Conven- 
tion, which  permission  shall  not  be  given  him  on  his  own  sugges- 
tion or  request. 

(7)  That  no  new  matter  shall  be  introduced  after  the  second  day 
of  this  session  without  the  consent  of  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the 
House.

Nominations  were  then  made  for  the  various  elective 
boards,  committees  and  officers. 

On  due  motion,  the  Secretary  was  instructed  at  the  tim 
of  election  to  cast  the  ballot  for  the  Standing  Committee 
and  the  Registrar,  there  being  in  nomination  only  the  num- 
ber required  to  be  elected. 

On  motion,  the  Secretary  was  instructed  to  indicate  on 
the  ballots  for  the  Board  of  Missions  those  persons  who 
were  officially  nominated  on  behalf  of  the  various  Con- 
vocations. 
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The  Bishop  presented  the  Right  Reverend,  the  Bishop  of 
Oregon,  who  made  response. 

On  due  motion,  and  at  the  suggestion  of  the  Chairman, 
the  visiting  Clergy  were  granted  the  privilege  of  the  floor 
and  were  requested  to  register  their  attendance  with  the 
Secretary. 

There  were  present  beside  the  P.ishop  of  Oregon,  the 
Rev.  Harry  Perks,  the  Rev.  \V.  S.  Short,  and  the  Rev. 
Irving  Baxter  of  the  Diocese  of  Sacramento,  and  the  Rev. 
A.  ^I.  Lloyd  of  British  Columbia. 

On  due  motion,  the  Secretary  was  instructed  to  extend 
the  sympathy  of  the  Convention  to  those  members  absent 
by  reason  of  sickness  or  infirmity.  Telegrams  or  telephone 
messages  were  sent  to  eight  absentees. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  C.  L.  Miel,  the  following  Preamble 
iind  Resolution  were  adopted : 

Whereas,  This  Convention  learns  with  regretful  concern  of  the 
illness  of  Mr.  A.  C.  Kains. 

Resolved,  That  the  sympathy  of  the  Convention  be  conveyed  to 
Mr.  Kains,  coupled  with  its  earnest  desire  that  in  the  merciful 
providence  of  God  he  may  speedily  be  restored  to  his  former 
health. 

A  communication  was  received  from  the  House  ol 
Churchwomen,  as  follows : 

The  President  and  officers  of  the  House  of  Churchwomen  inform 
the  Convention  that  the  following  Resolution  has  been  adopted  by 
the  House: 

Resolved,  That  the  House  of  Churchwomen  recommends  to  the 
Board  of  Missions  of  the  Diocese  of  California  the  advisability  of 
giving  an  adequate  salary  to  our  Diocesan  Woman  Visitor  to  the 
city  hospitals  and  institutions.

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Applications  for  admission  into  union  with  the  Conven- 
lion  were  presented  from  St.  Paul's  Mission,  Burlingamc, 
and  All  Saints'  Mission,  Carmel,  and  said  applications  were 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Admission  of  Parishes  and 
Missions. 

On  motion  of  Archdeacon  Emery,  the  proposed  Canon 
presented  by  the  Board  of  Missions  was  made  the  order  of 
the  day  for  Wednesday  immediately  after  the  elections. 

On  motion  of  Archdeacon  Emery,  the  reports  of  the 
Board  of  Missions  and  of  the  Deans  of  Convocation  were 
made  the  order  of  the  day  at  the  joint  session  at  2:30 
Wednesday  afternoon. 

On  due  motion,  a  committee  consisting  of  Dr.  Parsons, 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Macon,  and  the  Secretary  of  Convention  were 
appointed  to  confer  with  the  House  of  Churchwomen  in 
regard  to  changing  the  day  of  the  opening  session  of  Con- 
vention. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev. '  Clifton  Macon,  the  following 
preamble  and  resolution  were  adopted : 

Whereas,  The  break  in  the  office  of  the  Holy  Communion  bc^ 
tween  the  creed  and  the  offertory  breaks  the  sweep  and  sequence  of 
that  office,  interrupting  the  spiritual  impulse  of  the  worshipers,  and 
is  oftentimes  the  occasion  for  the  introduction  of  much  diverting 
matter,  which,  though  sometimes  important,  could  well  be  deferred 
until  the  said  office  is  completed;  and 

Whereas,  The  interjection  of  such  diverting  matter  makes  the 
concluding  and  vital  part  of  the  service  an  anti-climax  to  the  dis- 
tress of  mind  of  many  of  our  worshipers;  be  it 

Resolved,  That  a  committee  of  three  be  appointed  to  report  at 
the  next  Convention  the  advisability  of  memoralizing  the  General 
Convention  to  remove  the  first  rubric  on  page  225  to  immediately 
follow  the  blessing  on  page  239,  and  furthermore,  that  the  second 
rubric  on  page  225  of  the  Prayer  Book  be  changed  to  read,  "Then 
may  follow  the  sermon." 

This  was  referred  to  a  Special  Committee  on  Revision  of 
the  Prayer  Book,  consisting  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Macon,  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Spencer,  and  Professor  I.  M.  Linforth. 
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Resolutions  and  a  Report  of  the  General  Convention 
concerning  Business  Methods  in  the  Church  were  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  Dispatch  of  Business  to  be  assigned 
time  for  their  discussion,  and  at  a  later  period  were  referred 
to  a  Special  Committee  on  Business  Methods,  consisting  of 
the  Bishop,  the  Treasurer,  the  Assistant  Treasurer,  the 
Secretary  of  Convention,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Parsons,  the  Rev. 
C.  L.  Miel  and  Mr.  J.  P.  Langhorne. 

On  due  motion,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  proposed  amendments  to  the  Constitution  and 
Canons  be  taken  up  seriatim. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Parsons,  for  the  Committee  on  Canons, 
read  a  proposed  Amendment  to  Section  23  of  the  Consti- 
tution, as  recommended  bv  the  last  Convention  to  this 
Convention  for  final  action,  as  follows : 

The  Lay  members  shall  be  males  and  shall  consist  of  three  dele- 
gates from  each  organized  Parish  and  Mission  in  union  with  the 
Convention  having  less  than  two  hundred  and  fifty  registered 
communicants;  four  delegates  from  each  Parish  and  Mission  hav- 
ing over  two  hundred  and  fifty  and  less  than  five  hundred  regis- 
tered communicants  and  five  delegates  from  each  Parish  having 
over  five  hundred  registered  communicants. 

Dr.  Parson-  ?'  >  on  behalf  of  Mr.  W.  A.  M.  Van  Bok- 
kelen,  presented  the  following  amendment  to  the  above 
amendment  to  Section  25 : 

The  lay  members  shall  be  males  and  shall  consist  of  one  dele- 
gate from  each  organized  mission  and  parish  in  union  with  the 
Convention;  provided,  however,  tliat  a  mission  or  parish,  having 
fifty  communicants  or  more  may  send  two  delegates,  having  one 
hundred  communicants  or  more  may  send  three  delegates;  having 
two  hundred  and  fifty  communicants  or  more  may  send  four  dele- 
gates; having  five  hundred  or  more  may  send  five  delegates,  and 
thereafter  one  additional  delegate  for  each  completed  five  hundred 
communicants  after  the  first  five  hundred.  Provision  for  alternate 
delegates  and  definition  of  a  communicant  for  the  purpose  specified 
in  this  article  may  be  made  by  Canon. 

After  considerable  discussion,  the  Convention  adopted 
the  proposed  amendment  to  the  amendment  by  a  vote  of

29  to  14  in  the  Clerical  Order,  and  of  17  to  6  in  the  Lay 
Order. 

After  considerable  further  discussion,  the  question  re- 
verted to  the  adoption  of  the  amendment  to  Section  25  of 
the  Constitution  as  amended  by  the  vote  last  noted.  This 
motion  was  lost  by  a  vote  of  15  to  28  in  the  Clerical  Order 
and  7  to  16  in  the  Lay  Order. 

The  following  communication  was  received  from  the 
House  of  Churchwomen : 

The  President  and  officers  of  the  House  of  Churchwomen  inform 
the  Convention  that  the  following  Resolution  has  been  adopted: 

Resolved,  That  we  prefer  to  adhere  to  Tuesday  as  the  day  of 
opening  Convention,  but  suggest  that  the  initial  service  should 
begin  earlier  in  the  morning,  so  that  it  may  close  by  noon.

On  due  motion,  after  the  notices  had  been  given,  the  Con- 
vention took  recess  until  9:30  Wednesday  morning. 

The  usual  Missionary  Meeting  was  held  on  Tuesday 
evening,  with  a  union  of  Vested  Choirs,  and  a  Sermon  by 
the  Rev.  D.  Charles  Gardner,  Dean  of  the  Convocation  of 
San  Jose. 


SECOND  DAY. 
Wednesday,  January  24,  A.  D.  1917. 

The  Holy  Communion  was  celebrated  at  7:30  a.  m.,  the 
Celebrant  being  Very  Rev.  J.  Wilmer  Gresham,  D.D. 

At  9:30  a.  m.  the  Bishop  said  the  Creed  and  Litany,  after 
which  the  Bishop  called  the  Convention  to  order. 

The  minutes  of  the  preceding  day's  session  were  read, 
amended  and  approved. 
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Further  report  of  the  Committee  on  Dispatch  of  Business 
was  read  by  the  Chairman,  Rev.  Mr.  Macon,  and  adopted 
as  follows  : 

SUPPLEMENTAL   REPORT   COMMITTEE   ON   DISPATCH 

OF  BUSINESS.  JANUARY  24,  1917. 

To  the  Right  Rev.  the  President  and  Members  of  the  Sixty- 
seventh  Annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  California: 

Right  Reverend  Sir,  and  Gentlemen:  On  this  24th  day  of  Jan- 
uary, 1917,  your  Committee  on  Dispatch  of  Business  begs  to  pre- 
sent a  Supplemental  Report,  as  follows: 

Yesterday,  in  view  of  the  very  large  volume  of  business  to  be 
submitted  to  this  Convention,  your  Committee  asked,  and  the  House 
unanimously  decided:  "That  the  business  of  the  Convention  pro- 
ceed in  the  Canonical  Order  until  Section  14  is  reached,  by  which 
time  most  of  the  important  matters  to  come  before  the  Convention 
should  have  been  presented  to  and  announced  by  the  Secretary  and 
referred  to  this  Committee  for  classification  and  position  in  the 
Order  of  Business."  Your  Committee  then  promised  that  if  its 
request  was  granted  it  would  shortly,  and  without  loss  of  time  to 
the  Convention,  be  able  to  submit  a  Supplemental  Report  accord- 
ingly. 

Your  Committee  now  finds  it  necessary  to  recommend  that  the 
Regular  Order  of  Business  be  taken  up  immediately  at  the  point 
where  the  Convention  left  it  yesterday,  namely  at  Section  (13), 
and  that  said  order  be  followed  in  regular  sequence  until  10:30 
o'clock,  for  which  hour  the  Elections  have  been  made  a  Special 
Order;  that  the  Elections  continue  to  complete  and  final  decision; 
and  that  thereafter  if  there  remain  any  of  the  Regular  Order  of 
Business  prescribed  for  the  First  Conventional  Day  not  as  yet 
disposed  of,  the  Convention  proceed  with  the  determination  of  the 
same  until  all  of  said  business  has  been  dispatched.  After  said 
business  is  concluded  your  Committee  recommends  that  the  mat- 
ters following,  referred  to  it  for  position  on  the  Calendar,  be  taken 
up  and  disposed  of  in  the  following  order  regardless  of  any  fixed 
time: 

1.  Consideration  of  Section  66  of  the  Constitution,  as  reported 
in  two  variant  forms  by  the  Committee  on  Canons.  (See  pages  1 
and  8  of  said  report.) 

2.  Consideration  of  the  three  Blank  Forms  of  Reports  submitted 
by  the  Joint  Committee  of  Convocations,  said  forms  to  be  con- 
sidered in  their  alphabetical  order. 
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3.  Consideration  of  the  Canon  proposed  by  the  Board  of  Mis- 
sions. 

4.  Consideration  of  all  matter  contained  in  the  Report  of  the 
Committee  on  Canons,  which  shall  not  have  previously  been  dis- 
posed of,  in  the  order  in  which  the  same  appears  in  said  Report. 

5.  Consideration  of  the  Regular  Order  of  Business  for  the  Sec- 
ond Conventional  day. 

Your  Committee  finds  it  necessary  to  state  it  is  obvious  that  a 
session  will  be  necessary  for  tonight,  and  an  all  day  session  for 
tomorrow.  You  are  also  reminded  of  the  Joint  Session  with  the 
House  of  Churchwomen  set  for  2:30  o'clock  this  afternoon. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

•A'as  laid  on  the  table. 

The  report  of  the  Standing  Committee  was  read  by  the 
Very  Rev.  J.  Wilmer  Gresham,  D.D.,  as  follows : 

REPORT  OF  THE  STANDING  COMMITTEE. 

The  Standing  Committee  elected  at  the  Sixty-sixth  Annual  Con- 
vention of  the  Diocese  of  California  met  February  the  23d,  the 
Rev.  John  Bakewell,  D.D.,  being  duly  elected  President,  and  the 
Rev.  E.  L.  Parsons,  D.D.,  Secretary.  The  following  official  action 
was  taken  during  the  year:  On  the  above  date  the  Rev.  Leslie  C. 
Kelley  was  recommended  to  the  Bishop  for  ordination  to  the 
Priesthood.  Consent  was  given  by  resolution  of  the  Committee  to 
the  conveyance  by  Quit  Claim,  deed,  or  otherwise,  by  the  Corpora- 
tion of  the  Diocese  to  the  Diocese  of  Los  Angeles  of  certain  real 
estate  within  the  boundaries  of  the  Diocese  of  Los  Angeles,  the 
title  of  which  has  heretofore  been  vested  in  the  Diocese  of  Cali- 
fornia. On  March  22d  consent  was  given  to  the  election  of  the 
Right  Rev.  Benjamin  Brewster,  D.D.,  Bishop  of  the  Missionary 
District  of  Western  Colorado,  to  the  Bishopric  of  the  Diocese  of 
Maine.  On  this  date  the  Rev.  Charles  A.  Verleger,  Deacon,  was 
recom-mended  to  the  Bishop  for  ordination  to  the  Priesthood,  and 
on  the  nomination  of  the  Bishop,  Mr.  Ernest  G.  Geary  was  elected 
a  trustee  of  the  Pacific  Churchman. 
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On  May  24th  communications  were  read  from  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Bakewell,  requesting  the  Standing  Committee  to  relieve  him  of  his 
duties  as  President  because  of  ill  health.  On  motion,  Dr.  Bakewell 
was  regretfully  relieved  of  his  active  responsibilities  as  President, 
the  Rev.  Dr.  Parsons  being  elected  Acting  President.  The  Rev.  Dr. 
Gresham  was  elected  Secretary  to  succeed  Dr.  Parsons  in  that 
office.  On  this  date  Mr.  C.  Agnew  Mainwaring  and  Mr.  John  C 
Jackson  were  recommended  to  the  Bishop  for  ordination  to  the 
Diaconate.  A  matter  of  recurring  interest  at  this  and  at  previous 
and  succeeding  meetings  of  the  Committee  was  the  Survey  of  the 
Diocese,  undertaken  at  the  request  of  the  Bishop.  Detailed  re- 
ports of  the  sub-committees  of  the  Committee  on  Survey  have  been 
presented  to  the  Bishop.  On  this  day  it  was  moved  that  the  Treas- 
urer of  the  Diocese  be  consulted  with  reference  to  the  formulation 
of  some  uniform  system  of  parish  finance  for  recommendation  to 
Parish  Treasurers.  On  June  28th  the  Bishop  informed  the  Com- 
mittee that  he  would  embody  certain  of  the  recommendations  of 
the  Report  in  his  address  at  the  ensuing  Convention,  suggesting 
at  the  same  time  that  the  Standing  Committee  frame  such  tentative 
Canons  as  would  set  the  general  recommendations  before  the  Con- 
vention of  the  Diocese. 

On  September  20th,  Mr.  C.  T.  Leachman  was  recommended  to 
the  Bishop  for  admission  as  a  candidate  for  Holy  Orders.  Consent 
at  this  time  was  given  to  the  consecration  of  the  Rev.  Irving  Peake 
Johnson,  D.D.,  as  Bishop  Coadjutor  of  the  Diocese  of  Colorado. 
Nominations  were  made  for  members  of  the  Corporation  of  St. 
Luke's  Hospital.  The  Bishop  reported  the  recent  gifts  to  the  Old 
Ladies'  Home,  and  a  resolution  of  thanks  to  Mrs.  Mary  E.  Nelson 
and  Mrs.  L.  F.  Monteagle  was  passed. 

On  November  22d  consent  of  the  Standing  Committee  was  given 
to  the  election  of  the  Right  Rev.  Sheldon  Munson  Griswold,  D.D., 
to  become  Suffragan  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Chicago.  On  De- 
cember 13th  Mr.  Paul  F.  Cadmon  was  recommended  to  the  Bishop 
for  admission  as  a  Candidate  for  Holy  Orders.  On  this  date  the 
entire  report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Survey  of  the  Diocese  was 
presented  and  accepted  and  referred  to  the  Bishop,  at  whose  re- 
quest the  work  was  undertaken.  The  sub-committee  on  the  Survey 
of  Diocesan  Institutions  presented  two  proposed  Canonical  changes 
as  embodying  its  recommendations,  which  were  approved:  (1) 
That  Section  434  be  framed  to  define  the  nature  of  a  Diocesan 
Institution  as  one  whose  governing  board  shall  be  chosen  by  Con- 
vention, and  whose  officers  shall  annually  present  to  the  Commis- 
sion on  Church  Charities  a  list  of  its  properties  and  investments; 
and    (2)    an  amendment  to  Canon  433   providing   for  a  Commission 
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on  Church  Charities,  and  stating  the  functions  and  purpose  of  such 
Commission.  The  following  resolution  in  connection  with  the 
Survey  was  also  carried:  *'That  the  Committee  on  Preparation  of 
Canons  in  relation  to  the  Survey  be  authorized,  after  completing  the 
draft  of  Canons  in  regard  to  the  Directors  of  the  Corporation,  to 
refer  the  same  to  the  Directors  with  the  request  that  they  present 
it  with  such  recommendations  as  they  consider  expedient.

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Admission  of  Parishes 
and  Missions  was  made  by  the  Chairman,  the  Rev.  Arch 
Perrin,  and  on  his  recommendation  the  Missions  of  St.  Paul, 
Burlingame,  and  All  Saints,  Carmel,  by  due  motion  were 
admitted  into  union  with  the  Convention. 

The  Bishop  announced  the  election  commission  and  tell- 
ers as  follows : 

Commission :  Rev.  Hamilton  Lee,  Mr.  L.  E.  McLellan  and  Mr. 
Geo.  H.  Hooke. 

Tellers:  Rev.  W.  F.  Higby,  Rev.  C.  P.  Deems,  Rev.  L.  C.  Kelley, 
Mr.  Geo.  F.  Wakefield,  Mr.  T.  C.  West,  Mr.  C.  T.  Cook,  Mr.  W.  G. 
Clapp. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Consolidation  of  Dio- 
cesan funds  was  read  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention 
and  on  due  motion  adopted.     (See  Appendix  H.) 

Recess  was  taken  for  balloting. 

After  discussion  it  was  moved  that  we  reconsider  the 
fixing  of  the  order  of  the  day  as  adopted  yesterday.  This 
motion  was  lost. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  W.  A.  Brewer  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention  be  requested  to 
print  at  once  the  Bishop's  Annual  Address,  as  for  the  forthcoming 
Journal,  and  that  arrangements  be  made  to  distribute  copios  to  all 
the  members  of  our  congregations  with  the  assistance  of  the  clergy 
and  clerks  of  our  parishes  and  missions. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Canons  was  on  due  mo- 
tion taken  from  the  Table,  and  on  motion  of  the  Chairman 
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of  said  Committee  section  315  of  the  Canons  was  amended 
to  read  as  follows : 

Sec.  315.  The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  ex  officio,  shall  be  Presi- 
dent of  the  Board;  the  Archdeacon  and  the  Deans  of  Convocation, 
ex  officio;  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese,  ex  officio;  and  one  clergy- 
man and  one  layman  from  each  Convocation;  and  one  clerg>Tnan 
and  one  layman  at  large,  to  be  elected  annually  by  the  Convention 
of  the  Diocese.  Vacancies  occuring  among  the  elected  members 
may  be  filled  by  the  Board  at  any  regular  meeting. 

On  further  motion  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Canons,  Section  317  was  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

Section  317.  The  Board  of  Missions  shall  meet  at  the  call  of  the 
President  as  soon  as  practicable  after  the  adjournment  of  the  Con- 
vention, at  which  meeting  organization  shall  be  effected.  The 
Board  shall  thereafter  hold  regular  quarterly  meetings  at  such 
times  and  at  such  place  as  may  be  fixed  by  order  of  the  Board, 
adopted  at  its  first  meeting,  and  may  at  any  time  hold  special  meet- 
ings at  the  rcall  of  the  President,  or  of  any  three  members.  Written 
notice  of  every  meeting,  whether  regular  or  special,  shall  be  given 
by  the  President  or  Secretary.  A  majority  of  the  members  of  the 
Board  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

On  due  motion  Section  317a  was  duly  adopted  as  pro- 
posed by  the  Board  of  Missions  as  follows: 

Sec.  317a.  There  shall  be  a  Council  of  Advice,  consisting  of  the 
Bishop,  the  Archdeacon,  the  Deans  of  Convocation,  and  the  Treas- 
urer, which  shall  hold  monthly  meetings  to  consider  the  progress 
and  the  needs  of  the  missionary  work  of  the  Diocese  in  all  its 
branches,  and  which  shall  submit  a  full  report  of  its  investigations 
and  of  all  matters  coming  before  it,  together  with  its  recommenda- 
tions in  regard  thereto,  to  the  Board  of  Missions  at  its  quarterlj' 
meetings. 

On  due  motion  Section  336  was  adopted  as  amended  by 
the  Committee  on  Canons,  as  follows: 

Sec.  336.  Each  Convocation  shall  hold  at  least  two  meetings 
annually.  At  all  meetings  of  the  Convocation  the  Archdeacon, 
every  clergyman  canonically  resident  within  the  Convocation 
District,  and  every  lay-delegate  to  be  elected  as  hereinafter  pro- 
vided, shall  be  entitled  to  a  seat  and  a  vote.  The  lay-delegates 
shall  <:onsist  of  five  (5)  qualified  voters  of  each  parish  or  mis- 
sion   within    the    Convocation    District.      The    lay-delegates    from 
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each  parish  shall  be  elected  by  the  vestry  thereof  and  the  lay- 
delegates  of  each  mission  within  the  Convocation  District  shall  be 
elected  at  the  annual  or  some  other  meeting  thereof.  The  meetings 
of  the  Convocations  shall  have  for  their  principal  object  the  consid- 
eration of  missionary  work  and  such  missionaries  as  are  members 
shall  report  concerning  their  work  and  their  special  needs.  A 
statement  shall  be  rendered  of  the  payments  made  by  each  parish 
and  mission  upon  their  apportionment  for  church  extension.  Each 
Convocation  may  make  its  own  rules  and  by-laws  in  furtherance 
of  these  objects,  not  inconsistent  with  these  Canons. 

On  due  motion  Section  461  was  adopted  as  amended  by 
the  Committee  on  Canons  as  follows : 

Sec.  461.  The  fund  for  church  extension  shall  be  derived  from 
the  following  sources: 

(1)  From  the  monthly  pledge  or  contribution  of  each  mission 
of  the  Diocese,  as  provided  in  Sec.  347  of  these  Canons; 

(2)  From  the  annual  apportionment  of  each  parish  or  mission 
for  church  extension,  as  hereinafter  provided; 

(3)  From  any  appropriation  to  this  Diocese  by  the  General 
Board  of  Missions; 

(4)  From  the  collections  made  at  any  general  or  special 
church  extension  or  missionary  service  held  in  this  Diocese; 

(5)  From  donations. 

On  due  motion  Section  461a  was  adopted  as  proposed  by 
the  Board  of  Missions  as  follows:  . 

Sec.  461a.  The  Board  of  Missions  shall  at  least  twenty  (20) 
days  prior  to  the  Annual  Convention,  prepare  and  submit  to  the 
Committee  on  Finance  a  statement  showing  its  total  revenue  for 
the  past  year  and  the  sources  from  which  the  same  was  derived, 
with  the  amount  derived  from  each  source,  and  also  its  total  ex- 
penditures and  the  purposes  for  which  the  same  were  made  or 
incurred;  also  an  estimate  of  the  total  amount  required  to  meet 
its  operating  expenses  for  the  succeeding  year.  The  Committee 
on  Finance  shall,  after  consideration  of  the  said  statement  and 
estimate  of  the  Board  of  Missions,  fix  the  total  amount  to  be 
apportioned  among  the  several  parishes  and  missions  in  the  Dio- 
cese for  church  extension,  and  shall  apportion  the  same  tu  eacn 
parish  or  mission  in  the  same  manner  and  on  the  same  basis  as 
provided  in  subdivisions  (b),  (c)  and  (d)  of  Section  451  of  these 
Canons.     The  Committee  on  Finance  shall  present  a  report  of  the 
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amounts  of  the  several  apportionments  so  fixed  by  it  to  the  Annual 
Convention;  a  copy  of  which  said  report  shall  be  posted  at  or  near 
the  desk  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention.  The  Committee  shall 
have  power  to  modify  or  'amend  the  same  as  to  the  aggregate 
amount  of  the  apportionment,  or  as  to  any  apportionment  or  ap- 
portionments contained  therein,  and  said  report  upon  being  finally 
adopted  by  the  Annual  Convention  in  its  original  form,  or  as 
amended  by  it,  shall  finally  -constitute  and  determine  the  annual 
apportionment  of  each  parish  or  mission  in  the  Diocese  for  church 
extension.  The  Treasurer  shall,  within  thirty  (30)  days  after  ad- 
journment of  the  Annual  Convention,  notify  each  parish  and  mis- 
sion of  the  amount  of  its  said  apportionment  for  church  extension. 

On  due  motion  the  proposed  Section  461b  was  referred 
back  to  the  Committee  on  Canons  for  further  consideration 
and  consultation. 

On  due  motion  proposed  Section  461c,  as  follows,  was 
rejected : 

Sec.  461c.  The  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  shall,  at  least  fifteen 
(15)  days  prior  to  the  Annual  Convention,  transmit  to  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Convention  a  list  of  those  parishes  or  missions  which 
may  be  delinquent  in  the  payment  of  their  respective  apportion- 
ments, together  with  the  amounts  of  such  delinquencies.  No 
member,  clerical  or  lay,  of  any  such  delinquent  parish  or  mission 
shall,  unless  such  delinquency  has  been  paid  or  remitted  as  herein- 
after provided,  be  eligible  to  any  committee  of  the  Convention, 
or  qualified  to  serve  on  any  board  or  commission  provided  for  in 
these  canons;  provided,  however,  that  for  good  cause  shown,  the 
Convention  may,  upon  recommendation  of  the  Finance  Committee, 
or  upon  its  own  motion,  remit  the  amount  of  such  delinquency.

The  ecclesiastical  authority 
shall  appoint  this  Committee  at  least  twenty  (20)  days  before  the 
Annual  Convention,  from  the  delegates  thereunto  already  chosen.

Resolved,  That  the  Convention  hold  an  evening  session  beginning 
at  8  p.  m.  today.

On  motion  of  the  Venerable  Archdeacon  Emery,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  sum  of  $985.00  required  to  cover  the  75-^  per 
cent  premium  on  the  salaries  of  the  missionaries  of  this  Diocese 
(in  the  matter  of  the  Clergy  Pension  Fund)  be  added  to  the 
Bishop's  Salary  and  Convention  Fund,  and  that  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee be  asked  to  make  the  necessary  changes  in  their  report  to 
include  th«  same.

REPORT  pF  THE  AUDITING  COMMITTEE. 

The  Auditing  Committee,  appointed  under  Sections  148  and  164 
of  Canons,  to  audit  the  accounts  of  the  Treasurer  and  the  Assistant 
Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  for  the  Convention  year  ending  December 
31,  1916,  report: 

That  we  have  carefully  examined  the  books  and  different  accounts 
presented  to  us  by  the  Treasurer  and  find  the  Stime  correct.  All 
items  of  disbursement  to  the  end  of  the  Convention  year  being  sup- 
ported by  vouchers.  The  Savings  Account  Books  show  the  several 
amounts  of  balances  to  be  on  hand  as  claimed  by  the  Treasurer. 

We  also  report  that  all  current  account  balances  subject  to  draft 
are  on  deposit  in  bank  in  the  name  of  the  Diocese  of  California.

164  of  the  Canons  of  the  Diocese  of  California. 

The  Report  of  the  Rc^i^istrar  was  read  by  the  Registrar, 
as  follows : 

The  Registrar  reports  the  usual  accessions  in  the  way  of  dio- 
cesan  journals.     Other   papers   of   considerable    value   have   been 
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added  to  the  diocesan  archives,  and  it  may  be  said  that  we  are  in 
a  measure  making  good  the  heart-breaking  losses  that  came  to  us 
on  the  occasion  of  the  great  fire  of  1906. 

As  yet  there  is  no  adequate  repository  for  our  pamphlets  and 
journals.  The  most  valuable  parts  of  our  library  now  rest  in  the 
Registrar's  home  or  are  in  storage.  In  the  meantime,  however,  the 
Registrar  will  gladly  take  charge  of  any  printed  or  w^ritten  matter 
that  bears  upon  the  history  of  the  Diocese  or  of  any  parish  or  mis- 
sion thereof.  Copies  of  any  journals  of  the  Diocese  of  California 
of  any  date  previous  to  1907  are  needed  in  order  that  supplementary 
sets  of  the  journals  may  be  bound  and  kept  in  the  Diocesan  House 
for  reference.

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Hamilton  Lee,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  Convention  views  with  great  satisfaction  the 
adoption  of  the  resolution  with  reference  to  Temperance  by  the  late 
General  Convention,  and  pledges  its  hearty  co-operation  in  pro- 
moting the  principles  involved. 

A  resolution  concerning  the  order  of  printing  reports  of 
Parishes  and  Missions  was  introduced  by  the  Rev.  E.  F. 
Gee,  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Dispatch  of  Business. 

The  Chairman  appointed  the  Dean  of  the  Convocation  of 
San  Jose,  the  Rev.  D.  Chas.  Gardner,  and  Mr.  F.  M.  Lee, 
Assistant  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese,  to  escort  the  House  of 
Churchwomen  into  the  session  of  the  Convention. 

The  Convention  took  a  recess  until  2 :30  p.  m. 

The  Convention  reassembled  at  2  :30  in  session  with  the 
House  of  Churchwomen. 

After  announcements  had  been  made  by  the  Chairman, 
Mr.  Frank  P.  Deering  of  the  Cathedral  Congregation  spoke 
on  the  Church  Pension  Fund. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Parsons  read  the  report  of  the  Board  of 
Christian  Education.     (See  Appendix  L.) 
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The  Rev.  Mr.  Thackeray  spoke  on  the  Summer  School  to 
be  held  in  Watsonville. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Powell  spoke  on  the  work  of  the  Field  Sec- 
retary, especially  of  the  value  of  the  work  of  the  Sunday 
School. 

The  Rev.  W.  A.  De  Witt  spoke  on  the  work  among  Uni- 
versity students. 

The  following  Preamble  and  Resolution  were  presented 
by  the  Very  Rev.  J.  Wilmer  Gresham,  D.D.,  and  on  his 
motion  adopted  by  a  rising  vote: 

Having  learned  that  Friday  of  this  Convention  week,  January 
26th,  will  be  the  80th  birthday  of  the  Right  Rev.  Daniel  Sylvester 
Tiittle,  D.D.,  Presiding  Bishop  of  the  American  Church,  I  take 
pleasure  in  offering  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  the  Sixty-seventh  Annual  Convention  of  the  Dio- 
cese of  California,  in  joint  session  with  the  House  of  Churchwomen 
of  the  Diocese,  learning  of  the  proximity  of  the  80th  birthday  of 
Bishop  Tuttle,  extend  its  hearty  congratulations  to  our  beloved 
Presiding  Bishop  in  thus  rounding  the  four-score  years  of  his  noble 
life,  more  than  fifty  years  of  which  have  signally  adorned  the  Epis- 
copate of  our  Communion,  and  express  to  him  its  hope  and  prayer 
that  he  may  be  spared  to  the  church  and  his  high  office  a  happy 
lengthened  span  of  years  to  come. 

Archdeacon  Emery  read  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Mis- 
sions, the  report  of  the  Archdeacon,  together  with  the 
financial  statement  and  the  statement  of  the  auditing  of 
accounts  by  a  certified  accountant.  He  also  presented  a 
supplemenary  report  of  the  Board  of  Missions. 

The  report  of  the  Dean  of  the  Convocation  of  San  Jose 
was  read  by  the  Dean,  the  Rev.  D.  Chas.  Gardner. 

The  Dean  of  the  Convocation  of  San  Francisco,  the  Rev. 
H.  S.  Hanson,  presented  and  read  his  report.  (For  these 
reports  see  Appendix  E.) 

The  Rev.  H.  H.  St.  George  Buttrum  presented  and  read 
a  report  on  the  work  among  young  people,  as  follows: 
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REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  OF  CONVOCATION  OF  SAN 
FRANCISCO  ON  WORK  AMONG  YOUNG  PEOPLE. 

A  committee  consisting  of  the  Rev.  H.  H.  St.  George  Buttrum 
(Chairman),  Revs.  Turner  and  Maxwell,  Messrs.  Chas.  Gunn  and 
George  Hooke,  was  appointed  by  the  Convocation  of  San  Fran- 
cisco to  make  a  thorough  investigation  of  the  work  being  carried 
on  among  the  Young  People  and  report  with  recommendations  to 
the  Diocesan  Convention. 

The  Committee  undertook,  as  a  preliminary  step,  to  make  a  sur- 
vey of  the  Convocation  with  a  view  to  finding  out  what  was  being 
done  to  meet  the  special  needs  of  the  Young  People. 

By  Young  People  in  this  report,  those  who  have  been  confirmed 
or  reached  the  confirmation  age  and  are  not  eligible  for  member- 
ship or  service  in  the  usual  church  organizations  provided  for 
older  persons,  are  intended. 

The  results  of  the  survey  may  be  summarized  as  follows: 

Practically  the  only  work  being  done  for  the  Young  People  was 
in  connetcion  with  those  well-established  societies,  the  Brotherhood 
of  St.  Andrew  and  Daughters  of  the  King,  but  few  parishes  having 
even  these. 

The  great  loss  to  the  church  after  the  confirmation  age  was  gen- 
erally acknowledged.  The  following  recommendations  were 
adopted: 

1.  That  the  work  among  Young  People  done  by  the  Church 
Summer  Camp,  under  the  Rev.  George  Maxwell,  be  commended  to 
the  Convention  as  being  a  valuable  contribution  to  Young  People's 
work  under  distinctive  church  influence. 

2.  That  a  Young  People's  organization  of  diocesan  scope  sim- 
ilar to  the  Christian  Endeavor  Society,  adapted  to  the  peculiar 
needs  and  genius  of  the  Episcopal  Church,  be  inaugurated. 

3.  That  a  committee  to  be  known  as  the  "Committee  on  Work 
Among  Young  People"  be  appointed  by  the  Convention,  to  keep 
in  touch  with  and  take  -charge  of  (saving  the  rights  of  the  incum- 
bent of  any  parish  or  mission)  the  Young  People's  work  of  the 
diocese. 

The  said  Committee  to  consist  of  two  clergymen  and  two  lay- 
men from  each  Convocation,  and  two  members  appointed  by  the 
House  of  Churchwomen. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Buttrum,  the  Convention  ap- 
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proved  the  recommendation  as  above  printed,  and  the  Bishop 
appointed  the  following  members  of  the  Committee:

The  Rev.  Arch  Perrin  made  oral  report  on  his  work  in  the 
prisons. 

Report  of  the  Social  Service  Commission  was  presented 
by  the  Rev.  G.  H.  B.  Wright.     (See  Appendix  M.) 

The  Convention  took  a  recess  until  8  o'clock. 


The  Bishop's  Annual  Reception  took  the  form  of  an  After- 
noon Tea  from  5  to  6  p.  m.  in  the  Library  of  the  Divinity 
School. 


On  reassembling  at  8  p.  m.  the  Rev.  Dr.  Parsons  urged 
the  clerg^y  to  subscribe  according  to  their  ability  to  the 
Clergy  Pension  Fund. 
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The  Rev.  F.  H.  Church  presented  the  Report  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Publication  of  the  History  of  the  Diocese,  as  fol- 
lows; and  on  his  motion  the  appended  resolution  was  re- 
ferred to  the  Committee  on  Finance.

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On  motion  of  Mr.  F.  M.  Lee,  the  following  Preamble  and 
Resolution  were  adopted: 

Whereas,  This  Convention  has  in  former  years  by  resolution 
designated  special  dates  for  offerings  for  certain  church  institutions 
and  work;  and 

Whereas,  Our  beloved  Diocesan  has  been  appointed  Honorary  Canon 
of  St.  George's  Collegiate  Church  of  Jerusalem,  and  is  specially  in- 
terested in  the  success  of  the  work  there;  and 

Whereas,  The  Diocese  of  California  should  show  its  appre- 
ciation of  the  honor  conferred  upon  its  Bishop; 

Resolved,  That  it  is  the  sense  of  this  Convention  that  an  offering 
be  taken  up  at  every  Good  Friday  service  henceforth  for  the  Jer- 
usalem and  East  Mission  Fund;  and  further,  that  at  the  three 
hours'  service  a  mite  box  be  placed  in  the  Church  with  bulletin  card 
inviting  offering  for  the  same  Mission;  both  offerings  to  be  sent  as 
soon  as  possible  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese. 

The  Committee  on  Canons  made  further  report,  especially 
as  concerning  the  amendment  to  Section  66  of  the  Constitu- 
tion as  recommended  by  the  last  Convention. 

On  due  motion  the  following  substitute  was  adopted  as 
an  amendment  to  said  amendment : 

Section  66.  In  all  matters  which  shall  come  before  the  Con- 
vention, (save  as  hereinafter  provided),  the  Clergy  and  the  laity 
shall  deliberate  and  vote  in  one  body.  Each  clergyman  and  each 
layman^  personally  present,  shall  have  one  vote.  A  majority  of 
the  votes  of  all  members  of  the  Convention  present,  and  voting, 
shall  be  deemed  decisive,  save  as  otherwise  specified  in  this  Con- 
stitution; provided,  that  when  it  shall  be  demanded  by  five  qualified 
voters,  the  two  orders,  viz:  Clergy  and  Laity,  shall  vote  separately, 
and  their  concurrent  votes,  in  a  majority  of  each  order,  shall  be 
necessary  to  a  decision,  save  as  otherwise  specified  in  this  Con- 
stitution. 

After  considerable  further  discussion  this  Section  66  as 
thus  amended  was  rejected  by  a  Vote  by  Orders. 

On  due  motion,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  consideration  of  the  proposed  Forms  of  Mis- 
sionary and  Parochial  Reports  be  the  order  of  Business  for  10  a. 
m.  on  Wednesday. 
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The  Convention  extended  its  congratulations  to  Arch- 
deacon Emery  on  his  Birthday. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Hamilton  Lee,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  this  Convention  is  appalled  at  the  revelations  of 
vice  reported  from  recent  investigations  in  the  City  of  San  Fran- 
cisco, and  urges  upon  our  clergy  and  laity  the  importance  of 
using  every  effort  to  deal  with  such  conditions  wisely  and  ef- 
fectually— the  clergy  by  stimulating  the  civic  -conscience  to  promote 
the  safety  and  welfare  of  our  people,  and  the  laity  by  co-operation, 
as  opportunity  offers,  in  an  endeavor  to  improve  the  present  con- 
ditions and  especially  to  foster  a  determined  and  sustained  effort 
on  the  part  of  the  police  and  other  agencies  in  dealing  with  im- 
moral and  unlawful  practices. 

Attention  was  drawn  to  the  Celebration  of  the  Holy  Com- 
munion at  7 :30  a.  m.  on  Thursday,  being  the  Feast  of  the 
Conversion  of  St.  Paul. 

After  certain  other  announcements,  the  Convention  took 
recess  until  9 :30  a.  m.  Thursday. 


THIRD  DAY. 
Thursday,  January  25,  A.  D.  1917. 

The  day  began  with  a  Celebration  of  the  Holy  Com- 
munion at  7:30  a.  m.,  the  Rev.  J.  O.  Lincoln  being  celebrant. 

At  9:30  a.  m.  the  Bishop  said  the  Creed  and  certain  Col- 
lects; after  which  the  Convention  was  called  to  order  for 
business.

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The  Bishop  reappointed  the  Committee  on  Stewardship, 
with  necessary  revisions. 

On  due  motion,  the  Convention  reconsidered  the  reference 
to  the  Finance  Committee  of  the  Communication  from  the 
Ifouse  of  Church  women  concerning  the  salary  of  the  Woman 
Visitor  in  the  Citv  Institutions,  and  on  further  motion  said 
Communication  was  referred  to  the  Board  of  Missions. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church 
was  presented  and  read  by  the  Chairman,  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Powell.     (See  Appendix  J.) 

The  Bishop  emphasized  the  law  as  to  Divorce  and  Re- 
marriage. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Clifton  Macon,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  Blank  Form  "A,"  hereunto  attached,  be  and  the 
same  is  hereby  adopted  by  the  Sixty-seventh  Annual  Convention 
of  the  Diocese  of  California,  as  the  Regular  Form  to  be  used  by 
the  Missionaries  of  the  said  Diocese  in  making  their  Quarterly  re- 
ports to  the  Board  of  Diocesan  Missions. 

On  due  motion,  Form  B,  was  adopted  to  be  used  by  the 
Board  of  Missions  of  the  Diocese  in  making  their  Quarterly 
Reports  to  the  Convocations. 

For  Forms  "A"  and  "B"  see  inserts  at  back  of  book. 

The  following  Resolution  was  presented  by  the  Rev.  C. 
L.  Miel,  together  with  a  blank  Form  of  Parochial  Report 
designated  as  Form  "C": 

Resolved,  That  Blank  Form  "C,"  hereunto  attached,  be  and  the 
same  is  hereby  adopted  by  the  Sixty-seventh  Annual  Convention 
of  the  Diocese  of  California,  as  the  regular  form  of  Diocesan 
Blank  for  the  Annual  Reports  of  the  Parishes  and  Missions  of 
said  Diocese  to  the  Bishop  thereof,  until  such  time  as  the  said 
form  of  Diocesan  Blank  can  be  made  to  conform  to  the  Blank 
Form  offered  by  the  General  Convention,  whether  by  necessary 
readjustments  in  the  several  dioceses  of  the  Church,  or  by  the 
adoption  of  changes  certain  to  be  proposed  by  said  Dioceses,  or 
by  both. 

After  some  discussion,  during  which  attention  was  drawn 
to  the  form  submitted  by  the  Finance  Committee  of  the

following  Resolution  was  adopted  as  a  substitute  for  the 
one  presented  by  the  Rev.  Air.  Miel: 

Resolved,  That  a  Special  Committee  of  seven  be  appointed,  to  be 
entitled  a  Committee  on  Business  Methods,  of  which  the  Bishop 
shall  be  Chairman,  and  the  Treasurer,  Assistant  Treasurer  and 
Secretary  be  ex-officio  members,  to  which  shall  be  referred  the 
matter  of  the  Constitutional  and  Canonical  legislation  necessary  to 
conform  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  this  Diocese  to  the  re- 
quirements of  General  Convention  concerning  reports,  and  to  re- 
port to  the  next   Convention;  , 

And  said  Committee  is  hereby  authorized  to  adopt  for  use  in 
this  Diocese  until  such  legislation  is  completed  such  annual  re- 
port form  as  it  may  deem  appropriate. 

The  Bishop  appointed  the  Commission  on  Church  Chari- 
ties without  change  from  last  year. 

The  Bishop  called  the  Rev.  Dr.  Parsons  to  the  Chair,  and 
the  report  of  the  Finance  Committee  was  presented  by  the 
Assistant  Treasurer,  Mr.  F.  M.  Lee,  as  follows;  and  on  his 
motion  the  appended  Resolution  was  duly  adopted.  (For 
Assessments  and  Apportionments  see  Appendix  D.)

Archdeacon  Emery  gave  notice  of  a  proposed  amendment 
to  Article  II  of  the  By-Laws  of  the  Corporation,  and  of  an 
amendment  to  the  Standing  Orders  of  the  Corporation  as 
presented  by  Mr.  W.  A.  M.  Van  Bokkelen,  said  amendments 
to  be  brought  up  for  consideration  at  the  next  Convention. 
(^See  Appendix  N.) 

On  motion  of  Archdeacon  Emery,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  Convention  fix  $11,000  as  the  sum  to  be  raised 
for  work  of  the  Board  of  Missions. 

After  considerable  discussion,  on  motion  of  the  Rev.  E. 
F.  Gee,  it  was 
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Resolved,  That  the  sum  of  $1,000  be  added  to  the  apportionment 
for  Church  Extension  and  that  the  Treasurer  be  instructed  to 
credit  to  the  Board  of  Education  one-twelfth  of  the  receipts  for 
said  apportionment. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  C.  P.  Deems,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  second  Sunday  after  Easter,  1917,  viz.,  April 
twenty-second,  be  recognized  throughout  the  Diocese  as  "Sailors' 
Day"  by  the  use  of  appropriate  bymns  and  prayers  at  the  principal 
service  of  every  Parish  and  Mission  on  that  date,  and  if  possible 
also  a  sermon  on  the  work  of  the  Church  among  seamen  and  a 
statement  of  the  needs  of  the  Seamen's  Church  Institute  of  San 
Francisco. 

The  Bishop  spoke  of  the  work  among  sailors. 

The  Rev.  Hamilton  Lee  presented  the  following  report  of 
the  John  Tennant  Memorial  Home : 

The  Committee  on  Homes  for  Clergy  would  report  that,  during 
the  past  year,  little  progress  has  been  made  in  the  practical  de- 
velopment of  the  plan.  During  last  July  and  August,  a  number  of 
the  clergy,  with  their  families,  were  guests  at  Tennant  Home, 
Pacific  Grove,  but  there  have  been  no  permanent  residents,  nor 
have  any  new  cottages  been  erected.  In  a  preceding  report  of 
this  Committee,  attention  was  called  to  the  offering  of  lots  to 
the  clergy,  for  residence  purposes,  on  the  property  belonging  to 
the  Church  adjacent  to  Tennant  Home,  but  no  sales  have  been 
made. 

It  is  the  opinion  of  this  Committee  that,  while  the  plan  of  pro- 
viding Homes  for  Clergy  need  not  be  given  up,  the  present  Com- 
mittee should  be  discharged  and  a  new  Committee,  with  larger 
powers  and  a  different  name,  should  be  appointed.  Such  a  Com- 
mittee could  plan  not  only  for  the  establishment  of  Clergy  Homes, 
but  also  for  some  other  suitable  use  of  the  valuable  property  be- 
longing to  the  Church  at  Pacific  Grove.  Such  a  use  has  already 
been  suggested,  and  a  Committee  with  enlarged  powers  could  take 
the  matter  in  hand.  It  would  tend  to  simplify  matters  and  to  pro- 
mote efficiency  if  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  John  Tennant 
Memorial  Home  could  form  such  a  Committee,  with  power  to  add 
to  its  number. 

Hamilton  Lee,  Chairman. 

The  Convention  took  recess  for  luncheon. 
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On  reassembling  at  2:15  p.  m.,  further  report  was  made 
l>y  the  Committee  on  Canons,  and  on  due  motion  and  as 
the  result  of  consultation  Section  461b  of  the  Canons  was 
amended  and  adopted,  as  follows : 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  Parish  and  Mission  in  the  Diocese 
lo  meet  its  apportionment  for  the  Church  Extension  Fund.  There 
shall  be  applied  to  this  purpose 

(1)  The  loose  collection  which  shall  be  taken  in  every  Parish 
and  Mission  when  the  rite  of  Confirmation  is  administered. 

(2)  Such  funds  as  are  contributed  for  Church  Extension  through 
the  weekly  or  monthly  envelope  pledge  system,  and  note:  That 
;«ny  Parish  or  Mission  which  shall  have  paid  to  the  Treasurer  of 
the  Diocese  before  the  first  day  of  April  one-quarter,  before  the 
first  day  of  July  one-half,  before  the  first  day  of  October  thrce- 
(luarters,  and  before  the  first  day  of  January  the  full  amount  of  the 
apportionment  for  the  current  year  shall  be  released  from  the  ob- 
ligation to  take  the  collection  required  in  section  (3)  of  this  Canon 
on  the  date  next  following  upon  such  payment. 

(3)  A  collection  to  be  made  quarterly  in  each  Parish  and  Mission 
in  the  Diocese,  at  the  midday  service,  on  the  second,  or  some  otnei, 
Sunday  in  the  months  of  February,  May,  September  and  December 
of  each  year;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  and  every  rector  or 
minister  in  charge  of  every  Parish  and  Mission  in  the  Diocese  to 
give  proper  notice  of  said  collection,  and  its  object,  on  that,  and 
the  preceding  Sunday,  and  to  take  such  collection  as  appointed, 
and  to  cause  the  full  amount  received  at  such  collection,  except  such 
sums  as  may  be  designated  for  other  purposes,  to  be  promptly 
paid  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese. 

(4)  Any  Parish  may  substitute  the  Easter  collections  for  the 
methods  prescribed  in  Sections  (2)  and  (3)  of  this  Canon;  provided, 
that  within  thirty  days  after  Easter  the  entire  amount  of  the  appor- 
tionment for  the  current  year  be  paid  to  the  Treasurer. 

The  IHshop  appointed  Mr.  J.  P.  Langhorne  as  Chancellor 
of  the  Diocese. 

The  Committee  on  Canons  made  further  report  on  the 
proposed  amendment  to  Section  16  of  the  Constitution  as 
referred  to  this  Convention  for  final  action. 

The  Secretary  read  the  following  communication  from 
the  House  of  Church  women : 
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The  President  and  officers  of  the  House  of  Churchwomcn  inform 
the  Convention  that  another  vote  has  been  taken  on  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Macon's  suggestion  that  the  opening  day  of  the  Convention  be 
Monday,  instead  of  Tuesday.     Motion  for  the  change  lost. 

Margaret  A.  Scott,  Assistant  Secretary. 

The  following  proposed  amendment  to  Section  16  of  the 
Constitution  was  defeated  by  a  Vote  by  Orders. 

Sec.  16.  Strike  out  the  word  "Tuesday"  in  2d  line,  and  in  lieu 
insert  the  word  "Monday." 

The  Committee  on  Canons  made  furthei  report,  and  on 
due  motion  the  proposed  amendment  to  Section  46  of  the 
Constitution,  as  referred  to  this  Convention  for  final  action, 
was  adopted,  as  follows : 

Sec.  46.  Strike  out  the  1st,  2d  and  3d  lines  of  Sec.  46  and  in 
lieu  insert  the  following:  "At  each  Annual  Convention  the  Eccle- 
siastical Authority  shall  appoint  one  of  the  Presbyters  thereof,  as 
Registrar,  to  continue  in  office  until  his  successor  is  appointed." 

On  due  motion,  the  proposed  amendment  to  Section  63  of 
the  Constitution,  as  referred  to  this  Convention  for  final 
action,  was  adopted,  as  follows : 

Sec.  63.  Insert  after  the  word  "save,"  in  the  2d  line  of  Sec.  63, 
the  words:   "the  Registrar,  and." 

The  Committee  on  Canons  made  further  report,  and  on 
their  motion  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Representation 
of  the  Cathedral  in  Convention  was  duly  adopted,  Sections 
230,  231,  232,  233  and  234  of  the  Canons  being  amended  and 
adopted,  as  follows :

Resolved,  That  the  Canons  of  the  Diocese  be  amended  by  the 
addition  of  a  new  Canon  to  be  numbered  IX  and  the  number  of 
the  present  Canon  number  IX,  Sections  250  to  293,  be  changed  to 
number  X,  same  sections.     Xew  Canon  IX  shall  read  as  follows: 

Sec.  230.  The  Cathedral  Church  of  the  Diocese  shall  be  known 
as  Grace  Cathedral. 
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Sec.  231.  Cathedral  organization  shall  be  the  same  as  organized 
under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  California  on  November  2d,  A.  D. 
1906,  as  the  "Chapter  of  Grace  Cathedral  Corporation."  For  details 
of  same  see  pp.  82-84  Journal  of  Convention,  1913. 

Sec.  232.  The  Cathedral  Chapter  shall  consist  of  twelve  members, 
the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  California  and  eleven  other  persons, 
all  of  whom  shall  be  citizens  of  the  State  of  California,  resident 
within  said  Diocese  and  communicants  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church,  five  of  whom  shall  be  clergymen  canonically  and  actually 
resident  in  said  Diocese  as  follows:  The  Dean  of  the  Cathedral, 
the  Archdeacon  of  the  Diocese  and  the  two  senior  by  service  of  the 
Clerical  members  of  the  Standing  Committee  other  than  the  Dean 
and  Archdeacon,  should  they  or  either  of  them  be  members  of  said 
Standing  Committee,  ex-oflficio,  and  one  to  be  annually  elected, 
unless  there  should  happen  to  be  a  Bishop  Coadjutor  in  the  Diocese, 
when  he  shall  be  ex-officio  the  sixth  clerical  member;  and  six  who 
shall  be  laymen  of  said  Church  as  follows:  The  Chancellor  of  the 
Diocese;  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese;  the  two  senior  members 
of  the  Standing  Committee  other  than  the  Chancellor  and  Treasurer 
should  they  or  either  of  them  be  members  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee, and  Messrs.  W.  H.  Crocker  and  Louis  F.  Monteagle,  until 
such  time  as  they  or  either  of  them  may  become  ex-officio  members, 
or  for  any  cause  cease  to  be  members,  in  which  case  there  shall  be 
elected  annually  one  or  two  from  the  number  worshiping  regularly 
at  the  Cathedral. 

Sec.  233.  The  Cathedral  Worshipers  shall  be  represented  in  the 
Convention  of  the  Diocese  by  such  members  of  the  Cathedral  Chap- 
ter as  may  otherwise  be  members  of-the  Convention  but  without  a 
vote  other  than  that  already  possessed  by  them  as  members  of  the 
Convention. 

Sec.  234.  Cathedral  Missions  may  organize  when  desired  under 
the  Canon  for  Mission  Organization. 

On  due  motion,  on  behalf  of  the  Committee  on  Canons, 
Section  300  of  the  Canons  was  amended  to  read  as  follows : 

Sec.  300.  The  Missionary  System  of  the  Diocese  shall  include, 
with  the  Bishop,  a  Board  of  Missions,  an  Archdeacon,  Convocations, 
Missions  and  Missionaries. 

On  due  motion,  on  behalf  of  the  Committee  on  Canons, 
Section  310  of  the  Canons  was  repealed. 

On  due  motion,  on  behalf  of  the  Committee  on  Canons, 
Section  433  of  the  Canons  was  amended  to  read  as  follows : 
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Sec.  433.  (a)  There  shall  be  a  Commission  on  Church  Chanties 
to  consist  of  nine  members  appointed  by  the  Bishop,  a  majority  of 
whom  shall  be  laymen  not  members  of  any  Board  of  Managers  of 
Charitable  organizations  in  the  Diocese. 

(b)  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Commission  to  investigate  and 
promote  the  interests  of  Diocesan  Institutions  and  Charitable 
organizations  in  the  Diocese;  to  audit  their  accounts,  and  to  make 
a  full  report  of  their  management  and  finances  to  the  Convention. 
No  such  institutions  or  organizations  shall  solicit  funds  in  the 
Diocese  without  written  authorization  from  the  Commission. 

(c)  The  Commission  shall  be  authorized  to  employ  expert  aid  in 
its  work  whenever,  in  its  opinion,  the  need  of  such  aid  may  arise. 

(d)  The  Commission  shall  also  receive  and  audit  the  reports 
of  individuals  who  solicit  funds  in  the  Parishes  of  the  Diocese  for 
the  support  of  unorganized  religious  or  charitable  work;  such 
audit  and  a  written  authorization  from  the  Commission  shall  be 
regarded  as  essential  to  the  authority  of  any  individual  to  solicit 
funds  for  such  purpose. 

On  due  motion,  on  behalf  of  the  Committee  on  Canons, 
Section  434  of  the. Canons  was  amended  and  adopted,  as 
follows : 

Of  Diocesan  Institutions. 

Sec.  434.  Any  organization  existing  or  hereafter  formed  for 
religious  or  charitable  work  in  the  Diocese  may  assume  and  retain 
the  title  of  Diocesan  Institution  only  when  it  conforms  to  the 
following  conditions: 

(a)  It  shall  be  accepted  as  such  by  vote  of  Convention. 

(b)  One-third  of  the  members  of  its  governing  board  shall  be 
chosen  by  Convention  or  in  a  manner  approved  by  Convention. 

(c)  The  officers  of  the  Institution  shall  annually  present  to  the 
Commission  on  Church  Charities,  at  such  time  as  the  Commission 
shall  direct,  a  list  of  all  property  and  investments  held  for  the 
benefit  of  such  Institution,  and  a  full  report  of  the  sources  and 
expenditure  of  revenue  during  the  twelve  months  preceding,  which 
report  with  the  books  of  the  Institution  shall  be  audited  by  or  to 
the  satisfaction  of  the  Commission  and  a.  report  of  the  same  made 
to  Convention. 

It  was  announced  that  the  Survey  of  the  Diocese,  as  made 
])y  the  Standing  Committee  at  the  request  of  the  Bishop, 
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would  be  printed  in  the  Journal,  subject  to  the  approval  of 
the  Standing  Committee.     (See  Appendix  K.) 

On  due  motion,  on  behalf  of  the  Committee  on  Canons, 
the  following  amendments  to  Sections  10,  13,  69,  77  and  89 
of  the  Constitution  were  recommended  to  the  Convention 
of  1918  for  final  action : 

Sec.  10.  In  second  line,  strike  out  the  word  "can,"  and  in  lieu 
thereof  insert  the  word  "may." 

Sec.  13.  In  second  line  after  the  word  "Parish,"  insert  a  comma 
(,);  also,  in  same  line  after  the  word  "Vestry,"  insert  a  comma  (,). 

Sec.  69.  In  fourth  line,  after  the  word  "the,"  strike  out  the 
words  "Bishop  of  the  Diacese,  or,  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  from  the 
Standing  Committee,  stating  that  he  or  they  approve,"  and  in  lieu 
thereof  insert  the  words,  "Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  this  Diocese, 
stating  that  it  approves." 

Sec.  n.  In  second  line,  strike  out  the  word  "who"  and  in  lieu 
thereof  insert  the  word  "which."  In  third  line,  strike  out  the 
word  "their"  and  in  lieu  thereof  insert  the  word  "its." 

Sec.  89  (a).  In  first  line,  strike  out  the  word  "This,"  and  in  lieu 
thereof  insert  the  words,  "As  hereinafter  provided,  this",  (d)  in 
third  line,  strike  out  the  word  "for,"  and  in  lieu  thereof  insert  the 
word  "therefor". 

On  due  motion,  on  behalf  of  the  Committee  on  Canons, 
the  present  Sub-Section  (12)  of  Section  181  of  the  Canons 
was  repealed,  and  Section  181  Sub-Sections  (2)  (3)  (8)  and 
(12)  were  amended  and  adopted  to  read  as  follows: 

Sec.  181  (2)  Substitute  for  the  present  sub-seiction  the  words 
following:  No  principal  motion  shall  be  considered  as  before  the 
Convention  unless  seconded  and  submitted  in  writing  to  the 
Secretary. 

(3)  In  line  four,  after  the  word  "commit,"  insert  the  following: 
To  recommit. 

(8)  In  line  three,  strike  out  the  period  (.)  after  the  word  "sep- 
arately," and  add  the  words  following:     On  each  division  thereof. 

ft 

(12)  Substitute  for  the  present  sub-section  the  words  following: 
Any  member  whose  character  or  motives  may  have  been  attacked 
or  questioned  in  debate  shall  have  the  right  to  speak  to  a  question 
of  Personal  Privilege  on  the  day  following  the  day  when  occasion 
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for  the  exercise  of  such  right  arose;  provided,  that  if  such  occasion 
arise  on  the  last  Conventional  Day  such  member  shall  be  given 
opportunity  to  exercise  such  right  before  adjournment  on  that 
day. 

The  Auditing  Committee  reported  that  they  were  unable 
to  make  further  report  to  this  Convention  according  to 
instructions  contained  in  Resolution  adopted  yesterday. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  F.  H.  Church,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  inasmuch  as  the  Committee  on  Finance,  to  whom 
was  referred  the  Resolution  concerning  the  payment  of  the  balance 
due  to  the  Underwriters  of  the  History  of  the  Diocese,  is  not 
present  and  cannot  report  on  said  Resolution,  this  Convention 
desires  to  express  the  hope  that  the  Finance  Committee  at  its 
first  meeting  will  favorably  consider  and  act  upon  the  Resolution. 

The  Rev.  Alexander  Allen  spoke,  urging  the  Clergy  Pen- 
vsion  Fund,  and  explaining  the  arrangements  of  General, 
Diocesan  and  Parochial  Committees  and  Treasurer. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  E.  F.  Gee,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  be  instructed  to  arrange  the  reports 
of  Parishes  and  Missions  in  the  Journal  as  follows: 

1st.     Reports  of  Parishes. 

2nd.  Reports  of  Missions  grouped  separately  in  their  Convoca- 
tions under  the  name  of  the  Missionary  in  charge. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Parsons,  the  Convention,  by  a 
rising  vote,  adopted  the  following  Resolution : 

Resolved,  That  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  desires  to  express 
its  gratitude  to  Almighty  God  for  the  recovery  of  the  Bishop  from 
his  serious  illness  and  his  restoration  to  active  duty. 

Resolved,  That  when  the  Convention  adjourns  the  Gloria  in 
Excelsis  be  sung  before  the  blessing. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  George  Maxwell,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  an  expression  of  the  appreciation  of  the  Conven- 
tion be  extended  to  the  Canon  Precentor  and  the  members  of  the 
Cathedral  Choir  for  their  services  at  the  opening  service  of  the 
Convention. 
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On  due  motion,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  an  expression  of  the  thanks  of  the  Convention  be 
extended  to  the  Cathedral  Authorities  and  the  various  Parishes  of 
the  x:ity  for  their  hospitality  during  the  week  of  Convention. 

The  place  of  the  meeting  of  the  next  Convention  was  left 
to  the  discretion  of  the  Bishop. 

The  minutes  of  the  last  day's  session  were  read  and 
approved. 

On  due  motion,  after  suitable  devotions,  the  Convention 
adjourned  sine  die.

APPENDIX  A. 


ANNUAL  ADDRESS. 


My  Dear  Brethren  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity: 

"Set  thine  house  in  order"  might  well  be  a  text  for  a  twenty- 
seventh  Annual  Address,  as  it  marks  the  near  rounding  out  of  a 
full  generation  in  the  present  Episcopate  of  this  Diocese.  The 
very  changes  in  personnel  of  clerical  and  lay  membership  of  the 
Convention  bring  such  a  text  home  to  one.  Only  ten  of  the  clergy 
now  on  our  Canonical  list  were  here  in  1890,  and  of  them  two 
have  not  for  years  been  resident  in  the  Diocese  and  but  seven  are 
now  in  active  service.  And  probably  a  similar  recasting  of  the 
roll  of  Lay  Delegates  would  be  shown  by  a  comparison.  The 
past  year  itself  has  furnished  its  own  sobering  quota,  in  the  Church 
at  large  as  well  as  in  the  Diocese,  of  those  who  have  passed  on 
to  others  the  labors  from  which  they  rest.  Four  of  our  Bishops 
have  been  taken,  viz.: 

The  Right  Reverend  Dr.  George  William  Peterkin,  from  the 
Diocese  of  West  Virginia; 

The  Right  Reverend  Dr.  Leigh  Richmond  Brewer,  from  the 
Diocese  of  Montana; 

The  Right  Reverend  Dr.  Samuel  David  Ferguson,  from  the  Dis- 
trict of  Liberia;  and 

The  Right  Reverend  Dr.  Frank  Rosebrook  Millspaugh,  from  the 
Diocese  of  Kansas. 

Three  of  the  clergy  of  the  Diocese  have  died,  viz.: 

The  Reverend  Adam  Armstrong  McAlister,  Chaplain  U.  S. 
Navy; 

The  Reverend  Samuel  Mills,  Vicar  of  Holy  Innocents*  Mission, 
Oakland;  and 

The  Reverend  Frank  De  Frees  Miller,  D.C.L.,  Priest  in  Charge 
of  Grace  Church,  Livermore. 

And  beside  the  year's  registration  on  the  lists  of  burials  in  our 
several  congregations  of  those  from  the  Diocese  at  large,  all  of 
whom  as  if  named  we  include  in  our  loving  thought  today,  each 
saddened  one  with  the  memory  of  some  special  one  departed,  the 
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following  associated  with  our  Convention  and  other  oflficial  lists 
will  be  with  us  no  more  on  earth,  viz.:

We  may  linger  a  moment  to  pay  tribute  to  the  late  Bishop 
Peterkin  of  West  Virginia  as  illuminating  his  office  with  a  per- 
sonality of  singular  strength  and  sweetness  and  using  that  ofiFice 
to  illuminate  the  message  and  mission  of  his  Master;  to  the  late 
Bishop  Brewer  of  Montana,  who  in  his  long  Episcopate  met  pio- 
neer conditions  with  a  force  and  sincerity  and  simplicity  of  char- 
acter which  raised  him  to  the  position  of  a  first  citizen  of  the 
Northwest  as  well  as  a  founder  of  a  Diocese  and  a  big-visioned 
leader  in  the  Church;  to  Bishop  Ferguson  of  Liberia,  who  well 
and  long  sustained  the  weighty  responsibilities  which  he  had  put 
upon  him  in  addition  to  those  usually  inherent  in  the  Episcopate: 
he  had  to  act  more  or  less  as  the  representative  of  his  race  and 
he  had  to  shepherd  one  of  our  most  difficult  and  distant  Mission- 
ary Districts;  to  the  late  Bishop  Millspaugh  of  Kansas,  who  stood 
for  the  things  wherewith  one  may  edify  another  in  his  Diocese  by 
his  patient  continuance  in  well  doing  even  when  the  later  years 
of  his  Episcopate  brought  him  the  limitations  and  trial  of  bodily 
infirmity. 

The  Right  Reverend  Dr.  Austin  Scriven,  though  his  short 
Episcopate  belonged  to  the  Canadian  Church  «s  the  Bishop  of 
Columbia,  had  endeared  himself  to  many  of  our  California  Church 
people  when  in  other  years  he  and  Mrs.  Scriven  in  the  days  of  his 
Priesthood  took  temporary  duty  among  us  while  seeking  a  change 
of  climate  and  exhibited  the  personal  and  official  traits  which 
later  adorned  his  high  office,  and^  he  should  have  this  word  of 
loving  tribute  accorded  to  him  here  as  one  taken  to  his  rest  the 
past  year. 
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Closer  knowledge  of  the  late  Chaplain  Adam  Armstrong  Mc- 
Alister,  U.S.N.,  will  recall  to  those  who  had  the  privilege  of  per- 
sonal acquaintance  the  old  school  Christian  gentleman  who,  in  his 
service  in  the  Navy,  extended  beyond  the  usual  age  of  retirement 
in  recognition  of  his  record  ever  exhibited  loyalty  to  his  priestly 
office  together  with  his  fidelity  as  an  officer  of  the  Government. 
He  was  oldest  in  point  of  Canonical  connection  with  the  Diocese, 
on  our  clergy  list.  Notable  in  his  naval  record  was  his  agency  in 
securing  memorials  for  the  Chapel  of  the  Mare  Island  Navy  Yard 
of  distinguished  officers  of  our  Navy. 

The  Rev.  Samuel  Mills  as  Vicar  of  Holy  Innocents'  Mission, 
Oakland,  added  to  the  record  of  his  younger  Ministry  elsewhere, 
a  chapter  of  devoted  and  telling  work  which  won  the  hearts  of  his 
people  and  has  left  the  mark  of  his  influence  among  them  in 
blessed   memory. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Frank  De  Frees  Miller  was  taken  suddenly  from 
his  home  and  charge,  but  after  many  years  of  active  Ministry  and 
with  the  preparedness  of  a  mind  and  will  thereto  through  the  Holy 
Spirit,  we  may  well  believe  that  his  death  was  an  answer  illustra- 
tive of  the  real  meaning  of  the  deprecation  against  sudden  death 
in  the  Litany  Prayer. 

Family  and  Church  circles  are  the  poorer  for  the  loss  of  the  life 
values  of  those  of  the  laity  I  have  named  as  well  as  of  others  whose 
names  are  equally  precious  if  not  registered  in  our  more  public 
activities.  Mr.  Medina  faithful  in  that  which  was  least  in  his  long 
tenure  of  parochial  office;  Mr.  Bunting  thoughtful  and  generous 
for  the  congregation,  of  which  he  was  Warden;  Mr.  Jack,  in  his 
younger  years  a  leader  in  his  congregation  as  he  was  in  his  com- 
munity; Mr.  Chesebrough,  interpreting  his  office  of  Junior  Warden 
into  real  meaning  for  his  Parish;  Mrs.  Easton,  with  her  example 
of  a  pioneer  mother  and  devoted  Churchwomai»  to  the  last  year 
of  her  advanced  age;  Mrs.  Van  Wyck,  with  her  prestige  both  as 
a  social  and  Church  force;  Mrs.  Lewis,  in  the  half-century  of  her 
married  life  a  joy  to  her  home  and  all  who  knew  her  winning 
personality,  and  in  her  years  of  sickness  an  example  of  brave 
Christian  trust  and  patience;  Mr.  Duncan,  whom  I  found  when  I 
came  as  faithful  Church  officer  and  who  I  believe  had  the  rare 
record  of  attending  every  Convention  of  my  Episcopate,  and 
taking  his  efficient  part  on  Committees  and  deliberations;  Mr. 
George  S.  McCallum,  esteemed  by  the  Brotherhood  of  St.  Andrew 
for  his  loyalty  to  the  Brotherhood,  and  at  one  time  Chairman  of 
its  local  Executive  Committee;  and  Mrs.  Ogier,  taken  to  her  rest 
almost  on  the  eve  of  this  Convention,  adding  to  her  quiet  faithful-

ness  to  her  Parish  and  the  Diocese  a  generous  thought  for  training 
and  scholarship  at  our  Divinity  School  and  Deaconesses'  Train- 
ing  School.  Before  God's  altar  let  us  rise  and  use  the  All  Saints' 
Collect  and  also  the  cherished  words  sanctioned  by  Bishop  An- 
drewes  from  the  Sarum  Book  of  Hours. 

"O  Almighty  God,  who  hast  knit  together  thine  elect  in  one 
communion  and  fellowship,  in  the  mystical  body  of  thy  Son  Christ 
our  Lord;  Grant  us  grace  so  to  follow  thy  blessed  Saints  in  all 
virtuous  and  godly  living,  that  we  may  come  to  those  unspeakable 
joys  which  thou  hast  prepared  for  those  who  unfeignedly  love 
thee;  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.    Amen."

Thou  which  art  Lord  at  once  of  the  living  and  of  the  dead; 
Whose  are  we  whom  the  present  world  yet  holdeth  in  the  flesh;

Memento  vivere 

"E'en  now  to  their  eternal  home

To  us  all  such  diptychs  are  reminders  "of  the  shortness  and 
uncertainty  of  human  life."  I  might  add  that  my  approach  to  the 
three  score  years  and  ten  and  some  recent  beneficent  avail  of  hos- 
pital hospitalities  have  their  own  deepening  of  such  a  conscious- 
ness, Jbut  it  is  only  of  consequence  to  mention  here  as  bearing 
upon  some  restriction  of  statistics  of  Episcopal  activity  in  the  last 
twelvemonth  as  shown  in  the  Official  Journal  piesented  herewith. 
There  need  be  only  a  new  ardor  from  the  new  names  added  to  the 
cloud  of  witnesses  and  a  new  fervor  to  make  the  most  of  the  time 
that  is  left.  And  if  we  try  to  turn  it  all  into  an  interpretation  of 
the  text  "to  set  the  house  in  order,"  we  can  remember  that  the 
end  of  that  earthly  career  to  which  Isaiah  gave  the  solemn  charge 
did  not  really  come  until  fifteen  years  later.  Indeed  the  blessed 
effect  of  such  reflections  may  be  noted  in  a  watchword,  Memento 
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viverc,  rather  than  the  old  memento  mori — "remember  to  live," 
rather  than  remember  you  are  to  die.  Not  depression  but  expres- 
sion in  truer  and  holier  working!  while  it  is  day  and  before  the 
night  Cometh,  is  the  real,  healthy  purport  of  it.  And  so  we  have 
confidingly  prayed  "Give  to  the  living  mercy  and  grace"  in  the 
same  breath  in  which  we  prayed  give  to  the  dead  'Vest  and  light 
perpetual." 


Annual  Setting  the  House  in  Order. 

Each  year's  record  as  we  note  it  in  Convention  reports  and  in 
Convention  registers  is  in  some  measure  to  use  an  old  phrase,  the 
putting  the  Diocesan  house  "to  rights."  The  details  of  the  work 
in  the  respective  congregations  and  in  the  corporate  agencies  of 
the  Diocese  as  they  appear  elsewhere — and  so  need  not  be  repeated 
here — are  in  evidence  of  that.  And  illustrative  of  such  getting 
our  affairs  into  better  shape  are  such  gratifying  measures  as  the 
payment  of  the  debt  on  St.  Luke's  Hospital  by  the  enterprise  of 
those  who  dowered  the  Church  with  the  memorable  new  buildings 
together  with  the  acquirement  of  the  whole  block  in  which  the 
Hospital  is  situated,  aided  by  a  few  generous  friends  in  the  pay- 
ment of  the  debt  and  thq  purchase  of  additional  land.  Then  a 
somewhat  critical  stage  in  the  affairs  of  our  Old  Ladies'  Home 
has  been  pelieved  by  a  gift  to  the  Endowment  Fund  of  forty 
thousand  dollars  from  Mrs.  Mary  Elizabeth  Nelson,  who  a  few 
years  since  gave  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  for  the  Endow- 
ment of  the  Maria  Kip  Orphanage  and  Alfred  Nuttall  Nelson 
Memorial  Home  and  recently  added  ten  thousand  more  with  a 
special  provision  that  its  income  should  be  used  for  repairs  of 
the  Orphanage  building.  Then  another  mother  bountiful,  Mrs. 
L.  F.  Monteagle,  paid  the  entire  floating  indebtedness  on  the  Old 
Ladies'  Home,  amounting  to  nearly  four  thousand  dollars.  Mrs. 
L.  B.  Sanchez,  who  for  a  full  generation  has  devoted  herself  to 
the  welfare  of  the  Home,  feeling  obliged  to  pass  on  the  responsi- 
bilities to  younger  hands,  a  reorganization  of  the  Boards  has  been 
effected,  and  with  Mrs.  A.  L.  House  as  President  and  her  co- 
workers, new  and  old,  this  oldest  institutional  charity  of  the 
Diocese  enters  on  a  new  chapter  of  real  charity.  In  this  connec- 
tion we  should  also  not  omit  to  mention  the  brighter  outlook  for 
our  Seamen's  Church  Institute  of  America,  in  the  coming  to  it  of 
the  Rev.  Charles  P.  Deems  as  its  Superintendent  and  Chaplain, 
from  his  high  position  and  experience  in  the  great  New  York 
Institute.  We  owe  much  in  the  past  to  the  rare  succession  of 
trained  English  Chaplains  and  fostering  care  of  the  English  Mis- 
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sions  to  Scamens'  Society.  In  the  transition  now  fully  accomp- 
lished to  our  due  American  administration,  in  the  newly  awakened 
interest  in  the  Institute,  in  its  opportunity  to  widen  and  unify  its 
work  for  the  ever  larger  access  of  shipping  that  promises  to  come 
to  this  port,  there  is  the  satisfaction  of  high  providential  ordering 
there. 


Recent  Exhibits  of  Corporate  Church  Life. 

But  not  to  dwell  on  other  Diocesan  lines  of  such  ordering  ac- 
credited in  other  reports,  as  having  signalized  the  last  twelve 
months,  the  most  far  reaching  and  determining  factors  for  any- 
thing like  a  thorough  and  adequate  setting  of  our  Diocesan  house 
in  order  have  been  forthcoming  in  two  recent  exhibits  of  Church 
life,  the  one  immediate  and  the  other  shared  with  the  Church  at 
large.  One  is  the  Survey  of  the  Diocese  so  graciously  and  ably 
undertaken  at  my  request  by  the  Standing  Committee;  the  other 
is  the  epitomized  life  of  the  Church  as  expressed  in  the  meeting 
of  our  General  Convention  last  October.  As  prefatory  to  com- 
ment upon  them  a  word  of  explanation  may  be  well. 

My  request  to  the  Standing  Committee  proceeded  from  a  deep 
and  deliberate  sense  of  the  advantage  it  would  be  to  me,  not  to 
say  the  Diocese,  to  have  for  the  remainder  of  my  years  ^f  activity 
in  the  Episcopate — which  in  the  course  of  things  cannot  be  many 
— a  carefully  studied  conspectus  of  conditions  in  the  Diocese  in- 
dependently reached  by  those  specially  qualified  personally  and 
oflFicially  as  your  representatives,  to  visualize  them.  Thirty  years 
rounds  out  a  generation.  Less  than  that  seems  to  bring  a  con- 
sciousness to  the  Episcopate  that  the  "old  order  changeth  yielding 
place  to  new,"  that  a  new  generation  in  Church  constituency  and 
view  point  is  dawning,  that  as  one  nears  the  ending  years  of  his 
generation  he  must  not  only  expect  to  see  many  new  faces  in 
Chancel  and  pew  but  must  be  ready  to  adapt  himself  to  new 
Church  ways  of  looking  at  things  and  must  adjust  personal  pref- 
erences and  policies  to  "the  ringing  grooves  of  change."  If  times 
change  he  must  change  with  them,  of  course  not  forgetting  the 
mean  of  administrative  as  well  as  of  progressive  ceremonial  value 
"between  the  two  extremes  of  too  much  stiffness  in  refusing  and  of 
too  much  easiness  in  admitting"  variations  during  the  transition. 
Nothing  could  be  more  helpful  to  a  yearning  out  of  the  closing 
years  of  my  generation  for  a  right  reading  of  the  signs  of  the  times 
Diocesanwise  than  such  a  survey  and  I  take  this  opportunity  to 
thank  the  Standing  Committee  and  the  clergy  and  laity  of  the  Dio- 
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cese  who  have  co-operatcd  with  them  for  the  masterly  Survey  sub- 
mitted to  me  in  full  documentary  form.  Their  recognition  in  the 
Survey  itself  of  "Changed  conditions  of  life"  is  confirmatory  of 
that  to  which  I  have  just  referred.  And  I  may  add  that  an  initiative 
which  seemed  spontaneous  in  several  different  quarters  among  the 
clergy  of  the  Diocese  during  my  illness,  to  prayerfully  help  in  the 
study  of  such  re-adjustments  of  our  Missionary  organization  as 
would  keep  it  in  line  with  progress,  is  most  gratefully  in  evidence. 

And  the  impressions  from  the  General  Convention  as  I  shall  ad- 
vert to  them  later  are  opportune  in  their  suggestions  of  changes 
coming  over  the  world  and  the  National  Church,  which  bid  fair  to 
show  distinct  identifying  marks  for  the  coming  generation  as  sui 
generis  in  some  of  its  ecclesiastical  aspects.  To  sit  in  the  House 
of  Bishops  nearing  the  passing  line,  and  look  into  the  strong  and 
leaderly  faces  nearer  the  coming  line,  is  to  realize  both  the  con- 
sciousness and  the  comfort  that  there  are  great  new  issues  looming 
up  for  the  men  of  the  next  generation  and  that  there  are  the  men  f«r 
the  coming  times  in  both  Houses  of  General  Convention  to  meet 
them.  Happily  enough  vigor  and  initiative  do  abound  in  the  fore- 
most line,  from  the  marvel  in  age  of  the  file-leading  Presiding 
Bishop  down,  and  for  enterprise  as  well  as  for  wisdom  no  lack  of 
well  appreciated  names  could  be  cited  among  our  oldest  Bishops. 
One,  however,  who  in  the  isolations  on  these  Coasts  from  the  more 
frequent  opportunities  of  meeting  his  brethren,  and  one  who  ac- 
cordingly as  Bishop  has,  generally  speaking,  known  far  less  of 
the  important  under  currents  and  informal  programming  in  the 
Church  than  he  did  when  Private  Secretary  of  a  Presiding  Bishop, 
cannot  have  an  expectation  of  age,  to  say  nothing  of  the  qualifica- 
tions, to  participate  much  in  his  borderland  to  new  generation  ac- 
tivity. If  the  measures  of  progress  sometimes  do  put  a  test  upon 
the  flexibility  of  views  of  some  of  the  generation  that  is  passing, 
there  is  every  reason  to  try  to  fall  in  with  them  gracefully  and  to 
get  behind  the  wheels  of  forward  movements  even  though  the 
heavier  push  must  come  from  younger  shoulders.  Setting  the 
House  of  Bishops  in  order  is  really  setting  it  in  order  for  up-to- 
date  housing. 

The  Survey  of  the  Diocese. 

Of  the  utmost  value  in  my  effort  to  have  clear  insight  into  the 
actual  state  of  the  Diocese,  without  illusion  and  without  blinking, 
the  result  of  the  Survey  laid  before  me  by  the  Standing  Committee 
would  well  be  worth  while,  were  it  practicable  to  here  reproduce  it 
in  extenso.     But  while  I  can  avail  myself  of  every  line  of  it,  it  is 
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obvious  that  our  limitations  here  must  confine  me  to  its  general 
summary,  to  a  mention  of  the  headings  of  its  paragraphs  and  such 
bearings  and  extracts  of  it  as  are  specially  pertinent  to  the  wider 
policies  of  the  Diocese. 

After  a  deeply  appreciated  introduction  the  Report  states: 

"The  Committee  has  felt,  however,  that  it  was  not  a  comparison 
which  you  desired  but  a  study  of  the  present  condition  particularly 
with  a  view  to  discovering  those  points  at  which  greater  efficiency 
might  be  won.  It  has  been  with  that  purpose  that  the  Survey  has 
been  made.  In  presenting  to  you  its  results  the  Committee  re- 
grets that  circumstances  with  which  it  has  been  unable  to  cope 
successfully  have  both  delayed  its  completion  and  rendered  it  less 
adequate  than  we  could  have  desired. 

"A  very  careful  study  has  been  made  of  diocesan  organization 
and  institutions.  The  Committee  feels  that,  take  it  as  a  whole, 
the  work  of  the  Diocese  is  well  done  and  that  these  various  expres- 
sions of  its  corporate  life  are  in  a  healthy  condition.  It  is  par- 
ticularly gratifying  to  note  that  among  the  active  workers  and  the 
clergy  there  have  been  during  the  past  year  many  spontaneous 
movements  toward  the  improvement  of  method.  This  is  especially 
true  in  the  missionary  administration.  These  movements  indicate 
a  healthy  and  stirring  life  and  will  lead  towards  more  efficiency. 
Detailed  reports  are  given  herewith. 

"There  are,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Committee,  points  at  which 
the  general  organization  of  the  Diocese  may  be  increased  in  effic- 
iency. This  has  already  been  approached  by  measures  presented 
at  last  Convention  touching  the  work  of  the  Convention  itself  and 
the  Committee  makes  further  suggestions  in  the  way  of  co-ordina- 
tion, especially  towards  a  more  systematic  co-ordination  of  the 
financial  interests  of  the  Diocese. 

"In  regard  to  the  Church  institutions,  as  pointed  out  in  the 
special  report,  the  chief  needs  are  of  closer  affiliation  with,  and 
responsibility  to  the  Convention  and  of  the  increase  of  the  authority 
of  the  Charities*  Commission. 

"The  reports  received  from  the  clergy  in  response  to  the  questions 
sent  out  a  year  ago  are  appended  hereto  in  a  carefully  abridged 
form  which  endeavors  to  present  the  essential  features  in  each  ans- 
wer. The  Committee  has  felt,  however,  that  the  somewhat  abnor- 
mal conditions  existing  through  the  Exposition  year,  together  with 
incomplete  returns,  have  sufficiently  colored  the  reports  to  make 
it  unwise  to  attempt  to  draw  any  considerable  deductions  or  make 
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any  inclusive  generalizations  from  them.  Some  matters  do  stand 
out  sufficiently  to  make  the  reports  suggest  an  interesting  although 
incomplete  view  of  parochial  life.  In  two  matters  they  reveal  what 
would  appear  to  be  pretty  generally  felt  throughout  the  Church. 

"(a)  There  is  suffering  everywhere  from  the  changed  conditions 
of  life.  Those  parishes  which  report  a  stationary  or  declining  life 
can  in  almost  every  case  refer  it  to  the  change  of  population  coup- 
led with  those  modern  conditions  which  everywhere  tend  to  break 
up  the  regular  habits  of  life.  To  this  latter  almost  all  the  clergy 
seem  to  refer  a  lamented  lack  of  deep  interest  among  the  laymen. 
It  would  appear  that  the  Church  has  not  yet  found  a  means  of  over- 
coming these  conditions  so  as  to  make  parochial  work  effective. 
In  our  judgment!  great  consideration  may  well  be  given  to  this 
question  of  how  to  deal  with  the  problems  and  work  of  parishes 
thus  left  stranded. 

"(b)  There  is  too  a  frequent  recurrence  among  the  clergy  of 
mention  of  the  great  need  of  emphasis  on  the  devotional  life.  This 
would  seem  to  be  expressive  of  a  feeling  widespread  through  the 
Church  and  among  all  Christian  people. 

"In  making  these  comments  the  Committee  does  not  intend  to 
draw  generalizations  but  refer  the  report  to  you  for  your  own  con- 
sideration. 

"Finally  we  would  again  emphasize  what  was  suggested  at  the 
beginning.  A  Survey  which  is  looking  for  points  at  which  effic- 
iency may  be  increased  is  likely  to  overlook  or  under-emphasizc 
the  great  mass  of  solid  work  which  is  being  done.  The  Com- 
mittee believes  that  the  Diocese  is  full  of  healthy  life;  is  loyal  to 
the  core  and  united  in  a  way  which,  with  God's  help,  assures  the 
future.  In  behalf  of  the  Diocese  we  express  our  thankfulness  to 
Almighty  God  for  the  blessings  which  have  come  to  us  during  the 
past  twenty-five  years." 

It  then  deals  in  detail  with  the  following  subjects,  viz: 

1 — Church  Institutions.  2 — Missionary  Organization  covering 
the  Board  of  Missions  and  General  Organization.  3 — Board  of 
Education.  4 — Social  Service.  5 — Cathedral  Organization.  6 — 
Directors  of  the  Corporation  and  the  Financial  Management  of  the 
Diocese.  7 — The  Convention.  8 — Replies  from  the  Clergy  to  Ques- 
tions sent  out  by  the  Standing  Committee.  I  would  recommend 
the  printing  in  the  Journal  of  this  Convention  and  in  the  Pacific 
Churchman  so  much  of  the  Report  as  the  Standing  Committee  may 
designate,  believing  that  it  is  a  document  of  permanent  historical 
value  to  the  Diocese. 
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The  Survey  and  the  Setting  the  Diocese  in  Order. 

Out  of  this  Survey  many  of  the  suggestions  will  find  immediate 
point  in  coming  before  you  as  presented  in  the  due  form  of  canon- 
ical amendments  for  your  action  at  this  Convention.  Other  sug- 
gestions will  be  referred  to  the  particular  departments  intended  for 
their  deliberation.  Still  others  will  have  their  value  in  fostering, 
together  with  those  recommendations  which  directly  bear  upon  can- 
onical enactment,  a  sound  sentiment  and  idealism  for  a  progressivcL 
Diocese.  Perhaps  I  may  best  use  the  time  at  my  disposal  here 
in  trying  to  emphasize  the  timeliness  and  indeed  the  chief  factor- 
ship that  some  of  this  idealism  must  have  for  setting  the  Diocese 
in  order  for  our  successors  in  the  generation  to  come.  Now  the 
forecasting  of  hopes  for  a  Diocese  is  something  like  taking  in  the 
elevation  of  a  cathedral.  We  must  first  be  sure  of  the  foundations 
though  they  are  out  of  sight.  If  when  those  to  come  happily  reach 
the  stage  of  rearing  on  these  walls  within  which  we  are  gathered, 
the  worthy  fane  to  crown  this  city  acropolis,  they  should  find 
structural  defects  in  what  has  been  done,  and  that  the  after  work 
developed  weakness  of  foundations,  they  could  justly  hold  us 
responsible  for  lack  of  proper  foresight  and  preparedness  in  our 
day  and  generation.  And  as  for  the  most  part  hidden  from  our 
sight  here  are  the  heavy  bases  and  niches  for  the  anchoring  of  the 
great  steel  framework,  which  must  one  day  have  their  need  and  test 
disclosed,  so  our  after  builders  in  the  life  of  the  Diocese  must 
depend  upon  our  fidelity  now  to  the  sound  underlying  principles  of 
the  strength  and  extension  of  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ.  And  pri- 
mary and  most  basic  principles,  plain  as  is  that  commonplace  fact  of 
building  that  the  safety  of  the  upperworks  depends  upon  the  suf- 
ficient underpinning,  sometimes  seem  so  much  lathed  and  plastered 
over  by  the  more  frail  superficial  works  of  the  Church,  that  they 
are  covered  in  from  our  perception,  veritably  cryptic. 

To  set  the  Diocese  in  order  then,  while  it  may  mean  attention  to 
a  good  many  other  more  obvious  matters,  certainly  does  mean 
scrutiny  of  fundamentals.  And  I  believe  there  is  one  in  particular 
which  should  be  bedded  deeply  down  on  the  very  rock  of  Christ. 


The  Critical  Church  Credential. 

'*If  any  man  will  come  after  Me  let  him  deny  himself  and  take  up 
his  cross  and  follow  Me."  The  individual  application  of  this  familiar 
text  is  so  apt,  that  we  sometimes  forget  the  corporate  bearing  of  it 
in  its  utterance  to  all  the  disciples  just  after  our  Lord  had  been 
speaking   the   much-mooted   words  about   the   foundation   of   His 
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Church  and  had  been  obliged  to  rebuke  St.  Peter  as  a  stumbling 
block  in  his  suggestion  to  Christ  Himself  when  He  had  foretold  His 
sufferings.  "Be  it  far  from  thee."  And  to  the  Church  which  would 
evade  or  miss  self-denial  and  cross-bearing  as  its  destiny  the  Mas- 
ter's words  sound  decadence  and  doom.  To  the  Church  which 
would  fall  into  the  theory  and  habit  of  moving  in  the  direction  of 
the  least  resistance  and  find  its  choicest  site  on  "Easy  Street"  there 
is  the  handwriting  on  the  wall,  "Thou  savorest  not  of  the  things 
that  be  of  God  but  those  that  be  of  men."  It  comes  to  this: — If 
we  feel  that  there  are  so  many  things  which  are  hampering  and 
deadening  Church  life  and  progress  and  making  clergy  and  vestries 
and  congregations  faint  and  weary  at  their  uphill  prospect,  nothing 
short  of  a  vision  like  that  reported  of  Constantine  can  really  light 
up  our  Twentieth  Century  skies  of  Churchy  progress.  The  only 
assuring  sign  of  headway  is  the  cross.  The  only  power  that  can 
meet  the  conditions  is  the  power  of  the  cross.  That  is  the  creden- 
tial of  its  Founder,  that  the  world  intuitively  demands  and  the 
Church  is  sighing  for  now  in  its  heart  of  hearts.  The  tendency  in 
for  the  Church  to  seek  everj*  way  of  following  Christ  but  in  self- 
denial,  to  do  everything  with  ihe  cross  but  bear  it.  And  in  all  the 
whirl,  and  busybodiness,  and  rivalries  and  ingenuities  for  show  of 
success,  aad  smug  satisfaction  of  abounding  institutions  or  fabrics 
or  treasures  or  numbers  in  our  religious  life  as  we  know  it  today  in 
city  and  country,  there  is  one  field  of  Church  vigor  and  stir  which 
is  certainly  not  as  much  in  danger  of  being  overworked  as  it  is 
being  overlooked.  That  is  the  will  and  mind  and  making  good  as 
an  agency  read  of  all  men  for  Church  distinction  on  the  luminous 
line  of  self-denial  and  cross-bearing.  Any  congregation  anywhere 
which  can  find  honest  rating  in  the  fierce  searchlight  of  the  com- 
munity as  instinct  with  a  spirit  of  consecration  to  the  putting  itself 
out,  one  and  all  for  Christ's  sake,  would  have  quick  notoriety  of  a 
good  sort.  It  Would  need  no  other  advertising,  no  other  statistic, 
no  other  test  of  identification.  Like  St.  Paul,  it  would  bear  in  its 
corporate  body  the  marks  of  the  Lord  Jesus.  In  our  idealism  let 
us  call  such  a  congregation  "The  Church  of  the  Stigmata." 

An  analysis  of  the  make-up  of  most  of  our  congregations  would 
show  three  grades  of  attachment  or  detachment.  A. — An  inner 
circle  of  devoted,  self-denying  souls,  always  to  be  depended  upon, 
always  brisk  in  whatever  they  undertake,  always  types  of  the  will- 
ingness to  spend  and  be  spent.  They  are  the  salt  of  the  congrega- 
tion. They  are  the  standbys.  B. — Bordering  out  from  these  are 
those  who  are  well-meaning  but  intermittent  more  or  less,  weekly 
spelled  one  way  in  attendance  sometimes,  weakly  spelled  another 
way  in  lending  a  hand  either  from  their  time,  their  pre-occupation 
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or  their  pocketbooks.  C. — Out  on  the  edge  of  the  congregation  are 
those  whose  membership  has  problems  all  of  its  own  of  identifying 
marks.  Oh,  if  only  that  central  spirit  of  the  few  of  taking  seriously 
the  Church's  call  for  self-denying  service  and  for  worshipful  ser- 
vices could  once  grip  all  sorts  and  conditions  and  congregations! 

The  Vital  Need. 

The  facts  we  have  to  face  in  present  Church  life  leave  us  with  no 
illusions  but  that  we  are  a  long  way  off  from  the  realization  of  this 
ideal  now,  though  there  are  few  congregations  which  do  not  have 
some  devoted  souls  that  come  near  it.  But  emerging  from  all  our 
restlessness  and  repinings  there  does  seem  to  be  more  and  more 
insistent  for  the  working  out  of  the  coming  generation  a  spirit  of 
reversion  to  Christly  types.  This  is  shown  on  other  lines  like  those 
of  the  new  movements  for  brotherhood,  and  the  Century  is  opening 
up  with  its  contribution  by  millions  to  heroic  sacrifice  without 
precedent  in  human  history  for  country's  sake.  It  is  not  difficult 
to  suppose  that  the  generations  to  come  in  that  Century  may  be 
called  upon  to  show  a  transmission  to  the  Church  itself  of  that 
same  energy  as  truly  and  directly  for  Christ.  And  any  sagacious 
setting  in  order  of  our  Church  dispositions  now  must  try  to  assim- 
ilate our  genius  to  that  to  come.  Fully  recognizing  that  while 
our  every-day  environment  may  not  as  yet  permit  much  of  the 
strikingly  heroic,  still  an  impelling  sense'  of  the  ideal  cannot  but 
raise  some  heart-searchings  as  to  what  ordering  is  in  line  now  with 
such  a  trend  of  Church  development.  In  other  words,  how  can  we 
catch  and  show  something  of  this  genius  of  the  cross? 

The  practice  that  makes  perfect  is  generally  the  practice  of  ele- 
mentary exercises  that  in  themselves  do  not  seem  important.  Run- 
ning over  the  scales  or  running  around  a  cinder  path  do  not  seem 
to  count  much  at  the  time,  but  they  fix  skilled  habits,  whether  of 
music  or  of  racing  bouts.  And  so  the  practice  of  lesser  acts  of  self- 
denial  or  of  patience  under  the  smaller  crosses  of  the  day's  doings 
leads  to  a  fixedness  of  these  traits  of  Christian  Character.  If,  for 
example,  following  a  suggestion  of  our  General  Convention,  our 
clergy  and  Church  people  would  make  it  a  point  not  to  drink 
spirituous  liquors  in  public  gatherings,  or  better  still  for  the  work's 
sake  to  totally  abstain,  that  has  its  quiet  influence  and  avoids  much 
quiet  reproach,  not  to  say  scandal.  And  why  not  resolutely  culti- 
vate a  first  thought  so  that  it  would  become  instinctive,  not  to  say 
how  can  I  get  out  of  this  call  upon  my  time  for  private  devotion  or 
Church  going  or  for  doing  my  bit  as  a  Church  officer  or  in  a  Com- 
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mittee  or  with  my  pocketbook,  but  recognize  it  all  as  an  oppor- 
tunity for  just  that  credential  of  our  religion  which  is  the  willing- 
ness to  put  ourselves  out  for  it.  In  the  symbolism  on  one  of  our 
newly  minted  coins  the  legend  "In  God  We  Trust"  is  placed  by 
the  side  of  an  open  gateway.  In  our  plaintive  Church  pleas  for  the 
*'Coin  of  the  realm"  which  makes  its  jingle  so  discordantly  noisy 
amid  the  higher  strains  of  Church  welfare,  would  that  our  people 
one  and  all  could  see  and  act  upon  the  suggestion  that  the  simple 
open  gate  for  the  coming  of  a  new  era  of  liberation  in  Church 
finance,  not  to  say  in  money  greed  in  general  so  shackling  in  our 
day,  is  the  habit  all  along  the  line  of  Christianizing  the  coin  we 
handle  in  our  stewardship  of  all  our  money  by  setting  apart  real 
self-denial  percentages  for  gifts  to  God  and  His  Church  work  and 
extension.  There  would  be  real  humor  if  there  were  not  pathos  in  a 
Christian  man's  or  woman's  holding  up  before  the  eyes  a  coin  with 
that  legend  and  then  have  it  dawn  upon  them  that  in  religious 
habits  they  are  really  "sweating"  any  such  symbolic  open  gate  off 
the  coin.  So  far  as  "In  GodI  We  Trust"  is  a  mark  of  "true  ring" 
and  full  value  of  the  money-meaning  of  our  following  Christ  is  that 
not  like  passing  counterfeit  coin?  And  there  is,  too,  such  a  thing 
as  corporate  cross-bearing  in  a  congregation  and  in  a  Diocese  when 
shortcomings  and  drawbacks  seem  for  the  time  almost  irremediable 
and  require  time  treatment,  and  there  is  big  opportunity  to  stress 
for  a  hopeful,  constructive  lend-a-hand,  self-sinking,  patient  attitude, 
even  though  it  ^be  at  the  cost  of  ideals,  rather  than  a  spirit  of  self- 
indulgence  in  idly  deploring  or  side-stepping  the  help  to  better- 
ment. And  so  as  I  endeavor  to  take  to  myself  the  full  purport  and 
benefit  of  the  outlook  upon  the  Diocese  so  conscientiously  afforded 
me  in  the  Survey  of  the  Standing  Committee  and  out  of  it  would 
gather  the  greatest  possible  aid  for  my  heart's  desire  and  prayer  for 
our  right  setting  in  order  as  a  Diocese,  my  profound  conviction  is 
that  what  wc  need  most  vitally  of  all  and  back  of  all  other  hopes 
and  realizations  is  as  individuals  and  congregations  the  closer  fol- 
lowing of  our  Master  with  the  simple,  unmistakable  credentials  of 
a  spirit  of  self-denial  and  cross-bearing  for  Jesus'  sake. 


The  General  Convention  and  General  Conditions. 

It  might  be  said  of  a  General  Convention,  as  is  so  often  said  of  an 
individual,  the  thing  that  matters  most  is  what  it  is  rather  than 
what  it  does  or  what  it  has.  And  in  that  chief  exhibit  of  the  admin- 
istrative functioning  of  the  Church  there  is  a  singularly  searching 
opportunity,  if  we  adapt  a  familiar  quotation,  to  see  our  general 
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Church  "life  steadily  and  see  it  whole."    It  would  be  interesting  to 
dwell  upon  some  resume  of  what  the  General  Convention  had  in  the 
way  of  leadership  and  distinguished  membership  and  influence  and 
accession  to  the  thought  and  mission  and  treasury  of  the  Church; 
upon  details  of  progress  in  legislation,  in  Prayer  Book  Revision,  in 
Hymnal  and  Lectionary  and  attention  to  Missionary  fields,  in  the 
warm  St.  Louis  hospitality,  in  the  stride  towards  accomplishment 
for  our  Ch.irch  Pension  Fund  which  elsewhere  on  our  docket  here 
will,  I  trus*,  receive  your  earnest  attention  and  co-operation  and  to 
which  I  ho;»e  at  that  time  to  speak  more  fully.    To  provide  for  the 
further  steps  contemplated  in  the  working  of  the  Church  Pension 
Fund  after  the  $5,000,000  of  endowment  for  accrued  liabilities  is 
raised,  and  prepare  the  way  for  the  taking  effect  of  the  conditional 
Canon  passed  at  our  last  Convention,  a  Committee  should  be  ap- 
pointed at  this  Convention  to  follow  up  the  raising  of  the  endow- 
ment, as  we  hope  by  the  first  of  March.    Then  there  was  the  nota- 
ble  Pageant  and  the  new   compacting  of  comradeship  a  General 
Convention  ever  effects  among  the  representatives  of  our  clergy 
and  laity  with  our  Churchwomen  from  all  parts  of  our  Nation  and 
visitors  from  other  National  Churches.    But  the  Church  and  secular 
press  have  to  those  who  have  been  interested  to  read,  abundantly 
told  the  story,  and  at  any  rate  I  have  already  detained  you  almost 
to  the  limit  of  my  time.    There  are,  however,  two  phases  of  the  life 
of  the  General  Convention  as  it  appeared  to  me  that  are  germane 
to  the  principal  topic  of  this  Address  and  to  which  I  may  briefly  call 
your  attention.     It  broke  away  from  mere  routine  in  regular  ses- 
sions as  well  as  in  associated  tent  and  other  meetings  to  deal  with 
general   conditions   of   Christianity  and   of  civilization   under   the 
sombre  aspects  of  the  partial  eclipse  by  war.    The  deeper  stirrings 
of  Convention  life  as  expressed  in  various  ways  seemed  to  come 
from  a  consciousness  of  general  conditions  in  the  world  which  we 
and  all  Dioceses  undoubtedly  share  and  which  is  well  outlined  in  a 
recent  Article  in  the  Constructive  Quarterly,  December,  1916,  page 
61(i^  on   "The   Crisis   of  the   Church,"  as   follows:   "The   peculiar 
fact  of  the  modern  situation  has  been  that  the  movement  away  from 
the  Church,  and  from  its  doctrine,  is  due  in  large  measure  to  im- 
pulses and  aims  which  are  not  merely  respectable,  but  are  rooted 
in  the  better  side  of  human  nature  and  which  can  even  claim  the 
benediction  of  the  Kingdom  of  God.    In  addition  to  the  offense  of 
the  wicked,  which  has  its  spring  in  human  depravity  and  its  conse- 
quent affliction  of  blindness,  we  must  distingush  the  offense  of  the 
wise  who  plead  as  their  animating  motive  the  love  of  truth,  the 
offense  of  the  earnest  who  profess  to  be  repelled  by  the  failure  of 
the  Church  to  satisfy  their  highest  convictions  of  what  the  Church 
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should  reach  in  life  and  achievement,  and  the  offense  of  the  multi- 
tude which  complains  that  the  Church  has  not  met  the  legitimate 
demands  which  it  makes  upon  it  for  help  and  consolation." 

And  in  keeping  with  the  undercurrents  of  realization  of  such  for- 
midable modern  facts,  some  of  the  very  lines  of  enactment  revealed 
a  wholesome  vitality  in  what  the  Convention  was,  to  accredit  states 
of  mind  and  heart  in  the  Church  itself  as  well  as  in  the  world  at 
large.  There  were  what  might  be  called  "Downside  up"  aspira- 
tions. Prayer  Book  Revision,  for  example,  really  stood  for  a  dis- 
tinction of  the  need  of  truer  and  more  practical  attention  to  wor- 
ship in  order  to  meet  some  of  the  causes  of  its  disuse.  The  money 
matters  of  the  Church  now  and  then  were  put  where  they  really 
belong, — though  in  this  I  submit  there  was  much  to  be  desired, — 
and  that  is  upon  the  conscientious  sense  of  each  one's  stewardship 
over  money  in  the  individual  membership  of  the  Churcli  back  of  all, 
the  stewardship  of  Boards  over  missionary  or  other  ecclesiastical 
areas. 


The  Christianity  of  the  Stigmata. 

There  used  to  be  a  way  of  indicating  the  Church  as  "The  Church 
Identified."  It  once  appeared  as  a  book  title  to  urge  various  mod- 
ern claims  of  Primitive  Faith  and  Apostolic  Order  for  the  Church. 
We  may  use  the  same  terms  to  fix  that  identification  of  the  Church 
for  which  the  modern  world  is  waiting.  It  subordinates  all  other 
claims  to  that.  It  will  not  be  satisfied  until  it  can  put  its  finger 
into  the  print  of  the  nails.  It  looks  upon  the  cross  jeweled  with 
luxury,  or  greed,  or  selfishness,  or  indifference,  as  an  ecclesiastical 
bauble  flamingly  yet  irritatingly  displayed.  But  wherever  the 
essential  spirit  of  that  cross  is  working  on  its  merits,  in  devotion  to 
humanity  even  in  fanaticism,  it  passes  for  what  it  is.  And  whether 
as  a  Church  or  a  Diocese  or  a  congregation,  if  we  wish  to  set  our 
house  in  order,  can  we  proceed  upon  any  lines  more  assuring,  more 
instinct  with  a  real  sursum  corda,  more  promising  to  solve  prob- 
lems of  slim  congregations  and  depleted  treasuries  and  lack  luster 
efficiency  and  blighted  growth  and  real  heart  in  our  work  than  to 
find  ever  holier  and  happier  meaning  in  our  Eucharistic  phrase 
and  characteristic  Christian  act:  "Here  we  offer  and  present  unto 
Thee,  O  Lord,  ourselves,  our  souls  and  bodies  to  be  a  reasonable, 
holy  and  living  sacrifice  unto  Thee." 
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Summary. 

Under  the  limitations  of  my  illness  which  practically  kept  me 
from  official  duty  several  months  of  the  year  since  last  Conven- 
tion, the  summary  of  acts  covered  in  my  Journal  falls  below  the 
average  record.  The  appended  reports,  however,  of  the  Bishops 
of  Alaska,  Sacramento,  San  Joaquin  and  Nevada  who  so  kindly 
and  acceptably  took  duty  for  me  supplemented  my  reduced  sta- 
tistics. I  would  here  record  my  deep  appreciation  and  gratitude 
for  their  brotherly  aid. 

My  Journal  shows  seven  infants  and  three  adults  baptized;  three 
marriages;  two  burials;  Confirmed  by  me,  two  hundred  and  seventy 
on  thirty-five  occasions  (adding  to  this  eighty-one  confirmed  by 
the  Bishop  of  Alaska;  thirty  by  the  Bishop  of  Sacramento;  twenty- 
two  by  the  Bishop  of  San  Joaquin  and  one  hundred  and  eighty-six 
by  the  Bishop  of  Nevada),  the  total  number  confirmed  during  the 
past  year  is  five  hundred  and  eighty-nine;  two  Deacons  and  two 
Priests  ordained;  forty-three  Celebrations  of  the  Holy  Commun- 
ion; sixty-five  points  visited;  thirty  three  sermons;  fifty-five  ad- 
dresses and  number  of  times  officiated  in  all  one  hundred  and 
three. 

Holy  Orders. 

I  have  given  Canonical  consent  to  the  election  of  the  Rt.  Rev; 
Dr.  Benjamin  Brewster  as  Bishop  of  Maine;  acting  with  the  House 
of  Bishops,  to  the  consecration  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Irving  Peake  John- 
son as  Coadjutor  Bishop  of  Colorado;  of  the  Rev.  James  Wise 
as  Coadjutor  Bishop  of  Kansas;  of  the  Rev.  Frank  Hale  Touret 
as  Bishop  of  Western  Colorado;  of  the  Rev.  Hugh  Latimer  Burle- 
son as  Bishop  of  South  Dakota,  and  to  the  election  of  the  Rt.  Rev. 
Dr.  Sheldon  Munson  Griswold  as  Suffragan  Bishop  of  Chicago.  I 
have  given  canonical  consent  to  the  restoration  to  the  Ministry  by 
the  Bishop  of  Sacramento  of  the  Rev.  George  Barbour  Allen, 
Presbyter. 

In  Grace  Cathedral  an  Ember  Wednesday  in  Whitsun-week  I 
ordained  to  the  Diaconate  John  Charles  Jackson  and  Charles  Ag- 
new  Mainwaring,  and  acting  at  the  request  of  the  Bishop  of  Hono- 
lulu, John  Pahk  and,  at  the  request  of  the  Bishop  of  Oregon,  Fred- 
erick George  Jennings,  all  from  the  Church  Divinity  School  of 
the  Pacific. 

On  the  Second  Sunday  in  Lent,  March  19,  1916,  in  Grace  Qithed- 
ral,  I  ordained  the  Rev.  Leslie  Constant  Kelley,  B.  A.,  to  the  Priest- 
hood and  on  Ascension  Day,  June  1,  1916,  I  ordained  the  Rev. 
Charles  Augustus  Verleger  to  the  Priesthood. 
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Candidates  for  Holy  Orders.

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MISSIONARY  WORK. 


REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  MISSIONS. 

To  the  Sixiy-sez'enih  Annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  California: 

The  members  of  the  Board  of  Missions  elected  by  the  Conven- 
tion of  1916  met  at  the  Diocesan  House  on  the  16th  of  February 
and  organized.  Archdeacon  Emery  was  elected  Secretary.  The 
Board  has  held  twelve  meetings  during  the  year.  In  November  the 
Rev.  E.  F.  Gee,  newly  elected  Dean  of  the  Convocation  of  Oak- 
land, took  his  seat  as  a  member  ex-officio,  and  the  Rev.  W.  R.  H. 
Hodgkin  was  elected  to  take  his  place  as  an  elected  member  for  the 
remainder  of  the  year. 

Changes. 

The  Rev.  Charles  Hitchcock  has  succeeded  the  Rev.  Mr.  Hadlow 
in  the  Mission  at  Point  Richmond. 

The  Rev.  Frank  Murgotten  has  assumed  charge  of  Centervillc 
and  Niles. 

The  Rev.  Bayard  H.  Jones  has  taken  the  charge  at  Paso  Robles. 

The  Rev.  A.  W.  Darwall,  having  resigned  to  ren^ove  to  Michi- 
gan, the  Missions  at  Monterey,  Del  Monte  and  Carmel  are  being 
temporarily  cared  for  by  the  Rev.  Walter  G.  Moffat  of  the  Diocese 
of  Pennsylvania. 

The  Missions  at  Elmhurst,  Corte  Madera  and  Los  Altos  are 
served  by  students  from  the  Divinity  School,  and  at  Christ  Church, 
San  Jose,  by  a  layreader,  each  having  a  monthly  visit  by  a  priest 
for  the  Celebration  and  baptisms  if  desired. 

A  new  church  is  being  built  in  Parkfield  at  a  cost  of  about  $1200, 
the  larger  part  of  which  was  collected  by  the  Rev.  E.  A.  McGowan 
from  the  people  of  that  town.  The  parsonage  at  South  San  Fran- 
cisco has  been  completed,  the  total  cost  being  over  $2500,  five 
hundred  of  which  was  a  gift  from  the  American  Church  Building 
Fund  Commission.

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The  financial  reports  that  are  appended  deal  simply  with  the 
money  received  and  disbursed  at  headquarters  and  do  not  include 
the  sums  expended  by  local  treasurers  or  remitted  direct  to  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Diocese.  Beginning  October  1,  1916,  the  grant 
from  the  General  Board  for  Women  Workers  in  the  Chinese  and 
Japanese  Missions  was  increased  from  $750  to  $1000.  For  fuller 
details  see  Exhibit  B,  and  reports  at  the  back  of  the  Journal.

As  Trustees  of  the  Income  of  the  Aged  and  Infirm  Clergy  and 
the  Widows'  and  Orphans'  Fund,  we  report  that  the  principal  of 
these  funds  have  been  increased  the  past  year  by  the  sums  of 
$760.42  and  $276.88,  respectively,  and  that  they  now  amount  as  fol- 
lows: The  Disabled  Clergy  Fund,  $37,700,  the  Widows'  and  Orph- 
ans', $22,022;  Total,  $59,722. 

At  the  November  meeting  resolutions  were  passed  asking  that 
the  lay  members  prepare  a  budget  of  expenditures  to  be  presented 
to  this  Convention;  also  that  the  Bishop  be  requested  to  appoint  a 
Committee  of  the  Board  to  prepare  a  Canon  on  Missions,  which 
Committee  held  four  meetings  and  presented  a  Canon  at  the  Decem- 
ber meeting  that  was  endorsed  by  the  Board  and  sent  to  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Convention,  to  be  submitted  to  the  Committee  on 
Canons. 

The  first  Committee  has  carefully  prepared  a  budget  to  cover 
the  expenses  of  the  coming  year.  The  Board  in  asking  for  an  ap- 
portionment of  $11,000,  and  while  rejoicing  that  the  note  at  luc 
bank  to  cover  past  deficits  has  been  reduced  from  $1800  to  $1500, 
regrets  that  because  of  that  debt  it  cannot  ask  ror  a  larger  sura 
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with  which  to  increase  the  meagre  stipends  that  so  many  of  our 
missionaries  now  receive,  or  undertake  any  new  work.  The  Board 
sincerely  hopes  that  this  deficit  of  $1500  can  be  wiped  out  by 
Easter — it  is  a  source  of  discouragement  to  all  who  are  interested 
in  the  work  of  Church  Extension.

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REPORT  OF  THE  ARCHDEACON. 


To  the  Sixty-scvenlh  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  California'. 

The  past  year  has  been  one  of  marked  progress  in  the  Institu- 
lional  and  Racial  work.  In  the  month  of  August,  by  vote  of  the 
Cathedral  Chapter,  the  organ  formerly  in  Gra<:e  Chapel  was  given 
to  the  Good  Samaritan  Mission.  Steps  were  taken  at  once  by  the 
Vicar,  the  Rev.  J.  P.  Turner,  to  have  an  organ  chamber  built 
and  the  instrument  set  up;  and  its  effect;  upon  the  congregation 
has  been  very  marked.  It  is  hoped  that  in  the  near  future  a 
church  may  be  erected  upon  the  property,  and  the  space  now  oc- 
cupied by  the  Chapel  can  then  be  used  for  other  purposes. 

Through  the  efforts  of  Mrs.  Louis  F.  Monteagle  over  $1,200  «vas 
raised  by  an  entertainment  for  the  benefit  of  the  Canon  Kip  Mis- 
sion. From  the  proceeds  pews  are  to  take  the  place  of  chairs 
in  the  Chapel,  folding  doors  enable  the  large  hall  to  be  stib- 
divided,  while  the  dispensary,  clothing  bureau  and  club  rooms  have 
been  thoroughly  renovated.  Mrs.  Whitelaw  Reid  provided  the 
salary  for  a  year  for  a  teacher  in  the  Sewing  School,  who  is  one 
of  the  students  at  St.  Margaret's;  and  under  the  Rev.  J.  H.  Oehl- 
hoff  the  various  lines  of  work  all  show  a  marked  improvement 
over  the  record  of  last  year. 

St.  Augustine's  Mission  in  Oakland  have  secured  plans  for  a 
church  building.  This  congregation,  under  the  Rev.  D.  R.  Wallace, 
have  not  only  been  practically  self-supporting,  but  have  raised 
nearly  $1,000  towards  the  building  fund,  and  are  now  canvassing 
their  whole  membership  to  increase  this  amount.  When  an  appeal 
is  made  to  the  Diocese  for  help  it  should  meet  with  a  ready 
response. 

The  Seamen's  Institute  should  have  a  separate  report,  and  will 
shortly  issue  an  annual  statement  in  its  admirable  paper.  The  Sea- 
farer. The  Rev.  Charles  P.  Deems,  formerly  Assistant  Superin- 
tendent of  the  great  Seamen's  Institute  in  New  York,  assumed 
charge  last  June.  The  Diocese,  yes,  the  Province,  may  be  con- 
gratulated in  securing  such  a  man.  Wherever  he  goes  he  makes 
friends,  and  his  whole  heart  is  in  the  work  for  those  who  go  down 
to  the  sea  in  ships.  He  has  already  secured  large  gifts  for  the 
renovation  of  the  Chapel  and  Assembly  Hall.  The  response  to 
the  Christmas  Appeal  was  generous,  and  the  Christmas  dinner  to 
the  sailors  a  great  success.  He  is  instituting  a  new  system  through 
which  he  hopes  to  put  the  work  on  a  self-supporting  basis,  but 
best  of  all  is  the  record  of  the  largely  increased  use  of  the  rooms, 
the  growing  volume    of    deposits    made    by  the  sailors  for  safe- 
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keeping,  and   the   fact   that  the  attendance  at  chapel   services  has 
so  increased  that  often   there  is  standing  room  only. 

Early  in  the  past  year  the  reports  from  the  Rev.  Mr.  Ng  indi- 
cated a  very  large  increase  in  the  number  of  scholars  during  the 
week,  and  in  the  attendance  at  the  day  and  night  schools,  and  also 
in  the  attendance  on  Sunday.  It  reached  the  point  where  a  num- 
ber had  to  be  turned  away  because  there  was  absolutely  no  room 
for  them  in  the  building.  After  consultation  it  was  decided  to 
enlarge  the  schoolroom,  bringing  it  out  to  the  line  of  the  property 
and  thus  doubling  its  capacity.  The  total  cost  of  the  improve- 
ment, including  the  furniture,  was  over  $2,750.  Of  this  amount  the 
Chinese  themselves  contributed  $700.  Other  friends  added  in 
larger  or  smaller  sums,  but  it  leaves  an  indebtedness  of  $1,500. 
But  at  the  opening  service  and  at  subsequent  meetings  the  en- 
larged building  has  been  packed  to  its  utmost  capacity. 

The  Bishop's  Committee  in  Oakland,  recognizinp  the  need  of 
rcp.iirs  and  renovation  of  the  building  used  for  the  Chinese  Mission 
there,  raised  nearly  $400  for  this  purpose,  of  which  a  goodly  sum 
was  contributed  by  the  Chinese  members,  with  the  result  that  the 
interior  is  far  more  attractive  than  it  has  ever  been  before. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Murakami  has  started  a  kindergarten  in  connec- 
tion with  the  Japanase  Mission.  A  number  of  our  Churchwomcn 
have  become  much  interested  in  his  work.  It  has  had  the  result 
of  increasing  the  attendance  upon  the  services,  and  has  also  drawn 
into  an  organization  some  of  the  Japanese  women  who  heretofore 
had  held  aloof. 

I  can  only  repeat  what  I  have  said  in  former  reports,  that  if  our 
Church  people  would  visit  the  places  above  mentioned,  The  Good 
Samaritan  and  Canon  Kip  Missions,  The  True  Sunshine,  St.  Au- 
gustine and  the  Japanese  Missions,  and  the  Seamen's  Institute, 
and  realize  how  much  of  real  practical  work  is  being  done,  there 
would  be  no  difficulty  in  raising  money  for  their  support. 

During  the  past  year  I  have  held  ninety-five  services  at  fifty- 
eight  different  points;  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion  thirty-three 
times;  have  attended  two  meetings  of  the  Executive  Committee 
and  of  the  General  Board  in  the  East;  and  one  hundred  and  forty- 
two  meetings  of  Boards,  Committees,  and  Conferences  here  in  the 
Diocese,  including  regular  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Missions, 
Corporation  of  the  Diocese,  St.  Luke's  Hospital,  the  John  Tennant 
Home,  Maria  Kip  Orphanage,  the  Seamen's  Institute,  and  the 
Cathedral  Chapter  and  Committee.  It  is  difficult  to  make  a  report 
of  t|'^  1^  or'-  of  the  Archdeacon  further  than  to  say  that  as  adjutant

REPORT  OF  THE  DEAN  OF  THE  CONVOCATION  OF 

SAN  JOSE. 

To  the  Sixty-seventh  Annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  California : 

In  England  a  Dean  of  Convocation  is  called  a  "rural"  dean.  The 
Convocation  of  San  Jose  is  truly  rural.  It  embraces  six  counties, 
with  an  area  of  10,183  square  miles  of  the  most  varied  and  beauti- 
ful country  on  this  earth.  I  quote  from  a  previous  report!  In 
our  Missions  we  have  less  than  2,(XX)  families,  about  six  to  every 
square  mile.  It  is  not  easy  to  minister  to  such  a  scattered  flock — - 
and  the  Missionaries  deserve  your  support  and  your  prayers — 
and  their  salaries. 

A  rural  Dean  has  no  function  in  relation  to  the  Parishes  of  Con- 
vocation. The  "Rector" — which  means  "ruler" — holds  complete 
authority  over  his  Parish,  without  let  or  hindrance  from  Deans 
or  Archdeacons. 

But  a  cat  can  look  at  a  king — and  a  Dean  may  at  least  observe 
what  is  going  on  in  a  Parish.  I  have  before  hinted  to  Convention 
that  the  next  division  of  the  Diocese  may  be  the  setting  apart  of 
the  Convocation  of  San  Jose.  The  question  as  to  the  place  of  the 
Cathedral  has  not  yet  been  decided — but  in  passing  I  may  observe 
that  San  Mateo  is  building  a  Rectory  of  Episcopal  dimensions. 

Convocation,  like  a  flock  of  birds,  went  on  a  flight  to  San  Luis 
Obispo  for  its  spring  meeting  in  May.  I  say  flight — you  know  it 
is  a  journey  of  250  miles  from  this  end  of  our  Convocation  bounds. 
I  advised  the  Clergy  to  take  the  Shore  Line  Limited.  Three  ven- 
turesome souls,  not  knowing  the  limitations  of  a  "Ford,"  started 
by  the  dark  of  the  moon  and  landed  at  San  Luis  more  dead  than 
alive.     The  great  event  of  that  spring  meeting  was  an  excursion 
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to  the  celebrated  Atascadero  Colony  and  luncheon  with  Mr.  Lewis, 
the  man  of  brains  behind,  that  great  enterprise. 

The  autumn  meeting  took  place  in  November  at  Palo  Alto  Rec- 
ognizing the  growth  of  feminism  in  ecclesiastic  life,  and  the  in- 
glorious fact  that  the  pew  may  not  even  say  "amen'*  when  the 
pulpit  speaks,  I  asked  a  woman,  Miss  Margery  Bailey,  of  our 
Stanford  faculty,  to  read  a  paper  on  preaching.  Needless  to  say 
it  was  clever,  and  attended  to  all  the  loose  buttons  in  the  homiletic 
art.  Dr.  Fairclough  also  read  a  paper,  which  reached  the  dignity 
of  print  in  the  Pacific  Churchman.  Thus,  once  again,  the  Convoca- 
tion of  San  Jose  is  in  the  foreground  of  public  attention. 

But  as  a  missionary  organization  San  Jose  Convocation  surpassed 
itself  by  having  as  its  special  preacher  at  the  fall  meeting  the 
great  hero  of  modern  missions,  Bishop  Brent. 

This  morning  we  heard  some  remarks  to  the  effect  that  Deans 
of  Convocations  are  "mere  ornaments."  That  characterization 
came  from  a  very  handsome  young  Dean  whose  Deanship  is  ended. 
In  consequence  of  nature's  cold  injustice,  some  of  us  who  arc 
Deans  try  to  make  up  for  our  lack  of  ornamentation  by  trying  to 
be  useful.  I  have  visited  every  Mission  to  which  I  have  been 
invited. 

When  it  was  announced  that  a  Citizens'  Military  Camp  was  to  he 
formed  at  Monterey,  in  the  Convocation  of  San  Jose,  I  volunteered, 
took  khaki  as  a  Rookie,  and  became  the  Chaplain  of  the  regiment. 
I  do  not  propose  to  talk  about  the  life  of  camp,  except  to  link  it 
to  this  happy  joint  meeting. 

You  have  seen  a  forest  in  a  gale — it  is  all  life  and  movement. 
Well,  one  day  everything  and  everybody  in  camp  seemed  especially 
active.  Orderlys  were  dashing  about.  The  General  was  all  smiles. 
The  Colonel  moved  actively,  despite  his  weight.  Even  the  com- 
missariat officer  was  anxious.  What  had  happened?  Was  it  to  be 
a  sham  fight?  Was  it  a  visit  from  the  president  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  California?  No!  Mrs.  Monteagle  had  breezed  in!  The 
whole  camp  woke  up  to  her  presence.  She  inspected  everything 
from  sauce  pans  to  a  battalion  drill.  She  shared  a  mess  lunch — 
and  fancied  she  was  eating  what  we  rookies  ate.  She  cheered  ns 
all  and  brought  the  Chaplain  of  the  regiment  a  lot  of  grub  for  the 
sick  men  in  the  hospital. 

For  the  real  work  of  Convocation  I  refer  you  to  the  reports  of 
the  missionaries  and  the  summary  by  the  Board  of  Missions  and 
the  Archdeacon.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DEAN  OF  THE  CONVOCATION  OF 

SAN  FRANCISCO. 

To  the  Sixty-seventh  Annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  California : 

The  spring  meeting  of  the  Convocation  of  San  Francisco  was 
held  on  May  second  in  St.  Stephen's  Church  Guild  Hall.  Rev.  W. 
R.  H.  Hodgkin,  Dean,  called  the  meeting  to  order. 

At  this  meeting  a  division  of  the  Convocation  took  place,  the 
counties  of  Contra  Costa  and  Alameda  to  be  known  as  the  Con- 
vocation of  Oakland,  while  the  two  remaining  counties  of  the 
Convocation — San  Francisco  and  Marin — were  to  be  known  by  the 
name  of  the  Convocation  of  San  Francisco. 

At  this  meeting,  the  Rev.  Harvey  S*.  Hanson,  was  nominated  to 
the  Bishop  to  complete  the  unexpired  term  of  Dean  Hodgkin's 
year. 

An  adjourned  meeting  was  held  in  the  same  place  on  May  9th, 
to  consider  the  reports  of  committees  on  by-laws  and  "Convocation 
Ideals." 

The  fall  meeting  of  the  Convocation  of  San  Francisco  was  held 
in  the  Guild  Hall  of  St.  Paul's  Church. 

At  this  meeting  the  regular  election  of  officers  took  place,  which 
resulted  in  the  election  of  the  Rev.  Frank  H.  Church,  secretary,  Mr. 
Geo.  H.  Hooke,  treasurer,  and  the  nomination  to  the  Bishop  of  the 
Rev.  Harvey  S.  Hanson,  as  Dean. 

The  Dean  must  plead  guilty  to  the  Convention  of  having  done 
little  as  yet,  in  his  office.  Certain  lines  of  work  have  been  laid  out, 
however,  which  he  hopes  will  result  in  some  advance  later  on. 

The  Institutional  and  the  Racial  work  of  the  Convocation,  the 
first  represented  by  the  Canon  Kip  Memorial  and  the  Cathedral 
Mission  of  the  Good  Samaritan,  and  the  second,  the  True  Sun- 
shine Mission  and  the  Japanese  Mission,  appeal  to  the  Dean  as  in- 
stitutions which  merit  far  more  attention  than  in  the  past  has  been 
paid  to  them. 

There  is  room  for  missionary  expansion  in  the  rapidly  growing 
distri<:ts  south  of  the  Sunset  district,  where,  at  least  Sunday 
Schools  may  be  started,  and  lines  laid  for  the  beginning  of  one  or 
more  Missions.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DEAN  OF  THE  CONVOCATION  OF 

OAKLAND. 

To  the  Sixty-seventh  Annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  California: 

The  primary  meeting  of  the  Convocation  of  Oakland  was  held  at 
Christ  Church,  Alameda,  on  May  9th.  By  request  of  the  Bishop 
the  Rev.  W.  R.  H.  Hodgkin  presided.  He  was  afterwards,  by  vote 
of  Convocation,  nominated  as  the  first  Dean  of  the  Convocation 
of  Oakland,  the  selection  being  ratified  by  the  Bishop  of  Califor- 
nia's appointment. 

On  November  14th  the  second  meeting  of  the  year  convened  at 
St.  Peter's  Church,  Rockridge,  Oakland.  As  a  result  of  Dean 
Hodgkin's  declining  to  serve  further,  the  Rev.  Edgar  F.  Gee  was 
chosen  by  the  Convocation  as  his  successor,  and  the  Bishop  ap- 
proving, confirmed  the  appointment. 

Mr.  Walter  B.  Bake  well  was  elected  treasurer,  Rev.  A.  L.  Mitchell 
secretary. 

Whilst  serving  as  Dean,  the  Rev.  W.  R.  H.  Hodgkin  made  visits 
to  nearly  every  Mission  in  the  Convocation  and  reported  fully  at 
the  autumn  meeting. 

Having  been  Dean  but  two  months  I  am  unable  to  make  any  gen- 
eral report  of  Convocation  from  personal  knowledge.  I  have  re- 
ceived reports  from  but  one  missionary  in  the  Convocation,  the 
active  and  enthusiastic  Priest-in-Charge  of  Trinity,  Point  Rich- 
mond. At  Richmond,  about  a  mile  from  the  Point,  a  Sunday 
School  and  Evening  Service  have  been  started  in  a  rented  hall  by 
the  Rev.  Chas.  Hitchcock,  who  has  been  in  charge  of  the  work 
for  several  months.  Enthusiasm  and  zeal  are  being  manifested  by 
the  faithful  workers  in  this  Mission. 

The  Racial  Work  is  making  steady  progress;  St.  Augustine*s. 
under  the  faithful  pastoral  care  of  the  Rev.  D.  R.  Wallace.  Plans 
have  been  drawn  for  a  substantial  building  to  contain  Church  and 
Parish  Hall,  costing  approximately  $6,000.00.  The  congregation 
has  raised  over  $600.00  toward  this  amount.  With  a  new  Church 
building  we  may  look  for  new  growth  and  the  organization  of  the 
Mission  with  representation  in  this  Convention. 

In  the  past  few  months  great  improvements  have  been  made  at 
True  Sunshine  through  the  earnest  and  untiring  efforts  of  the 
Bishop's  Committee.  The  Chapel  has  been  transformed  through 
its  efforts — a  new  floor,  the  ceiling  and  the  walls  in  natural  wood 
and  a  new  roof  make  it  more  worthy  a  place  for  the  worship  of 
God,  and  of  its  name — True  Sunshine. 
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The  phenomenal  and  steady  growth  in  the  East  Bay  counties 
means  that  increased  opportunity  is  given  us  for  service  and  for 
Church  Extension.  From  Oakland  to  Hayward  communities  have 
grown  up  that  should  be  ministered  to  by  the  Church,  but  lack 
of  funds  and  a  stationary  rather  than  an  increased  budget  for 
Church  Extension  ties  our  hands.  As  we  have  become  a  corpor.'tc 
entity  this  Convocation  must  strive  to  carry  the  burden,  or  at  le^st 
relieve  very  largely,  the  Board  of  Missions  in  the  support  of  our 
Racial  Work.  Oakland,  Berkeley  and  Alameda  are  no  mean  cities. 
With  their  growth  comes  also  responsibility  to  the  Church.  A 
City  Missionary  to  care  for  the  sick  and  indigent  in  City  and 
County  Hospitals,  a  visitor  for  our  jails  and  Probation  Home, 
to  comfort,  help  and  minister  to  those  in  need  and  distress  should 
be  appointed. 

I  regret  that   I   can   make  no  report  of  personal   work  accomp- 
lished, but  venture  to  make  these  suggestions.

Semi-Aimual  Service  and  Meeting. 

The  Semi-annual  Service  and  Meeting  took  place  on  Friday, 
January  26th.  Bishop  Nichols  was  the  Celebrant  at  the  service  in 
the  morning,  assisted  by  Dean  Gresham  and  Archdeacon  Emery, 
the  Rev.  Edward  Morgan,  the  Rev.  M.  D.  Wilson  and  the  Rev.  H. 
E.  Montgomery.  The  Rev.  W.  H.  Cambridge  preached  the  sermon 
from  the  text,  "Suffer  Hardness  as  a  Good  Soldier  of  Christ" — a 
stirring  call  to  train  ourselves  and  our  children  to  that  manly 
strength  and  integrity  of  character  that  is  willing  to  suffer  hard- 
ness— nay,  even  death — rather  than  compromise  the  right.  The 
test  of  righteousness  and  not  expediency  should  determine  all  the 
issues  that  sometimes  perplex  us  and  that  are  clouded  by  the  pre- 
valent tendency  to  fear  difficulty.  The  Kingdom,  of  Christ — the 
Kingdom  of  Peace — can  come  only  as  the  world  is  transformed 
by  the  controlling  desire  for  righteousness  at  any  cost  to  the  in- 
dividual. 

After  the  refreshing  luncheon  provided  by  Trinity  Branch,  and 
an  hour  of  intermission  Which  gave  many  pleasant  opportunities 
for  social  chats,  the  members  reassembled  for  the  afternoon  meet- 
ing. The  president  welcomed  the  visitors — Miss  Soulsby  from 
England  and  Bishop  Sumner  of  Oregon,  who  had  both  kindly  con- 
sented to  address  us — and  the  presidents  of  the  Auxiliary  in  the 
Diocese  of  Sacramento  and  the  District  of  San  Joaquin,  as  well  as 
members  of  other  Diocesan  Branches. 

The  Rev.  H.  E.  Montgomery  spoke  very  briefly  of  the  Church 
Pension  Fund,  and  reported  that  the  personal  contributions  of  the 
Clergy  during  the  Convention  had  reached  the  sum  of  $2,500. 

In  Bishop  Sumner's  stirring  address  the  note  of  personal  training 
and  personal  service  again  was  stressed.  The  reason  why  the 
Church  has  ceased  to  be  the  regenerating  influence  it  was,  is  to  be 
found  in  the  lack  of  personal  propaganda  and  the  hck  or  misuse 
of  prayer — the  constant  activity  without  taking  time  to  listen  to 
God's  direction  or  the  confidence  to  use  His  strength,  forgetting 
that  the  background  of  things  active  is  things  prayerful. 
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Prayer  was  also  the  subject  of  Miss  Soulsby's  address — ^"The 
Prayers  of  Busy  People."  It  was  the  completion  of  a  wonderful 
day,  filled  with  the  call  to  genuine  personal  service — the  asking 
for  and  using  God's  direction  and  His  strength  that  are  always 
waiting,  and  without  which  we  cannot  help  to  bring  in  His 
Kingdom.

REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTORS  OF  THE  CORPORATION 

OF  THE  PROTESTANT  EPISCOPAL  CHURCH 

IN  THE  DIOCESE  OF  CALIFORNIA. 

To  the  Sixty-seventh  Annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  California : 

The  Directors  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese 
of  California  (a  corporation)  respectfully  report  to  the  Convention 
for  the  year,  February  4,  1916,  to  January  22,  1917,  as  required  by 
Article  10  of  the  By-Laws,  excepting  that  for  detailed  statement 
of  financial  matters  and  investments  reference  is  hereby  made  to 
the  Report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Corporation,  to  be  found  else- 
where in  the  Journal  of  the  Convention. 

The  Directors-elect,  as  chosen  by  the  Sixty-sixth  Annual  Con- 
vention erf  the  Diocese,  certified  by  the  Secretary  thereof,  met  on 
Friday  the  4th  day  of  February,  1916,  in  accordance  with  the  noti- 
fication of  said  Secretary,  together  with  the  Rt.  Rev.  William  Ford 
Nichols,  D.  D.,  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  director  ex-officio,  and  or- 
ganized as  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Corporation  by  the  elec- 
tion of  Directors  John  A.  Emery  as  President,  William  H.  Crocker 
as  Vice-President,  D.  O.  Kelley  as  Secretary  and  W.  A.  M.  Van 
Bokkelen  as  Treasurer. 

The  elective  members  of  the  Investment  Committee  were  elected 
as  follows:  W.  A.  M.  Van  Bokkelen,  Wm.  H,  Crocker  and  A.  C. 
Kains. 

The  Committee  on  Acceptance  of  Title  to  Real  Estate  was  com- 
pleted by  the  election  of  George  B,  Scott. 

Mr.  F.  M.  Lee  was  elected  Assistant  Treasurer  of  Corporation. 

The  security  to  be  given  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  Corporation 
and  ex-officio  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  was  fixed  at  five  hundred 
dollars,  and  that  of  the  Assistant  Treasurer  at  three  thousand 
dollars,  the  form  of  the  security  so  given  to  be  approved  by  the 
Investment  Committee. 

The  Diocesan  House,  No.  1215  Sacramento  Street,  San  Fran- 
cisco, was  fixed  upon  as  the  principal  place  of  business  of  the 
Corporation  and  where  the  regular  meeting  of  the  Directors  should 
be  held,  that  is  to  say,  the  pre-Convention  meeting  required  to  be 
held  within  two  weeks  preceding  the  meeting  of  the  Annual  Con- 
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vention  of  the  Diocese.  Special  meetings  of  the  Directors  to  be 
held  at  such  time  and  place  as  the  President  of  the  Corporation 
may  designate. 

It  was  ordered  that  any  premium  or  expense  necessary  in  procur- 
ing the  bonds  required  of  the  Treasurer  and  the  Assistant  Treasurer 
should  be  paid  by  the  Corporation. 

No  real  estate  has  been  received  by  this  Corporation,  by  deed  or 
otherwise,  during  the  past  year. 

Four  parcels  of  real  estate  have  been  conveyed  by  this  Corpora- 
tion, to-wit:  To  the  Corporation  of  the  Diocese  of  Los  Angeles,  by 
quitclaim  deeds  duly  made,  executed  and  delivered,  on  the  23d  day 
of  March,  1916,  one  acre  of  land  in  the  southwest  corner  of  lot 
8,  section  8,  township  11,  south  range  4  west,  S.  B.  M.,  San  Diego 
county,  to  be  held  for  the  use  of  All  Saints  Mission  at  San  Luis

And  a  portion  of  the  lot  of  land  in  Sausalito,  Marin  county,  occu- 
pied by  the  Parish  of  Christ  Church,  consisting  of  a  strip  three  feet 
wide  and  thirty  feet  long,  more  or  less,  and  containing  86.87  square 
feet,  more  or  less,  conveyed  to  Dr.  A.  H.  Mays,  for  a  consideration 
of  $180,  paid  to  the  vestry  of  said  Christ  Church  Parish. 

Preliminary  action  has  been  taken  by  this  Corporation  to  make 
and  deliver  to  the  Corporation  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church 
in  the  Diocese  of  Los  Angeles  a  deed  or  deeds  to  correct  and  com- 
plete intended  transfers  of  certain  parcels  of  real  estate  in  Santa 
Barbara  county,  at  the  request  of  representatives  of  parties  inter- 
ested. 

A  gift  of  $40,000.00  was  received  on  the  22d  of  September,  1916, 
from  Mrs.  Mary  Elizabeth  Nelson,  and  duly  accepted  by  this  Cor- 
poration, in  trust  for  the  Old  Ladies'  Home,  of  San  Francisco,  in 
accordance  with  the  terms  specified  in  the  deed  of  said  gift,  as 
follows: 
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"Said  fund  to  be  known  as  *The  Mary  Elizabeth  Nelson  Endow- 
ment Fund/ 

"Said  Fund  shall  be  invested  in  interest-bearing  securities  by  the 
Investment  Committee  of  said  Corporation  and  said  securities  shall 
be  held  under  the  control  of  the  said  Protestant  Episcopal  Church 
in  the  Diocese  of  California,  a  Corporation,  in  trust,  however,  for 
the  benefit  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Old  Ladies'  Home,  a  cor- 
poration. 

"Neither  the  securities  themselves  nor  the  income  therefrom  shall 
be  consolidated  or  merged  with  any  other  securities  or  income,  but 
shall  be  kept  separate  and  a  separate  statement  regarding  both  the 
securities  and  income  shall  be  published  in  the  Annual  or  other 
Financial  Reports  of  the  Diocese  of  California. 

"The  principal  of  the  Fund  shall  be  kept  intact  and  only  the 
income  derived  therefrom  shall  be  paid  over  to  the  Corporation  of 
the  Protestant  Episcopal  Old  Ladies*  Home. 

"It  is  my  desire  that  the  principal  of  the  Fund  shall  be  kept  intact 
and  stand  on  the  books  of  the  Corporation  at  Forty  Thousand 
($40,000.00)  Dollars,  that  being  the  par  value  of  the  securities  to 
be  purchased.  As  in  buying  first-class  securities  premiums  may 
have  to  be  paid,  it  is  understood  that  such  premiums  may  be  bor- 
rowed by  the  Trustees  and  a  loan  made  for  that  purpose  may  be 
repaid  out  of  the  accruing  interest  in  such  installments  as  the 
Trustees  may  determine. 

"In  the  event  of  any  depreciation  in  the  value  of  any  securities 
bought  for  the  Trust  Fund,  the  Trustees  may  use  a  portion  of  the 
income  not  to  exceed  ten  per  cent  (10%)  of  the  gross  income  in 
any  one  year,  in  a  Sinking  Fund  for  the  purpose  of  guaranteeing  at 
all  times  the  integrity  of  the  principal  at  Forty  Thousand  ($40,- 
000.00)  Dollars  par  value  of  the  securities.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  CONSOLIDATION  OF 

DIOCESAN  FUNDS. 

The  Committee  appointed  to  report  "A  Plan  Whereby  the  In- 
vestea  Funds  of  the  Diocese  and  of  Diocesan  Institutions  Together 
with  invested  Funds  of  Parishes  and  Other  Church  Institutions 
May  Be  United  Into  Consolidated  Funds,"  respectfully  submits  its 
report: 

At  the  first  meeting  of  the  Committee,  Mr.  A.  C.  Kains  pre- 
sented for  consideration  a  plan  which  had  been  worked  out  by  Mr. 
W.  A.  M.  Van  Bokkelen  some  few  years  previously.  This  was 
carefully  studied  by  the  Committee  both  at  meetings  and  during 
recesses,  and  at  a  subsequent  meeting  was  adopted  for  presenta- 
tion by  the  Committee.  The  plan  consisting  of  an  Agreement  w^ith 
Special  Regulations  is  as  follows: 

Agreement. 

Exhibit  1.  An  agreement  between  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  in  the  Diocese  of  California,  as  Custodian,  and  the  Diocesan 
institution  or  parish  as  Depositor,  whereby  the  Custodian  is  author- 
ized to  receive  and  administer  property,  funds  and  moneys  (fully 
described  in  Schedule  A);  such  property,  funds  and  moneys  to  be 
held,  invested  and  re-invested  by  the  Custodian  for  the  uses  and 
purposes  set  forth  by  the  trust  provisions  shown  in  Schedule  B, 
as  an  integral  part  of  the  Consolidated  Invested  Fund  of  the  Prot- 
estant Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  California,  always  sub- 
ject to  the  standing  orders  of  the  Custodian  and  to  the  special 
regulations  set  forth  in  Schedule  C. 

Schedule  A  gives  a  full  and  complete  description  of  the  prop- 
erty, and  carries  the  following  clause: 

"If  any  securities  are  of  a  character  that  they  cannot  be 
equitab)y  mingled'  with  other  securities  held  in  the  Consoli- 
dated Investment  Fund,  then  there  may  be  added,  'the  follow- 
ing properties  to  be  held  as  a  separate  trust  under  Provision 
No.  5  of  Schedule  C,  hereunto  attached.' " 

Schedule  B  sets  forth  the  trust  purposes  of  the  fund  deposited, 
names  the  officers  by  whom  the  income  is  controlled  and  the 
person  to  whom  it  is  payable,  and  includes  a  copy  of  the  letter  of 
donation  or  history  of  the  gift. 

Schedule  C  contains  special  regulations  under  which  the  funds 
are  deposited  and  accepted,  and  is  prefaced  by  memorandum  that 
the  Consolidated  Fund  is  governed  by  the  standing  orders  creating 
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it.     For  details  of  such  standing  orders  see  Manual  of  Diocese  of 
California,  1914  Edition,  pages  109,  110  and  111. 

Special  Regulations. 

Special  Regulation  No.  1  states  that  the  share  of  interest  shall 
be  the  proportion  which  the  amount  of  each  depositor's  credit 
bears  to  the  total  of  all  deposits. 

Special  Regulation  No.  2  makes  provision  for  reserve  for  bond 
guarantee  and  premium  redemption  fund,  for  expenses  of  admin- 
istration and  for  quarterly  payment  of  interest  to  depositors. 

Special  Regulation  No.  3  provides  for  annual  report  to  Conven- 
tion, and  to  each  Depositor,  showing  in  detail  all  transactions,  and 
giving  full  list  of  securities,  etc. 

Special  Regulation  No.  4  provides  for  the  classification  of  the 
Consolidated  Funds:  Division  (a)  to  include  all  permanent  funds 
under  direct  control  of  the  Convention  or  one  of  its  regular  Com- 
mittees; division  (b)  to  include  all  permanent  funds  whose  income 
is  administered  by  officers  of  Church  institutions;  division  (c)  to 
include  funds  subject  to  withdrawal,  as  for  instance,  building  funds, 
etc.  Other  divisions  may  be  created  by  the  Custodian  at  its  dis- 
cretion. 

Special  Regulation  No.  5  provides  for  a  separate  trust  for  any 
securities  which  might  not  be  equitably  mingled  with  other  secur- 
ities in  the  Consolidated  Investment  Fund. 

Special  Regulation  No.  6  provides  for  the  withdrawal  by  a  de- 
positor if  the  nature  of  a  trust  demands  it,  prescribes  the  time  and 
method  of  notice  and  provides  for  arbitration  if  Custodian  and 
depositor  fail  to  agree  upon  the  cash  value  of  the  share  of  interest. 

Special  Regulation  No.  7  provides  for  withdrawal  of  special  de- 
posits. 

Special  Regulation  No.  8  defines  Custodian's  power  and  authority 
for  classifying  deposits. 

The  Committee  has  addressed  circular  letters  to  the  officers  of 
institutions  and  parishes  asking  for  description  of  property  and 
funds  held.  From  the  replies  and  from  information  the  Commit- 
tee has  knowledge  of  over  half  a  million  dollars,  worth  of  secur- 
ities which  may  be  embraced  in  this  plan. 

It  is  to  be  noted  that  there  is  no  mandatory  provision  for  in- 
clusion of  the  funds  of  any  parish  or  institution,  but  it  is  expected 
by  your  Committee  that  such  adequate  security  is  given  to  all 
funds,  that  voluntary  action  will  follow  the  adoption  of  this  plan 
by  the  Convention. 
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In  conclusion,  the  Committee  desires  to  express  its  sense  of  the 
deep  obligation  it  and  the  Diocese  are  under  to  Mr.  Van  Bokkelcn, 
who  has  so  well  employed  his  expert  knowledge  and  has  so  de- 
votedly labored  in  preparing  this  efficient  plan  for  the  custody  and 
guardianship  of  the  funds  of  the  Church.

(4)  The  Consolidated  Investment  Fund  shall  be  divided  into

The  then  cash 
value  of  the  share  of  interest  of  the  DEPOSITOR  shall  be  deter- 
mined by  agreement  between  the  DEPOSITOR  and  the  Custodian 
or  failing  such  agreement  shall  be  determined  by  three  arbitrators, 
one  to  be  appointed  by  the  DEPOSITOR  and  one  by  the  CUS- 
TODIAN and  those  two  to  appoint  the  third.  A  decision  of  any 
two  such  arbitrators  in  writing  shall  be  binding  and  conclusive  on 
the  DEPOSITOR  and  the  CUSTODIAN  and  on  all  persons  hav- 
ing any  interest  in  that  Division  of  the  Consolidated  Investment 
Fund  and  in  the  Bond  Guaranty  and  Premium  Redemption   Fund. 

(7)  If  any  portion  of  the  property  received  from  or  for  any  de- 
positor shall  be  intended  to  be  applied  to  any  fixed  purpose  which 
would  require  the  withdrawal  of  said  sum  and  any  accumulations 
thereon  as  provided  in  Regulation  6  hereof;  then  said  CUSTO- 
DIAN may  in  its  judgment  invest  and  hold  the  same  in  a  separate 
trust. 

(8)  The  CUSTODIAN  or  its  Comimittce  on  Investment  shall 
have  the  power  and  authority  to  consider  the  nature  and  conditions 
of  every  Fund  deposited  with  it  for  safekeeping  and  determine 
whether  it  shall  or  shall  not  be  made  a  portion  of  the  main  Con- 
solidated Fund  or  of  Branch  B  or  some  other  Branch  thereof  and 
shall  so  hold  it. 


APPENDIX  I. 


REPORT  OF  THE  COMMISSION  ON  CHURCH  CHARITIES. 

Your  Commission  on  Church  Charities  has  a  very  encouraging  re- 
port to  make  this  year.  There  is  a  decrease  in  indebtedness,  an  increase 
in  gifts  and  a  more  general  interest  in  our  church  institutions  on  the 
part  of  church  people  generally  than  ever  before.  This  interest  has 
developed  as  a  personal  interest,  and  in  that  direction  lies  the  solution 
of  our  institutional  problems. 

The  reports  that  follow  will  speak  for  themselves.  But  your  Com- 
mission desires  to  call  attention  to  the  high  character  and  intelligence 
as  well  as  to  the  earnest  Christian  devotion  of  those  who  are  bravely 
taking  the  burdens  of  institutional  responsibility.  The  men  and  women 
in  charge  are  doing  their  work  well,  and  they  are  winning  the  confidence 
of  those  who  have  hitherto  been  passers-by  and  lookers-on. 

At  the  present  Convention  the  question  of  the  relations  that  our 
institutions  should  have  with  the  Diocese  and  with  the  Convention  has 
been  considered.  The  question  is  a  most  important  one  and  your 
Commision  notes  with  great  satisfaction  the  adoption  of  the  Report  of 
the  Committee  on  Consolidation  of  Diocesan  Funds.

This  foundation  seeks  to  provide  the  best  education,  training,  and 
experience  for  our  wards,  thus  making  for  character,  efficiency  and 
self-reliance.  Children  come  and  go,  but  the  institution  remains,  does 
its  work  and  gives  shape  to  all  w^ho  pass  through. 

The  money  problem  has  been  a  pretty  constant  one  for  some  years. 
Our  outstanding  indebtedness  ($2,300)  has  not  increased  this  year,  and 
we  have  disbursed  $500  more  than  last  year,  and  our  plant  is  in  a  very 
much  better  condition. 

Wc  regret  the  resignation  of  Mrs.  S.  D.  Prathcr,  a  valuable  member 
of  the  Board.  Otherwise  the  per.sonnel  of  the  Board  remains  unchanged. 
Our  family  consists  of  51  children  and  young  girls.  Forty-one  are 
children  committed  to  us,  13  were  received  during  the  year  and  16  dis- 
charged. We  have  only  one  whole  orphan  and  seven  half-orphans  on 
the  state  list  at  present. 

Our  library  needs  new  books  badly,  and  we  are  sadly  lacking  in 
journals  and  magazines.  We  have  had  the  same  enviable  health  record 
during  the  year,  a  cause  of  congratulation  and  gratification  to  Dr. 
Worth  and  the  Sisters.  We  are  indebted  to  St.  Luke's  Hospital  for 
three  weeks'  splendid  care  of  one  of  our  girls  and  for  three  operations 
for  removal  of  tonsils. 
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The  Sisters  have  entertained  the  children  at  their  summer  home  in 
Rio  Nido  for  many  years,  taking  them  up  in  relays.  But  last  spring 
they  purchased  another  lot,  erected  a  large  platform  and  shed  to  cover 
beds,  and  a  central  building  for  meals  and  recreation,  so  that  all  the 
children  could  be  accommodated  at  one  time,  and  so  enjoy  seven  weeks 
in  the  country. 

A  most  hopeful  and  healthful  sign  is  the  continued  growth  in  interest 
of  the  home  in  the  neighborhood  in  which  it  is  situated,  and  the  good 
opinion  of  its  work  and  aims  one  hears  expressed  by  those  who  live 
near-by.  The  neighbors  come  to  us  and  help  us,  and  invite  our  chil- 
dren to  their  homes.  The  results  are  in  every  way  wholesome  and 
delightful. 

During  the  year  we  have  received  one  life  membership  from  Miss 
Brown,  and  the  gift  of  ten  thousand  dollars  from  our  Honorary  Vice* 
President  and  benefactress,  Mrs.  Nelson,  the  interest  to  be  used  for 
improvements  to  the  building. 

The  present  system  of  lighting  by  gas  is  of  great  disadvantage.  The 
lights  are  dim  and  misty — ^bad  for  the  eyes  and  bad  for  the  spirits. 
An  electric  system  was  installed  when  the  building  was  erected,  and  a 
recent  survey  shows  that  the  main  body  of  the  wiring  would  not  have 
to  be  changed,  and  that  all  could  be  completed  for  not  more  than  four 
hundred  dollars.  Such  a  system  would  do  a  good  deal  toward  brighten- 
ing our  children's  evening  hours,  as  well  as  helping  them  in  their  studies. 

As  far  as  our  policy  and  plans  for  the  future  can  be  expressed  in 
words,  they  are  these — to  stand  behind  our  children  until  they  are 
started  in  life,  as  parents  do,  letting  them  feel  that  we  are  deeply  in- 
terested in  them,  and  that  they  have  a  home  to  come  to  if  they  fail  in 
their  first  ventures  at  self-support,  and  that  they  can  return  again  and 
again  for  a  new  start.  And  if  our  children  can  be  brought  into  inti- 
mate relations  with  adult  characters  who  are  strong,  sympathetic,  intel- 
lectually alert  and  spiritually  uplifting,  it  will  become  a  school  home 
from  which  the  children  will  go  forth  better  prepared  to  make  their 
way  in  the  world  than  are  most  of  those  set  adrift  from  their  parental 
homes  at  the  same  age.  This  is  what  the  Church  folk  of  this  Diocese 
must  help  the  Sisters  of  St.  Saviour  to  do.

This  has  been  a  very  encouraging  year  for  the  Old  Ladies'  Home. 
Mrs.  Mary  Elizabeth  Nelson's  gift  of  $40,000  to  our  endowment  fund 
and  Mrs.  L.  F.  Monteagle's  cancellation  of  our  floating  debt  of  $2,676.75 
have  taken  a  great  burden  from  the  shoulders  of  the  Board  of  Lady 
Managers.  We  are  grateful,  too,  for  the  unusually  large  amount  of 
the  Thanksgiving  Day  offering — more  than  $1,000,  and  for  the  wonder- 
ful success  of  the  Donation  Day  and  Reception.  About  $260  came  to  us 
on  Donation  Day,  besides  a  bewildering  assortment  of  groceries  and 
supplies.  All  our  financial  problems  are  not  solved,  however.  For  the 
coming  year  we  shall  need  $2,000  from  outside  sources  to  enable  us  to 
pay  our  regular  running  expenses.  Besides  that,  we  must  make  certain 
repairs  and  improvements  in  our  building  at  the  suggestion  of  the 
Board  of  Public  Works.     Our  furnace,  too,  is  in  bad  shape,  and  ira- 
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provements  in  the  furnace  room  will  make  a  decided  saving  in  fuel 
expense.  In  all  we  shall  need  $3,500  for  extraordinary  expenses,  and 
this  sum  the  Board  is  trying  hard  to  raise. 

When  Mrs.  Sanchez  resigned  after  many  years  of  faithful  care  and 
responsibility,  the  Board  was  reorganized,  with  Mrs.  House  as  President 
and  Mrs.  Boardman  as  Recording  Secretary.  The  new  Board  desires 
to  thank  the  clergy  and  laity  alike  for  their  practical  interest  in  the 
work,  and  to  express  the  hope  that  a  large  number  of  small  annual  sub- 
scriptions may  be  secured  this  coming  year.  Thus  we  shall  be  able  to 
give  the  best  possible  care  to  our  elderly  ladies  and  make  comfortable 
and  happy  the  few  remaining  years  of  their  lives.  Our  household  now 
numbers  18  members,  besides  one  boarder.  During  the  year  there  have 
been  two  deaths — one  an  old  resident  and  the  other  a  boarder. 

A  very  encouraging  adjunct  to  our  work  is  our  auxiliary  to  the 
Board  of  Managers,  which  was  formed  in  October,  under  the  leader- 
ship of  Mrs.  Alexander  McCrackin.  These  young  ladies,  twelve  in 
number,  bring  much  joy  and  sunshine  into  the  Home,  and  it  is  needless 
to  say  that  the  old  ladies  love  them.  They  visit,  take  the  old  ladies 
out  automobiling  and  to  moving  pictures.  They  gave  them  a  lovely 
Christmas  party,  with  a  Christmas  tree  and  presents  for  each.  The 
Rev.  G.  H.  B.  Wright  of  St.  Stephen's  assisted  with  his  boy  choir.  We 
are  grateful,  too,  to  the  Guild  of  St.  Stephen's  Church  for  many  cour- 
tesies. 


ST.  ANDREW'S  INN,  TWENTY-FIFTH  AND  HAMPSHIRE

Rev.  Geok(;e  Maxwell  (Bishop's  Aid  for  Boys),  Superintendent 
St.  Andrew's  Inn,  established  July,  1914,  is  a  self-helping  home  for 
school  and  working  boys.  In  its  two  and  a  half  years  of  existence  it 
has  been  a  comfortable,  helpful  home  school  for  fifty  boys.  It  can 
accommodate  twenty-six  boys  and  has  at  present  twenty-four.  The  best 
of  food,  laundry,  showers  every  day,  required  gymnasium  work,  help 
in  studies,  music,  dancing  lessons  and  personal  attention  are  all  given 
for  the  small  charge  of  twenty  dollars  per  month. 

It  is  expected  that  every  boy  will  attend  Sunday  School  and  Morning 
Prayer  on  Sundays,  and  if  possible  be  at  family  Bible  reading  and 
prayers  nightly,  and  attend  either  day  or  night  schools.  The  Jerusalem 
grace  is  sung  at  every  meal. 

The  home  has  a  fine  billiard  table,  study  rooms,  small  theater,  and  all 
sleep  out  of  doors  all  of  the  year. 
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The  Bishop*s  Aid  for  Boys,  the  Rev.  George  Maxwell,  has  aimed  to 
conduct  the  home  on  a  self-supporting,  co-operative  plan  and  is  suc- 
ceecjing  more  and  more  each  year.  In  1914  the  expenses  were  $1,283.86. 
The  income  was  $1,164.69,  leaving  a  deficit  of  $119.17.  In  1915  the  in- 
come was  $2,027.36,  and  the  expenses  were  $1,852.13,  leaving  a  deficit 
of  $175.23.  In  1916,  expenses  $4,266.20,  and  the  income  was  $3,984.96, 
leaving  a  deficit  of  $281.24. 

A  very  much  needed  added  sleeping  porch  was  necessary  so  that  all 
could  sleep  out  of  doors,  and  this  porch  has  been  built  this  year  of  1916 
at  an  expense  of  $450.00.  Two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  of  this  expense 
has  been  met,  and  we  have  two  years  in  which  to  pay  the  remaining 
$200.  If  it  had  not  been  for  this  improvement  we  would  have  had  but 
a  small  deficit  of  $31.24,  and  if  all  the  money  owing  to  the  work  had 
been  paid  there  would  have  been  a  surplus  this  year  toward  paying  up 
the  first  two  years'  deficit.  The  only  thing  needed  is  an  endowment  to 
encourage  and  help  boys  temporarily  out  of  employment  and  to  meet 
unforseen  expenses.  The  Aid  has  the  assistance  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Wm. 
Devenburgh,  the  Aid's  sister  and  her  husband.  We  have  also  a  good 
cook  and  a  boy  working  part  of  the  day  for  his  board.  The  building 
and  property  are  all  paid  for,  except  the  above  mentioned  improvement 
of  $200. 


CAMP  ST.  ANDREW,  A  SELF-SUPPORTING  SUMMER  WORK 

FOR  BOYS  AND  GIRLS. 


Camp  St.  Andrew,  at  Tocaloma,  Marin  County,  was  extremely  suc- 
cessful this  year.  The  Rev.  George  Maxwell,  Bishop's  Aid  for  Boys, 
through  his  untiring  energy  has  made  this  camp  a  model,  both  in  regard 
to  expense,  and  what  is  accomplished  for  the  children.  Every  year 
this  work  has  increased,  and  the  results  have  been  more  and  more  in 
evidence.  The  season  of  1916  began  for  boys  on  June  14,  and  for  girls 
July  6.  Many  of  the  boys  remained  for  the  entire  six  weeks.  The  grow- 
ing success  of  each  succeeding  year  is  the  best  testimonial  that  this 
work  could  possibly  receive.  The  religious  influence  is  of  the  widest 
nature.  The  Sunday  services  attract  many  from  outside  the  camp  that 
are  in  no  way  interested  in  the  Episcopal  Church.  Every  evening  the 
service  around  the  big  camp-fire  is  a  fitting  close  for  each  well-spent 
day.  The  educational  features  of  the  camp  are  all  well  worth  while. 
In  the  entertainments  and  the  sports  the  educational  element  has  its 
part.  Every  evening  in  the  theater  an  original  play  was  produced,  or 
else  a  musical  entertainment  or  dance  was  given.  Baseball,  swimming 
and  other  sports  were  enjoyed  to  an  extent  that  was  indeed  satisfactory. 
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To  know  how  to  play  is  a  lesson  that  should  be  taught  even  in  the 
Church,  and  one  that  should  be  learned  by  all,  both  old  and  young,  that 
the  joy  fulness  of  youth  may  never  be  lost.  Hundreds  have  learned  to 
swim  at  Camp  St.  Andrew.  Mr.  Maxwell's  watchfulness  in  regard  to 
this  sport  has  been  productive  of  very  great  results.  The  co-operative 
features  of  the  camp  contribute  to  a  very  great  extent  to  its  succc.«;s. 
Over  two  hundred  were  in  attendance,  besides  many  visitors  that  came 
to  spend  a  day,  and  ninety  boys  and  over  forty  girls  were  in  residence 
It  is  hoped  that  the  Church  people  of  the  entire  Diocese  will  realize,  and 
never  forget,  that  this  very  commendable  work  is  a  part  of  the  minis- 
tration of  the  Church  for  all  young  people  that  are  willing  to  conform 
to  the  few  necessary  rules  that  are  in  effect  for  the  comfort  and  pleas- 
ure of  all  that  are  in  attendance,  for  this  is  a  co-operative  camp  in  every 
true  sense  of  the  word.

St.  Dorothy's  Rest  was  incorporated  in  igoi,  and  is  situated  at  Camp 
Meeker,  Sonoma  County.  Its  purpose  is  to  g^ve  an  outing  to  con- 
valescent and  crippled  children.  During  the  past  summer  255  guests 
have  been  received,  150  of  them  being  children.  Tlie  average  stay  was 
two  and  four-seventh  weeks.  There  are  seven  buildings  and  nine  acres 
of  land.  The  children  provide  nothing  for  their  stay,  but  all  things 
needful  are  furnished. 

The  story  of  the  season  is  one  of  renewed  strength  to  every  one. 
All  day  and  night  in  the  open  air  and  food  in  abundance  may  be  ex- 
pected to  produce  health.  And  country  play  in  a  family  of  fifty  makes 
all  hands  happy. 

The  cost  of  living  and  of  upkeep  has  been  met.  All  bills  are  paid. 
All  property  is  in  good  order  and  insured,  and  the  endowment  stands

over  $6,000.    A  gift  from  Mr.  Cutler  Paige  includes  nine  lots,  forming 
a  protection  against  near  neighbors,  and  intended  to  be  used  as  a  park. 

The  entire  property  is  now  large  enough  for  the  work  intended  and 
is  sufficiently  equipped  for  its  use.  Its  future  success  requires  an  en- 
dowment.   Of  all  gifts,  5%  is  set  aside  for  that  purpose. 

In  its  sixteen  years  of  life  over  3,000  persons  have  been  its  guests. 

Fifteen  dollars  will  give  a  child  a  month  of  health-giving  joy.

Since  the  last  report  the  Seamen's  Institute  has  passed  through  a  year 
critical  in  its  history,  because  of  the  many  changes  which  have  affected 
its  administration. 

On  February  i,  the  then  Chaplain  in  charge.  Rev.  Matthew  MuUineux, 
resigned  to  take  charge  of  his  duties  as  Chaplain  of  the  British  Navy. 

The  Rev.  W.  E.  Cooper  of  St.  Paul's,  San  Francisco,  was  appointed 
to  take  temporary  charge  until  the  arrival  of  the  Rev.  Charles  P.  Deems, 
who  had  accepted  the  call  to  succeed  Mr.  Mullincux. 

Mr.  Deems  took  charge  on  July  i. 

After  a  careful  study  of  the  general  situation  various  activities  were 
instituted  and  policies  determined  which  have  resulted  as  follows: 

I.  Temporarily  the  Institute  work  is  to  be  continued  at  its  present 
location. 
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2.  A  scientific  survey  of  the  waterfront  will  be  carried  on  in  order 
to  determine  the  best  location  for  the  permanent  headquarters  of  the 
Institute. 

3.  The  present  Executive  Committee  is  electing  from  time  to  time 
new  members  until  a  sufficiently  extensive  group  of  advisers  has  been 
gathered  together  to  incorporate  the  organization. 

4.  Meanwhile  a  complete  renovation  and  equipment  of  the  old 
building  has  been  instituted  and  will  be  continued.  Already  the  Chapel 
and  the  Recreation  Room  have  been  renovated,  a  new  stage  has  been 
built  and  the  wash  rooms  remodeled. 

5.  Plans  for  the  future  include  the  extension  of  the  Game  Room  on 
the  main  floor,  painting  of  the  building  entire,  and  the  adaptation  of  a 
now  empty  third  floor  to  whatever  needs  the  expanding  of  the  work 
may  require. 

6.  The  establishment  of  a  finance  department  equipped  to  issue  ap- 
peals to  build  up  a  regular  income  sufficient  to  meet  the  carrent  operat- 
ing costs. 

7.  The  addition  to  the  staff  of  such  lay-workers  and  chaplains  as 
may  be  necessary  to  reopen  our  once  active  relationship  with  the  men 
on  board  the  vessels,  and  to  continue  services  at  the  Marine  Hospital 
which  have  lately  been  instituted. 

The  following  statistics  are  convincing  evidence  that  the  work  in  its 
present  location,  following  the  above  outlined  policy,  is  doing  a  vital 
and  extensive  work  on  the  water  front:

This  excellent  hospital  has  had  a  very  successful  year. 

The  value  of  the  free  work  was  $13,827,  as  compared  with  $io»7j8 
the  year  before.  The  number  of  patients  treated  during  the  year  was 
3,559,  as  against  3,117  the  year  before.  During  the  year,  through  the 
generosity  of  friends,  the  long-standing  mortgage  of  $32,000  was  paid 
off,  and  the  entire  property  is  now  free  from  debt. 

There  are  two  beds  in  wards  fully  endowed  in  perpetuity  at  $15,000 
each,  and  five  smaller  endowments  running  from  $1,000  to  $5,000,  the 
income  of  which  can  be  used,  for  the  care  of  patients.  To  endow  a 
room  in  perpetuity  requires  $30,000.  A  start  is  being  made  to  endow 
one  bed,  to  be  known  as  the  Bishop's  Room,  for  the  benefit  of  the 
clergy  or  members  of  their  family,  or  others  whom  the  Bishop  may 
nominate.  Notwithstanding  the  large  use  of  the  hospital  by  many  of 
the  clergy,  the  money  received  during  the  past  few  years  for  this  en- 
dowment now  is  only  a  little  over  $2,000.  A  concerted  effort  on  the 
part  of  all  the  parishes  would  make  it  possible  within  a  comparatively 
short  space  of  time  to  endow  such  a  room  and  allow  the  Bishop  to 
extend  its  use.    It  would  be  one  of  the  greatest  boons  to  the  diocese.

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The  John  Tennant  Memorial  Home  was  established  for  the  purpose 
of  providing  a  place  of  shelter  for  men  and  women  in  their  declining 
years.  It  has  failed  to  carry  out  the  intention  of  its  founder  through 
lack  of-  funds.  At  this  time  there  are  no  inmates,  although  the  prop- 
erty is  well  cared  for  and  the  buildings  are  in  a  good  state  of  preserva- 
tion. 

Several  years  ago  the  Bishop  of  this  Diocese  procured  additional  land 
adjoining  and  proposed  the  establishment  of  Homes  for  Aged  or  In- 
valid Clergy,  in  connection  with  the  Tennant  Home,  but  this  plan  has 
met  with  little  encouragement  or  support  on  the  part  of  the  clergy,  and 
the  possibility  of  carrying  it  to  a  successful  termination  is  problem- 
atical. 

The  property  is  valuable,  consisting  of  seventeen  acres  of  land  beau- 
tifully located,  with  well  constructed  and  handsome  buildings,  and,  if 
sufficient  funds  were  available,  could  doubtless  be  put  to  some  good 
use.  As  it  is,  about  all  that  can  be  done  is  to  pay  taxes  and  keep  the 
buildings  and  grounds  in  good  condition.  These  matters  are  being 
properly  attended  to. 


APPENDIX  J. 


REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  STATE  OF  THE 

CHURCH. 

The  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church  begs  leave  to  report 
the  following  observations  based  on  the  statistics  for  the  year, 
given  in  the  various  parochial  reports. 

(These  statistics  will  be  found  in  proper  place  in  the  Journal.) 

Your  Committee  has  left  out  of  its  purview  a  study  of  finances 
of  the  diocese  for  two  reasons:  First,  because  these  will  be  pre- 
sented in  due  course  by  the  various  boards  and  agencies  of  the 
diocese;  and  secondly,  because  your  Committee  feels  that  financial 
matters  are  too  frequently  over-emphasized,  and  that  time  is 
sometimes  given  to  them  which  might  be  more  profitably  spent  in 
considering  ways  and  means  of  developing  a  deeper  spiritual  ex- 
perience and  life  within  the  Church. 

In  making  a  study  of  the  statistics  your  Committee  has  used  the 
method  of  comparison.  It  is  said  that  comparisons  are  always 
invidious  and  often  odious,  yet,  nevertheless,  the  basis  of  nearly 
all  true  study  is  comparison.  Your  Committee  has  therefore 
asked,  How  does  the  Church  in  this  diocese,  and  in  the  several 
parts  of  the  diocese,  compare  with  the  Church  in  California  and  in 
the  rest  of  the  United  States? 

1.  As  to  the  ratio  between  communicants  and  population.  The 
census  returns  for  1910  were  the  last  accurate  figures  to  which 
your  Committee  had  access,  and  while  these  figures  are  too  low 
for  present  conditions  and  perhaps  make  the  Church  appear  rela- 
tively stronger  than  she  really  is,  the  error  (such  as  it  is)  runs 
uniformly  throughout  the  comparisons  and  the  figures  will  there- 
fore indicate  a  relativity  that  is  fairly  correct. 

The  Living  Church  annual  reports  the  n  iber  of  communicants 
for  the  United  States  as  1,086,089.  The  population  (in  1910)  was 
101,100,000,  or  a  ratio  of  one  communicant  to  every  93  persons  in 
the  country.  In  California,  with  three  dioceses  and  one  missionary 
district,  the  ratio  is  somewhat  higher,  viz.,  one  communicant  to 
every  83  persons. 

Now,  taking  these  figures  as  a  guide  and  comparing  them  with 
the  six  largest  cities  in  the  diocese,  we  find:

Your  Committee  would  call  attention  to  the  obvious  implication 
of  these  figures,  which  seems  to  be  that  the  greatest  problem  be* 
fore  our  diocese  is  the  strengthening  of  the  Church  in  the  larger 
cities  of  San  Francisco  and  Oakland.  The  Episcopal  Church  is 
often  called  a  "city''  church.  If  the  appellation  is  to  be  deserved  in 
any  way  by  us,  it  would  seem  to  be  our  duty  to  strengthen  our 
work  in  every  way  in  these  two  large  centers  of  population.  May 
we  not,  by  the  judicious  expenditures  of  our  missionary  funds,  by 
the  establishment  of  new  missions  in  the  sections  where  growth  is 
most  rapid,  by  strengthening  the  hands  of  those  who  are  working 
in  some  of  our  comparatively  recently  settled  districts,  overcome 
the  conditions  revealed  by  these  figures? 

That  this  condition  is  not  due  to  the  laxity  or  inertia  of  our  city 
clergy  is  shown  by  another  kind  of  comparison.  Leaving  aside  the 
population  as  a  basis  and  looking  at  the  work  of  the  Church  within 
herself,  let  us  ask.  What  is  the  ratio  between  the  results  of  our 
activity  in  various  ways,  and  the  number  of  our  communicants? 

These  figures  (page  167)  show  that  the  work  of  the  Church  in  the 
diocese,  and  in  the  several  Convocations,  has  a  genuine  vitality, 
and  that,  in  the  main,  our  parochial  clergy  are  doing  their  routine 
duties  as  well  and  as  successfully  as  are  those  in  the  rest  of  the 
Nation  and  of  the  State.  The  relatively  high  ratio  of  marriages  and 
burials  show  that  our  clergy  have  the  respect  and  affection  of  the 
community  in  a  remarkable  degree.  If  we  are  failing  in  any 
respect,  the  failure  seems  to  be  due  rather  to  strategy  than  to 
tactics.  Your  Committee  would  suggest  that  the  Convention  direct 
its  attention  to  this  aspect  of  the  Church's  work  and  endeavor  to 
devise  ways  and  means  of  developing  a  greater  relative  strength  of 
the  Church  in  the  populous  centers  of  San  Francisco  and  Oakland.

SUP^'EY  OF  THE  DIOCESE. 

At  the  request  of  the  Standing  Committee,  the  following  intro- 
ductory paragraphs  to  their  Report  on  the  Survey  of  the  Diocese, 
made  to  the  Bishop,  are  here  printed: 
To  the  Rt.  Rev.  W.  F.  Nichols,  D.D.,  Bishop  of  California. 

Rt.  Rev.  Father  in  God:  The  Standing  Committee  conveys  to 
you  herewith  the  report  of  the  Survey  of  the  Diocese  undertaken 
somewhat  over  a  year  ago  at  your  request.  In  sending  it,  the 
Committee  begs  you  to  note  that  it  has  adhered  strictly  to  the 
terms  of  the  request  in  endeavoring  to  make  a  survey  of  the  condi- 
tion of  the  Diocese  today.  The  temptation  was  ever  present  to 
recall  by  a  comparison  of  the  Diocese  of  today  w^ith  that  of  twenty- 
five  years  ago  the  manifold  and  significant  achievements  of  your 
Episcopate.  We  would  have  been  glad  to  have  made  extended 
note  of  the  growth  of  the  Diocese  to  a  strength  more  than  equal 
to  that  of  the  undivided  Diocese  of  which  you  took  charge;  to 
have  told  of  the  new  parishes  and  missions;  of  the  new  churches 
built;  of  the  remarkable  missionary  system  and  the  development 
of  the  Archdeacon's  office;  of  the  new  boards  and  the  wider  scope 
of  the  Church's  work  in  response  to  the  demand  of  the  modern 
world.  We  might  have  told  of  the  great  increase  in  the  Endow- 
ment Funds  of  the  Diocese,  of  the  new  institutions  begun  and  the 
old  institutions,  like  St.  Luke's  Hospital,  brought  to  splendid 
efficiency  and  of  the  beginnings  of  the  great  Cathedral  project,  of 
the  Divinity  School  and  its  noble  building  and  of  the  House  of 
Churchwomen  which  is  yearly  winning  greater  attention  through 
the  Church.  More  than  all  these  achievements,  we  might  with 
gratitude  to  God  have  spoken  of  the  unity  of  the  Diocese  achieved 
through  your  leadership  and  of  the  noble  Christian  life  which  has 
been  an  inspiration  and  power  to  your  clergy  and  people.

APPENDIX  L 


REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  EDUCATION. 

The  Board  of  Christian  Education  begs  to  present  the  following 
report.  During  the  year  the  Board  has  lost  three  members — the 
Rev.  E.  H.  McCollister,  who  has  accepted  the  position  of  Dean 
of  the  Pro-Cathedral  in  Portland,  Oregon;  Mr.  James  Wallace; 
and  just  at  the  close  of  the  year,  Mr.  W.  J.  Cooper,  who  found  it 
impossible  to  attend  the  meetings  on  account  of  their  work.  On 
nomination  of  the  Board,  the  Bishop  filled  Mr.  McCollister's  place 
by  the  appointment  of  the  Rev.  C.  L.  Thackeray,  and  Mr.  Wallace's 
by  that  of  Judge  Richards.  The  vacancy  occasioned  by  Mr. 
Cooper's  resignation  is  before  the  Convention  for  its  action. 

In  its  last  report  the  Board  noted  that  the  most  important  step 
forward  in  the  work  of  the  year  1915  had  been  the  appointment  of 
the  Rev.  H.  H.  Powell  as  Superintendent  of  Education,  an  ap- 
pointment made  possible  through  the  work  of  a  number  of  volun- 
teers who  interested  the  Sunday  Schools  to  provide  a  small  stipend. 
Dr.  Powell  has  now  filled  this  position  for  more  than  a  year  and 
the  Board  believes  that  his  work  has  been  of  very  great  service  to 
the  Diocese.  During  the  past  year  he  has  visited  forty-four  par- 
ishes, preaching  on  religious  education,  meeting  the  Sunday  School 
teachers  and  advising  in  regard  to  the  work.  Outside  the  Diocese 
he  has  visited  and  preached  in  six  parishes  as  well  as  attending  and 
teaching  at  the  Summer  Institute  in  Salt  Lake  City,  at  which  he 
represented  this  Church.  He  has  taught  training  classes  in  five 
parishes  with  sessions  running  in  number  from  three  in  San  Jose 
to  thirteen  at  St.  Luke's,  San  Francisco.  He  has  also  taught  in 
the  Diocesan  Summer  School  and  in  the  Bible  Institute  in  Berkeley, 
which  is  conducted  under  the  general  auspices  of  the  Pacific  School 
of  Religion.  He  is  about  to  begin  a  class  in  Personal  Religion  at 
the  Cathedral. 

It  is  impossible  to  tabulate  the  results  of  this  kind  of  work  in 
figures,  but  a  few  years  ought  to  show  that  it  is  a  means  of  steady 
progress  toward  better  educational  methods  and  a  better  under- 
standing of  the  educational  problem. 

The  report  from  the  Sunday  Schools  for  the  past  year  is  more 
favorable  than  that  of  a  year  ago.  The  slight  decrease  in  the 
number  of  both  scholars  and  teachers  in  1915  over  the  previous 
year  has  been  changed  to  a  number  slightly  in  excess  of  1914. 
Estimating  for  points  not  reporting  the  szmt  number  as  last  year 
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the  record  is  571  teachers  and  5971  scholars  as  against  573  teachers 
and  5770  scholars.  While  this  modest  increase  is  an  occasion  for 
hopefulness,  the  Board  again  brings  to  the  attention  of  the  Diocese 
the  importance  of  securing  the  co-operation,  not  only  of  parents, 
but  of  the  entire  parish  group  in  Sunday  School  work.  One  of  the 
chief  ideals  which  the  General  Board  is  now  striving  to  bring  before 
the  Church  is  the  ideal  of  the  unity  of  the  parish  as  what  might  be 
called  an  educational  institution.  We  have  very  little  understand- 
ing of  any  such  ideal  upon  the  part  of  most  of  our  people. 

In  its  last  report  the  Board  recommended  that  pending  the  ap- 
pearance of  the  new  lesson  series  to  be  issued  under  the  General 
Board  of  Religious  Education,  the  New  York  Commission  Series 
be  used.  During  this  year  the  Christian  Nurture  series  of  the  Gen- 
eral Board  has  appeared,  almost  all  the  grades  being  now  com- 
pleted, although  some  are  somewhat  tentative.  These  lessons  are 
admirable  in  every  respect — far  superior  to  anything  yet  obtainable. 
Their  only  drawback  is  their  cost  to  the  Sunday  Schools,  but  the 
Board  recommends  that  the  Parishes  should  make  a  special  sacri- 
fice in  order  to  get  this  fine  series  into  their  classes.  When  the 
work  is  finally  completed  the  cost  will  undoubtedly  be  largely 
reduced. 

The  Board  is  preparing  a  statistical  card  upon  which  the  Super- 
intendent and  the  Educational  Secretary  may  note  the  data  con- 
cerning the  schools  of  the  Diocese.  From  time  to  time  the  Board 
has  collected  data  but  has  had  no  standard  system  for  keeping 
records.  A  good  system  will  enable  the  Board  to  help  more  than 
in  the  past  in  the  general  work. 

The  Board  is  sorry  to  report  that  the  women  have  not  as  yet 
been  able  to  raise  the  $300  necessary  for  the  first  printing  of  the 
proposed  collection  of  Primary  Children  Hymns  and  Songs— one 
of  the  greatest  needs  in  the  teaching  of  children.  The  collection 
of  books  from  which  this  selection  has  been  made  is  now  in  the 
Diocesan  Library  and  available  for  reference. 

Teacher  Training  work  through  Dr.  Powell's  and  Miss  Fiedler's 
classes  has  made  considerable  progress  during  the  year.  In  addi- 
tion to  Dr.  Powell's  classes.  Miss  Fiedler  held,  during  the  six 
months  from  January  to  June,  three  week-day  classes.  During  the 
last  six  months  two  of  the  classes  have  been  combined  for  con* 
venience.  Miss  Fiedler  has  also  helped  to  organize  those  which 
Dr.  Powell  and  Miss  Crosby  taught;  has  organized  a  kindergarten 
at  the  Japanese  Mission;  has  addressed  various  Mothers'  Meeting 
and  Teachers'  Associations;  has  helped  in  training  two  leaders  for 
the  Missionary  Education  Movement  Conferences — one  for  Asil- 
omar  and  the  other  for  Northern  California  Continuation  Work 
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and  has  kept  office  hours  regularly  on  three  days  a  week  in  the 
Diocesan  House.  She  has  also  spent  a  great  deal  of  time  in 
advising  both  by  correspondence  and  personally  in  the  work  of 
the  schools  of  this  Diocese  and  others. 

In  this  same  connection  the  Board  would  note  the  great  im- 
petus given  to  Missionary  study  by  Miss  Crosby's  visit  last  spring 
and  the  classes  which  she  conducted. 

The  summer  school  held  as  usual  at  the  Divinity  School  had  an 
attendance  of  90,  being  about  the  same  as  at  those  held  in  the  past. 
There  was  a  good  spirit  and  much  helpful  work.  The  School  will 
be  held  again  as  usual  at  the  Divinity  School  and,  on  the  sugges- 
tion of  the  Convocation  of  San  Jose,  another  School  will  be  held 
at  Watsonville  probably  in  June.  Watsonville  is  the  most  easily 
reached  center  of  a  great  district,  and  Rev.  Mr.  Thackeray  has 
been  working  hard  to  organize  the  School.  If  this  School  is  suc- 
cessful the  Board  will  hope  to  conduct  it  regularly  from  year  to  year. 
In  addition  plans  are  being  made  for  the  holding  of  Religious  In- 
stitutes in  various  centers.  Such  an  institute  will  be  more  than  a 
school  for  teachers.  It  will  aim  to  cover  the  religious  needs  of  all 
kinds  of  people  and  the  Board  believes  that  they  can  be  developed 
to  be  a  very  useful  feature  in  the  work  of  the  Diocese. 

No  progress  has  been  made  during  the  year  in  the  reorganization 
of  the  lecture  work,  but  the  Board  has  plans  for  the  coming  year. 
The  Board  is  also  preparing  a  new  list  of  books  suitable  for 
parochial  libraries  and  another  for  public  libraries.  Such  a  list 
was  issued  a  few  years  ago  and  will  now  be  brought  up  to  date. 
The  Board  earnestly  requests  the  clergy,  when  this  list  appears,  to 
do  what  they  can  to  see  that  at  least  the  books  contained  in  it  are 
bought  for  the  public  libraries  of  their  communities.  Attention 
is  also  called  to  the  Traveling  Libraries  which  the  Board  stands 
ready  to  provide  for  any  Parishes  and  Missions  which  have  no 
parochial  libraries.  Arrangements  in  regard  to  these  are  to  be 
made  with  Miss  Fiedler. 

In  regard  to  the  Church  in  the  Universities  the  conditions  at 
Berkeley  show  a  very  hopeful  advance.  In  the  early  autumn  a 
Council  of  St.  Mark's  Club,  which  is  the  Church  Club  of  University 
students,  was  organized  on  which  are  the  four  Bishops  of  the 
State,  representatives  from  each  of  the  Dioceses  and  representa- 
tives from  the  faculty  and  local  vestry,  together  with  officers  of 
the  Student  Club.  This  Council  has  undertaken  the  campaign  to 
raise  money  for  the  chaplaincy.  Already  the  students  themselves 
have  pledged  upward  of  two  hundred  dollars  and  the  Finance 
Committee  has  the  plans  watt  ^jtammgumu^ds  beginning  the  work 
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through  the  State.  It  is  hoped  that  a  sufficient  sum  will  be  raised 
to  pay  a  good  salary  and  to  give  the  Chaplain  a  considerable 
amount  for  the  expenses  of  his  work.  He  will  work  as  a  member 
of  the  staff  of  St.  Mark's  Parish,  but  with  large  independence  and 
with  the  cure  of  souls  as  regards  University  students.  The  need 
of  such  a  worker  becomes  glaringly  apparent  when  it  is  noted  that 
in  the  fall  term  six  hundred  and  eighty-two  students  were  regis- 
tered as  affiliated  with  the  Episcopal  Church. 

As  reported  last  year,  the  same  situation  exists  at  Stanford.  The 
numbers  are  smaller,  but  the  problems  are  much  the  same  and 
the  need  great. 

Undoubtedly  the  m<'  marked  new  work  of  the  Board  during  the 
year  is  the  series  of  devotional  readings  from  the  Bible,  the  first 
quarterly  number  of  which  was  issued  in  Advent.  The  Board 
printed  and  circulated  twenty-five  hundred  copies  in  order  to  learn 
how  wide  the  interest  might  be  and  with  the  intention  of  issuing 
such  a  leaflet  each  quarter  if  it  was  found  that  there  was  a  re- 
sponse. The  interest  has  been  so  great  and  the  response  so  general 
that  the  Board  will  undertake  the  regular  publication  each  quarter 
of  a  series  of  daily  readings.  These  readings  are  brief  and  topical. 
In  the  present  series  the  Collect  for  the  Sunday  is  taken  as  a  key- 
note for  the  passages  during  the  week.  This  method  will  be 
continued  throughout  the  present  year.  It  is  proposed  for  ten 
cents  a  year  to  mail  these  leaflets  directly  to  subscribers  and  to 
supply  them  at  lower  cost  to  parishes  in  larger  numbers  for  local 
distribution.  This  work,  about  which  the  Board  has  talked  for 
some  time,  has  been  actually  carried  through  by  the  devoted  effort 
of  the  Secretary  of  the  Board,  to  whom  the  thanks  of  the  Diocese 
are  especially  due. 

There  has  been  no  meeting  of  the  Synod  of  the  Province  during 
the  past  year,  and  there  is  no  report  of  the  Provincial  Board  of 
Religious  Education  to  refer  to,  but  the  Diocese  will  be  interested 
to  know  that  a  report  is  soon  to  be  issued,  giving  the  status  of  the 
official  Boards  and  Commissions  through  the  Province. 

In  the  general  Church  two  or  three  matters  may  be  noted.  Mr. 
Kilbourne  has  resigned  as  Director  of  the  Collegiate  Department 
of  the  general  Board  in  order  to  become  Rector  of  Gethsemane 
Church  in  Minneapolis.  His  place  has  not  been  filled,  and  it  is 
uncertain  what  is  to  be  done,  but  a  conference  of  University  work- 
ers is  to  be  held  next  month  in  Chicago.  The  Board  is  employing 
a  special  agent,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Kemerer,  to  go  about  giving  informa- 
tion and  help  in  the  use  of  the  new  Christian  Nurture  Series.  The 
publication  of  this  series  is  no  doubt  the  most  important  event  of 
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the  Church  in  Religious  Edu<:ation  during  the  past  year.  It  should 
also  be  noted  that  the  Educational  work  received  large  attention 
at  the  General  Convention. 

Last  year  the  Bishop  referred  to  the  Board  the  matter  of  the 
World  Alliance  for  the  Promotion  of  International  Friendship, 
and  the  Board  urged  the  appointment  of  Peacemaker  Committees 
in  the  parishes.  The  Board  does  not  know  how  widely  this  has 
been  taken  up,  but  it  should  be  noted  that  General  Convention 
has  appointed  a  Commission  to  work  in  this  same  line  and  there 
is  nothing  which  lies  closer  to  the  activities  of  the  Christian 
Church.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SOCIAL  SERVICE  COMMISSION 

In  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Civic  Betterment  to  the  Fifty- 
eighth  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  California  in  1908  the  Rev. 
N.  B.  W.  Gallwey,  the  Chairman,  described  the  purpose  of  what 
is  now  the  Social  Service  Commission  in  the  following  words: 

"From  the  very  beginning  the  scope  of  work  which  opened  up 
before  us  led  us  into  spheres  broader  than  the  title  seems  to  sug- 
gest. To  take  the  name  of  Committee  on  Social  Service,  which 
name  also  comes  as  a  suggestion  from  the  General  Committee  on 
the  same  subject,  would  indicate  more  truly  the  character  and 
scope  of  your  Committee's  work.  In  short,  its  task  is  an  organ- 
ized effort  towards  realizing  the  social  mission  of  the  Church.  It 
is  not  necessary  in  this  Convention  to  elaborate  this  any  further 
than  to  say  that  your  Committee  interprets  the  social  mission  of 
the  Church  to  mean  the  bringing  into  practical  every-day  life  social, 
industrial  and  economic — Monday  to  Saturday  included — the  prin- 
ciples of  the  Kingdom/  of  God  which  are  preached  so  earnestly 
from  pulpits  on  Sunday.  The  manifestations  of  deep  interest  in 
your  Committee's  work  that  have  come  from  sources  which  are 
sometimes  indifferent  to  the  Church  and  its  work  give  fresh  evi- 
dence that  when  a  complete  gospel  is  preached  by  the  Church — a 
gospel  which  means  the  salvation  of  the  body  as  well  as  the  soul — 
which  includes  the  application  of  Christian  principles  to  the  social 
and  the  industrial  as  well  as  to  the  religious  life  of  the  community 
— that  then  the  community  begins  to  take  notice  and  believe  in 
the  Church  as  the  follower  of  her  Master,  and  the  Church  thus 
wins  the  affection  and  respect  of  the  masses  of  humanity  which 
have  been  so  largely  forfeited  in  the  past." 

During  the  years  since  this  report  of  1908  the  Church,  as  a  whole, 
has  been  waking  up  to  the  vital  importance  of  the  Social  Service 
interpretation  of  the  work  of  the  Church.  Many  ideas  which 
seemed  new  and  startling  in  those/  early  days  have  come  to  be 
commonplace,  and  many  of  the  reforms  for  which  this  Commis- 
sion has  worked  have  become  municipal  and  State  laws.  Mention 
only  is  necessary  of  the  Child  Labor  Laws,  Tenement  House  Law, 
the  Tuberculosis  regulations,  the  Employers'  Liability  Act,  the 
Anti-Race  Track  Gambling  Bill,  the  Redlight  Abatement  Bill,  the 
Dance  Hall  regulations  and  other  measures  for  which  the  various 
members  of  the  Commission  have  earnestly  worked  since  the 
formation  of  the  first  Committee.    The  expression,  "various  mem- 
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bers/'  is  used  advisedly  because,  though  much  has  been  acoin- 
pKsbed,  and  understanding  of  the  Social  Mission  of  the  Church  is 
increasing  in  all  parts  of  the  Diocese,  much  education  is  still 
needed.  Furthermore,  the  Commission  is  tremendously  handi- 
capped by  the  fact  that  it  cannot  act  as  a  representative  of  the 
Church  in  co-operation  with  the  Boards  or  Commissions  of  other 
organizations  for  Social  Betterment.  Only  as  individuals  can  the 
members  endorse  any  measure  which  might  come  up  between 
Conventions.  That  this  condition  is  not  peculiar  to  our  own 
Diocese  may  be  clearly  seen  in  studying  the  publication  of  the 
Joint  Commission  on  Social  Service  of  the  Church  for  1916,  "What 
the  Episcopal  Church  is  Doing  in  the  Social  Field." 

"The  following  pages,"  says  the  foreword,  "do  not  purport  to 
be  an  exhaustive  statement  of  the  activities  of  upwards  of  a  hun- 
dred social  agencies — general,  provincial,  diocesan,  parochial— of 
the  Episcopal  Church  appointed  during  recent  years,  but  they  are 
sufficiently  suggestive  and  valuable  as  much  for  their  occasional 
frank  confession  of  failure,  and  in  several  instances  of  discourage- 
ment, as  for  their  general  indication  of  substantial  progress  and 
achievement  in  many  directions."  It  is  a  very  significant  fact  that 
those  Commissions  which  have  accomplished  the  most  are  those 
which  have  had  the  power  to  act  as  a  Commission  in  conjunction 
with  other  bodies  working  for  the  same  cause.  That  the  Joint 
Commission  on  Social  Service  recognizes  this  truth  is  shown  by 
the  four  Principles  for  governing  the  Activity  of  Diocesan  Social 
Service  Commissions.  One,  co-operation  with  the  Parishes;  two, 
co-operation  with  other  Commissions  and  other  Communions; 
three,  co-operation  with  secular  and  governmental  social  agencies; 
four,  co-operation  with  the  Joint  Commission. 

Real  co-operation  can  only  take  place  as  a  Commission  and  not 
as  individuals.  In  the  reports  of  such  Commissions  as  have  this 
power  of  co-operation  there  is  real  spirit — in  the  reports  of  others 
there  shows  a  lack  of  inspiration  and  a  vagueness  of  purpose. 
The  following  suggestions  are  made  by  the  Joint  Commission  for 
the  guidance  of  Diocesan  Commissions: 

I.  Hold  regular  meetings — at  least  quarterly. 

II.  As  soon  as  possible  employ  an  executive  secretary— on  full 
time  or  part  time. 

III.  Appoint  sub-committees  charged  with  special  phases  of 
investigation  or  other  effort. 

IV.  Draw  up  a  definite  program  of  action,  on  the  basis  of  actual 
investigation  of  conditions  and  agencies  in  the  Diocese,  or  of  data 
already  gathered  by  other  agencies. 
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V.  Keep  in  touch  with  proposed  legislative  measures. 

VI.  Co-operate  with  various  social  agencies  of  the  State  and  of 
single  communities. 

VII.  Interest  parishes  of  the  Diocese  in  Community  Service. 

VIII.  Hold  "Social  Service  Missions" — of  several  days'  dura- 
tion— ^at  some  central  points,  with  addresses  by  experts  on  the 
Social  problems  and  methods  of  service,  and  by  ministers  and  lay- 
men on  the  relation  of  the  Church  to  human  welfare. 

IX.  Issue  a  monthly  bulletin,  which  will  keep  the  parishes  in- 
formed of  your  work  and  plans. 

X.  Organize  a  social  service  loan  or  traveling  library. 

Much  of  the  work  that  has  been  accomplished  in  the  past  by  our 
Commission,  as  by  others,  has  resulted  from  following  some  such 
program. 

The  first  need  in  our  Diocese  is  for  education  along  social  service 
lines.  The  absolute  failure  of  the  parishes  and  missions  to  take 
any  interest  in  the  splendid  list  of  lectures  arranged  by  the  Com- 
mission two  or  three  years  ago,  the  character  of  the  answers  to 
the  questionaires  on  the  relation  of  the  parishes  to  Public  Recrea- 
tion and  the  Juvenile  Court  show  that  we  have  not  yet  come  to 
a  realization  of  the  value  of  Preventive  Work.  For  Social  Service 
is  purely  preventive  work.  It  is  also  a  sacred  function  of  the 
Church  to  lift  up  the  fallen  and  to  bind  up  the  broken  heart,  but 
this  is  not  Social  Service.  The  Social  Service  mission  of  the 
Church  is  to  get  at  the  root  of  the  troubles  in  society  and  prevent 
the  falling  and  the  breaking  of  the  heart. 

A  great  Conference  of  Social  Workers  is  to  be  held  in  Oakland 
in   May. 

Its  keynote  will  be  "Prevention."  Every  clergyman  and  layman 
should  try  to  attend  some  of  these  meetings.  It  is  an  opportunity 
to  get  a  new  vision  of  Social  Service.  There  should  be  also  a 
survey  made  of  "What  the  Diocese  of  California  is  doing  in  the 
Social  Field,"  in  order  that  a  definite  plan  of  action  may  be  drawn 
up.  The  earnest  co-operation  of  all  parishes  is  needed  in  the 
carrying  out  of  this  survey.  It  is  not  possible  yet  to  employ  an 
executive  secretary,  so  the  help  of  Social  Service  Committees  in 
parishes  is  particularly  necessary.  It  should  be  the  aim  of  the 
Commission  constantly  to  broaden  the  scope  of  work  that  its  in- 
terest should  not  be  confined  to  the  problems  in  the  See  city,  but 
should  extend  into  every  corner  of  the  Diocese. 
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In  one  of  the  previous  reports  of  the  Commission  was  quoted 
the  recommendation  of  Dr.  Edward  S.  Devine  that  the  Church 
must  come  to  a  better  understanding,  a  sympathetic  co-operatiTe 
mutually  advantageous  understanding  with  a  great  variety  of 
secular  agencies,  such  as  the  Police  Department,  the  Health  De- 
partment, the  Charities  Department  and  the  Public  School, — also 
with  the  Trade  Unions  and  other  labor  organizations  and  with  all 
other  non-sectarian  bodies  who  are  working  in  one  way  or  another 
for  the  improvement  of  conditions.  It  is  worth  while  once  again 
to  emphasize  the  need  of  co-operation  as  suggested  by  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  Joint  Commission  quoted  above.  "The  Church 
cannot  work  alone.  There  are  effective  agencies  already  in  the 
field;  let  us  know  what  these  agencies  are.  We  are  in  a  position 
to  supply  the  highest  motive  for  Social  Service.  Other  agencies 
are  surely  making  exhaustive  study  of  method.  It  should  be  our 
special  mission  to  combine  with  the  method  the  motive  of  the 
Master — 'Love  to  God  and  love  to  man.' "

of  1917.

Sec.  163.  A  Committee  on  Finance,  to  consist  of  five  laymen, 
one  of  whom  shall  be  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese.  It  shall  be  the 
duty  of  this  Committee  to  report  to  the  Annual  Convention  a 
schedule  of  assessment  for  the  Episcopal  and  Convention  Fund, 
as  provided  in  Section  451  of  these  Canons,  and  a  schedule  of 
appropriations  as  provided  in  Section  455,  and  also  a  schedule  of 
apportionments  for  diocesan  church  extension  purposes,  as  pro- 
vided in  Section  461a  of  these  Canons.  The  ecclesiastical  authority 
shall  appoint  this  Committee  at  least  twenty  (20)  days  before  the 
Annual  Convention,  from  the  delegates  thereunto  already  chosen. 

Sec.  181  (2)  Substitute  for  the  present  sub-section  the  words 
following:  No  principal  motion  shall  be  considered  as  before  the 
Convention  unless  seconded  and  submitted  in  writing  to  the

Sec.  230.  The  Cathedral  Church  of  the  Diocese  shall  be  known 
as  Grace  Cathedral. 

Sec.  231.  Cathedral  organization  shall  be  the  same  as  organized 
under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  California  on  November  2d,  A.  D. 
1906,  as  the  ''Chapter  of  Grace  Cathedral  Corporation."  For  details 
of  same  see  pp.  82-84  Journal  of  Convention,  1913. 
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Sec.  232.  The  Cathedral  Chapter  shall  consist  of  twelve  members, 
the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  California  and  eleven  other  persons, 
all  of  whom  shall  be  citizens  of  the  State  of  California,  resident 
within  said  Diocese  and  communicants  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church,  five  of  whom  shall  be  clergymen  canonically  and  actually 
resident  in  said  Diocese  as  follows:  The  Dean  of  the  Cathedral, 
the  Archdeacon  of  the  Diocese  and  the  two  senior  by  service  of  the 
Clerical  members  of  the  Standing  Committee  other  than  the  Dean 
and  Archdeacon,  should  they  or  either  of  them  be  members  of  said 
Standing  Committee,  ex-officio,  and  one  to  be  annually  elected, 
unless  there  should  happen  to  be  a  Bishop  Coadjutor  in  the  Diocese, 
when  he  shall  be  ex-officio  the  sixth  clerical  member;  and  six  who 
shall  be  laymen  of  said  Church  as  follows:  The  Chancellor  of  the 
Diocese;  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese;  the  two  senior  members 
of  the  Standing  Committee  other  than  the  Chancellor  and  Treasurer 
should  they  or  either  of  them  be  members  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee, and  Messrs.  W.  H.  Crocker  and  Louis  F.  Monteagle,  until 
such  time  as  they  or  either  of  them  may  become  ex-oflficio  members, 
or  for  any  cause  cease  to  be  members,  in  which  case  there  shall  be 
elected  annually  one  or  two  from  the  number  worshiping  regularly 
at  the  Cathedral. 

Sec.  233.  The  Cathedral  Worshipers  shall  be  represented  in  the 
Convention  of  the  Diocese  by  such  members  of  the  Cathedral  Chap- 
ter as  may  otherwise  be  members  of  the  Convention  but  without  a 
vote  other  than  that  already  possessed  by  them  as  members  of  the 
Convention. 

Sec.  234.  Cathedral  Missions  may  organize  when  desired  under 
the  Canon  for  Mission  Organization. 

Sec.  300.  The  Missionary  System  of  the  Diocese  shall  include, 
with  the  Bishop,  a  Board  of  Missions,  an  Archdeacon,  ConvocatioDS, 
Missions  and  Missionaries. 

Sec.  315.  The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  ex  officio,  shall  be  Presi- 
dent of  the  Board;  the  Archdeacon  and  the  Deans  of  Convocation, 
ex  officio;  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese,  ex  officio;  and  one  clergy- 
man and  one  layman  from  each  Convocation;  and  one  clergyman 
and  one  layman  at  large,  to  be  elected  annually  by  the  Convention 
of  the  Diocese.  Vacancies  occuring  among  the  efected  members 
may  be  filled  by  the  Board  at  any  regular  meeting. 

Section  317.  The  Board  of  Missions  shall  meet  at  the  call  of  the 
President  as  soon  as  practicable  after  the  adjournment  of  the  Con- 
vention, at  which  meeting  organization  shall  be  effected.  The 
Board   shall   thereafter   hold   regular   quarterly   meetings   at   such 
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times  and  at  such  place  as  may  be  fixed  by  order  of  the  Board, 
adopted  at  its  first  meeting,  and  may  at  any  time  hold  special  meet- 
ings at  the  icall  of  the  President,  or  of  any  three  members.  Written 
notice  of  every  meeting,  whether  regular  or  special,  shall  be  given 
by  the  President  or  Secretary.  A  majority  of  the  members  of  the 
Board  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

Sec.  317a.  There  shall  be  a  Council  of  Advice,  consisting  of  the 
Bishop,  the  Archdeacon,  the  Deans  of  Convocation,  and  the  Treas- 
urer, which  shall  hold  monthly  meetings  to  consider  the  progress 
and  the  needs  of  the  missionary  work  of  the  Diocese  in  all  its 
branches,  and  which  shall  submit  a  full  report  of  its  investigations 
and  of  all  matters  coming  before  it,  together  with  its  recommenda- 
tions in  regard  thereto,  to  the  Board  of  Missions  at  its  quarterly 
meetings. 

Sec.  336.  Each  Convocation  shall  hold  at  least  two  meetings 
annually.  At  all  meetings  of  the  Convocation  the  Archdeacon, 
every  clergyman  canonically  resident  within  the  Convocation 
District,  and  every  lay-delegate  to  be  elected  as  hereinafter  pro- 
vided, shall  be  entitled  to  a  seat  and  a  vote.  The  lay-delegates 
shall  (Consist  of  five  (5)  qualified  voters  of  each  parish  or  mis- 
sion within  the  Convocation  District.  The  lay-delegates  from 
each  parish  shall  be  elected  by  the  vestry  thereof  and  the  lay- 
delegates  of  each  mission  within  the  Convocation  District  shall  be 
elected  at  the  annual  or  some  other  meeting  thereof.  The  meetings 
of  the  Convocations  shall  have  for  their  principal  object  the  consid- 
eration of  missionary  work  and  such  missionaries  as  are  members 
shall  report  concerning  their  work  and  their  special  needs.  A 
statement  shall  be  rendered  of  the  payments  made  by  each  parish 
and  mission  upon  their  apportionment  for  church  extension.  Each 
Convocation  may  make  its  own  rules  and  by-laws  in  furtherance 
of  these  objects,  not  inconsistent  with  these  Canons. 

Sec.  433.  (a)  There  shall  be  a  Commission  on  Church  Charities 
to  consist  of  nine  members  appointed  by  the  Bishop,  a  majority  of 
whom  shall  be  laymen  not  members  of  any  Board  of  Managers  of 
Charitable  organizations  in  the  Diocese. 

(b)  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Commission  to  investigate  and 
promote  the  jnterests  of  Diocesan  Institutions  and  Charitable 
organizations  in  the  Diocese;  to  audit  their  accounts,  and  to  make 
a  full  report  of  their  management  and  finances  to  the  Convention. 
No  such  institutions  or  organizations  shall  solicit  funds  in  the 
Diocese  without  written  authorization  from  the  Commission. 

(c)  The  Commission  shall  be  authorized  to  employ  expert  aid  in 
its  work  whenever,  in  its  opinion,  the  need  of  such  aid  may  arise. 
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(d)  The  Commission  shall  also  receive  and  audit  the  reports 
of  individuals  who  solicit  funds  in  the  Parishes  of  the  Diocese  for 
the  support  of  unorganized  religious  or  charitable  work;  such 
audit  and  a  written  authorization  from  the  Commission  shall  be 
regarded  ^s  essential  to  the  authority  of  any  individual  to  solicit 
funds  for  such  purpose. 

Of  Diocesan  Institutions. 

Sec.  434.  Any  organization  existing  or  hereafter  formed  for 
religious  or  charitable  work  in  the  Diocese  may  assume  and  retain 
the  title  of  Diocesan  Institution  only  when  it  conforms  to  the 
following  conditions: 

(a)  It  shall  be  accepted  as  such  by  vote  of  Convention. 

(b)  One-third  of  the  members  of  its  governing  board  shall  be 
chosen  by  Convention  or  in  a  manner  approved  by  Convention. 

(c)  The  officers  of  the  Institution  shall  annually  present  to  the 
Commission  on  Church  Charities,  at  such  time  as  the  Commission 
shall  direct,  a  list  of  all  property  and  investments  held  for  the 
benefit  oiF  such  Institution,  and  a  full  report  of  the  sources  and 
expenditure  of  revenue  during  the  twelve  months  preceding,  which 
report  with  the  books  of  the  Institution  shall  be  audited  by  or  to 
the  satisfaction  of  the  Commission  and  a  report  of  the  same  made 
to  Convention. 

Sec.  461.  The  fund  for  church  extension  shall  be  derived  from 
the  following  sources: 

(1)  From  the  monthly  pledge  or  contribution  of  each  mission 
of  the  Diocese,  as  provided  in  Sec.  347  of  these  Canons; 

(2)  From  the  annual  apportionment  of  each  parish  or  mission 
for  church  extension,  as  hereinafter  provided; 

(3)  From  any  appropriation  to  this  Diocese  by  the  General 
Board  of  Missions; 

(4)  From  the  collections  made  at  any  general  or  special 
church  extension  or  missionary  service  held  in  this  Diocese; 

(5)  From  donations. 

Sec.  461a.  The  Board  of  Missions  shall  at  least  twenty  (20) 
days  prior  to  the  Annual  Convention,  prepare  and  submit  to  the 
Committee  on  Finance  a  statement  showing  its  total  revenue  for 
the  past  year  and  the  sources  from  which  the  same  was  derived, 
with  the  amount  derived  from  each  source,  and  also  its  total  ex- 
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penditures  and  the  purposes  for  which  the  same  were  made  or 
incurred;  also  an  estimate  of  the  total  amount  required  to  meet 
its  operating  expenses  for  the  succeeding  year.  The  Committee 
on  Finance  shall,  after  consideration  of  the  said  statement  and 
estimate  of  the  Board  of  Missions,  fix  the  total  amount  to  be 
apportioned  among  the  several  parishes  and  missions  in  the  Dio- 
cese for  church  extension,  and  shall  apportion  the  same  tu  eacn 
parish  or  mission  in  the  same  manner  and  on  the  same  basis  as 
provided  in  subdivisions  (b),  (c)  and  (d)  of  Section  451  of  these 
Canons.  The  Committee  on  Finance  shall  present  a  report  of  the 
amounts  of  the  several  apportionments  so  fixed  by  it  to  the  Annual 
Convention;  a  copy  of  which  said  report  shall  be  posted  at  or  near 
the  desk  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention.  The  Committee  shall 
have  power  to  modify  or  amend  the  same  as  to  the  aggregate 
amount  of  the  apportionment,  or  as  to  any  apportionment  or  ap- 
portionments contained  therein,  and  said  report  upon  being  finally 
adopted  by  the  Annual  Convention  in  its  original  form,  or  as 
amended  by  it,  shall  finally  'Constitute  and  determine  the  annual 
apportionment  of  each  parish  or  mission  in  the  Diocese  for  church 
extension.  The  Treasurer  shall,  within  thirty  (30)  days  after  ad- 
journment of  the  Annual  Convention,  notify  each  parish  and  mis- 
sion of  the  amount  of  its  said  apportionment  for  church  extension. 

Sec.  461b.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  Parish  and  Mission  in 
the  Diocese  to  meet  its  apportionment  for  the  Church  Extension 
Fund.     There  shall  be  applied  to  this  purpose 

(1)  The  loose  collection  which  shall  be  taken  in  every  Parish 
and  Mission  when  the  rite  of  Confirmation  is  administered. 

(2)  Such  funds  as  arc  contributed  for  Church  Extension  through 
the  weekly  or  monthly  envelope  pledge  system,  and  note:  That 
any  Parish  or  Mission  which  shall  have  paid  to  the  Treasurer  of 
the  Diocese  before  the  first  day  of  April  one-quarter,  before  the 
first  day  of  July  one-half,  before  the  first  day  of  October  three- 
quarters,  and  before  the  first  day  of  January  the  full  amount  of  the 
apportionment  for  the  current  year  shall  be  released  from  the  ob- 
ligation to  take  the  collection  required  in  section  (3)  of  this  Canon 
on  the  date  next  following  upon  such  payment. 

(3)  A  collection  to  be  made  quarterly  in  each  Parish  and  Mission 
in  the  Diocese,  at  the  midday  service,  on  the  second,  or  some  otner, 
Sunday  in  the  months  of  February,  May,  September  and  December 
of  each  year;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  and  every  rector  ot 
minister  in  charge  of  every  Parish  and  Mission  in  the  Diocese  to 
give  proper  notice  of  said  -collection,  and  its  object,  on  that,  and 
the  preceding  Sunday,  and  to  take  such  collection  as  appointed. 
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and  to  cause  the  full  amount  received  at  such  collection,  except  such 
sums  as  may  be  designated  for  other  purposes,  to  be  promptly 
paid  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese. 

(4)  Any  Parish  may  substitute  the  Easter  collections  for  the 
methods  prescribed  in  Sections  (2)  and  (3)  of  this  Canon;  provided, 
that  within  thirty  days  after  Easter  the  entire  amount  of  the  appor- 
tionment for  the  current  year  be  paid  to  the  Treasurer. 

This  proposed  amendment  to  the  By-Laws  of  the  Corpo- 
ration and  the  following  proposed  Amendment  to  the  Stand- 
ing Orders  of  the  Corporation  were  not  submitted  to  the 
Committee  on  Canons,  but  are  printed  for  the  information 
of  the  Convention. 

Proposed  Amendment  of  Article  II  of  the  By-Laws  of  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  California 
(a  Corporation),  Offered  by  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the 
Corporation. 

Resolved,  That  Article  II  of  the  By-Laws  of  the  Protestant  Epis- 
copal Church  in  the  Diocese  of  California  (a  Corporation)  be 
amended  to  read  as  follows: 

"ARTICLE  IL 

Election  of  Directors. 

The  Board  of  Directors  shall  consist  of  the  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese,  or,  if  there  be  a  Bishop  Coadjutor  of  the  Diocese  who  is 
the  Orddnary,  then  of  such  Bishop  Coadjutor,  and  of  six  other 
members  who  shall  be  elected  by  ballot  during  the  session  of  the 
Annual  Convention  for  the  following"  terms:  the  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese,  or  the  Bishop  Coadjutor  of  the  Diocese,  who  may  be  the 
Ordinary,  for  the  term  that  he  may  be  such  Bishop,  or  Bishop 
Coadjutor  and  Ordinary,  respectively;  three  members  for  the  term 
of  one  year,  or  until  their  successors  be  elected  respectively,  and 
three  members  for  the  term  of  two  years,  or  until  their  successors 
be  elected  respectively.  The  Secretary  of  the  Convention  shall, 
each  year  immediately  after  such  election,  notify  the  directors 
personally,  or  by  mail,  of  their  election,  and  shall,  at  the  same 
time,  notify  them  to  meet  at  a  specified  time  and  place  in  the 
Diocese  to  effect  an  organization  of  the  Board  of  Directors  and 
elect  the  officers  of  the  corporation." 

Amend  Standing  Orders  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in 
the  Diocese  of  California,  as  follows: 


186  Diocese  of  California 

Sec.  1.  After  the  word  "Corporation"  insert  the  words,  "Ex- 
cepting where  otherwise  designated  in  the  letter  or  instmment  of 
donation." 

Sec.  3.  Clause  (b)  to  read,  "The  Investment  Committee  shall 
annually  immediately  after  their  appointment,  designate  the  dates 
on  which  shall  be  held  their  regular  quarterly  meetings  and  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  issue  the  proper  calls  for  said 
meetings."  The  Committee  shall  at  every  such  meeting:  go 
through  the  list  of  securities  held  in  the  several  trusts  as  to  their 
market  condition  and  decide  upon  sale  and  new  investments.  Spe- 
cial meetings  shall  be  called  on  request  of  two  members.

By  reason  of  the  Bishop's  illness,  the  Bishops  of  Alaska  and  Nevada 
visited  the  Public  Institutions  and  held  Confirmation  Services,  the  Bishop 
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himself  later  in  the  year  visiting  both  Hospital  and  Relief  Home.  The 
work  has  had  the  continuous  help  of  the  Chaplain's  Assistant,  Miss  Mary 
A.  French,  who,  besides  undertaking  follow-up  work  among  discharged 
patients,  has  been  mainly  instrumental  in  the  establishment  of  a  much 
needed  Fund  for  Temporary  Relief.  Sunday  services  at  the  Relief  Home 
have  been  maintained  by  Messrs.  Foster,  Goldsack,  Sawyer  and  Trinies; 
I^y  Readers.  Mrs.  Covell  of  the  Cathedral,  Mrs.  Goldsack  and  Mrs.  Lyns 
of  St.  Stephen's  and  Miss  Ruth  Adamson  of  St.  Barnabas'  Mission  have 
rendered  valuable  service  as  organists.     Acknowledgments  are  due:

Following  are  items  of  work  contributing  to  the  results  specified  in  the 
Canonical  report;  2,988  questionings  as  to  habits  of  prayer;  2,545  admitted 
the  use  of  the  Lord's  Prayer;  of  those  neglectful  of  prayer,  13  have  de- 
veloped prayerfulness.  Especially  among  Protestants,  2  conversations  on 
Christianity  in  general,  and  185  on  the  Sacraments;  70  Prayers  and  25 
Scripture  readings  at  bedsides;  117  copies  of  Scripture,  32  Prayer  Books 
and  194  pieces  of  religious  literature  distributed;  143  discourses  delivered;

Francisco  Hospital,  the  undersigned  has,  in  addition  to  his  ecclesiastical 
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responsibilities  as  Chaplain,  undertaken  social  service  work  at  the  Hospi- 
tal, submitting  to  the  Superintendent  monthly  reports  on  that  work.
